Extract  from  act  of  Congress  of  February  20,  1907,  creating  and  defining  the  duties  of  the 

Immigration  Commission. 

That  a  commission  is  hereby  created,  consisting  of  three  Senators,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  three  Members  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  three  persons 
to  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States.  Said  commission  shall  make 
full  inquiry,  examination,  and  investigation,  by  subcommittee  or  otherwise,  into  the 
subject  of  immigration.  For  the  purpose  of  said  inquiry,  examination,  and  investiga- 
tion said  commission  is  authorized  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  make  all  necessary 
travel,  either  in  the  United  States  or  any  foreign  country,  and,  through  the  chair- 
man of  the  commission,  or  any  member  thereof,  to  administer  oaths  and  to  examine 
witnesses  and  papers  respecting  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  subject,  and  to  employ 
necessary  clerical  and  other  assistance.  Said  commission  shall  report  to  Congress  the 
conclusions  reached  by  it,  and  make  such  recommendations  as  in  its  judgment  may 
seem  proper.  Such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  said  inquiry,  examina- 
tion, and  investigation  are  hereby  appropriated  and  authorized  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
"immigrant  fund"  on  the  certificate  of  the  chairman  of  said  commission,  including 
all  expenses  of  the  commissioners,  and  a  reasonable  compensation,  to  be  fixed  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  for  those  members  of  the  commission  who  are  not 
Members  of  Congress;  *  *  *  .

CHAPTER  I. 
INTRODUCTION. 

Explanation  of  study — Extent  of  information — Communities  studied — Households 
studied — The  preparation  of  the  report — [Text  Table  1  and  General  Table  1]. 

EXPLANATION   OF   STUDY. 

Time  did  not  permit  complete  tabulation  of  all  data  secured  during 
the  investigation  of  immigrants  in  industries  in  the  territory  east  of 
the  Rocky  Mountains.  It  was  found  necessary  to  reduce  the  number 
of  tabulations  for  the  special  reports  on  selected  industries,  as  well 
as  to  curtail  the  number  of  such  reports.  Twenty  of  the  principal 
industries  of  the  country  were  chosen  for  detailed  presentation  and 
constitute  the  first  20  parts  of  the  general  reports  upon  immigrants 
in  industry.  The  extent  to  which  recent  immigrants  are  employed 
in  temporary  or  seasonal  work  was  also  considered  of  sufficient  import- 
ance to  call  for  separate  treatment,  and  a  special  report  entitled  "The 
Floating  Immigrant  Labor  Supply"  was  prepared  and  constitutes 
part  21  of  the  industrial  series.  After  the  preparation  of  the  above- 
described  data,  16  industries,  representing  data  for  112,339  employees, 
and  6  communities,  including  data  for  3,439  households,  remained. 
It  was  found  impossible  to  give  separate  treatment  to  the  industries 
in  any  extended  way,  and  consequently  only  two  separated  tabula- 
tions were  made  for  the  employees  of  each.  These  exhibit  (1)  the 
racial  composition  of  the  operating  forces  at  the  present  time  and  (2) 
the  racial  movements  to  the  specified  industry.  Extended  tabula- 
tions, however,  were  prepared  for  the  households  studied  in  the  6 
communities  referred  to  above.  Both  series  of  tabulations  have  been 
included  in  the  present  report,  which  is  designed  to  afford  an  insight 
into  the  status  of  immigrant  employees  in  a  number  of  industries  and 
industrial  communities  not  included  in  the  detailed  special  reports. 

EXTENT    OF    INFORMATION. 

A  total  of  16  industries,  representing  112,339  employees,  were 
studied  and  included  in  the  present  report.  The  number  of  employees 
of  each  industry  for  whom  detailed  information  was  secured  is  shown, 
by  sex  and  general  nativity  and  race,  in  the  table  next  submitted.

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COMMUNITIES    STUDIED. 

Six  industrial  communities  in  the  Middle  and  New  England  States 
were  also  studied.  In  order  to  avoid  the  publicity  of  data  received 
in  confidence,  each  of  these  communities  is  designated  by^  a  letter. 
The  general  location  of  each  community  is  given  in  the  detailed  treat- 
ment. The  industrial  significance  of  each  may  be  seen  from  the  fol- 
lowing summary  statement : 

Community  A,  Community  B,  Community  C,  Community  D,  Com- 
munity E,  Community  F. 

The  community  studies  include  a  considerable  amount  of  historical 
and  descriptive  data  bearing  upon  racial  displacements,  working  and 
living  conditions,  and  the  industrial  and  other  effects  of  recent  immi- 
gration. The  statistical  basis  of  the  community  studies,  however, 
consist  of  the  data  obtained  from  the  households  the  heads  of  which 
were  engaged  in  the  various  industries. 

HOUSEHOLDS    STUDIED. 

As  above  stated,  3,439  households  were  studied  in  connection 
with  the  investigation  of  immigrants  in  diversified  industries.  These 
households  represent  18,595  persons  of  whom  9,825  were  males  and 
8,770  females. 

THE  PREPARATION  OF  THE  REPORT. 

In  preparing  the  data  for  publication  two  general  divisions  have 
been  made.  Part  I  consists  of  a  statistical  presentation  of  the  racial 
make-up  of  the  operating  forces  of  16  specified  industries,  together 
with  a  statistical  exhibit  of  the  racial  displacements  which  have 
occurred  in  each  industry.  Part  II  includes  the  results  of  a  detailed 
study  of  6  representative  communities  engaged  in  various  branches 
of  manufacturing  enterprise.

In  the  present  chapter  an  exhibit  is  made  of  the  racial  composi- 
tion of  the  operating  forces  of  the  16  industries  under  discussion. 
The  showing  is  made  upon  the  basis  of  information  secured  for  indi- 
vidual employees,  which  in  the  case  of  each  industry  is  believed 
to  be  sufficiently  extensive  to  be  representative.  The  tabulations 
which  immediately  follow  are  arranged  alphabetically  according  to 
industries.

Of  1,896  persons  employed  in  the  carpet-manufacturing  industry 
for  whom,  information  was  secured,  1,283  are  males  and  613  are 
females.  Of  both  the  males  and  females  the  largest  proportion  are 
foreign-born,  the  proportions  of  white  males  native-born  of  native 
father  and  foreign-born  following  in  the  order  named.  The  native 
white  females  born  of  foreign  father  show  a  slightly  larger  proportion 
than  those  who  were  native-born  of  native  father.  The  smallest  pro- 
portion in  each  instance  is  shown  by  native  negroes  born  of  native 
rather,  there  being  0.2  per  cent  of  males  and  no  females  of  that 
nativity. 

The  largest  proportion  of  both  males  and  females  of  foreign  birth 
are  Polish.  The  only  other  races  showing  as  high  as  5  per  cent  of  the 
total  number  of  foreign-born  males  being  the  French  Canadian,  Eng- 
lish, German,  Irish,  and  South  Italian.  No  other  race  except  the 
Polish  show  as  high  as  4  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  foreign-born 
females.  The  total  number  of  both  males  and  females  who  are 
native-born  of  foreign  father  is  composed  largely  of  those  whose 
fathers  were  born  in  Canada,  England,  Germany,  and  Ireland.

Of  the  10,979  male  employees  of  this  industry  hi  this  locality  for 
whom  information  was  obtained,  45.7  per  cent  are  foreign-born,  15.5 
per  cent  native-born  of  foreign  father,  and  37.7  and  1.1  per  cent 
native-born  of  native  father,  whites  and  negroes,  respectively. 
Although  quite  a  large  number  of  races  are  represented  in  this  indus- 
try, only  those  constituting  as  much  as  1  per  cent  of  the  total  num- 
ber of  employees  are  considered. 

Among  the  foreign-born,  the  representatives  of  the  Polish  race  con- 
stitute a  larger  proportion  of  all  employees  than  do  the  representa- 
tives of  any  other  race,  or  10.2  per  cent.  Following  the  Poles  are  the 
Germans,  Slovaks,  Magyars,  South  Italians  and  Russians,  English  and 
Ruthenians,  Irish,  North  Italians,  Crpatians,  and  Lithuanians,  in  the 
order  named,  with  proportions  ranging  from  6.3  to  1.1  per  cent. 

Of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father,  only  those  whose  fathers 
were  born  in  Germany,  Ireland,  and  England  constitute  each  as  much 
as  1  per  cent  of  all  employees  for  whom  information  was  obtained, 
the  proportions  constituted  by  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in  the 
above  specified  countries  ranging  from  7.6  to  1.6  per  cent.

Information  was  obtained  in  this  industry  for  10,301  male  em- 
ployees, of  which  number  68  per  cent  were  foreign-born,  16.9  per 
cent  native-born  of  foreign  father,  13.5  per  cent  native  whites  born 
of  native  father,  and  1.6  per  cent  native  negroes  born  of  native 
father.  Although  42  foreign-born  race  groups  are  shown  in  the 
above  table,  only  13  constitute  each  as  much  as  1  per  cent  of  all 
employees  for  whom  information  was  obtained.  Of  these,  the  Poles 
with  15.3  per  cent  constitute  a  slightly  larger  proportion  than  do 
the  Germans  who,  in  turn,  constitute  a  slightlv  larger  proportion 
than  the  Swedes — the  three  combined  constituting  36.5  per  cent  of 
all  employees,  or  over  50  per  cent  of  the  employees  of  foreign  birth. 
Following  the  Swedes,  and  constituting  a  considerably  smaller  pro- 
portion of  all  employees,  are  the  Lithuanians  with  4.3  per  cent. 
This  it  will  be  noted  is  slightly  in  excess  of  the  proportions  shown  by 
the  Dutch,  North  Italians,  Magyars,  Slovaks,  English,  Bohemians 
and  Moravians,  Irish,  Russians,  or  Croatians — the  last  named  con- 
stituting 1  per  cent  of  all  employees. 

Among  the  native-born  of  foreign  father,  those  whose  fathers  were 
born  in  Germany,  Ireland,  and  Sweden  constitute  8.7,  2.2,  and  1.3 
per  cent,  respectively,  of  all  employees  as  compared  with  less  than  1 
per  cent  each  of  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in  each  of  the  other 
countries  shown  in  the  above  table.

Of  the  675  male  employees  of  this  industry  concerning  whom  infor- 
mation was  obtained,  only  4.6  per  cent  were  foreign-born  and  only 
10.5  per  cent  were  native-born  of  foreign  father,  while  67.9  and  17 
per  cent  were  native-born  of  native  father,  whites  and  negroes,  respec- 
tively. 


Diversified  Industries.

Upon  information  obtained  for  21,955  male  employees  of  this  indus- 
try it  will  be  seen  that  54.94per  cent  are  foreign-born,  16  per  cent 
native-born  of  foreign  father,  while  27.3  and  1.8  per  cent,  respec- 
tively, are  native  whites  and  negroes  born  of  native  father.  Among 
the  foreign-born  only  those  races  constituting  each  as  much  as  1  per 
cent  of  all  employees  in  the  industry  for  whom  information  was 
obtained  are  considered.  Of  these  the  Poles,  with  12.3  per  cent,  con- 
stitute a  slightly  larger  proportion  than  do  the  Germans,  who  in  turn 
constitute  a  slightly  larger  proportion  than  do  the  Swedes  or  Slovaks, 
who  constitute  4.9  and  3.3  per  cent,  respectively,  of  the  total  number 
of  employees.  Of  the  others  the  Magyars,  Lithuanians,  English, 
North  Italians,  Russians,  Dutch,  Irish,  South  Italians,  Croatians, 
Bohemians  and  Moravians,  and  Ruthenians  constitute  proportions 
of  the  total  number  of  employees  ranging  from  2.9  to  1  per  cent. 
Among  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  those  whose  fathers  were 
born  in  Germany,  Ireland,  and  England  constitute  8.1,  3,  and  1.2  per 
cent,  respectively,  while  those  native-born  male  employees  whose 
fathers  were  born  in  other  countries  constitute  in  no  instance  a  pro- 
portion of  the  total  number  of  employees  in  excess  of  0.5  per  cent.

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Of  826  male  employees  shown  in  the  preceding  table  for  whom  infor- 
mation was  secured,  63.1  per  cent  are  foreign-born,  18.5  per  cent  are 
native-born  whites  of  native  father,  and  18.4  per  cent  are  native-born 
of  foreign  father.

Of  8,465  employees  for  whom  information  was  secured,  44.9  per 
cent  are  of  foreign  birth,  29.5  per  cent  are  native  whites  born  of 
native  father  and  26.5  per  cent  are  native-born  of  foreign  father. 
The  employees  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  and  those  who 
are  native  whites  born  of  native  father  show  a  higher  percentage  of 
females  than  of  males,  while  of  the  foreign-born  employees  information 
was  secured  for  a  higher  percentage  of  males  than  of  females.  Of 
the  employees  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  those  of  German 
parentage  show  8.7  per  cent,  those  of  Irish  parentage  7.1  per  cent, 
and  those  of  English  parentage  3  per  cent,  while  no  employees  whose 
fathers  were  born  in  other  specified  countries  show  over  2  per  cent  of 
the  total  number  for  whom  information  was  secured.  It  will  be 
noted  that  of  the  employees  whose  fathers  were  born  in  Austria- 
Hungary,  Canada,  Denmark,  England,  Finland,  France,  Ireland, 
Italy,  Portugal,  Russia,  Scotland,  and  Sweden  information  was 
secured  for  a  larger  percentage  of  females  than  of  males. 

Of  the  foreign-born  employees,  the  Germans  show  8.3  per  cent, 
the  English  4.1  per  cent,  and  the  Irish  3.4  per  cent,  while  none  of  the 
other  foreign-born  races  show  over  3  per  cent  of  the  total  number  for 
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whom  information  was  secured.  The  French-Canadians,  Canadians 
(other  than  French),  Russian  Hebrews,  Irish,  Lithuanians,  Nor- 
wegians, Poles,  and  Portuguese  show  a  higher  percentage  of  females 
for  whom  information  was  secured  than  males.

Information  was  obtained  for  1,455  male  employees  of  this  indus- 
try. Of  this  number,  the  foreign-born  constitute  40.1  per  cent  and 
the  native-born  of  foreign  father  26.9  per  cent,  while  the  remaining 
proportion,  33  per  cent,  is  composed  of  native-born  of  native  father 
white. 

While  a  large  number  of  races  are  represented  in  this  industry, 
only  those  constituting  as  much  as  1  per  cent  of  the  total  number 
of  employees  are  considered.  Among  the  foreign-born  the  French 
Canadians  constitute  the  largest  proportion,  or  12.8  per  cent,  fol- 
lowed by  the  Poles,  who  constitute  the  next  largest  proportion,  or 
7.1  per  cent,  while  the  proportions  constituted  by  the  representatives 
of  the  other  races  range  from  3.6  per  cent  for  the  Irish  to  1.2  per 
cent  for  the  North  Italian  and  Scotch.  Among  the  native-born  of 
foreign  father,  on  the  other  hand,  only  those  whose  fathers  were  born 
in  Canada,  Ireland,  Germany,  England,  and  Scotland,  in  the  order 
named,  constitute  each  more  than  0.5  per  cent  of  all  employees  con- 
cerning whom  information  was  obtained.  Only  a  slight  difference 
exists  in  the  proportions  of  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in  Canada 
and  Ireland,  each  constituting  over  8  per  cent,  while  the  proportions 
constituted  by  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in  the  other  specified 
countries  range  from  4.5  to  1.2  per  cent,  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  previously  mentioned.

In  this  entire  industry  information  was  obtained  for  16,569 
employees,  of  which  number  54.5  per  cent  are  foreign-born,  21.3  per 
cent  native-born  of  foreign  father,  and  24  per  cent  native-born  of 
native  father,  white,  while  the  remaining  proportion,  or  less  than  1 
per  cent  are  native  negroes  born  of  native  father.  The  foreign-born 
constitute  55.5  per  cent  of  the  males,  as  compared  with  45.3  per  cent 
of  the  females,  while  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  and  native- 
born  of  native  father,  white,  constitute  19.8  and  24.4  per  cent,  respect- 
ively, of  the  males,  as  compared  with  34.1  and  20.6  per  cent,  respect- 
ively, of  the  females;  the  native  negroes,  born  of  native  father,  not 
appearing  among  the  females  and  being  less  than  0.5  per  cent  of  the 
males.  Although  a  very  large  number  of  races  are  represented  in  this 
industry,  only  those,  the  representatives  of  which  constitute  as  much 
as  2  per  cent  of  either  the  total  number  of  males  or  females  are 
considered. 

It  will  be  noted  that  among  the  foreign-born  males  the  Poles  con- 
stitute the  largest  proportion,  or  12.4  per  cent,  and  the  English  and 
Irish,  each  the  smallest  proportion,  or  3.2  per  cent,  while  the  propor- 
tions constituted  by  the  South  Italians,  Germans,  North  Italians, 
and  Swedes,  in  the  order  named,  range  from  7.2  to  3.8  per  cent.  Of 
those  males,  native-born  of  foreign  father,  those  whose  fathers  were 
born  in  Germany,  Ireland,  and  England  constitute  6.5,  6.1,  and  2.5 
per  cent,  respectively.  Females  belonging  to  only  four  foreign-born 
races  constitute  each  as  much  as  2  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of 
females.  Of  these  the  Poles  make  up  by  far  the  largest  proportion,  or 
22.4  per  cent,  followed  by  the  Germans,  Russians,  and  Lithuanians, 
constituting  4.4,  3.3,  and  2.9  per  cent,  respectively.  Concerning  the 
females,  native-born  of  foreign  father,  those  whose  fathers  were  born 
in  Germany  and  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in  Ireland  alone  con- 
stitute as  much  as  2  per  cent  each  of  all  females  for  whom  informa- 
tion was  secured;  the  former  constituting  12.6  and  the  latter  10.8  per 
tent.

Considering  only  those  races  the 
representatives  of  which  constitute  as  much  as  1  per  cent  of  either  the 
males  or  females,  for  whom  information  was  secured,  it  will  be  noted 
that,  of  the  males,  the  foreign-born  French  Canadians,  Poles,  Irish, 
South  Italians,  Canadians  other  than  French,  North  Italians,  Ger- 
mans, Lithuanians,  English,  Magyars,  Russians,  and  Scotch,  in  the 
order  named,  constitute  proportions  of  the  total  number  of  males 
ranging  from  8.8  to  1  per  cent.  Among  the  males,  native-born  of 
foreign  father,  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in  Ireland,  Canada, 
Germany,  and  England  constitute  proportions  ranging  from  6.2  to 
1.6  per  cent.  Among  the  foreign-born  females,  the  Irish,  with  12 

Eer  cent,  constitute  the  largest  proportion  of  the  total  number  of 
3males,  followed  by  the  French  Canadians,  constituting  6.5  per  cent, 
and  the  Poles,  Scotch,  and  English,  constituting  proportions  ranging 
from  2.6  to  1  per  cent.  Among  the  females,  native-born  of  foreign 
father,  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in  Ireland  constitute  the  largest 
proportion,  or  17.7  per  cent,  followed  by  those  whose  fathers  were 
born  in  England,  constituting  9.4  per  cent,  while  those  whose  fathers 
were  born  in  Germany  and  Scotland  constitute  only  3.5  and  1.8  per 
cent,  respectively,  of  the  total  number  of  females  for  whom  informa- 
tion was  obtained.

Of  1,485  employees  in  this  industry  for  whom  information  was 
obtained,  31.3  per  cent  are  foreign-born,  35.7  per  cent  native-born  of 
foreign  father,  while  32.8  per  cent  and  0.2  per  cent  are,  respectively, 
native  whites  and  negroes  born  of  native  rather.  Of  the  males  the 
foreign-born  constitute  41.9  per  cent  and  the  native-born  of  foreign 
father  28.7,  while  the  native  whites  and  negroes  born  of  native 
father  constitute  29.1  and  0.3  per  cent,  respectively.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  foreign-born  constitute  only  11.7  per  cent  of  the  females, 
as  compared  with  48.7  per  cent  of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father 
and  39.6  per  cent  for  the  native  whites  born  of  native  father.  Con- 
sidering only  those  races,  the  representatives  of  which  constitute  at 
least  1  per  cent  of  either  the  total  number  of  males  or  females,  for 
whom  information  was  secured,  it  will  be  seen  that  among  the  for- 
eign-born males  the  French  Canadians  constitute  the  largest  propor- 
tion, or  5.6  per  cent,  while  the  smallest  proportion,  or  1.2  per  cent, 
is  reported  ooth  by  the  Russian  Hebrews  and  South  Italians.  Of 
the  males  native-born  of  foreign  father,  those  whose  fathers  were 
born  in  Ireland  constitute  the  largest  proportion,  or  10.4  per  cent, 
and  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in  Scotland  the  smallest  propor- 
tion, or  1  per  cent.  Among  the  foreign-born  females,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  French  Canadians,  Irish,  Canadians  other  than  French,  and 
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English,  in  the  order  named,  constitute  proportions  of  the  total  num- 
ber, ranging  from  3.8  to  1.2  per  cent.  Of  the  native-born  of  foreign 
father,  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in  Ireland  constitute  by  far 
the  largest  proportion,  or  21.7  per  cent.  Those  females  whose  fathers 
were  born  in  Canada  constitute  the  next  largest  proportion,  or  11.9 
per  cent,  while  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in  Germany,  England, 
and  Scotland  constitute  6.3,  3.1,  and  2.5  per  cent,  respectively,  of  all 
females  for  whom  information  was  secured.

Information  was  obtained  for  3,526  employees  in  this  industry. 
Of  this  number  the  foreign-born  constitute  77.8  per  cent,  the  native 
whites  and  Negroes  born  of  native  father,  11.9  and  0.1  per  cent, 
respectively,  while  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  make  up  the 
remaining  proportion,  or  a  fraction  over  10  per  cent.  The  propor- 
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tions  of  both  males  and  females  in  the  several  nativity  groups,  with 
the  exception  of  the  native  Negroes  born  of  native  father,  who  report 
the  same  proportion,  vary  only  slightly  from  the  proportions  shown 
for  all  employees,  irrespective  of  sex.  While  a  considerable  number 
of  races  are  represented  in  this  industry,  only  those  the  representa- 
tives of  which  constitute  as  much  as  1  per  cent  of  either  the  total 
number  of  males  or  females  are  considered.  Among  the  foreign- 
born  males  it  will  be  noted  that  the  Poles  constitute  37  per  cent 
of  all,  a*  proportion  but  slightly  below  the  combined  proportions  of 
all  other  foreign-born  races.  The  South  Italians  constitute  the 
next  largest  proportion  among  the  foreign-born  races,  or  8.6  per  cent, 
while  the  Slovaks  constitute  but  1  per  cent.  Of  the  native-born  of 
foreign  father,  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in  Canada,  Ireland, 
England,  and  Scotland  constitute  proportions  of  the  total  number 
of  males  ranging  from  3.6  to  1  per  cent.  The  foreign-born  Poles 
constitute  almost  as  large  a  proportion  of  the  total  number  of  females 
for  whom  information  was  obtained  as  do  all  other  races  combined — 
the  proportion  constituted  by  the  Poles  amounting  to  48.9  per  cent. 
Among  the  foreign-born  females  of  the  other  races,  the  Scotch  con- 
stitute 13.6  and  the  French  Canadians  6  per  cent,  while  the  females 
of  no  other  foreign  race  constitute  more  than  2.5  per  cent  of  the  total. 
Among  the  native-born  of  foreign  father,  only  those  whose  fathers 
were  born  in  Canada  and  Ireland  constitute  each  as  much  as  1  per 
cent  of  all  females — the  proportions  of  those  whose  fathers  were  born 
in  these  countries  amounting  to  4.8  and  3.1  per  cent,  respectively.

The  preceding  table  sho'ws  that  of  7,118  employees  for  whom  infor- 
mation was  secured,  57.5  per  cent  are  foreign-born,  27.7  per  cent  are 
native-born  of  foreign  father,  14.4  per  cent  are  native  whites  born  of 
native  father,  and  0.3  per  cent  are  native  negroes  born  of  native  father. 
Of  the  employees  who  are  native  whites  born  of  native  father  and 
those  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  information  was  secured 
from  a  larger  percentage  of  females  than  of  males.

Of 
the  employees  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  those  whose 
fathers  were  born  in  Germany  show  12.9  per  cent  and  those  whose 
fathers  were  born  in  Ireland  show  9.5  per  cent,  while  no  employees 
whose  fathers  were  born  in  other  specified  countries  show  over  2  per 
cent  of  the  total  number  for  whom  information  was  secured.  In  this 
group,  it  will  be  noted,  in  most  instances  information  was  secured 
from  a  larger  proportion  of  female  employees  than  of  male  employees. 


Diversified  Industries. 
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Of  the  foreign-born  employees,  the  Germans  show  20.8  per  cent  and 
the  Lithuanians,  Irish,  Magyars,  and  Poles  5  per  cent  or  over,  while 
none  of  the  other  foreign-born  races  show  over  3  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  of  employees  for  whom  information  was  secured.  In  this 
group  in  every  instance  information  was  secured  from  a  higher  per- 
centage of  the  male  than  of  the  female  employees.

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From  the  foregoing  table  it  will  be  noted  that  of  the  1,423  male 
employees  of  this  industry  concerning  whom  information  was 
obtained  the  foreign-born  constitute  61.1  per  cent  and  the  native- 
born  of  foreign  father  34.4  per  cent,  while  the  native-born  of  native 
father,  white,  constitute  the  remaining  proportion  of  less  than  5 
per  cent. 

Considering  only  those  races  the  representatives  of  which  con- 
stitute as  much  as  1  per  cent  of  all  employees  it  will  be  seen  that 
among  the  foreign-born  the  Poles  constitute  34.9  per  cent,  a  propor- 
tion largely  in  excess  of  that  constituted  by  the  Germans,  who  show 
the  next  largest  proportion,  or  14  per  cent.  The  proportions  con- 
stituted by  the  other  foreign-born  races  range  from  4.1  per  cent  of  the- 
Slovenians  to  1.1  per  cent  each  of  the  Irish  and  Lithuanians. 

Among  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  only  those  whose  fathers 
were  born  in  Germany,  Ireland,  Russia,  and  England  constitute 
each  as  much  as  1  per  cent  of  all  employees.  Those  whose  fathers 
were  born  in  Germany  constitute  a  very  much  larger  proportion 
than  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in  the  other  specified  countries 
combined,  the  proportions  of  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in  the 
other  specified  countries  ranging  from  3.9  to  1.2  per  cent. 


CHAPTER  III. 


RACIAL  DISPLACEMENTS. 

Period  of  residence  in  the  United  States  of  foreign-born  employees  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  carpets,  cars,  cutlery  and  tools,  electrical  supplies,  electric  railways,  firearms,

PERIOD    OF    RESIDENCE     IN    THE     UNITED    STATES    OF    FOREIGN-BORN 

EMPLOYEES. 

The  series  of  tabulations  submitted  in  the  present  chapter  set  forth 
the  period  of  residence  in  the  United  States  of  employees  in  16 
specified  industries.  The  length  of  residence  in  the  United  States  of 
an  employee  of  a  certain  industry  and  the  period  of  his  employment 
in  the  industry  are  not  necessarily  identical,  but  they  approximate 
each  other  sufficiently  to  indicate  the  character  of  recent  and  past 
immigration  to  the  industry. 

The  detailed  exhibit  according  to  industries  is  as  follows: 

CARPETS. 

The  table  first  submitted  shows,  by  sex  and  race,  the  per  cent  of 
foreign-born  employees  engaged  in  carpet  manufacturing  who  had 
been  in  the  United  States  each  specified  number  of  years.

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Of  1,093  persons  employed  in  the  carpet-manufacturing  industry 
the  preceding  table  shows  that  the  largest  proportion,  or  42.4  per 
cent,  have  been  in  the  United  States  under  five  years,  21  per  cent 
having  had  a  period  of  residence  of  from  five  to  nine  years;  18.8  per 
cent  twenty  years  or  over;  11.4  per  cent  from  fifteen  to  nineteen 
years;  and  6.5  per  cent  from  ten  to  fourteen  years.  The  English 
and  Polish  report  over  50  per  cent  and  over  80  per  cent,  respec- 
tively, of  their  number  as  having  had  a  period  of  residence  in  the 
United  States  of  less  than  ten  years,  while  over  50  per  cent  of  the 
French  Canadians  have  had  a  period  0f  residence  of  fifteen  years  or 
over;  over  50  per  cent  of  the  Germans  twenty  years  or  over;  and 
over  50  per  cent  of  the  Irish  ten  years  or  over.  Comparing  the  total 
number  of  males  and  females,  it  is  seen  that  the  former  show  a  larger 
proportion  in  the  United  States  each  specified  number  of  years 
except  under  five.  A  larger  proportion  of  the  males  than  of  the 
females  of  each  race  except  the  English  have  been  in  the  United 
States  twenty  years  or  over,  while  a  larger  proportion  of  the  females 
than  the  males  of  each  race  except  the  English  and  German  have 
had  a  period  of  residence  under  five  years.  All  of  the  German 
females  have  been  in  the  United  States  ten  years  or  over,  while  16.5 
per  cent  of  the  males  have  had  a  period  of  residence  under  ten  years. 

CABS — EAST.

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From  the  preceding  table  it  will  be  noted  that  of  the  4,979  foreign- 
born  male  employees  of  this  industry,  concerning  whom  informa- 
tion was  obtained,  35.2  per  cent  have  been  in  the  United  States  less 
than  five,  25.8  per  cent  from  five  to  nine,  7.6  per  cent  from  ten  to 
fourteen,  and  8.5  per  cent  from  fifteen  to  nineteen  years,  while  the 
remaining  proportion  has  been  in  this  country  twenty  years  or  over. 

Among  those  with  a  residence  of  less  than  five  years  the  propor- 
tions of  the  older  immigrant  races,  including  the  Bohemian  and 
Moravian,  range  from  37.5  per  cent  of  the  above-mentioned  race  to 
4.3  per  cent  of  the  Canadian  other  than  French,  while  the  propor- 
tions of  the  more  recent  immigrant  races  range  from  67.8  per  cent 
of  the  Magyars- to  29.3  per  cent  of  the  Lithuanians.  The  Bohemians 
and  Moravians  of  the  older  immigrants  again  show  the  largest  pro- 
portion, or  27.1  per  cent,  with  a  residence  of  from  five  to  nine  years, 
and  the  Scotch  the  lowest  proportion,  or  7.5  per  cent,  while  of  the 
more  recent  immigrants  with  this  period  of  residence  the  propor- 
tions range  from  40.1  per  cent  of  the  Croatians  to  27.1  per  cent  of  the 
Magyars.  No  Bohemians  or  Moravians  have  been  in  the  United 
States  from  ten  to  fourteen,  and  only  6.3  per  cent  from  fifteen  to 
nineteen  years.  In  this  last  period  of  residence  this  is  the  smallest 
proportion  shown  by  any  of  the  older  immigrant  races,  the  Scotch 
showing  the  smallest  proportion  in  the  preceding  period  of  from  ten 
to  14  years,  or  1.3  per  cent.  In  each  of  these  periods  the  largest  pro- 
portion of  the  older  immigrants  is  shown  by  the  Swedes,  who  report 
9.1  per  cent  with  a  residence  of  from  ten  to  fourteen,  and  28.8  per 
cent  with  a  residence  of  from  fifteen  to  nineteen  years.  The  largest 
and  smallest  proportions  of  the  more  recent  immigrants  in  these 
periods  of  residence  are  shown  by  the  Lithuanians  and  Magyars, 
respectively,  the  former  showing  20.3  per  cent  in  the  first  and  13.8 
per  cent  in  the  second  period,  as  compared  with  1.3  and  1.9  per  cent, 
respectively,  of  the  latter.  No  Croatians  or  Greeks  and  only  0.9  per 
cent  of  the  Ruthenians,  the  smallest  proportion  shown  by  any  of  the 
more  recent  immigrants,  have  been  in  the  United  States  twenty 
years  or  over,  while  the  largest  proportion  among  the  more  recent 
immigrants  is  shown  by  the  Poles — 16.7  per  cent.  Of  the  older 
immigrants  with  this  period  of  residence,  the  Irish,  with  69.7  per 
cent,  show  the  largest  and  the  Bohemians  and  Moravians  the  smallest 
proportions,  or  29.2  per  cent.  The  proportion  of  the  Irish  with  this 
period  of  residence,  it  will  be  noted,  is  slightly  in  excess  of  that  of 
the  Scotch  or  Germans  and  considerably  in  excess  of  that  of  the 
English  or  Canadians  other  than  French,  while  the  proportion  of 
Swedes — 37.9  per  cent — is  but  slightly  in  excess  of  that  shown  by 
the  Bohemians  and  Moravians.

Information  was  obtained  in  this  locality  for  6,996  foreign-born 
male  employees  of  this  industry,  of  which  number  30.6  per  cent  have 
been  in  the  United  States  less  than  five  years,  22.1  per  cent  from  five 
to  nine,  5  per  cent  from  ten  to  fourteen,  and  11.9  per  cent  from  fifteen 
to  nineteen  years,  while  the  remaining  proportion  has  been  in  this 
country  twenty  years  or  over. 

As  between  the  older  and  more  recent  immigrant  races  the  repre- 
sentatives of  wliich  have  been  in  the  United  States  less  than  five 
years,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  proportions  of  the  former  range  from 
36  per  cent  of  the  Scotch  to  1.1  per  cent  of  the  Canadians  other  than 
French,  while  the  proportions  of  the  latter  range  from  77.8  per  cent 
of  the  Greeks  to  38.6  per  cent  of  the  Poles.  The  differences  in  pro- 
portions among  those  with  a  residence  of  from  five  to  nine,  ten  to 
fourteen,  and  fifteen  to  nineteen  years  are  by  no  means  so  marked 
as  among  those  with  a  residence  of  less  than  five  years,  while  of  those 
with  a  residence  of  twenty  years  or  over,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Croatians,  Greeks,  and  Servians,  none  of  whom  have  been  in  the 
United  States  for  this  number  of  years,  the  proportions  of  the  more 
recent  immigrants  range  from  17  per  cent  of  the  South  Italians  to  2 
per  cent  of  the  Lithuanians,  and  the  proportions  of  the  older  immi- 
grants range  from  76.9  per  cent  of  the  French  Canadians  to  31.6  per 
cent  of  the  Bohemians  and  Moravians — the  proportion  of  French 
Canadians  being  slightly  in  excess  of  that  of  the  Irish,  considerably 
in  excess  of  that  of  the  Canadians  other  than  French,  English,  German, 
or  Norwegians,  and  very  largely  in  excess  of  the  proportion  shown 
by  the  Scotch,  Swedes,  Danes,  or  Dutch,  in  the  order  named.  It 
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will  be  further  noted  from  the  preceding  table  that  no  Scotch  or  Servians, 
and  only  a  very  small  proportion  of  each  of  the  other  raees,  have 
been  in  the  United  States  from  ten  to  fourteen  years,  the  Slovaks 
showing  the  largest  proportion,  or  10.2  per  cent.

Of  12,006  foreign-born  male  employees  in  this  entire  industry  for 
whom  information  was  obtained,  32.4  per  cent  have  been  in  the 
United  States  less  than  five,  23.6  per  cent  from  five  to  nine,  6  per 
cent  from  ten  to  fourteen,  and  10.5  per  cent  from  fifteen  to  nineteen 
years,  while  27.5  per  cent  have  been  in  this  country  twenty  years 
or  over. 

Considering  those  employees  with  a  residence  of  less  than  five 
years,  it  will  be  noted  that  among  the  older  immigrants  the  pro- 
portions range  from  24.9  per  cent  of  the  Scotch  to  1.9  per  cent  of 
the  French  Canadians,  while  of  the  more  recent  immigrants  the 
proportions  range  from  68.8  per  cent  of  the  Greeks  to  36.8  per  cent 
of  the  Poles.  Among  the  older  immigrants  with  a. residence  of  from 
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five  to  nine  years,  the  largest  proportion,  or  28.6  per  cent,  is  shown 
by  the  Bohemians  and  Moravians  and  the  smallest  proportions,  or 
7.3  per  cent,  is  shown  by  the  Canadians  other  than  French,  while  the 
largest  and  smallest  proportions,  39.2  and  26.1  per  cent,  among  the 
more  recent  immigrants  are  shown  by  the  Slovenians  and  Greeks, 
respectively.  With  the  exception  of  the  Lithuanians,  Slovaks,  and 
Ruthenians,  reporting  11.2,  11,  and  10.5  per  cent  respectively,  no 
race  shows  a  proportion  equal  to  10  per  cent  with  a  residence  of 
from  ten  to  fourteen  years.  Of  those  with  a  residence  of  from 
fifteen  to  nineteen  years,  the  largest  proportion,  or  26.6  per  cent,  is 
shown  by  the  Dutch  and  the  smallest  proportion,  or  1.6  per  cent,  by 
the  Servians.  The  proportion  of  the  Dutch,  it  will  be  noted,  is  only 
slightly  in  excess  of  that  shown  by  the  Danes  or  Canadians  other 
than  French,  while  the  proportions  of  the  other  races  not  specified 
above  range  from  16.9  per  cent  of  the  Swedes  to  1.9  per  cent  of  the 
Greeks.  No  Croatians,  Greeks,  or  Servians,  and,  as  compared  with 
the  proportions  of  the  older  immigrants  only  very  small  proportions 
of  the  more  recent  immigrants  have  been  in  the  United  States 
twenty  years  or  over.  Of  the  older  immigrants  with  this  period  of 
residence,  the  proportions  range  from  77.8  per  cent  of  the  French 
Canadians  to  31.1  per  cent  of  the  Bohemians  and  Moravians,  while 
of  the  more  recent  immigrants  the  proportions  range  from  15.2  per 
cent  of  the  Poles  to  0.9  per  cent  of  the  Ruthenians.

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Swedes.  The  Swedes  show  the  highest  percentage  witlTa  residence 
of  from  ten  to  fourteen  years  as  contrasted  with  no  Armenians  who 
have  been  in  this  country  for  the  above  period  of  time.  The  Swedes 
show  the  highest  percentage  with  a  residence  of  from  fifteen  to  nineteen 
years,  followed  by  the  Germans  and  Armenians  in  the  order  named.

Of  3,765  foreign-born  employees  shown  in  the  above  table,  30.5  per 
cent  have  been  in  the  United  States  under  five  years,  26  per  cent  have 
a  residence  of  from  five  to  nine  years,  7.6  per  cent  have  been  in  this 
country  ten  years  or  over,  12.3  per  cent  from  fifteen  to  nineteen  years, 
and  23.6  per  cent  have  been  in  the  United  States  twenty  years  or  over. 
Of  the  foreign-born  employees  who  have  been  in  the  United  States 
under  five  years,  the  Roumanians  report  70.1  per  cent,  followed  by 
the  Greeks,  Russians,  Poles,  Croatians,  and  Magyars,  in  the  order 
named,  all  showing  over  40  per  cent  who  have  been  in  the  United 
States  the  above  specified  period  of  time.  In  this  group,  the  Ger- 
mans, Irish,  and  Swedes  show  less  than  20  per  cent.  Of  the  employees 
who  have  been  in  the  United  States  from  five  to  nine  years,  the 
Magyars  report  the  highest  percentage,  followed  by  the  Bohemians 
and  Moravians,  the  Slovaks,  the  Croatians,  and  the  Greeks,  showing 
over  30  per  cent,  while  the  Irish,  Scotch,  and  English  show  consider- 
ably less  than  20  per  cent  who  have  been  in  the  United  States  from 
five  to  nine  years. 

Of  the  foreign-born  employees  who  have  been  in  the  United  States 
from  ten  to  fourteen  years,  the  Canadians  (other  than  French)  show 
the  highest  percentage,  and  the  Greeks  and  Armenians  the  lowest  per- 
centage. Of  those  with  a  residence  of  from  fifteen  to  nineteen  years, 
the  Swedes  show  the  highest  percentage  and  the  Greeks  and  Rouma- 
nians the  lowest  percentage.  Of  the  employees  who  have  been  in  the 
United  States  twenty  years  or  over,  the  English,  Irish,  and  Scotch 
show  50.9  per  cent,  50  per  cent,  and  42.1  per  cent,  respectively.  The 
Russians,  Croatians,  and  Magyars  show  3.7  per  cent,  3  per  cent,  and 
2.8  per  cent,  respectively,  while  none  of  the  Greeks  have  been  in  the 
United  States  for  this  period  of  time.  A  larger  percentage  of  the 
male  employees  than  of  the  female  employees  have  been  in  the  United 
States  from  five  to  nine  years  and  twenty  years  or  over,  while  the  per- 
centage of  the  female  employees  in  each  of  the  other  periods  of  resi- 
dence is  larger  than  that  of  the  males.

Of  364  male  employees  shown  in  the  preceding  table,  30.3  per  cent 
have  been  in  the  United  States  under  five  years,  14.7  per  cent  from 
five  to  nine  years,  5.8  per  cent  from  ten  to  fourteen  years,  8.1  per  cent 
from  fifteen  to  nineteen  years,  and  41  per  cent  twenty  years  or  over. 
The  North  Italians  show  slightly  under  60  per  cent  and  the  South 
Italians  slightly  more  than  50  per  cent,  while  the  Irish  report  5.4  per 
cent  who  have  been  in  the  United  States  under  five  years.

Of  the  584  foreign-born  male  employees  of  this  industry  for  whom 
information  was  obtained,  22.9  per  cent  have  been  in  the  United 
States  less  than  five,  20  per  cent  from  five  to  nine,  12.7  per  cent  from 
ten  to  fourteen,  and  12.8  per  cent  from  fifteen  to  nineteen  years, 
while  31.5  per  cent  have  been  in  this  country  twenty  years  or  over. 

As  between  the  French  Canadians,  Irish,  and  Poles  with  a  resi- 
dence of  less  thaii  five  and  from  five  to  nine  years,  it  will  be  noted 
that  the  proportion  of  Poles  is  much  larger  than  that  of  the  Irish, 
and  very  much  larger  than  that  of  the  French  Canadians  among 
those  with  a  residence  of  less  than  five  years,  and  is  considerably 
larger  than  the  proportion  of  the  Irish  and  much  larger  than  the 
proportion  of  the  French  Canadians  among  those  with  a  residence  of 
from  five  to  nine  years.  Little  difference  is  noted  in  the  proportions 
of  French  Canadians  and  Poles  who  have  been  in  the  United  States 
from  ten  to  fourteen  and  from  fifteen  to  nineteen  years,  while  the 

Eroportion  of  Irish  in  each  instance  is  considerably  smaller.  The

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Upon  information  secured  for  9,025  foreign-born  employees  in  this 
entire  industry  it  will  be  noted  from  the  table  immediately  preceding 
that  of  that  number  38.2  per  cent  have  been  in  the  United  States 
less  than  five  years,  22.3  per  cent  from  five  to  nine,  7.9  per  cent  from 
ten  to  fourteen,  and  10  per  cent  from  fifteen  to  nineteen  years,  while 
21.5  per  cent  have  been  in  this  country  twenty  years  or  over.  The 
proportion  of  males  in  each  period  of  residence  group  varies  only 

for  all 


_  itly  from  the  proportion  shown  in  the  total  for  all  employees. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  females  show  a  very  much  larger  proportion 
with  a  residence  of  less  than  five  years  than  in  all  other  periods  of 
residence  groups  combined,  and  consequently  a  much  larger  propor- 
tion in  this  shortest  period  of  residence  than  is  shown  in  the  total 
for  all  employees.  In  each  succeeding  period  of  residence  the  pro- 
portion or  females  is  below  the  proportion  shown  for  the  males  and 
females  combined,  the  difference  being  much  more  marked  among 
those  with  a  residence  of  twenty  vears  or  over  than  among  those 
with  a  residence  of  from  five  to  nine,  ten  to  fourteen,  or  fifteen  to 
nineteen  years. 

Considering  the  males,  it  will  be  noted  that  of  the  older  immigrants 
the  proportions  with  a  residence  of  less  than  five  years  range  from 
23.3  per  cent  of  the  Scotch  to  6.1  per  cent  of  the  French  Canadians, 
while  of  the  more  recent  immigrants  with  that  period  of  residence 
the  proportions  range  from  66.7  per  cent  of  the  Croatians  to  27  per 
cent  of  the  Lithuanians.  Of  those  with  a  residence  of  from  five  to 
nine  years,  the  proportions  of  the  older  immigrants  range  from  21.3 
per  cent  of  the  Swedes  to  6.9  per  cent  of  the  English,  while  of  the 
more  recent  immigrants  the  proportions  range  from  36.5  per  cent 
of  the  Greeks  to  21.4  per  cent  of  the  Russian  Hebrews.  Thus  it  will 
be  noted  that  the  differences  in  the  proportions  among  those  who 
have  been  in  the  United  States  from  five  to  nine  years  are  less 
marked  than  among  those  with  a  residence  of  less  than  five  years. 
This  is  equally  true  of  those  with  a  residence  of  from  ten  to  fourteen 
and  fifteen  to  nineteen  years  when  compared  with  those  who  have 
resided  in  this  country  less  than  five  years.  No  Greeks  have  been  in 
the  United  States  twenty  years  or  over,  while  the  proportions  of  the 
other  more  recent  immigrants  with  this  period  of  residence  range 
from  14.3  per  cent  of  the  Russian  Hebrews  to  1.4  per  cent  of  the 
Croatians,  as  compared  with  proportions  of  the  older  immigrants, 
ranging  from  67.9  per  cent  of  the  Irish  to  36.9  per  cent  of  the  Swedes. 
Where  proportions  of  females  are  reported  by  the  various  races  in 
the  several  periods  of  residence  groups  it  will  be  noted  that,  as  with 
the  males,  the  differences  are  much  less  marked  among  those  with  a 
residence  of  from  five  to  nine,  ten  to  fourteen,  and  fifteen  to  nineteen 
than  among  those  with  a  residence  of  less  than  five  years.  Of  those 
females  with  a  residence  of  twenty  years  or  over,  the  French  Cana- 
dians, Irish,  and  Swedes,  with  66.7,  56.3,  and  50  per  cent,  resp'ec- 
tively,  show  the  largest  proportions,  followed  by  the  English  with 
22.2  per  cent — the  proportions  of  the  other  races  with  this  period  of 
residence  ranging  from  9.5  per  cent  of  the  Germans  to  0.3  per  cent 
of  the  Poles.

With  the  exception  of  the  French  Canadians,  the  proportions  of  the 
older  as  compared  with  the  more  recent  immigrant  races  with  a 
residence  of  less  than  five  years  in  the  United  States  are  very  small. 
Of  the  older  immigrants  employed  in  this  industry  who  have  been  in 
the  United  States  from  five  to  nine  years,  the  proportions  range  from 
16.9  per  cent  of  the  Swedes  to  3.2  per  cent  of  the  English,  while  of 
the  more  recent  immigrants  the  proportions  range  from  54.6  per  cent 
of  the  Magyars  to  31.6  per  cent  of  the  Poles.  No  very  marked  differ- 
ences in  the  proportions  of  the  various  races  exist  among  those  who 
have  been  in  the  United  States  from  ten  to  fourteen  and  from  fifteen 
to  nineteen  years.  As  regards  those  who  have  been  in  the  United 
States  twenty  years  or  over,  on  the  other  hand,  it  will  be  noted  that, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Poles,  23.5  per  cent  of  whom  have  been  in 
this  country  twenty  years  or  over,  the  proportions  of  the  more  recent 
immigrants,  ranging  from  5.5  per  cent  of  the  Lithuanians  to  2.6  per 
cent  of  the  Russians,  are,  as  compared  with  the  proportions  of  the 
older  immigrant  races,  extremely  low — the  proportions  of  the  last 
named  ranging  from  70.7  per  cent  of  the  Scotch  to  34.7  per  cent  of 
the  French  Canadians.

Of  those  who  have  been  in  the  United  States 
less  than  five  years,  the  proportions  of  the  more  recent  immigrant 
races  range  from  42.1  per  cent  of  the  Russians  to  25.5  per  cent  of  the 
Poles,  and  the  proportions  of  the  older  immigrant  races  range  from 
28.6  per  cent  of  the  French  Canadians  to  4.3  per  cent  of  the  Irish; 
while  of  those  with  a  residence  of  from  five  to  nine  years  the  propor- 
tions of  the  more  recent  immigrant  races  range  from  54.6  per  cent  of 
the  Magyars  to  31.4  per  cent  of  the  Poles,  and  the  proportions  of  the 
older  immigrant  races  from  16.3  per  cent  of  the  French  Canadians  to 
3.1  per  cent  of  the  English.  The  differences  in  the  proportions  of  the 
various  races  among  those  with  a  residence  of  from  ten  to  fourteen 
and  fifteen  to  nineteen  years  are  in  each  instance  very  small.  On 
the  other  hand,  among  those  with  a  residence  of  twenty  years  or 
over,  the  differences  are  much  more  marked  than  in  any  preceding 
period  of  residence  group.

The  above  table  shows  that,  of  the  5,620  employees  in  this  industry 
concerning  whom  information  was  obtained,  35.2  per  cent  have  been 
in  the  United  States  less  than  five  years,  19.4  per  cent  from  five  to 
nine,  8.7  per  cent  from  ten  to  fourteen,  10.6  per  cent  from  fifteen  to 
nineteen,  and  26  per  cent  twenty  years  or  over.  The  males,  it  will  be 
noted,  show  proportions  in  each  period  of  residence  group  that  vary 
very  slightly  from  the  proportions  shown  in  the  total  for  all  employees, 
while  the  females  show  a  considerably  smaller  proportion  with  a 
residence  of  less  than  five,  slightly  smaller  proportions  from  five  to 
nine  and  from  ten  to  fourteen,  a  slightly  larger  proportion  from 
fifteen  to  nineteen  years,  and  a  considerably  larger  proportion  with  a 
residence  of  twenty  years  or  over  than  the  proportions  shown  for 
all  employees. 

As  regards  the  males,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  proportions  of  the 
older  immigrant  races  who  have  been  in  the  United  States  less  than 
ten  years  range  from  34.4  per  cent  of  the  Canadian  other  than  French, 
to  2 1 .9  per  cent  of  the  English,  while  the  proportions  of  the  more  recent 
immigrant  races,  with  this  period  of  residence,  range  from  92.8  per 
cent  of  the  Magyar  to  72.9  per  cent  of  the  Slovak.  In  each  instance, 
however,  among  the  more  recent  immigrants,  the  proportions  with  a 
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residence  of  less  than  five  are  much  larger  than  the  proportions  with 
a  residence  of  from  five  to  nine  years.  Of  those  who  have  been  in  the 
United  States  from  ten  to  fourteen  and  from  fifteen  to  nineteen  years, 
the  Canadians  other  than  French,  in  the  first  group  and  the  Swedes  in 
the  second  group,  with  18.6  and  21.7  per  cent,  respectively,  show  the 
largest  proportions,  while  the  English,  with  2.3  per  cent  in  the  first, 
and  the  Lithuanians,  with  1.9  per  cent  in  the  second,  show  the  smallest 
proportions.  Of  those  males  who  have  been  in  the  United  States 
twenty  years  or  over,  the  proportions  of  the  older  immigrants  range 
from  62.6  of  the  English  to  30.2  of  the  Canadians  other  than  French, 
and  the  proportions  of  the  more  recent  immigrants  from  5.1  per  cent 
of  the  Slovaks  -to  slightly  less  than  1  per  cent  of  the  Lithuanians. 

Considering  the  females  it  will  be  noted  that  no  Germans,  as  com- 
pared with  78.6  per  cent  of  the  Lithuanians  and  60  per  cent  of  the 
toles,  have  been  in  the  United  States  less  than  five  years,  while  the 
proportions  of  the  others  range  from  28.6  per  cent  of  the  Scotch  to 
1CK9  per  cent  of  the  Irish.  Among  the  females  who  have  been  in  the 
United  States  from  five  to  nine,  ten  to  fourteen,  and  from  fifteen  to 
nineteen  years,  the  difference  in  the  proportions  of  the  various  races 
are  by  no  means  so  marked  as  among  those  with  a  residence  of  less 
than  five  years.

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Of  2,737  employees  in  this  industry/  concerning  whom  information 
was  obtained,  the  largest  proportion,  or  63.9  per  cent,  have  been  in 
the  United  States  less  than  five,  20.4  per  cent  from  five  to  nine,  4.7 
per  cent  from  ten  to  fourteen,  and  <f.2  per  cent  from  fifteen  to  nine- 
teen years,  while  6.9  per  cent  have  been  in  this  countrv  twenty  years 
or  over.  The  proportions  of  both  males  and  females  in  each  period 
of  residence  group,  vary  very  slightly  from  the  proportions  shown 
for  all  employees.  As  regards  the  males,  it  will  be  noted  that  the 
small  proportion  of  Irish  and  French  Canadians  with  a  residence  of 
less  than  five  years  are  not  only  in  striking  contrast  with  the  propor- 
tions of  North  Italians,  South  Italians,  and  Poles,  but  with  the  Scotch 
as  well,  for  the  proportion  of  the  latter,  although  much  smaller  than 
the  proportion  shown  by  the  Poles,  is  very  much  larger  than  that 
shown  by  either  the  French  Canadians  or  Irish.  '  The  difference  in 
the  proportions  with  a  residence  of  from  five  to  nine,  ten  to  fourteen, 
and  fifteen  to  nineteen  years,  are  by  no  means  so  marked  as  among 
those  with  a  residence  of  less  than  five  years  or  twenty  years  or  over. 
In  this  latter  group  the  Irish  show  by  far  the  largest  proportion,  or 
70.6  per  cent,  followed  by  the  French  Canadians  with  43.3  per  cent, 
while  of  the  other  races,  the  proportions  with  this  period  of  residence 
range  from  16.7  per  cent  of  the  Scotch  to  0.6  per  cent  of  the  Poles. 
The  proportions  of  females  belonging  to  the  more  recent  immigrant 
races,  with  a  residence  of  less  than  five  years,  range  from  88.2  per 
cent  of  the  North  Italians  to  78.4  per  cent  of  the  Poles,  while  the 
proportions  of  the  older  immigrants  range  from  52.5  per  cent  of  the 
Scotch  to  31  per  cent  of  the  Irish.  Of  those  females  with  a  residence 
of  from  five  to  nine,  ten  to  fourteen,  and  fifteen  to  nineteen  years, 
the  proportions  range  from  26.3  per  cent  of  the  Scotch  to  6.7  per  cent 
of  the  South  Italians,  from  13.5  per  cent  of  the  French  Canadians  to 
1.8  per  cent  of  the  Poles,  and  from  20.2  per  cent  of  the  French  Cana- 
dians to  0.7  per  cent  of  the  Poles,  respectively — the  South  Italians 
reporting  no  proportion  with  a  residence  of  from  ten  to  fourteen  and 
the  North  Italians  no  proportion  with  a  residence  of  from  fifteen  to 
nineteen  years.  No 'North  or  South  Italians  and  only  0.1  per  cent 
of  the  Poles,  as  compared  with  8.5  per  cent  of  the  Scotch,  13.5  per 
cent  of  the  French  Canadians  and  40.5  per  cent  of  the  Irish  have 
been  in  the  United  States  twenty  years  or  over.  The  totals  shown  in 
the  above  table  are  but  a  combination  of  the  proportions  of  males 
and  females,  and  are  presented  so  that  a  comparison  of  the  proportions 
of  the  various  races,  in  each  specified  period  of  residence  group,  may 
be  made  irrespective  of  sex.

From  the  above  table  it  will  b.e  noted  that,  of  869  foreign-born  male 
employees  in  this  industry,  22.7  per  cent  have  been  in  the  United  States 
less  than  five  years,  16.1  per  cent  from  five  to  nine,  5.4  per  cent  from 
ten  to  fourteen,  and  11.7  per  cent  from  fifteen  to  nineteen,  while  44.1 
per  cent  have  been  in  this  country  twenty  years  or  over. 

Considering  the  Germans,  Poles,  and  Slovenians  with  a  residence  of 
less  than  five  and  from  five  to  nine  years,  the  Slovenians  show  a 
much  larger  proportion  than  the  Poles,  who,  in  turn,  show  a  com- 
paratively larger  proportion  than  the  Germans  in  the  first  period; 
while  in  the  second  period  of  residence  the  Slovenians  show  a  con- 
siderably larger  proportion  than  the  Poles,  who  show,  as  in  the  first 
period,  a  considerably  larger  proportion  than  the  Germans.  Among 
those  witJi  a  residence  of  from  ten  to  fourteen  and  from  fifteen  to 
nineteen  years,  the  differences  are  less  marked,  the  Slovenians  showing 
the  largest  and  the  Germans  the  smallest  proportion  in  the  first  group, 
while  in  the  second  group  the  position  of  the  Slovenians  and  Germans 
is  reversed.

Of  587  males  from  whom  information  was  secured  the  larger  pro- 
portion were  working  for  wages  before  coming  to  the  United  States, 
and  31.2  per  cent  were  working  without  wages,  while  comparatively 
small  percentages  were  working  for  profit  or  were  without  occupa- 
tion. Of  the  different  races  more  than  50  per  cent  of  all,  except  the 
Irish  and  Polish,  were  working  for  wages,  while  a  larger  proportion  of 
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the  Irish  than  of  any  other  race  were  without  occupations.  The 
Polish,  closely  followed  by  the  Irish,  show  larger  percentages  working 
without  wages.

From  information  secured  from  587  foreign-born  males  who  were 
16  years  of  age  or  over  at  the  time  of  coming  to  the  United  States  a 
larger  proportion  of  those  who  were  working  for  wages  were  employed; 
as  farm  laborers  than  in  any  other  occupation,  while  somewhat  less! 
proportions  were  factory  operatives  and  in  hand  trades,  and  less  than] 
3  per  cent  were  either  general  or  mine  laborers.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  larger  proportion  of  those  working  without  wages  and  of  those 
working  for  profit  were  farm  laborers  and  farmers,  respectively. 

Of  the  different  foreign-born  races  the  larger  proportion  of  the  Ger- 
man and  English  were  factory  operatives,  and  a  larger  proportion  of 
the  Hebrews  were  in  hand  trades,  while  of  the  Irish  and  Poles,  the 
largest  proportions  in  any  single  occupation  were  working  without 
wages  on  farms.  The  larger  proportion  of  the  Slovaks  were  on  farms, 
either  as  laborers  with  pay  or  without  pay.  The  larger  proportion  of 
the  French  Canadians  were  on  farms,  as  laborers  with  and  without 
pay,  and  farming  for  themselves.

Of  534  females  who  were  16  years  of  age  or  over  at  the  time  of  com- 
ing to  the  United  States,  78.7  per  cent  were  without  occupation 
abroad,  20.2  per  cent  worked  for  "wages,  and  less  than  1  per  cent  were 
working  either  without  wages  or  for  profit.  Over  50  per  cent  of  each 
race  reporting  were  without  occupation,  while  the  proportions  who 
were  working  for  wages  range  from  none  in  the  case  of  the  Hebrews 
to  46.8  per  cent  of  the  English.

Of  676  husbands  reporting,  96.4  per  cent  are  at  work.  There  is  but

The  average  earnings  of  952  males  18  years  of  age  or  over  in- 
cluded in  the  foregoing  table,  are  $569  per  annum — 3.7  per  cent  earn- 
ing under  $200,  31  per  cent  under  $400,  61.6  per  cent  under  $600, 
and  92.6  per  cent  under  $1,000.

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Of  714  families  selected  for  study  the  preceding  table  shows  that 
91.3  per  cent  have  an  income  within  the  year  from  earnings  of  hus- 
band and  8.8  per  cent  have  an  income  from  earnings  of  wife,  30 
per  cent  having  an  income  from  contributions  of  children,  20.4  per 
cent  having  an  income  from  payments  of  boarders  or  lodgers,  and 
10.6  per  cent  having  an  income  from  other  sources.  The  same  pro- 
portion of  families  whose  heads  are  native-born  of  native  father  as 
of  those  whose  heads  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  have  an 
income  from  earnings  of  husband,  the  proportion  of  those  whose 
heads  are  foreign-born  having  an  income  from  this  source  being 
slightly  smaller.  The  proportion  of  families  whose  heads  are  foreign- 
born  having  an  income  from  earnings  of  wife  or  contributions  of 
children  is  larger  than  the  proportion  of  the  families  whose  heads 
are  either  native-born  of  native  father  or  native-born  of  foreign 
father,  only  a  slight  difference  being  shown  between  the  proportions 
of  the  two  last  mentioned  nativity  groups.  The  families  the  Jieads 
of  which  are  foreign-born  show  the  largest  and  those  the  heads  of 
which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  the  smallest  proportion 
having  an  income  from  pavments  of  boarders  or  lodgers,  while  those 
the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  native  father  show  the  largest 
and  those  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  the  smallest  proportion 
having  an  income  from  other  sources.  Among  the  families  whose 
heads  are  of  each  foreign  race  it  is  seen  that  less  than  5  per  cent  of 
those  of  Hebrew  origin  have  an  income  from  sources  other  than 
earnings  of  husband  or  contributions  of  children.  Over  85  per  cent 
of  the  families  in  each  race  group,  except  the  Irish,  have  an  income 
from  earnings  of  husband  and  over  20  per  cent  of  those  the  heads  of 
which  are  Polish  or  Slovak,  as  compared  with  less  than  6  per  cent  of 
those  the  heads  of  which  are  of  each  other  race,  have  an  income 
from  earnings  of  wife.  The  families  whose  heads  are  French  Cana- 
dian show  the  largest,  and  those  whose  heads  are  Polish  the  smallest, 
proportion  having  an  income  from  contributions  of  children.  Over 
50  per  cent  of  the  families  whose  heads  are  Polish  or  Slovak  and 
over  25  per  cent  of  those  whose  heads  are  Irish,  as  compared  with 
less  than  12  per  cent  of  those  the  heads  of  which  are  of  each  other 
race,  have  an  income  from  payments  of  boarders  or  lodgers.  The 
families  the  heads  of  which  are  French  Canadian,  German,  or  Irish 
are  the  only  ones  showing  as  high  as  10  per  cent  of  their  number 
with  an  income  from  other  sources,  the  Germans  showing  the  highest 
proportion,  or  26.7  per  cent. 

In  the  table  following,  in  which  the  sources  of  family  income  are 
again  shown  in  detail,  each  source  specified  is  exclusive  of  all  other 
sources.  In  other  words,  the  proportion  of  families  appearing  under 
each  designated  source  have  their  entire  income  from  that  source.

Of  714  families  in  Community  A  for  which  information  was 
secured  41.7  per  cent  have  their  incomes  from  husbands  alone,  16.9 
per  cent  from  husbands  and  children,  13.7  per  cent  from  husbands 
and  boarders  or  lodgers,  5.5  per  cent  from  husband  and  wife,  less 
than  5  per  cent  each  from  the  various  other  enumerated  sources,  and 
14.7  per  cent  from  sources  or  combinations  of  sources  not  before 
specified.  Among  families  whose  heads  are  of  different  nativity 
groups  those  native-born  of  foreign  father  show  the  largest  proportion 
receiving  their  entire  income  from  husband  alone,  and  those  of  foreign 
birth  the  smallest.  The  families  whose  heads  are  foreign-born  show 
a  considerably  larger  proportion  receiving  incomes  from  both  hus- 
band and  boarders  or  lodgers  and  husband  and  children.

In  714  families  reporting  the  larger  proportion  of  the  family 
income,  or  66.3  per  cent,  is  derived  from  earnings  of  the  husband, 
22.9  per  cent  from  contributions  of  children,  while  the  payments  of 
boarders  or  lodgers,  earnings  of  wife,  and  other  sources  are  less  than 
5  per  cent  in  each  instance.  Comparing  the  different  nativity  groups 
it  is  seen  that  the  families  whose  heads  are  native-born  of  native 
father  show  the  largest  proportion  of  the  family  income  from  earnings 
of  husband  and  those  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  the  smallest, 
and  those  families  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  show  the 
largest  proportions  of  incomes  from  the  contributions  of  children, 
earnings  of  wife,  and  other  specified  sources.  Of  the  families  the 
heads  of  which  are  of  the  different  foreign-born  races  those  whose 
heads  are  Hebrews  report  the  largest  proportion  of  income  from 
earnings  of  husband  and  those  the  heads  of  which  are  Irish  the 
smallest.  The  families  the  heads  of  which  are  Irish  show  the  largest 
proportion  of  income  from  contributions  of  children  and  those  the 
heads  of  which  are  Polish  the  largest  from  other  specified  sources.

REGULARITY    OF    EMPLOYMENT. 

The  regularity  of  the  work  offered  in  the  community,  as  well  as 
the  relative  industriousness  of  the  members  of  the  several  races  of 
wage-earners,  is  indicated  in  the  table  which  immediately  follows. 
It  shows,  by  general  nativity  and  race  of  individual,  the  months 
worked  during  the  past  year  by  males  16  years  of  age  or  over  in  the 
households  studied  who  were  employed  away  from  home.  By  the 
term  "past  year"  is  meant  the  twelve  months  immediately  preced- 
ing the  collection  of  the  data.

Only  1  per  cent  of  the  994  males  included  in  the  foregoing  table 
worked  less  than  three  months  during  the  past  year,  and  only  45.1 
per  cent  worked  twelve  months — 83.6  per  cent  working  nine  months 
or  over  and  96.4  per  cent  six  months  or  over.  Almost  75  per  cent 
of  the  persons  native-born  of  native  father  and  over  56  per  cent  of 
those  native-born  of  foreign  father,  as  compared  with  37.6  per  cent 
of  the  foreign-born,  worked  the  entire  past  year.

The  preceding  table  shows  that  of  366  females  16  years  of  age  or 
over  employed  away  from  home  34.7  per  cent  worked  twelve  months, 
85.2  per  cent  nine  months  or  over,  96.2  per  cent  six  months  or  over, 
and  98.9  per  cent  three  months  or  over  during  the  past  year.  Of  the 
different  nativity  groups  the  foreign-born  shows  the  smallest  propor- 
tion working  each  specified  number  of  months — all  of  the  native-born 
of  native  father,  96.4  per  cent  of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father, 
and  95.3  per  cent  of  the  foreign-born  worked  six  months  or  over;  and 
over  50  per  cent  of  the  native-born  of  native  father,  over  35  per  cent 
of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father,  and  29.8  per  cent  of  the  foreign- 
born  worked  the  entire  year.  A  certain  proportion  of  the  French 
Canadians  and  Slovaks  worked  less  than  three  months,  the  French 
Canadians,  however,  showing  the  largest  and  the  Slovaks  the  smallest 
proportion  who  worked  twelve  months. 

THE  IMMIGRANT  AND  ORGANIZED  LABOK. 

The  extent  to  which  the  wage-earners  of  the  community  were  mem- 
bers of  labor  organizations  is  exhibited  by  the  table  following,  which 
shows,  by  general  nativity  and  race  of  individual,  affiliation  with  trade 
unions  of  males  in  the  households  studied  who  were  21  years  of  age  or 
over  and  who  were  working  for  wages.

Of  855  male  employees  who  are  21  years  of  age  reported  in  the  above 
table  9.7  per  cent  are  affiliated  with  trade  unions.  The  employees 
who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  show  15.8  per  cent  as  contrasted 
with  10.3  per  cent  of  the  employees  who  are  native-born  whites  of 
native  father,  and  8.3  percent  of  those  who  are  of  foreign  birth  who  are 
affiliated  with  trade  unions. 

Of  the  employees  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  those  of 
German  parentage  show  17.1  per  cent  and  those  of  Irish  parentage 
16.9  per  cent  who  are  affiliated  with  trade  unions. 

Of  the  foreign-born  male  employees  the  English  report  14.8  per 
cent  affiliated  with  trade  unions,  followed,  in  the  order  named,  by  the: 
French  Canadian,  German,  Irish,  and  Hebrew  employees  in  smaller 
proportions.  The  Polish  employees  show  but  slightly  over  1  per 
cent,  while  no  Slovak  employees  are  affiliated  with  trade  unions.

HOUSING  AND  LIVING  CONDITIONS. 

Bent  in  its  relation  to  standard  of  living — Boarders  and  lodgers — Size  of  apartments 
occupied — Size  of  households — Congestion — [Text  Tables  73  to  84  and  General 
Tables  71  to  82]. 

RENT    IN    ITS    RELATION    TO    STANDARD    OF    LIVING. 

The  monthly  rent  payments  of  the  households  whose  heads  are 
employed  in  Community  A  are  chiefly  significant  in  their  bearing 
upon  the  standard  of  living,  because  of  congestion  within  the  house- 
holds arising  from  the  practice  of  crowding  the  apartments  in  order 
to  reduce  the  per  capita  rent  outlay.  The  first  table  presented  in 
this  connection,  which  immediately  follows,  shows,  by  general 
nativity  and  race  of  head  of  household,  the  average  rent  per  month 
paid  per  apartment,  per  room,  and  per  person.

For  627  households  paying  rent  and  reporting  its  amount,  the 
average  rent  per  apartment  is  $10.56;  per  room  $2.27,  and  per  person 
$1.98  per  month.  Considering  the  households  the  heads  of  which 
are  of  each  nativity  group,  it  is  seen  that  those  the  heads  of  which 
are  native-born  of  native  rather  pay  a  higher  average  rent  per  month, 
per  apartment,  per  room,  and  per  person,  than  do  those  the  heads 
of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father;  while  households  the 
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heads  of  which  are  foreign  born  show  the  lowest  average  rent  in 
each  instance. 

Considering  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-bornr 
by  race,  it  is  seen  that  those  the  heads  of  which  are  English,  Hebrew, 
or  Irish,  are  the  only  ones  showing  an  average  rent  per  month  per 
apartment  as  high  as  $10,  while  households  the  heads  of  which  are 
Poles  or  Slovaks  show  the  lowest  average  rent.  The  households 
of  every  race  except  North  Italian,  Polish,  and  Slovak,  pay  an  average 
rent  per  room  above  $2.  Households  whose  heads  are  Polish  or 
Slovak  are  the  only  ones  paying  an  average  rent  per  person  below  $1. 
Households  the  heads  of  which  are  of  each  other  race  except  French

The  average  rent  per  person  of  627  households  paying  rent  and 
reporting  amount  is  seen  by  the  above  table  to  be  $1.98 — 13.2  percent 
paying  under  $1,  46.6  per  cent  paying  under  $2,  69.7  per  cent  paying 
under  S3,  82.1  per  cent  paying  under  $4,  and  89  per  cent  paying  under 
$5  per  month  per  person.  The  households  the  heads  of  which  are 
foreign-born  show  a  larger  proportion  than  the  households  the  heads 
of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  which  in  turn  show  a 
larger  proportion  than  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native- 
born  or  native  father  paying  each  specified  rent  per  month  per  person. 
The  average  rent  per  person  is  consequently  highest  for  the  house- 
holds the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  native  father  and  lowest 
for  those  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born.  Considering  the  house- 
holds whose  heads  are  foreign-born  by  race,  it  is  seen  that  those 
whose  heads  are  Polish  or  Slovak  pay  an  average  rent  of  less  than  $1 
per  month  per  person,  none  of  those  whose  heads  are  Polish  paying 
as  high  as  $4  and  none  of  those  whose  heads  are  Slovak  paying  as 
high  as  $3,  54.2  per  cent  and  44.8  per  cent,  respectively,  paying  under 
$1.  The  households  whose  heads  are  English  report  the  highest 
average  rent  per  month  per  person,  none  paying  under  $1  and  18.9 
per  cent  paying  $5  or  over. 

BOARDERS    AND    LODGERS.

Of  the  689  households  studied  in  the  preceding  table,  20.9  per  cent 
keep  boarders  or  lodgers.

The  preceding  table  shows  that  of  the  689  households  18.1  per  cent 
are  composed  of  4  persons,  and  households  of  3,  5,  6,  2,  and  7  per- 
sons follow  with  smaller  proportions  in  the  order  named.  Less  than 
10  per  cent  are  households  of  8,  9,  or  10  or  more  persons.

None  of  the  households  whose  heads  are  native-born,  of 
either  native  or  foreign  father,  as  compared  with  8.9  per  cent  of  those 
the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born,  are  households  of  10  or  more 
persons.  A  greater  degree  of  congestion  exists  in  the  households  the 
heads  of  which  are  Polish  and  Slovak  than  in  those  the  heads  of 
which  are  of  any  other  race,  as  over  50  per  cent  of  these  households 
are  composed  of  7  or  more  persons. 
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CONGESTION.

Of  689  households  studied  in  the  above  table,  none  have  as  many  as 
4  persons  per  room,  0.7  per  cent  have  3  or  more,  10.3  per  cent  have 
2  or  more,  and  63.6  per  cent  have  1  or  more.  None  of  the  households 
whose  heads  are  native-born,  whether  of  native  or  foreign  father, , 
have  more  than  one  person  per  room,  but  13.4  per  cent  of  the  foreign- 
born  have  two  or  more  and  0.9  per  cent  have  as  many  as  three.

Of  689  households  for  which  information  wa$  secured,  67.1  per 
cent  have  2  or  more  persons  per  sleeping  room,  17.3  per  cent  3  or  more, 
2.9  per  cent  4  or  more,  and  less  than  1  per  cent  5  or  more.  Of  the 
households  thjs  heads  of  which  are  of  the  different  nativity  groups, 
those  whose  heads  are  native-born  of  native  father  show  the  smallest 
proportion,  having  each  2  or  more  and  3  or  more  persons  per  sleeping 
room,  and  those  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father 
the  largest,  with  2  or  more  persons  per  sleeping  room,  while  the  house- 
holds whose  heads  are  foreign-born  show  the  largest  proportions  hav- 
ing 3  or  more  persons  per  sleeping  room.

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Of  1,919  persons  20  years  of  age  or  over  the  preceding  table  shows 
that  72.7  per  cent  are  married,  23.6  per  cent  are  single,  and  3.7  per 
cent  widowed.  The  foreign-born  shows  a  larger  proportion  married 
than  does  the  native  whites  born  of  native  father,  which  in  turn  shows 
a  larger  proportion  than  the  native-born  of  foreign  father.  The  posi- 
tion of  the  nativity  groups  is  reversed  as  regards  those  who  are  single, 
as  the  proportion  who  are  widowed  is  small  of  each.  Each  race  shows 
a  larger  proportion  married  than  single.  Of  the  total  number  in  each 
age  group  it  is  seen  that  a  larger  proportion  of  those  who  are  from  20 
to  29  years  of  age  are  single  than  married,  the  reverse  being  true  as 
regards  those  who  are  30  years  of  age  or  over.  The  proportion  who 
are  widowed  is  noticeably  large  as  regards  those  who  are  45  years  of 
age  or  over.  Of  those  who  are  from  20  to  29  years  of  age  the  foreign- 
born  is  the  only  nativity  group  showing  a  larger  proportion  married 
than  single,  each  nativity  group  showing  that  a  larger  proportion  of 
those  who  are  30  years  of  age  or  over  are  married  than  single.  Of  the 
several  races  the  French  Canadian  and  Irish  show  a  larger  proportion 
of  those  who  are  from  20  to  29  years  of  age  single  than  married.  No 
race  shows  a  larger  proportion  single  than  married  among  those  who 
were  30  years  of  age  or  over.  The  proportion  of  French  Canadians, 
English,  Irish,  and  Slovaks  in  the  45  years  of  age  or  over  group  who 
are  widowed  is  noticeably  large.  Very  little  difference  is  shown 
between  the  proportion  of  males  and  females  20  years  of  age  or  over 
who  are  in  each  conjugal  condition.

Of  3,680  persons  included  in  the  foregoing  table,  practically  the 
same  proportion,  or  20  per  cent,  are  from  20  to  29  or  30  to  44  years  of 
age — the  proportion  who  are  from  6  to  13,  under  6,  or  45  years  of 
age  or  over,  following  in  the  order  named,  and  less  than  10  per  cent 
being  either  from  14  to  15  or  16  to  19  years  of  age.  No  marked  dif- 
ference is  shown  between  the  proportions  of  each  nativity  group  who 
are  of  each  specified  age.  The  several  races  are  fairly  well  balanced 
'among  the  various  age  groups  except  that  of  45  years  or  over,  where 
the  races  of  older  immigration,  or  the  French  Canadian,  English,  Ger- 
man, and  Irish,  show  a  much  larger  proportion  than  do  the  Hebrews, 
Poles,  or  Slovaks.  The  difference  between  the  proportion  of  males  and 
females  in  each  specified  age  group  is  less  than  5  per  cent.  Although 
certain  races  show  a  larger  difference  than  this,  in  no  case  does  it  vary 
sufficiently  to  deserve  specific  reference.

The  families 
whose  heads  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  show  over  9  per  cent 
owning  homes,  those  whose  heads  are  of  foreign  birth  show  over  8 
per  cent,  and  those  whose  heads  are  native-born  whites  of  native 
father  show  5.9  per  cent. 

Of  the  families  whose  heads  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  those 
whose  heads  are  of  German  parentage  show  a  considerably  higher 
percentage  than  the  families  whose  heads  are  of  Irish  parentage  who 
own  homes.  Of  the  families  whose  heads  are  of  foreign  birth,  those 
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whose  heads  are  Germans  show  32.3  per  cent  owning  homes,  fol- 
lowed by  the  families  whose  heads  are  Irish  with  over  12  per  cent 
and  those  whose  heads  are  English  with  over  7  per  cent  owning 
homes.  The  families  the  heads  of  which  are  of  other  specified  races 
show  small  proportions,  while  no  families  the  heads  of  which  are 
Hebrews  own  homes.

States,  whose  fathers  are  native-born  white,  96.7  per  cent  are  at 
school,  2  per  cent  are  at  home,  and  1.3  per  cent  are  at  work.  The 
children  born  in  the  United  States,  as  well  as  those  born  abroad, 
whose  fathers  are  French  Canadians  or  Poles,  show  a  smaller  propor- 
tion at  school  and  a  larger  proportion  at  home  or  at  work,  than  do 
native-born  white  children  whose  fathers  are  native-born.  Of  the 
children  whose  fathers  are  foreign-born  it  is  seen  that  children  who 
were  born  abroad  of  Polish  parentage  show  the  largest  proportion 
at  home  or  at  work  and  the  smallest  proportion  at  school.

Of  267  foreign-born  males  who  have  been  in  the  United  States  five 
years  or  over  and  who  were  21  years  of  age  or  over  at  the  time  of 
coming,  35.6  per  cent  are  fully  naturalized  and  8.6  per  cent  have  first 
papers  only.  The  Germans  show  77.8  per  cent  and  the  English  and 
Irish  over  70  per  cent  fully  naturalized,  as  contrasted  with  only  25 
per  cent  of  the  French  Canadians  and  7  per  cent  of  the  Poles.  The 
Irish  show  the  highest  per  cent  having  first  papers  only,  followed,  in 
the  order  named,  by  the  English,  Poles,  and  French  Canadians.  The 
table  further  shows  that  no  Germans  have  first  papers  only.

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Of  1,821  persons  the  preceding  table  shows  that  76.2  per  cent  speak 
English,  the  males  showing  a  larger  proportion  than  the  females,  or 
81.7  per  cent,  as  compared  with  70.6  per  cent.  A  larger  proportion 
of  the  males  than  the  females  who  are  of  foreign  birth  spea!k  English. 
But  the  females  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  show  a  larger 
proportion  who  speak  English  than  do  the  males.  The  German  race 
alone  shows  a  larger  proportion  of  females  than  males  who  speak 
English.

Of  1,310  foreign-born  persons  6  years  of  age  or  over,  information 
for  whom  appears  in  the  above  table,  92.4  per  cent  of  those  who  were 
under  14  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  coming  to  the  United  States  and 
58.8  per  cent  of  those  who  were  14  years  of  age  or  over  at  the  time  of 
coming  can  speak  English.  The  Germans  and  Slovaks  show  100  per 
cent,  the  French  Canadians  and  the  Hebrews  show  over  90  per  cent, 
and  the  North  Italians  and  Poles  show  over  80  per  cent  of  those  who 
were  under  14  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  arrival  who  can  now  speak 
English. 

The  Hebrews  and  Germans  show  over  95  per  cent,  the  North  Italians 
over  85  per  cent,  the  French  Canadians  and  the  Slovaks  over  50  per 
cent,  and  the  Poles  over  45  per  cent  who  can  speak  English  who  were 
14  years  of  age  or  over  at  the  time  of  coming  to  the  United  States.

CHAPTER  I. 
INTRODUCTION. 

Industrial  significance  of  the  community — Households  studied — Members  of  house- 
holds for  whom  detailed  information  was  secured — Employees  for  whom  information 
was  secured— [Text  Tables  96  to  100  and  General  Tables  94  and  95]. 

INDUSTRIAL   SIGNIFICANCE   OF   THE    COMMUNITY. 

The  industrial  development  of  this  community  began  at  the  end 
of  the  eighteenth  century.  Cut  nails  were  manufactured  by  hand 
machinery  as  early  as  1791,  and  three  years  later  pewter  buttons  and 
britannia  ware  were  produced.  The  manufacture  of  britannia  tea- 
spoons and  tablespoons  began  in  1808.  By  1830  the  first  manufac- 
turer of  goods  of  this  class  employed  from  10  to  12  men  and  made 
shipments  direct  to  purchasers.  The  output  of  his  factory  was  taken 
in  part  by  peddlers  who  exchanged  britannia  ware  for  cloth,  feathers, 
glass  tumblers,  and  other  articles  of  merchandise.  There  were  four 
firms  making  britannia  ware  by  1837,  and  in  1852  to  reduce  compe- 
tition a  single  company  was  formed,  through  the  consolidation  of 
the  others.  With  the  formation  of  this  company  the  work  was  put 
on  a  more  businesslike  basis.  Men  were  no  longer  paid  in  orders  but 
in  cash,  and  wages  as  high  as  $2  a  day  were  given.  Besides  spoons 
and  a  few  cooking  utensils,  a  number  of  articles,  such  as  cups,  ladles, 
pitchers,  cuspidors,  candle  stocks,  caster  frames,  lamps,  and  mugs 
were  made  and  the  trade-mark  of  a  firm  which  had  begun  silver 
plating  in  Hartford  in  1846  was  purchased.  By  1854  the  use  of 
molds  was  given  up  and  rolled  metal  was  used.  In  the  following 
year  the  first  nickel  silver  forks  were  put  on  the  market.  In  1863  a 
new  factory  was  built.  The  trade  had  been  greatly  enlarged  until 
even  the  countries  of  South  America  were  taking  britannia  ware. 
Three  years  later  a  new  process  caused  the  abandonment  of  britannia 
manufacture  with  britannia  as  a  base,  and  since  then  white  metal  or 
nickel  silver  has  been  used  as  a  base  for  plating. 

There  were,  in  1898,  seven  companies  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  silverware  in  the  community  studied,  and  two  in  a  neighboring 
town.  These,  with  four  other  companies,  were  consolidated  at  this 
time  into  a  corporation  capitalized  at  $20,000,000  and  employing 
5,000  men.  The  headquarters  of  this  company  are  in  the  community 
studied,  and  over  3,000  men  find  employment  in  the  seven  local 
factories.  Another  large  local  manufacturing  company  had  its 
origin  in  1832,  with  the  establishment  of  a  coffee  mill.  The  owner  of 
the  mill  was  successful,  and  later  turned  his  attention  to  the  manu- 
facture of  plated  hollow  ware,  also  making  plated  spoons  and  forks. 
In  1854  he  invented  a  vise  and  shortly  after  the  civil  war  began  the 
manufacture  of  a  shotgun.  In  1876  the  company  was  incorporated 
at  $500,000.  Besides  producing  the  above-mentioned  articles,  this 
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company  has  a  piano-stool  factory,  and  is  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  lamps,  brass,  bronze,  and  steel  wood  screws,  and  bath  fittings.  A 
clock-manufacturing  establishment,  incorporated  in  1893,  is  also 
controlled  by  this  company.  In  the  different  businesses  in  which  the 
company  is  active  over  1,500  men  are  employed. 

The  industry  third  in  importance  is  the  manufacture  of  cutlery. 
This  industry  was  established  in  the  commnuity  by  a  man  who  had 
been  engaged  in  that  industry  in  Maine,  and  who  had  formerly  bought 
his  ivory  handles  of  an  ivory-comb  maker  in  the  community  studied. 
The  manufacturer  prospered,  and  besides  making  ivory-handled 
I'orks  and  knives  he  soon  began  to  make  table  knives,  carving  and 
butcher  knives,  and  corkscrews.  The  business  is  still  located  on  the 
old  site  where  ample  water  power  is  available  for  the  uses  of  the 
factory. 

Another  cutlery  company  was  established  in  the  community 
shortly  after  the  civil  war.  In  1878  the  company  was  incorporated 
and,  although  it  has  met  with  much  competition  from  German  and 
English  cutlery  makers,  the  business  has  been  continued  with  a 
moderate  degree  of  success.  In  1882  the  company  began  the  manu- 
facture of  steel  pens.  At  the  present  time,  a  'force  of  300  men  are 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  pocket  cutlery,  steel  pens,  and  steel 
ink  erasers. 

The  manufacture  of  lamps,  which  ranks  next  in  importance  among 
the  local  industries,  was  begun  in  1844.  A  stock  company  with  a 
capitalization  of  $200,000  was  organized  in  1866.  This  company 
makes,  besides  lamps,  brass  and  bronze  goods  and  gas  and  electric 
fixtures.  Another  firm  of  lamp  manufacturers  was  established  in 
the  community  as  early  as  1854.  In  1875  a  company  was  organized 
and  150  men  were  employed.  At  present  1,000  men  are  employed 
in  the  manufacture  of  lamp,  gas,  and  electric  fixtures,  and  brass  and 
iron  grill  work.  _ 

In  1835  a  firm  was  organized  to  make  casters,  furniture  trimmings, 
and  cabinet  hardware,  and  in  1866  a  company  was  capitalized  at 
$80,000.  This  company  now  employs  300  hands  and  is  one  of  the 
five  companies  which  has  aided  in  placing  hardware  second  on  the 
list  of  the  city's  manufactures. 

Besides  the  companies  already  mentioned  there  are  in  the  com- 
munity an  establishment  manufacturing  enameled  ware,  coffee  per- 
colators, chafing  dishes,  and  bathroom  fittings;  a  company  manu- 
facturing organs  and  mechanical  piano  players;  a  cut  glass  manu- 
facturing establishment;  a  caster  manufacturing  establishment;  and 
a  company  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  firearms.  There  are  many 
establishments  besides  those  referred  to.  It  appears  from  the 
records  of  the  state  factory  inspectors'  office  that  there  were,  in  1907, 
78  factories  employing  five  or  more  hands  each  in  the  community. 
Twenty-four  of  the  factories  employed  over  85  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  of  employees,  which  amounted  to  9,506. 

Of  the  industries  which  have  been  mentioned,  the  plated  silverware 
and  the  cutlery  industries  gave  employment  to  the  early  immigrants 
to  the  community.  In  some  cases  men  were  induced  to  come  from 
Sheffield  and  Birmingham,  England,  and  enter  these  industries.  Up 
to  1860  the  majority  of  immigrants  to  Meriden  were  English  and  Irish 
with  a  few  Welsh  and  Swedes.  A  few  Germans  had  settled  in  the 
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town  by  1860  and  found  employment  in  the  silverware  industry. 
The  French  Canadian  race  was  also  established  in  the  city  by  that 
time  and  were  engaged  in  the  occupation  of  burnishing. 

From  1860  to  1865  immigration  to  the  community  was  light. 
Numbers  of  Germans,  Swedes,  and  French  Canadians;  as  well  as 
immigrants  of  the  English-speaking  races,  came  to  the  city  between 
1865  and  1880.  The  immigrants  of  these  races  found  employment 
in  the  plated  silverware  industry,  the  lamp  and  chandelier  industry, 
and  the  enameled  ware  industry.  In  the  period  from  1880  to  1890 
there  was  a  considerable  Slavic,  Italian,  Jewish,  and  Greek  immigra- 
tion. The  Slavic  immigrants  found  employment  as  unskilled 
laborers  in  the  foundries  and  shops,  and  some  few  engaged  in  small 
businesses;  the  Italians  became  fruit  dealers,  grocers,  bootblacks, 
cobblers,  and  unskilled  laborers  in  the  foundries  and  shops;  the 
Hebrews  went  into  the  junk  peddling  and  clothing  trades  and  some 
few  worked  in  the  shops,  and  the  Greeks  either  went  into  the  boot- 
black and  candy  trades,  or  obtained  work  in  the  shops  and  factories 
as  unskilled  laborers. 

HOUSEHOLDS    STUDIED).

Of  the  total  number  of  households  studied  in  the  community  that 
is  embraced  in  the  above  table  nearly  80  per  cent  are  foreign-born, 
18.6  per  cent  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  and  only  2.3  per  cent 
are  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native  whites  born  of  native 
father.  Among  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born 
of  foreign  father  those  of  German  descent  show  the  largest  proportion, 
9.1  per  cent.  The  Irish,  with  4.8  per  cent,  show  the  next  largest  pro- 
.  portion.  Of  the  foreign-born  races  the  Poles  were  studied  in  the 
largest  number.  Slightly  more  than  20  per  cent  of  the  total  number 
of  households  are  of  that  race.  A  proportion  almost  as  large,  18.9 
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per  cent,  is  shown  for  the  Swedes.  The  South  Italians,  French 
Canadians,  and  Germans  each  represent  between  10  and  15  per  cent 
of  the  total  number  of  households.  North  Italian  households  were 
studied  in  smaller  proportion  than  those  of  any  other  foreign-born 
race.  The  households  of  that  race  represent  only  1.1  per  cent  of  the 
total  number.

In  the  440  households  studied  tire  total  number  of  persons  is  2,222. 
Of  that  number  of  persons,  82.3  per  cent  are  in  households  the  heads 
of  which  are  foreign-born;  15.6  per  cent  are  in  households  the  heads 
of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  and  2.1  per  cent  are  in 
households  the  heads  of  which  are  native  whites  born  of  native 
father.  More  persons  were  studied  in  households  the  heads  of  which 
are  foreign-born  Poles  than  in  those  of  any  other  race.  The  pro- 
portion of  persons  in  such  households  is  22.4  per  cent  of  the  total. 
The  Swedes  show  the  next  largest  proportion,  17.8  per  cent,  fol- 
lowed by  the  French  Canadians  with  16.8  per  cent.  Less  than  1  per 
cent  of  the  total  number  of  persons  in  the  households  studied  are 
North  Italian,  while  11  per  cent  of  the  total  number  are  South  Italians.

More  than  50  per  cent  of  all  persons  for  whom  detailed  informa- 
tion was  secured  are  males;  47.5  per  cent  are  females.  A  larger  pro- 
portion of  females  are  found  in  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are 
native-born  of  foreign  father  than  in  the  households  the  heads  of 
which  are  foreign-born.  Of  the  native  whites  born  of  native  father, 
53.2  per  cent  are  males  and  46.8  per  cent  are  females.  Among  the 
households  native-born  of  foreign  father,  those  whose  fathers  were 
Canadian  other  than  French  show  the  largest  proportion  of  males 
and  those  whose  fathers  were  French  Canadian  show  the  smallest 
proportion  of  males.  Of  the  foreign-born  North  Italians,  slightly 
more  than  61  per  cent  are  males.  The  next  largest  proportion  of 
males  is  shown  by  the  Poles.  Each  race  shows  that  more  than  50 
per  cent  of  all  persons  for  whom  detailed  information  was  secured 
are  males.

CHAPTER  II. 
RACIAL  DISPLACEMENTS. 

History  of  immigration — Reasons  for  the  immigration  of  the  several  races — Period  of 
residence  in  the  United  States  of  foreign-born  employees  and  members  of  their 
households — Racial  classification  of  employees  at  the  present  time — Racial  com- 
position of  the  present  population — Probable  future  immigration — [Text  Tables 
101  to  103  and  General  Table  96]. 

HISTOEY   OF   IMMIGRATION. 

The  first  immigrants  to  the  community  were  the  people  of  English- 
speaking  races.  Irish  immigration  began  in  1832,  when  one  Peter 
Larkins  settled  in  the  town.  From  1835  to  1860  many  Irish  arrived. 
After  the  civil  war  there  was  a  rapid  increase  in  the  Irish  population 
until,  in  1868,  probably  3,000  people  of  Irish  birth  were  included  in 
the  population.  During  the  next  twenty-two  years  the  influx  of 
Irish  immigrants  to  Meriden  still  continued,  but  to  a  less  extent, 
and  immigration  during  the  latter  part  of  the  period  was  much  lighter 
than  at  an  earlier  date.  By  1900,  or  even  a  little  earlier,  the  immi- 
gration had  ceased,  and  it  has  not  been  revived.  The  present  popu- 
lation of  the  Irish  race  is  slightly  over  6,000. 

As  early  as  1845  there  were  some  English  in  the  community,  arid 
men  of  this  race  continued  to  arrive  in  large  numbers  up  to  the  time 
of  the  civil  war.  After  the  war  there  was  a  limited  amount  of  Eng- 
lish immigration  until  about  1880,  when  the  movement  slackened 
considerably.  By  1890  it  had  almost  ceased.  At  present  there 
are  some  2,000  English  in  the  city,  together  with  about  100  Scotch 
and  15  Welsh.  The  French  Canadian  immigration  to  this  locality 
began  as  early  as  1850,  and  has  continued  steadily  since  that  time. 
In  1880  the  French  Canadians  in  the  community  numbered  1,150, 
and  in  1908  the  population  of  French  Canadian  race  was  about  1,950. 
Since  1890,  or  even  earlier,  many  of  the  French  Canadians  who  have 
settled  in  the  community  have  not  come  directly  from  Canada,  but 
from  other  towns  of  New  England.  While  the  French  Canadian 
population  has  grown  by  emigration,  as  well  as  by  its  own  natural 
increase,  it  would  have  been  still  further  augmented  had  there  not 
been  persons  of  French  Canadian  race  who  moved  from  Meriden  to 
other  cities.  The  panic  of  1907  caused  a  slight  increase  of  French 
Canadian  immigration,  for  the  reason  that  the  silverware  industry, 
which  gave  employment  to  a  large  proportion  of  the  French  Canadian 
population,  was  one  of  the  last  to  be  affected  by  the  panic,  although 
it  afterwards  suffered  as  severely  as  any  other  industry  in  the  com- 
munity. 

There  were,  in  1909,  almost  as  many  German  as  Irish  immigrants 
in  the  community.  German  immigration  began  as  early  as  1852. 
In  1868  there  were  about  100  families  of  Germans,  numbering  some 
400  persons,  residing  in  the  community,  and  by  1876  the  entire  Ger- 
man population  was  about  500.  At  about  that  time  there  was  an 
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increase  in  the  volume  of  German  immigration.  This  immigration 
was  largest  in  the  years  from  1880  to  1884.  It  decreased  in  the  years 
that  followed  and  in  1898,  ceased  altogether.  Its  cessation  was  due, 
no  doubt,  to  the  immigration  to  the  community  of  numbers  of  un- 
skilled laborers  of  other  races.  In  1909  there  were  in  the  city  about 
5,000  persons  of  German  stock,  of  whom  about  2,200  were  males  and 
about  2,800  were  females. 

The  first  permanent  resident  of  Swedish  race  reached  the  commu- 
nity in  1865,  and  it  was  not  until  some  ten  years  later  that  a  second 
arrived.  From  1875  on,  Swedish  immigrants  came  to  the  city  in 
small  numbers,  and  the  Swedish  immigration  reached  its  highest 
point  by  1880.  Since  1890  very  few  Swedes  have  immigrated.  In 
1909  the  Swedish  population  was  about  950.  While  immigrants 
from  the  north  of  Italy  came  to  the  community  in  1855  and  1872, 
Italian  immigration  did  not  begin  upon  a  considerable  scale  until 
about  1885.  The  great  majority  of  all  the  Italians  who  came  to  the 
community  have  been  natives  of  southern  Italy.  From  1887  to 
1905  South  Italian  immigration  was  small  but  constant.  Since  1905 
it  has  practically  ceased.  The  South  Italian  population  of  the  com- 
munity in  1909  was  about  1,200.  Polish  immigration  to  the  com- 
munity began  in  1880,  when  the  first  Poles  settled  in  the  city.  In 
1882  there  were  only  four  families  in  the  city,  but  during  the  follow- 
ing year  100  more  persons  of  Polish  birth  arrived.  From  1884  to 
1895  Polish  immigrants  came  in  at  the  rate  of  about  100  a  year, 
and  in  the  following  ten  years  at  least  500  more  were  added  to  the  pop- 
ulation. The  next  three  years  saw  a  falling  off  in  Polish  immigration. 
In  1909  the  Polish  population  was  estimated  at  2,000.  The  arrival 
of  a  Hebrew  tailor  in  1872  marks  the  beginning  of  Hebrew  immi- 
gration to  the  community.  In  1880  there  were  10  Hebrew  families 
in  Meriden,  and  in  the  following  year  the  first  Jewish  religious  society 
was  formed.  A  house  of  worship  was  built  in  1891.  From  1886  on 
the  immigration  was  slow,  but  there  were,  in  1898,  50  families  in 
the  community.  The  next  year  saw  an  increase  of  25  families.  In 
the  past  ten  years  only  12  families  have  been  added  to  the  population. 
There  were,  in  1909,  175  families  of  450  people.  Most  of  these 
people  were  Russian  Hebrews. 

Besides  the  races  dealt  with  above,  other  races  from  southern  and 
central  Europe  have  contributed  something  to  the  foreign-born  pop- 
ulation of  the  community.  The  Lithuanians  number  about  100,  the 
Greeks  50,  the  Armenians  and  Syrians  25,  the  Slovaks  30,  the  Slo- 
venians 12,  and  the  Chinese  about  11.  So  far  as  can  be  determined, 
these  races,  with  a  possible  exception  of  Lithuanians,  have  come  to 
the  city  within  the  last  ten  years. 

Plant  No.  1  was  established  in  1835.  The  company  owning  this 
plant  is  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  plated  silverware,  and  the 
working  force  as  first  constituted  consisted  of  Americans,  English, 
Irish,  and  a  few  Scotch.  Up  to  1850  the  immigrant  labor  or  the 
factory  was  drawn  from  the  three  last-mentioned  races.  From  1850 
to  1860  some  Germans  and  French  Canadians  were  given  employ- 
ment, and  a  few  Welsh  and  Swedes  also  entered  the  industry.  Until 
1880  the  working  force  was  made  up  of  the  races  above  enumerated 
In  1880  a  few  Italians,  Poles,  Slovaks,  Russians,  and  Magyars  were 
employed,  and  since  that  time  these  races  have  furnished  by  far  the 
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largest  number  of  immigrant  employees  in  the  factory.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  no  English,  Irish,  Scotch,  Welsh,  Swedes,  or  Germans  are 
coming  into  the  industry,  and  all  immigrant  labor  is  secured  from 
among  the  races  of  southern  and  eastern  Europe. 

REASCfNS    FOR   THE    IMMIGRATION    OF   THE    SEVERAL   RACES. 

The  immigration  of  the  English-speaking  races  to.  Meriden  was 
due  to  industrial  causes.  The  Irish  came  to  Meriden  because  they 
could  secure  work  on  the  farms  and  later  in  the  factories,  and  the 
English  of  Birmingham  and  Sheffield  were  induced  to  come  there 
to  work  in  the  silverware  and  cutlery  industries,  and  they  came 
equipped  with  their  trades.  Similar  inducements  were  offered  to 
the  Scotch  and  Welsh,  who  went  into  the  cutlery  industry  and  to  a 
less  extent  into  the  silverware  industry. 

With  very  few  exceptions  the  French  Canadians  came  to  the  city 
in  order  to  secure  work  in  the  plated  silverware  industry.  The 
large  German  population  is  probably  due  to  the  demand  for  skilled 
workers  in  the  silverware  and  other  industries.  High-grade  workers 
were  required  in  the  different  occupations,  and  as  the  majority  of 
the  German  immigrants  had  learned  a  trade  before  coming  to  the 
United  States,  they  found  ready  employment  upon  arrival.  The 
Swedes  came  to  the  community  by  chance,  but  the  first  arrivals 
communicated  with  friends  in  the  old  country,  and  in  this  way  the 
population  was  increased.  Like  the  Swedes,  the  Italian  immi- 
grants had  no  particular  reason  for  coming  to  Meriden,  and  their 
number  was  augmented  through  correspondence  with  friends  and 
relatives.  With  the  Polish  immigrants,  the  possibility  of  obtaining 
work  was  the  chief  reason  for  coming  to  the  community.  The  first 
comers  drew  their  friends,  families,  and  relatives  after  them. 

The  Hebrew  immigrants  came  to  the  community  for  the  purpose 
of  trade,  and  in  some  cases  in  order  to  secure  employment  in  the 
factories. 

The  Lithuanians,  Slovaks,  and  Slovenians  have  taken  up  their 
residence  in  Meriden  on  account  of  the  work  to  be  had  in  the  gun 
shops  and  foundry;  the  Greeks  and  Syrians  to  enter  the  candy  and 
bootblacking  and  cobbling  trades;  and  the  Chinese  to  carry  on  the 
laundry  business.

Of  the  424  foreign-born  employees  of  this  industry  for  whom 
information  was  obtained,  20  per  cent  have  been  in  the  United 
States  less  than  five,  18.2  per  cent  from  five  to  nine,  5.9  per  cent 
from  ten  to  fourteen,  and  16.7  per  cent  from  fifteen  to  nineteen 
years,  while  39.2  per  cent  have  been  in  the  United  States  twenty 
years  or  over.  In  each  period  of  residence  group,  except  that  in 
which  the  males  have  been  in  the  United  States  twenty  years  or 
over,  the  proportion  of  males  is  slightly  below  the  proportion  shown 
in  the  total  for  all  employees,  while  the  proportion  of  females  in 
each  period  of  residence  group,  except  that  in  which  they  have  been 
in  the  United  States  twenty  years  or  over,  is  somewhat^  larger  than 
the  proportion  shown  for  all  employees.  In  the  period  of  residence 
group  of  twenty  years  or  over,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  proportion 
of  males  is  slightly  above,  while  the  proportion  of  females  is  consid- 
erably below,  the  proportion  shown  in  the  total  for  both  males  and 
females.  Considering  the  males,  it  will  be  noted  that  as  between 
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the  Germans  and  Poles  -a  much  larger  proportion  of  the  latter  than 
the  former  have  been  in  the  United  States  less  than  five  and  from 
five  to  nine  years,  a  considerably  smaller  proportion  from  fifteen 
to  nineteen  years,  and  a  very  much  smaller  proportion  twenty  years 
or  over,  while  only  a  slightly  larger  proportion  of  the  latter  than 
the  former  have  been  in  this  country  from  ten  to  fourteen  years. 

As  regards  the  German  and  Polish  females,  the  latter  show  a  very 
much  larger  proportion  with  a  residence  of  less  than  five,  a  consid- 
erably larger  proportion  from  five  to  nine,  a  much  smaller  propor- 
tion from  fifteen  to  nineteen,  and  a  considerably  smaller  proportion 
from  ten  to  fourteen  years  and  twenty  years  or  over  than  do  the 
former. 

In  the  table  next  presented  the  percentage  of  foreign-born  persons 
in  the  households  studied  who  had  been  in  the  United  States  each 
specified  number  of  years  is  shown  according  to  race  of  individual.

The  above  table  shows  that  among  the  foreign-born  persons  in  this 
locality  for  whom  information  was  secured  a  considerably  larger  pro- 
portion of  the  Poles  and  South  Italians  than  of  the  individuals  of 
any  other  race  have  been  in  the  United  States  under  five  years. 
The  Poles  and  South  Italians  have  the  largest  and  the  Germans  the 
smallest  proportion  of  individuals  who  have  been  in  the  United 
States  under  ten  years  and  under  twenty  years,  respectively.

In  this  industry  information  was  secured  for  858  employees,  of 
which  number  49.4  per  cent  are  foreign-born,  32.3  per  cent  native- 
born  of  foreign  father,  and  18.3  per  cent  native  whites  born  of  native 
father.  Of  the  males,  the  foreign-born  constitute  a  considerably 
larger  proportion  than  do  the  native  whites  born  of  foreign  father 
and  native-born  of  native  father  combined,  while  of  the  females  the 
native-born  of  foreign  father  constitute  a  considerably  larger  propor- 
tion than  do  the  native  whites  born  of  native  father  and  the  foreign- 
born  combined,  the  proportion  of  foreign-born  females  being  consid- 
erably in  excess  of  the  proportion  native  whites  born  of  native 
father. 

It  will  be  noted  that  among  the  foreign-born  males,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  Germans  with  21.7  per  cent,  the  Poles  with  18.2,  and  the 
Irish  with  4.5  per  cent,  the  various  races  each  constitute  less  than 
3  per  cent,  while  among  the  native-born  of  foreign  father,  with  the 
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exception  of  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in  Germany,  Ireland, 
England,  and  Canada,  who  constitute  proportions  ranging  from  10.1 
to  2.6  per  cent,  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in  countries  other  than 
the  United  States  each  constitute  less  than  1  per  cent  of  all  males 
for  whom  information  was  obtained. 

Concerning  the  females,  the  foreign-born  Germans,  Poles,  Irish, 
Russian  Hebrews,  and  French  Canadians,  in  the  order  named,  each 
constitute  more  than  1  per  cent  of  all  females  for  whom  information 
was  obtained,  the  proportions  ranging  from  7.9  to  1.2  per  cent.  Of 
the  native-born  of  foreign  father,  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in 
Germany  constitute  the  largest  proportion,  or  27.6  per  cent,  a  pro- 
portion only  slightly  below  the  combined  proportions  of  those  whose 
fathers  were  born  in  each  of  the  other  specified  countries.  Those 
whose  fathers  were  born  in  Ireland  constitute  the  next  largest  pro- 
portion, or  14.6  per  cent,  while  the  proportions  constituted  by  those 
whose  fathers  were  born  in  countries  other  than  Germany  and  Ireland 
range  from  5.5  per  cent  of  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in  Canada 
to  none  of  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in  Italy  and  Wales. 

RACIAL   COMPOSITION   OF   THE   PRESENT   POPULATION. 

Community  B  supported  an  estimated  population  of  31,000  persons 
in  1909,  of  which  the  English-speaking  races  composed  about  61  per 
cent.  Of  the  remainder,  the  Germans  constitute  about  16  per  cent, 
the  Slavic  races  about  7  per  cent,  the  French  Canadians  about  6  per 
cent,  the  Italians  about  4  per  cent,  the  Swedes  about  3  per  cent,  and 
all  other  races  about  3  per  cent.  The  English-speaking  races,  the 
Germans,  the  French  Canadians,  and  the  Swedes  were  the  first  immi- 
grant races  to  settle  in  the  community  and,  with  the  natives,  compose 
over  86  per  cent  of  the  total  population.  These  races  have  been  rap- 
idly assimilated,  and  form  an  element  in  the  present  population  which 
differs  in  few  respects  from  that  of  the  native  Americans.  The  Slavic 
and  Italian  races  form  about  1 1  per  cent  of  the  population,  and  have 
chiefly  composed  the  immigration  to  the  community  during  the  last 
two  decades.  The  latter  races  have  been  less  exposed  to  American 
influences  than  the  earlier  races,  and  form  a  less  desirable  element  in 
the  population.  The  numbers  of  the  other  races  found  among  the 
population  are  small  and  merit  nO  particular  mention  in  this  connec- 
tion. It  is  estimated  that  about  10,000  persons  residing  in  the  com- 
munity are  foreign-born.  The  remaining  18,000  are  native-born  of 
either  foreign  or  native  born  parents.

PKOBABLE  FUTURE  IMMIGRATION. 

Since  1900  immigration  to  Community  B  has  been  light,  and  the 
indications  are  that  it  will  be  even  less  in  the  future.  The  immigra- 
tion which  may  come  in  the  future  will  be  made  up  of  immigrants  from 
eastern  Europe  and  from  Asia,  and  as  this  class  of  aliens  are  almost 
entirely  unskilled  laborers,  few  of  them  will  find  employment.  The 
demand  for  all  classes  of  labor,  especially  the  unskilled,  is  small,  and  a 
ready  supply  within  the  city  is  always  available. 

While  those  industries  already  located  are  in  a  very  thriving  condi- 
tion, no  new  industries  are  being  introduced,  and  the  growth  of  the 
existing  ones  finds  a  ready  labor  market  in  the  normal  increase  of  the 
population.  The  need  of  farm  hands  is  small  and  where  formerly  the 
unskilled  immigrants  could  secure  employment  on  a  farm,  this  occupa- 
tion is  now  practically  closed  to  them.  The  industries  in  which  em- 
ployment is  to  be  had  prefer  skilled  men  for  most  of  their  work,  and 
those  with  trades  find  ready  employment. 

The  predominant  types  of  industry,  as  the  plated  silverware  and, 
to  a  less  extent,  the  hardware  industry,  employ  skilled  workers  and 
have  few  occupations  open  to  unskilled  men.  The  nature  of  the 
industries  already  established  will  have  the  tendency  to  check  future 
immigration,  for  with  a  well-stocked  labor  market,  and  with  few 
opportunities  for  unskilled  workers,  the  immigrants  will  not  readily 
come  to  this  community.

The  above  table  shows  that  63.5  per  cent  of  the  foreign-born  males 
who  were  16  years  of  age  or  over  at  the  time  of  coming  to  the  United 
States  worked  abroad  for  wages,  that  29.2  per  cent  worked  without 
wages,  and  that  only  a  small  proportion  worked  for  profit  or  were 
without  occupation.  The  proportion  of  individuals  who  worked  for 
wages  is  largest  for  the  South  Italians  and  Swedes,  in  the  order  men- 
tioned, and  smallest  for  the  Poles,  while  the  proportion  who  worked 
without  wages  is  largest  for  the  Poles  and  French  Canadians,  in  the 
order  mentioned,  and  smallest  for  the  South  Italians. 

The  table  next  submitted  shows,  by  race  of  individual,  the  occupa- 
tion before  coming  to  the  United  States  of  foreign-born  males,  in  the 
households  studied,  who  were  16  years  of  age  or  over  at  the  time  of 
their  arrival  in  this  country.

Of  the  individuals  who  worked  abroad  for  wages,  a  considerable 
proportion  were  farm  laborers  and  a  smaller  proportion  were  in  hand 
trades  or  were  factory  operatives,  while  of  those  who  worked  abroad 
without  wages  almost  all  were  farm  laborers.  The  proportion  of  in- 
dividuals who  worked  abroad  as  farm  laborers  for  wages  is  largest  for 
the  South  Italians  and  smallest  for  the  French  Canadians,  while  the 
proportion  who  worked  as  farm  laborers  without  wages  is  largest  for 
the  Poles,  second  largest  for  the  French  Canadians,  and  smallest  for 
the  South  Italians.  The  French  Canadians,  Swedes,  and  Germans 
have  a  much  larger  proportion  of  individuals  who  were  factory  oper- 
atives abroad  than  have  the  South  Italians  and  Poles,  and  the  Swedes, 
Germans,  and  South  Italians  have  a  much  larger  proportion  of  indi- 
viduals who  were  employed  in  hand  trades  than  have  the  French 
Canadians  and  Poles. 

The  table  next  presented  shows,  by  race  of  individual,  the  industrial 
conditions  before  coming  to  the  United  States  of  foreign-born  females, 
in  the  households  studied,  who  were  16  years  of  age  or  over  at  the 
time  of  coming  to  this  country.

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Upon  information  obtained  for  267  foreign-born  females  in  this 
locality  it  will  be  seen  that  67.4  per  cent  were  without  occupation 
before  coming  to  the  United  States,  29.6  per  cent  worked  for  wages, 
and  3  per  cent  without  wages,  while  none  worked  for  profit.  Com- 
paring the  several  races,  it  will  be  noted  that  none  of  the  South  Ital- 
ians and  only  a  small  proportion  of  each  of  the  other  races  worked 
without  wages  abroad,  the  proportions  so  employed  ranging  from 
6.3  per  cent  of  the  French  Canadians  to  1.4  per  cent  of  the  Poles. 
Among  those  working  for  wages  the  South  Italians,  with  41.9  per 
cent,  show  a  slightly  larger  proportion  than  the  Germans,  a  consider- 
ably larger  proportion  than  the  Swedes,  and  a  very  much  larger  pro- 
portion than  do  the  French  Canadians  or  Poles,  the  last  named 
reporting  only  16.4  per  cent.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  a 
slightly  larger  proportion  of  Poles  than  French  Canadians  and  a  con- 
siderably larger  proportion  of  Poles  than  Swedes,  Germans,  or  South 
Italians  were  without  occupation  abroad.

The  above  table  shows  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  foreign- 
born  females  for  whom  information  was  secured,  who  worked  abroad 
for  wages,  were  in  domestic  service,  and  that  a  very  large  proportion 
of  those  who  worked  without  wages  were  farm  laborers.  The  propor- 
tion of  individuals  who  were  employed  in  domestic  service  is  largest 
for  the  Germans  and  Swedes,  in  the  order  mentioned,  and  smallest  for 
the  French  Canadians.

From  the  above  table  it  appears  that  8.8  per  cent  of  the  males 
16  years  of  age  or  over  for  whom  information  was  secured  are  em- 
ployed in  the  manufacture  of  hardware  and  cutlery,  that  55.3  per 
cent  are  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  other  metal  products,  that 
33.5  per  cent  are  otherwise  employed,  and  that  only  a  very  small  pro- 
portion are  at  home  or  at  school.  The  proportion  of  individuals 
employed  in  hardware  and  cutlery  is  larger  for  the  foreign-born  than 
for  the  native-born  of  foreign  father,  and  very  much  larger  for  the 
latter  than  for  the  native-born  of  native  father;  the  proportion  of 
individuals  in  employments  not  specified  is  largest  for  the  native- 
born  of  native  father,  second  largest  for  the  native-born  of  foreign 
father,  and  smallest  for  the  foreign-born,  and  the  proportion  of 
individuals  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  metal  products  other 
than  hardware  and  cutlery  is  slightly  larger  for  the  loreign-born  than 
for  the  native-born  of  native  father  and  the  native-born  of  foreign 
father.  Of  the  foreign-born,  the  Germans  have  the  largest  propor- 
tion of  individuals  employed  in  hardware  and  cutlery,  the  Poles  and 
French  Canadians  the  largest  proportion  of  individuals  employed  in 
the  manufacture  of  other  metal  products,  and  the  South  Italians  the 
largest  proportion  of  individuals  in  employments  not  specified.

Of  the  females  in  this  locality  16  years  of  age  or  over  for  whom 
information  was  secured,  77.9  per  cent  are  at  home,  8.3  per  cent  are 
employed  in  the  manufacture  of  metal  products  other  than  hardware 
and  cutlery,  11.3  per  cent  are  in  employments  not  specified,  and  only 
a  very  small  proportion  are  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  hard- 
ware and  cutlery,  in  domestic  service,  or  at  school.

In  the  above  table  the  Germans  show  the  highest  percentage  of 
males  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  hardware  and  cutlery;  those 
who  were  born  in  the  United  States  of  German  father  showing  a  con- 
siderably smaller  proportion  than  those  who  were  born  abroad. 
Over  10  per  cent  of  the  French  Canadians  and  Swedes  who  were  born 
abroad,  as  contrasted  with  2.4  per  cent  of  those  who  were  native- 
born  of  French-Canadian  fathers,  and  4.2  per  cent  who  were  native- 
born  of  Swedish  father  are  in  the  hardware  and  cutlery  industry. 
Only  3.1  per  cent  of  the  native  whites  born  of  native  father  are 
employed  in  the  above-mentioned  industry.  The  French  Canadians 
show  the  highest  percentage  of  foreign-born  males  who  are  otherwise 
employed;  but  those  who  were  born  in  the  United  States  of  French- 
Canadian  father  show  97.6  per  cent  otherwise  employed.  A  larger 
proportion  of  native-born  employees  of  German  and  Swedish  father 
than  of  foreign-born  German  and  Swedish  employees  are  otherwise 
engaged.  Of  the  males  who  are  native-born  whites  of  native  father 
96.9  per  cent  are  otherwise  employed. 

OCCUPATIONS    ENTERED    BY    IMMIGRANTS. 

The  Irish  race,  because  they  were  adapted  to  farming,  engaged  at 
first  in  that  occupation,  but  as  industry  developed  after  1850  many 
found  employment  in  the  factories.  The  plated  silverware,  the  lamp 
and  chandelier,  the  hardware  and  other  factories  engaged  Irish  as 
workmen  and  the  farms  employed  fewer  men  of  this  race  as  the 
industries  developed.  The  English,  many  of  them  from  Sheffield 
and  Birmingham,  entered  the  silverware  and  cutlery  industries,  in  the 
development  of  which  they  were  instrumental.  The  Scotch  and  the 
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few  Welsh  who  came  to  Meriden  largely  entered  the  cutlery  industry 
and  some  into  the  plated  silverware  industry.  With  few  exceptions 
the  French  Canadians  engaged  in  the  occupation  of  burnishing  in  the 
silverware  industry. 

Immigrants  from  Germany  entered  the  cutlery  industry  and  found 
employment  as  designers  and  other  skilled  workers  in  the  silverware 
industry.  The  Swedes  secured  work  in  the  hardware  industry,  the 
plated-silverware  industry,  the  firearm  industry,  and  in  other  indus- 
tries. The  Italians  went  into,  the  fruit  business  and  into  small  store- 
keeping  as  grocers.  Italian  immigrants  have  been  employed  as 
street  and  foundry  laborers  and  where  unskilled  work  was  to  be  done. 
The  Poles,  Lithuanians,  Slovaks,  and  Slo^nians  also  took  up  the 
unskilled  work  of  the  foundries  and  the  firearms  and  lamp  industries. 
The  Greek  immigrants  have  also  found  employment  of  this  class  and 
in  the  candy,  fruit,  and  bootblack  trades.  The  Syrians  are  mostly 
cobblers.  The  Hebrews  have  gone  into  the  junk  business,  the 
peddling,  and  clothing  trades,  wliile  the  Chinese  are  all  engaged  in 
the  laundry  business.

Of  370  husbands  in  the  391  families  selected  for  study  in  the  fore- 
going table,  99.7  per  cent  are  at  work  and  earn  an  average  of  $586 
a  year.  All  the  native-born,  of  either  native  or  foreign  father,  and 
all  but  one  of  the  foreign-born  are  at  work.  The  average  earnings  of

The  total  number  of  male  persons  in  the  foregoing  table  is  369. 
For  that  number  the  average  earnings  per  year  are  $586.  Less  than 
5  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  males  earn  over  $1,000  per  year, 
while  less  than  1  per  cent  earn  under  $100  per  year.  Slightly  more 
than  50  per  cent  or  the  total  number  earn  under  $600  per  year.  None 
of  the  native-born  of  native  father  earn  under  $200,  and  less  than  5 
per  cent  of  the  foreign-born  earn  under  that  amount  each  year.  The 
foreign-born  show  the  largest  proportion  earning  under  $1,000,  thus 
indicating  smaller  earnings  for  that  general  nativity  group  than  for 
the  native-born.  The  South  Italian  is  the  only  one  of  the  foreign- 
born  races  reporting  any  males  who  earn  under  $100  per  year.  For 
that  race  the  proportion  is  less  than  5  per  cent.  Of  the  races  that 
are  computed,  the  Swedes  show  the  smallest  proportion  earning  under 
$600,  while  the  Poles  show  nearly  95  per  cent  as  earning  under  that 
amount.

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The  average  family  income  of  the  391  families  that  were  selected 
for  study  is  $754  per  year.  Less  than  5  per  cent  of  the  total  number 
of  families  have  an  income  over  $1,500,  and  less  than  5  per  cent  have 
an  income  under  $300  per  year.  In  each  specified  rate  of  income 
the  foreign-born  show  a  larger  proportion  than  do  the  native-born 
of  foreign  father,  thus  indicating  a  smaller  family  income  for  the 
families  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  than  for  the  families 
the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father.  Among  the 
families  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  the  Poles  show  no  fami- 
lies having  a  total  income  of  more  than  $1,500.  None  of  the  Ger- 
mans show  an  income  of  less  than  $300,  while  the  proportion  of 
French  Canadian  and  Swedish  families  that  have  incomes  below 
that  amount  is  less  than  5  per  cent  for  each  race.  Nearly  90  per 
cent  of  the  Polish  families  have  incomes  of  less  than  $750,  while  the 
proportion  of  French  Canadian  families  that  have  incomes  below 
that  amount  is  34  per  cent.

A  larger  proportion  of  the  wives  of 
the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  native-oorn  of  foreign  father 
than  of  those  of  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  are 
at  work.  Of  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  of  each  race  it  is 
seen  that  10.2  per  cent  of  the  wives  of  those  the  heads  of  which  are 
French  Canadian,  as  compared  with  none  of  the  wives  in  the  families 
the  heads  of  which  are  German  or  South  Italian,  are  at  work. 
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RELATION  BETWEEN  THE  EARNINGS  OF  HUSBANDS  AND  THE  PRACTICE 
OF  WIVES  OF  KEEPING  BOARDERS  OR  LODGERS. 

Although  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  wives  of  the  families 
the  heads  of  which  were  employed  in  the  hardware  and  cutlery 
manufacturing  industry,  as  well  as  other  female  members  of  the 
families,  seek  regular  employment  outside  the  home  as  a  means  of 
contributing  to  the  family  support,  a  much  larger  proportion  of  the 
wives  add  to  the  earnings  of  their  husbands  by  taking  boarders  or 
lodgers  into  the  home.  The  extent  to  which  the  wives  of  the  fami- 
lies find  it  necessary  to  supplement  in  this  way  the  earnings  of  their 
husbands  is  set  forth  in  the  following  tables,  which  show  the  number 
and  percentage  of  families  in  which  wife  has  employment  or  keeps 
boarders  or  lodgers,  according  to  yearly  earnings  and  general  nativity 
and  race  of  head  of  family :

Of  the  families  where  the  husband's  earnings  are  under  $400  per 
annum,  27.2  per  cent  of  the  wives  have  employment  or  keep  boarders 
or  lodgers,  while  of  the  families  where  the  husband's  earnings  are 
$400  and  under  $600  per  annum  22.7  per  cent  of  the  wives  have 
employment  or  keep  boarders  or  lodgers,  and  of  those  where  the  hus- 
band's earnings  are  $600  or  over,  1 1  per  cent  of  the  wives  have  employ- 
ment or  keep  boarders  or  lodgers.  The  families  the  heads  of  which 
are  foreign-born  and  earn  under  $600  per  annum  show  a  larger  propor- 
tion of  wives  having  employment  or  keeping  boarders  or  lodgers  than 
those  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  and  earn  the 
same  amount.  The  position  of  the  nativity  groups  is  reversed  as 
regards  the  families  where  husband's  earnings  are  $600  or  over.  The 
families  the  heads  of  which  are  South  Italians  or  Poles  are  the  only 
ones  showing  a  proportion  of  wives  having  employment  or  keeping 
boarders  or  lodgers  where  husband's  earnings  are  under  $400.  A 
certain  proportion  of  the  wives  of  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are 
of  each  race  and  whose  earnings  are  $400  and  under  $600  have  employ- 
ment or  keep  boarders  or  lodgers — those  the  heads  of  which  are  roles 
showing  the  largest  and  those  the  heads  of  which  are  South  Italians 
showing  the  smallest  proportion.  Of  the  families  the  heads  of  which 
are  of  each  race,  except  the  South  Italian,  and  whose  earnings  are 
$600  or  over,  the  proportion  of  wives  having  employment  or  keeping 
boarders  or  lodgers  ranges  from  16.7  per  cent  of  those  the  heads  of 
which  are  Poles  to  10.3  per  cent  of  those  the  heads  of  which  are  Cana- 
dian French,  those  the  heads  of  which  are  South  Italian  showing 


none. 


SOURCES    OF    FAMILY    INCOME. 


The  two  tables  next  presented  exhibit  the  sources  of  family  income 
in  detail.  The  first  of  these,  which  immediately  follows,  shows,  by 
general  nativity  and  race  of  head  of  family,  the  per  cent  of  families 
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who  had  an  income  within  the  year  from  husband,  wife,  children, 
boarders,  or  lodgers,  and  other  sources.  The  past  year  referred  to  in 
the.  table  means  the  twelve  months  immediately  preceding  the  collec- 
tion of  the  data.

Slightly  less  than  95  per  cent  of  the  390  families  that  are  included 
in  the  above  table  had  an  income  during  the  year  from  earnings  of 
the  husband.  The  proportion  having  an  income  from  earnings  of  the 
wife  is  less  than  5  per  cent.  Over  30  per  cent  had  income  from  the 
contributions  of  children  and  16.7  per  cent  had  income  from  the  pay- 
ments of  boarders  or  lodgers.  The  proportion  having  income  from 
other  sources  than  those  specified  is  12.6  per  cent.  When  compared 
with  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father, 
the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  show  a  smaller 
proportion  of  families  that  have  income  from  the  earnings  of  hus- 
band and  a  much  larger  proportion  having  income  from  the  contribu- 
tions of  children  and  from  the  payments  of  boarders  or  lodgers.  Con- 
sidering the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  it  is  seen 
that  100  per  cent  of  the  Polish  have  income  from  earnings  of  husband 
and  that  38.6  per  cent  of  the  families  of  that  race  h'ave  income  from 
the  payments  of  boarders  or  lodgers.  (In  each  of  these  instances  the 
proportion  shown  by  the  Poles  is  larger  than  that  shown  by  any  other 
foreign-born  race.)  Over  95  per  cent  each  of  the  South  Italian  and 
Swedish  families  have  income  from  the  earnings  of  husband,  as  com- 
pared with  83.3  per  cent  of  the  Germans  and  88  per  cent  of  the  French 
Canadians.  None  of  the  German  or  South  Italians  have  income  from 
the  earnings  of  wife,  whereas  the  proportion  of  French  Canadian  fami- 
lies that  have  an  income  from  that  source  is  10  per  cent  and  of  the 
Swedes  it  is  6.6  per  cent.  The  Germans  show  the  largest  proportion 
of  families  having  income  from  the  contributions  of  children  and  from 
sources  other  than  those  specified.  Next  to  the  Poles  who  show  the 
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largest  proportion  of  families  having  income  from  payments  of  board- 
ers or  lodgers  come  the  Swedes,  of  whose  families  13.2  per  cent  have 
an  income  from  that  source. 

The  table  next  presented  also  shows  the  source  of  family  income, 
according  to  general  nativity  and  race  of  head  of  family,  but  differs 
from  the  preceding  table  in  that  each  specified  source  is  exclusive  of 
all  other  sources.

In  all,  390  families  were  selected  for  study  of  family  income  in 
detail.  Of  that  number  47.2  per  cent  have  entire  income  from  hus- 
band, 20.5  per  cent  from  husband  and  children,  15.1  per  cent  from 
sources  or  combination  of  sources  not  specified,  11.3  per  cent  from 
husband  and  boarders  or  lodgers,  and  1.5  per  cent  each  from  husband 
and  wife  and  from  children.  Less  than  1  per  cent  of  the  total  num- 
ber of  families  studied  have  entire  income  from  any  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing sources :  Husband,  wife,  and  children;  wife;  wife  and  children; 
wife  and  boarders  or  lodgers.  None  of  the  families  studied  have 
entire  income  from  boarders  or  lodgers.  When  compared  with  house- 
holds the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  the  house- 
holds the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  show  a  smaller  proportion 
that  have  entire  income  from  husband  or  from  wife  and  a  larger  pro- 
portion that  have  entire  income  from  husband  and  children,  husband 
and  boarders  or  lodgers  and  from  children.  Of  the  households  the 
heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  the  South  Italians  show  the  largest 
proportion  that  have  entire  income  from  husband.  The  Swedes  show 
a  proportion  that  is  almost  as  large,  followed  by  the  Poles  and  the 
French  Canadians.  None  of  the  foreign-born  families  have  entire 
income  from  any  one  of  the  following  sources:  Husband,  wife,  and 
children;  wife;  boarders  or  lodgers.  The  Poles  show  the  largest  pro- 
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portion  of  the  foreign-born  races  of  families  that  have  entire  income 
from  husband  and  boarders  or  lodgers.  Less  than  10  per  cent  of  any 
foreign-born  race  has  entire  income  from  any  one  of  the  following 
sources:  Wife  and  children;  wife  and  boarders  or  lodgers;  children; 
children  and  boarders  or  lodgers.

Nearly  75  per  cent  of  the  total  income  of  the  390  families  that  are 
included  in  the  above  table  is  derived  from  the  earnings  of  the 
husband.  Less  than  1  per  cent  is  derived  from  the  earnings  of  the 
wife.  Slightly  less  than  20  per  cent  comes  from  the  contributions 
of  children  and  less  than  5  per  cent  from  the  payments  of  boarders 
or  lodgers.  When  compared  with  the  families  the  heads  of  which 
are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are 
foreign-born  show  the  smallest  proportion  of  income  derived  from 
the  earnings  of  the  husband  or  from  the  earnings  of  the  wife.  The 
increase  is  in  the  contributions  of  children  and  in  the  payments  of 
boarders  or  lodgers.  Of  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign- 
born,  the  Polish  show  the  largest  proportion  of  income  from  earnings 
of  husband  and  the  Germans  the  smallest.  Slightly  more  than  50 
per  cent  of  the  income  of  the  German  families  is  from  husband's 
earnings.  None  of  the  German  or  South  Italian  and  less  than  1  per 
cent  of  the  Polish  and  Swedish  family  income  is  derived  from  the 
earnings  of  the  wife.  The  Poles  show  a  smaller  proportion  of  income 
derived  from  contributions  of  children  than  does  any  other  foreign- 
born  race.

Of  the  males  16  years  of  age  or  over  employed  away  from  home 
34.6  per  cent  worked  twelve  months,  64.6  per  cent  nine  months  or 
over,  93.9  per  cent  six  months  or  over,  and  98.4  per  cent  three  months 
or  over.  The  proportion  of  individuals  who  worked  twelve  months 
and  nine  months  or  over  during  the  year,  respectively,  is  largest  for 
the  native-born  of  native  father,  second  largest  for  the  native-born 
of  foreign  father,  and  smallest  for  the  foreign-born,  while  the  propor- 
tion of  individuals  who  worked  six  months  or  over  is  larger  for  the 
foreign-born  than  for  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  and  larger 
for  the  latter  than  for  the  native-born  of  native  father.  Of  the 
foreign-born  the  South  Italians  have  the  largest  and  the  Poles  the 
smallest  proportion  of  individuals  who  worked  twelve  months,  and 
the  French  Canadians  and  Swedes  the  largest  and  the  Poles  the 
smallest  proportion  of  individuals  who  worked  nine  months  or  over.

The  above  table  shows  that  42.7  per  cent  of  females  worked  twelve 
months  during  the  past  year;  70.9  per  cent  worked  nine  months  or 
over;  90.3  per  cent  worked  six  months  or  over;  while  96.1  per  cent 
worked  two  months  or  over.  Foreign-born  show  a  somewhat  higher 
per  cent  than  native-born  of  foreign  father  who  worked  the  full  year, 
while  the  latter  show  a  higher  per  cent  than  foreign-born  who  worked 
for  each  of  the  following  specified  periods.  No  Germans  worked  less 
than  six  months  during  the  past  year. 

THE  IMMIGRANT  AND  ORGANIZED  LABOR. 

The  extent  to  which  the  wage-earners  of  Community  B  are  members 
of  labor  organizations  is  exhibited  by  the  table  below,  which  shows, 
by  general  nativity  and  race  of  individual,  the  affiliation  with  trade 
unions  of  males,  in  the  households  studied,  who  were  21  years  of  age 
or  over,  and  who  were  working  for  wages.

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Of  the  540  persons  in  this  locality  for  whom  information  was 
obtained,  24.8  per  cent  are  affiliated  with  trade  unions,  the  foreign- 
born  reporting  23.2  as  compared  with  29.1  per  cent  of  the  native-born 
of  foreign  father,  and  30  per  cent  of  the  native  whites  born  of  native 
father.  Among  the  foreign-born  the  French  Canadians,  Germans, 
and  Swedes  each  show  a  proportion  affiliated  with  trade  unions  in 
excess  of  that  shown  for  the  total  foreign-born,  while  the  Poles  and 
South  Italians  each  show  a  proportion  below,  the  proportion  of  South 
Italians,  however,  amounting  to  less  than  2  per  cent.  Of  the  native- 
born  of  foreign  father,  the  Germans,  with  38.9  per  cent  affiliated  with 
trade  unions,  show  a  considerably  larger  proportion  than  do  the  Irish 
and  a  much  larger  proportion  than  do  the  French  Canadians,  the 
last  named  reporting  18.5  per  cent. 

The  attitude  of  the  various  races  toward  trade  unions  in  this  com- 
munity is  favorable.  Some  of  the  workmen  who  come  from  other 
countries  carry  traveling  cards  which  readily  admit  them  to  member- 
ship in  the  union  of  their  trade.  When  the  immigrant  of  any  race 
learns  the  aims  of  the  American  labor  union  and  thoroughly  under- 
stands them,  and  this  process  is  usually  slow,  he  is  willing  to  become 
a  member  of  the  union  of  his  craft.  His  object  in  joining  the  union 
is  generally  selfish,  and  he  has  no  great  desire  to  further  the  cause  of 
unionism.  He  sees  that  it  is  best  to  rely  upon  collective  bargaining 
with  the  employer,  to  have  regular  hours  of  work,  and  to  stand  with 
his  fellows  on  questions  of  wages,  rate  per  piece  or  hour,  and  the  num- 
ber of  apprentices  to  be  employed,  and  other  questions,  because  it  is 
to  his  advantage  to  d,o  so,  but  in  attendance  on  meetings  or  in  any 
special  work  the  immigrant  is  not  as  active  as  the  native.  The  race 
which  is  most  favorable  to  trade  unionism,  in  Community  B,  is  the 
German,  as  most  of  the  German  workmen  have  trades.  The  race 
least  interested  in  the  cause  of  the  unions  is  the  Polish.  The  races 
coming  from  the  north  of  Europe  are  principally  made  up  of  men  who 
have  a  trade,  while  those  immigrants  of  southern  European  countries 
and  from  eastern  Europe  are  generally  unskilled  laborers,  and  as  the 
unskilled  trades  are  not  recognized  by  the  labor  unions  these  people 
are  not  admitted  into  the  ranks  of  unionism. 

Any  immigrant  who  has  a  trade  may  become  a  member  of  the  local 
branch  union  of  that  trade.  There  are  twenty-two  local  branches  of 
the  labor  unions  in  Community  B,  and  they  number  many  immi- 
grants on  their  rolls.  Each  union  is  desirous  of  securing  as  large  an 
enrollment  as  possible,  and  an  immigrant  can  secure  membership  as 
easily  as  one  or  native  race,  no  discrimination  being  made  against  any 
immigrant  race. 

EMPLOYMENT    AVAILABLE. 

Like  most  of  the  cities  in  Connecticut,  the  locality  studied  is  essen- 
tially a  manufacturing  community.  The  principal  industry  is  the 
manufacture  of  plated  silverware.  Over  one-third  of  the  city's  indus- 
trial output  consists  of  plated  silverware  and  britannia  ware.  In  these 
industries  men  of  the  highest  skill  are  employed,  and  the  average 
wages  paid  are  the  highest  paid  in  any  skilled  industrial  employment 
in  the  United  States. 

Like  the  plated-silverware  industry,  the  making  of  hardware  offers 
employment  to  a  large  number  of  men.  In  this  industry  skill  is 
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required  on  the  part  of  the  employees,  as  the  work  done  is  of  a  high 
grade.  In  the  manufacture  or  cutlery,  foundry  and  machine-shop 
products,  gas  and  lamp  fixtures,  lamps  and  reflectors,  firearms,  cut 
glass,  brass  goods,  automatic  pianos  and  materials,  house  furnishing, 
and  other  minor  manufactures  employment  is  found  by  workmen 
who  possess  some  amount  of  skill.  With  the  exception  of  the  laborers 
employed  in  these  industries,  the  majority  of  the  men  employed  have 
some  trade.  This  fact  accounts,  in  a  measure,  for  the  high  wages 
paid.  The  various  occupations  in  almost  all  industries  in  the  com- 
munity require  men  of  experience  and  skill,  and  those  who  apply  for 
work  having  no  trade  stand  little  chance  of  finding  employment. 

EMPLOYMENT    OF    IMMIGRANTS    BECAUSE    OF    PECULIAR    TRAINING    OR 

SKILL. 

In  the  occupation  of  burnishing  in  the  plated-silverware  industry, 
the  French  Canadians  show  a  peculiar  aptitude  for  the  work  and  are 
employed  because  of  their  skill.  An  official  of  an  important  silver- 
ware plant  remarked  that  "The  French  Canadians  were  born  with  a 
burnishing  brush  in  then1  hands."  The  majority  of  the  race  in  Com- 
munity B  are  burnishers  by  trade,  and  the  skill  of  the  fathers  has  been 
handed  down  to  the  sons  through  several  generations.  The  Germans 
found  in  the  same  industry  show  a  marked  ability  for  designing  and 
possess  a  high  degree  of  skill.  They  have  accomplished  the  majority 
of  the  inventions  which  have  been  made  in  the  industry,  and  are 
regarded  by  the  operators  as  indispensable. 

LOCAL    PREJUDICE. 

In  this  community  there  seems  to  be  little  prejudice  against  the 
immigrants  of  any  race.  The  different  races  endeavor,  wherever  pos- 
sible, to  help  their  own  people.  No  sectional  feeling  or  race  hatred 
is  found.  This  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  one  race 
strong  enough  to  dominate  either  in  business  or  politics  and  to  the 
further  fact  that  most  of  the  industries  are  in  the  hands  of  natives  or 
their  descendants.  In  politics  the  same  conditions  obtain,  no  one 
race  being  powerful  enough  to  override  the  others,  and  here  again 
the  natives  are  in  control. 


CHAPTER  V. 
INDUSTRIAL  EFFECTS  OF  IMMIGRATION. 

Immigrant  employers — Effects  of  immigration  upon  local  industries — Industries 
established  to  supply  demands  of  immigrant  consumers — Industries  established  or 
promoted  by  immigrants. 

IMMIGRANT    EMPLOYERS. 

The  instances  found  in  Community  B  where  immigrants  have 
become  employers  are  furnished  by  a  North  Italian  building  con- 
tractor, a  small  German  iron  foundry  employing  about  16  men,  and 
a  small  braid  mill  operated  by  French  Canadians.  The  industries 
of  the  community  are  old  and  well  established  and  require  a  large 
amount  of  capital  to  operate  them.  These  facts  have  barred  immi- 
grants from  becoming  employers.  The  Italain  contractor  and  the 
managers  of  the  German  iron  foundry  employ  men  of  their  respective 
races  in  their  activities.  The  braid  mill  operated  by  French  Cana- 
dians employs  only  women  and  girls,  and  the  preference  is  given  to 
French  Canadians.  It  is  the  practice  of  the  immigrant  employers  to 
discriminate  in  favor  of  their  own  people,  but  the  amount  of  work 
done  by  them  is  so  small  as  to  be  negligible  when  compared  with  the 
importance  of  the  industries  conducted  by  the  Americans. 

EFFECTS    OF    IMMIGRATION    UPON    LOCAL    INDUSTRIES. 

The  several  industries  located  in  Community  B  are  peculiar  in 
that  they  demand  a  high  type  of  worker.  In  most  cases  it  is  neces- 
sary that  the  person  who  applies  for  employment  should  possess  a, 
trade.  In  the  plated  silverware  works,  the  cut-glass  factories,  the 
lamp,  gas,  and  electric-fixture  shops,  the  automatic  piano  and  other 
industrial  establishments,  highly  skilled  workmen  are  required,  and 
the  immigrants  who  secure  employment  have  thoroughly  mastered 
their  occupations  and  are  most  often  capable  of  easily  adapting  them- 
selves to  American  methods.  For  example,  in  the  silverware  indus- 
try a  man  who  applies  for  work,  applies  for  employment  in  a  certain 
occupation,  as  buffer,  polisher,  and  engraver.  If  he  has  not  com- 
pleted his  apprenticeship,  he  is  seldom  given  employment.  The 
same  conditions  are  found  in  the  majority  of  the  industries  in  the 
community,  and  the  men  who  are  unable  to  do  skilled  work  experience 
difficulty  in  securing  work  and  often  go  elsewhere  for  employment. 

The  English-speaking  immigrants,  the  Germans,  French  Cana- 
dians, and  Swedes  have  had  the  effect  of  advancing  local  industries 
in  the  community,  for  among  them  are  found  the  skilled  workers. 

The  races  from  southern  and  eastern  Europe,  which  began  to  come 
to  the  community  in  large  numbers  after  1885,  such  as  the  Italians, 
Poles,  Lithuanians,  and  in  a  few  cases,  Greeks,  have  affected  local 
industries  but  little  as  they  have  been  employed  only  in  the  lower 
occupations.  In  some  industries,  however,  as  in  the  lamp  and  chan- 
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delier  business,  the  employment  of  Polish  women  has  had  the  ten- 
dency to  displace  American  women.  The  Poles  are  credited  with 
being  hard,  consistent  workers,  and  as  they  are  willing  to  take  less 
wages,  in  some  cases  as  low  as  70  cents  a  day,  their  labor  was  chosen 
in  preference  to  that  of  the  American  women.  With  this  one  excep- 
tion, no  bad  effects  are  to  be  noted  upon  local  industries  through 
the  employment  of  immigrants.  In  general,  it  may  be  said  that  the 
immigrants  from  the  north  of  Europe  have  assisted  materially  in 
developing  local  industries  in  Community  B,  while  the  races  from  the 
south  and  east  of  Europe  have  done  little  to  advance  the  industry, 
although  they  have  played  an  important  part  in  supplying  the  demand 
for  unskilled  labor  in  certain  establishments. 

INDUSTRIES    ESTABLISHED    TO    SUPPLY    DEMANDS    OF    IMMIGRANT    CON- 
SUMERS. 

No  industries  are  carried  on  in  the  community  because  of  the 
demand  of  the  immigrant  consumers.  The  demand  of  the  immi- 
grants are  practically  the  same  as  those  of  the  natives,  and  where 
they  have  an  income  equal  to  that  of  the  native  Americans  their 
purchases  are  the  same.  This  is  the  case  with  the  immigrants  who 
intend  to  become  citizens,  while  those  who  intend  to  return  to  their 
native  lands  constantly  keep  before  them  the  idea  of  saving  and 
govern  their  expenditures  accordingly.  Their  demands  differ  from 
those  who  intend  to  remain  in  this  country  in  quality  rather  than 
kind,  for  they  always  purchase  the  cheaper  articles. 

INDUSTRIES    ESTABLISHED    OR    PROMOTED    BY   IMMIGRANTS. 

The  large  industries  of  Community  B  are  almost  wholly  in  the 
hands  of  native  Americans,  and  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three 
;small  concerns  no  industries  have  been  established  by  immigrants. 
In  the  development  of  the  industries  the  immigrants  have  contributed 
their  knowledge  and  skill.  The  development  of  the  silverware  and 
automatic  piano  industries  has  been  chiefly  because  of  the  ability  to 
employ  skilled  immigrant  labor.  The  Germans  have  proved  to  be 
the  most  fruitful  in  ideas,  and  to  them  are  accredited  many  designs 
and  inventions. 

In  the  minor  trades,  such  as  grocer,  baker,  barber,  butcher,  tailor, 
cobbler,  and  others  requiring  comparatively  little  capital  and  no 
large  degree  of  skill,  each  of  the  foreign-born  races  prominent  in  the 
community  have  representatives.  People  of  one  race  generally 
patronize  the  places  conducted  by  members  of  their  race.  This, 
however,  is  not  carried  out  to  any  marked  degree,  and  is  as  much  a 
question  of  convenience  as  of  racial  favoritism.  The  Italians  deal 
at  Italian  grocery  stores,  for  instance,  because  they  are  located  in  the 
Italian  quarter  and  keep  the  articles  called  for  by  the  Italian  popu- 
lation. On  the  other  hand,  the  Italian  and  Greek  fruit  stores  are 
patronized  by  all  races  and  are  located  on  the  business  streets  of  the 
•city.  In  trade  the  barriers  of  race  have  been  removed,  while  socially 
they  are  still  upheld. 


CHAPTER  VI. 


HOUSING  AND   LIVING  CONDITIONS. 

Rent  in  its  relation  to  standard  of  living — Boarders  and  lodgers — Size  of  apartments 
occupied — Size  of  households — Congestion — Housing  and  segregation — [Text  Tables 
125  to  136  and  General  Tables  108  to  119]. 

RENT    IN    ITS    RELATION    TO    STANDARD   OF   LIVING. 

The  monthly  rent  payments  of  the  households  whose  heads  are 
employed  in  Community  B  are  chiefly  significant  in  their  bearing 
upon  standards  of  living  because  of  congestion  within  the  households 
arising  from  the  practice  of  crowding  the  apartments  in  order  to 
reduce  the  per  capita  rent  outlay.  The  first  table  presented  in 
this  connection,  which  immediately  follows,  shows,  by  general 
nativity  and  race  of  head  of  household,  the  average  rent  per  month 
paid  per  apartment,  per  room,  and  per  person:

Of  the  336  households  included  in  the  above  table,  the  average 
rent  per  month  per  apartment  is  $9.48;  per  room,  $2.12;  and  per 
person,  $1.92.  The  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born 
of  foreign  father  pay  a  much  higher  rent  per  apartment  and  per 
person  than  do  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born, 
and  while  the  difference  -in  the  rent  paid  per  room  indicates  the  same 
tendency,  it  is  not  so  marked  as  in  trie  other  two  items.  The  native 
whites  born  of  native  father  pay  an  average  rent  per  apartment  per 
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month  that  is  larger  than  that  paid  by  any  other  race,  either  native- 
born  or  foreign-born,  and  also  pay  a  higher  rent  per  room  than  do 
any  of  the  foreign-born  races.  In  households  whose  heads  are 
foreign -born  the  Swedes  pay  the  highest  rent  per  apartment,  it 
being  $11.05,  as  compared  with  $7.14  paid  by  the  Poles  and  $7.89 
paid  by  the  South  Italians.  The  average  rent  per  room  paid  by  the 
Germans  is  $1.90,  and  for  the  Swedes  it  is  $2.23.  The  South  Italians 
and  Poles  average  paying  $2.10  per  room  and  the  French  Canadians 
$2.07.  The  Swedish  is  the  only  race  that  averages  over  $2  per  person, 
each  of  the  other  foreign-born  races  averaging  below  that  amount. 
The  Poles,  who  pay  an  average  rent  of  $1.40  per  month  per  person, 
show  the  smallest  average,  although  that  shown  by  the  South  Italians 
is  not  much  in  excess  of  that  amount. 

The  range  in  monthly  rents  for  apartments  is  set  forth  in  the  fol- 
lowing table,  which  shows,  by  general  nativity  and  race  of  head  of 
household,  the  percentage  of  households  paying  each  specified  rent 
per  month  per  apartment :

The  average  rent  paid  per  month  per  apartment  by  the  336  families 
included  in  the  foregoing  table  is  $9.48.  Slightly  more  than  6  per 
cent  pay  over  $15  per  month  per  apartment,  and  only  3  per  cent 
pay  under  $5.^  In  each  specified  rent  group  the  households  whose 
heads  are  foreign-born  are  seen  to  appear  in  larger  proportions  than 
do  the  households  whose  heads  are  native-born  of  foreign  father. 
Considering  the  foreign-born  races,  it  appears  that  none  of  the  French 
Canadian,  German,  or  Swedish  households  pay  under  $5,  while  the 
proportion  of  South  Italian  households  that  pay  under  that  amount 
is  11.1  per  cent  and  of  the  Poles  6.5  per  cent.  The  Poles  show  the 
largest  proportion  paying  under  $7.50  per  month  per  apartment. 
It  is  53.2  per  cent.  The  French  Canadians  show  the  smallest  pro- 
portion, paying  under  $7.50.  None  of  the  Poles  pay  over  $12.50 
per  month,  while  21.8  per  cent  of  the  Swedes  and  18.5  per  cent  of  the 
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French  Canadians  pay  over  that  amount.  The  Swedish  is  the  only 
race  that  shows  a  proportion  of  less  than  90  per  cent  paying  under 
$15.  The  Germans  and  South  Italians  each  show  a  proportion  in 
excess  of  95  per  cent  who  pay  under  that  amount. 

In  the  table  next  presented  the  percentage  of  households  paying 
each  specified  rent  per  month  per  room  is  shown  by  general  nativity 
and  race  of  head  of  household:

Less  than  1  per  cent  of  all  households  included  in  the  above  table 
average  over  $4  per  month  per  room.  The  average  monthly  rent 
per  room  in  all  households  is  $2.12.  Nearly  30  per  cent  pay  under 
$2  and  slightly  more  than  90  per  cent  pay  under  $3.  Compared  with 
households  whose  heads  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  the  house- 
holds whose  heads  are  foreign-born  show  the  largest  proportion  paying 
under  $3  per  room  per  month  and  the  smallest  proportion  paying  over 
that  amount.  Of  the  households  whose  heads  are  foreign-born  none 
pay  under  $1.  Fifty-three  and  one-tenth  per  cent  of  the  foreign-born 
Germans  pay  under  $2,  the  next  largest  proportion  being  that  shown 
by  the  Poles,  33.8  per  cent.  The  smallest  proportion  paying  under 
$2  is  shown  by  the  Swedes  and  is  18.2  per  cent.  All  foreign-born 
races,  except  the  South  Italian,  show  over  90  per  cent  paying  under 
$3.  The  proportion  of  that  race  who  pay  under  $3  is  86.1  per  cent. 
Of  the  Poles,  2.6  per  cent  pay  over  $4.  None  of  the  households  of 
any  other  race  pay  over  that  amount. 
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The  real  situation  relative  to  congestion  is  set  forth  in  the  following 
table,  which  indicates  the  extent  of  crowding  within  the  households 
studied  by  showing,  according  to  general  nativity  and  race  of  head  of 
household,  the  percentage  of  households  paying  each  specified  rent 
per  month  per  person:

Of  a  total  of  336  households  paying  rent  and  reporting  its  amount 
the  average  rent  paid  per  person  per  month  is  $1.92.  More  than  75 
per  cent  of  all  households  pay  under  $3  per  month  per  person,  while 
88.1  per  cent  pay  under  $4.  Only  5.7  per  cent  pay  under  $1  and 
47.9  per  cent  pay  under  $2.  Slightly  more  than  20  p>er  cent  of  the 
households  whose  heads  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  pa 
over  $4  per  person  per  month,  while  the  proportion  of  househol 
whose  heads  are  foreign-born  paying  over  that  amount  is  only  8.9 
per  cent.  Considering  the  households  whose  heads  are  foreign-born, 
it  is  seen  that  none  of  the  French  Canadians  or  Swedes  pay  under  $1, 
while  the  highest  proportion  paying  under  that  amount  is  shown  by 
the  South  Italians,  who  are  closely  followed  by  the  Poles.  Of  the 
Poles,  77.9  per  cent  pay  under  $2,  as  compared  with  29.1  per  cent  of 
the  Swedes  and  40.6  per  cent  of  the  Germans.  Nearly  95  per  cent 
of  the  Poles  pay  under  $3,  as  compared  with  67.3  per  cent  paid  by 
the  Swedes.  No  race  shows  a  proportion  less  than  50  per  cent  paying 
under  $3.  Over  90  per  cent  or  the  French  Canadians,  South  Italians, 
and  Poles  pay  under  $4  per  person  per  month.  Over  15  per  cent 
each  of  the  Germans  and  Swedes  pay  a  rental  of  over  $4  per  month 
perperson,  while  of  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born, 
of  German  father  21.8  per  cent  pay  over  $4  per  month  per  person. 
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BOARDERS    AND   LODGERS. 

The  practice  of  the  wives  of  employees  in  Community  B  in  supple- 
menting the  earnings  of  their  husbands  by  taking  boarders  or  lodgers 
into  the  home  has  already  been  discussed.  The  extent  of  this  prac- 
tice and  its  bearing  upon  living  conditions  are  considered  in  the  two 
following  tables,  the  first  of  which  exhibits  the  number  and  per  cent 
of  households  keeping  boarders  or  lodgers,  by  general  nativity  and 
race  of  head  of  household:

A  little  more  than  16  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  households 
studied  keep  boarders  or  lodgers.  The  foreign-born  show  a  much 
larger  proportion  of  such  households  than  do  the  native-born  of  for- 
eign father,  while  the  proportion  of  households  whose  heads  are  native 
whites  born  of  native  father  keeping  boarders  or  lodgers  is  too  small 
for  computation.

In  the  440  households  studied  the  average  number  of  persons 
per  apartment  is  5.05,  per  room  1.07,  and  per  sleeping  room  2.26. 
In  each  specified  space  the  average  number  shown  by  the  house- 
holds the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  is  much  larger  than  that 
shown  by  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of 
foreign  father.  The  native  whites  born  of  native  father  show  an 
average  of  less  than  1  person  per  room  and  less  than  3  persons  per 
sleeping  room.

Slightly  more  than  60  per  cent  of  all  of  the  households  studied  in 
the  foregoing  table  have  1  or  more  persons  per  room.  None  of 
the  households  have  as  many  as  4  persons  per  room  and  less  than 
10  per  cent  have  as  many  as  2  persons  per  room.

Among  the  foreign-born  races  the  South  Italians  show  the  greatest 
degree  of  congestion,  2.1  per  cent  of  the  households  of  that  race 
having  3  or  more  persons  per  room.  The  Poles  show  the  greatest 
proportion  of  households  that  have  2  or  more  persons  per  room. 
The  South  Italians  show  the  next  largest  proportion  and  the  Swedes 
show  the  smallest.  The  Poles  show  a  greater  proportion  of  house- 
holds having  1  or  more  persons  per  room  than  do  any  other  race. 
The  percentage  is  94.6.  Eighty-three  per  cent  of  the  South  Italian 
households  show  that  number  of  persons  per  room  as  compared  with 
45.8  per  cent  of  the  Swedes  and  57.9  per  cent  of  the  Germans.

More  than  75  per  cent  of  all  households  studied  have  2  or  more 
persons  per  sleeping  room,  leaving  not  quite  25  per  cent  who  have 
less  than  2  persons  per  sleeping  room.  None  of  the  households 
studied  have  as  many  as  6  persons  per  sleeping  room,  and  only  0.5 
per  cent  have  as  many  as  5  persons.  The  households  the  heads  of 
which  are  foreign-born  show  a  greater  degree  of  congestion  than  do 
the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father. 
The  latter  show  73.2  per  cent  as  having  2  or  more  persons  per  sleep- 
ing room,  while  for  the  former  the  proportion  is  77.3  per  cent.  The 
households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  German  fathers 
show  a  smaller  degree  of  congestion  in  sleeping  quarters  than  do  the 
households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  Irish  fathers. 
Among  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  only 
64.1  per  cent  of  the  French  Canadians  have  2  or  more  persons  per 
sleeping  room,  as  compared  with  94.6  per  cent  of  the  Polish  house- 
holds and  87.2  per  cent  of  the  South  Italian.  The  South  Italians 
show  a  greater  proportion  than  do  any  other  race  of  households 
that  have  3  or  more  persons  per  sleeping  room.  None  of  the  German 
households  have  as  many  as  4  persons  per  sleeping  room,  and  the 
proportion  of  French  Canadian  and  Swedish  households  that  have 
that  many  persons  per  sleeping  room  is  in  each  case  less  than  4  per 
cent.  The  South  Italian  and  Polish  races  each  show  a  small  pro- 
portion of  households  that  have  as  many  as  5  persons  per  sleeping 
room.  None  of  the  households  studied  have  as  many  as  6  persons 
per  sleeping  room. 
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The  final  table  of  the  series,  which  is  next  presented,  indicates  the 
effect  upon  living  arrangements  of  congestion  within  the  households 
studied  by  showing,  according  to  general  nativity  and  race  of  head 
of  household,  the  number  and  percentage  of  households  regularly 
using  all  except  each  specified  number  of  rooms  to  sleep  in.

A  total  of  440  households  are  included  in  the  above  table.  The 
average  number  of  rooms  per  household  is  4.72  and  the  average 
number  of  sleeping  rooms  per  household  is  2.24.  Of  the  total  num- 
ber of  households  34.8  per  cent  sleep  in  all  rooms  except  2.  The 
proportion  of  households  sleeping  in  all  rooms  except  1  is  18.4  per 
cent.  Less  than  1  per  cent  sleep  in  all  rooms.  The  households  the 
heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  show  a  much  larger  proportion 
sleeping  in  all  rooms  except  1  than  do  the  households  the  heads  of 
which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  and  while  the  proportion  is 
also  larger  for  the  households  that  sleep  in  all  but  2  rooms  the  dif- 
ference is  not  so  marked.  Of  the  foreign-born  races  the  Polish  is 
the  only  one  showing  any  households  that  sleep  in  all  rooms.  For 
that  race  the  proportion  is  I.I  per  cent.  Over  52  per  cent  of  the 
Polish  households  sleep  in  all  except  1  room.  Less  than  10  per  cent 
each  of  the  French  Canadian  and  Swedish  households  sleep  in  all 
except  1  room.  Slightly  more  than  45  per  cent  of  the  German  house- 
holds sleep  in  all  except  2  rooms,  while  the  proportion  for  the  Poles 
is  40.2  per  cent.  The  proportion  of  North  Italian  households  that 
sleep  in  all  except  2  rooms  is  too  small  for  computation. 
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HOUSING   AND    SEGREGATION. 

But  two  races  in  Community  B  congregate  in  certain  localities  and 
they  are  the  Poles  and  Italians,  each  of  which  have  a  distinct  quarter 
in  the  city.  The  French  Canadians,  while  not  having  a  regular 
quarter,  tend  to  congregate  in  that  part  of  the  city  in  which  their 
church  is  located,  although  some  French  Canadian  families  are  found 
in  other  sections  of  the  city.  The  residences  of  the  Swedes  and  Ger- 
mans are  scattered,  and  this  is  true  of  all  other  races  not  enumerated. 
Keal  estate  agents  claim  that  the  reason  the  Poles  and  Italians  con- 
gregate in  certain  quarters  of  the  city  is  that  they  desire  to  live  near 
their  churches.  In  the  case  of  the  Poles,  Italians,  and  French 
Canadians  the  houses  on  the  streets  in  close  proximity  to  their 
respective  churches  are  occupied  by  people  of  these  races.  Another 
reason  for  congregation  is  that  it  is  extremely  difficult  for  the  Poles 
and  Italians  to  obtain  houses  mother  quarters  of  the  city;  therefore 
they  are  practically  forced  to  take  up  residence  in  Polish  and  Italian 
quarters,  a  thing  which  they  are  usually  very  willing  to  do. 

The  general  condition  of  houses  occupied  by  Italians  compared  with 
those  occupied  by  natives  in  the  same  grade  of  employment  is  not  so 
good.  The  houses  are  not  so  well  kept  and  there  is  less  desire  for 
cleanliness  than  exists  among  the  natives.  The  Italians  are  not 
averse  to  overcrowding  and  like  to  supplement  their  incomes  by 
taking  lodgers,  even  though  it  costs  much  personal  inconvenience. 
In  some  cases  where  the  families  have  prospered  and  own  their  own 
house  the  general  condition  of  the  house  is  equal  to  that  of  houses 
owned  by  natives  in  like  circumstances.  It  is  rare  to  find  families  of 
any  race  owning  their  own  houses  and  taking  boarders  or  lodgers,  and 
the  mere  fact  that  the  family  owns  the  house,  no  matter  to  what  race 
its  members  belong,  seems  to  put  it  at  once  on  a  higher  plane. 

The  Poles  as  a  general  rule  do  not  keep  their  houses  in  as  good  con- 
dition as  natives  in  the  same  grade  of  employment.  They  too,  like 
the  Italians,  are  not  averse  to  crowding,  and  a  large  number  of  Polish 
families  take  lodgers.  These  people,  for  the  sake  of  low  rent,  will  live 
in  tenement  basements  where  it  would  be  impossible  to  get  native 
tenants.  They  are  also  willing  to  put  up  with  fewer  conveniences 
than  the  native  in  similar  circumstances.  The  real  estate  agents 
assert  that  the  Poles  are  more  destructive  to  property  than  the  natives 
and  are  less  cleanly,  but  are  more  to  be  depended  upon  for  rent.  One 
agent  said  that  a  Polish  family  in  a  $6  tenement  would  pay  the  rent 
promptly  and  would  be  likely  to  have  a  bank  account,  whne  the  native 
in  similar  circumstances  would  keep  a  better  house  but  would  be  a 
hard  tenant  from  whom  to  obtain  rent  promptly.  The  French 
Canadians  are  extremely  clean  in  their  houses,  and  the  dwellings  of 
this  race  are  equal  to  those  of  natives  in  the  same  grade  of  employ- 
ment. As  they  usually  have  large  families  they  seldom  take  boarders 
and  the  family  ties  are  not  severed. 

The  Germans  and  Swedes  in  the  manner  of  keeping  their  dwellings 
rank  about  equal  and  in  many  cases  superior  to  the  natives  in  the 
same  class.  These  people  have  been  so  thoroughly  Americanized  that 
no  difference  is  to  be  noted  between  their  houses  and  the  houses  of 
natives.  They  are  not  distinctly  segregated,  as  are  the  Poles  and 
Italians ;  they  usually  have  a  higher  grade  of  employment,  and  with 
that  a  higher  standard  of  living.  Their  length  of  residence  has  been 
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longer  and  the  process  of  assimilation  much  more  complete  than  that 
of  the  Poles  or  Italians.  The  same  condition  is  found  in  the  case  of 
the  English-speaking  immigrants,  whose  houses  are  the  equal  of  the 
natives  in  the  same  grade  of  employment.  One  effect  of  length  of 
residence  upon  housing  is  that  it  tends  to  make  permanent  residents 
of  immigrants.  They  purchase  a  house  and  they  and  their  children 
become  permanent  residents  of  the  city.  Length  of  residence  also 
works  a  modifying  influence  upon  ah1  races  with  the  exception  of  the 
Slavic.  The  Slavic  races  change  very  little  in  their  habits  or  associa- 
tions, and  in  the  majority  of  cases  keep  closely  to  themselves.  With 
the  Italian  and  French  Canadian,  however,  length  of  residence  is  an 
indication  of  permanence  of  residence.  It  means  that  ah1  ties  with 
their  country  of  origin  are  severed,  and  that  the  family  which  has 
purchased  its  house  is  being  assimilated  and  holds  to  the  same  aims 
and  ideas  as  do  the  natives  in  like  circumstances.  After  the  house 
has  been  purchased  more  pride  is  shown  in  it  than  when  it  was  only 
rented,  and  consequently  it  receives  better  care. 

The  Polish,  French  Canadian,  and  Italian  children  usually  live  with 
their  parents,  and  when  they  marry  live  in  the  same  locality  if 
employment  is  to  be  obtained.  When  employment  can  not  be 
obtained  the  children  usually  go  to  neighboring  cities,  but  children  of 
immigrant  families  usually  remain  in  the  same  locality  with  their 
parents.  No  regulations  relative  to  housing  exist  in  Community  B. 
The  tenant  of  a  house  is  permitted  to  quarter  as  many  families  there 
as  the  house  will  accommodate.  The  tenant  may,  if  he  cares  to,  sublet 
rooms  or  parts  of  a  tenement.  The  usual  tenement  house  occupied 
by  immigrants  has  three  families,  although  in  some  cases  the  base- 
ment is  used,  and  four  families  are  lodged.  There  are  tenements  where 
six  and  even  more  families  are  housed,  but  this  situation  is  uncommon. 
In  defense  of  this  system,  which  permits  the  landlord  or  tenant  to 
overcrowd  the  houses,  the  claim  is  made  that  no  bad  results  to  the 
community  have  resulted  and  that  the  community  has  no  need  of 
such  regulations.  That  the  health  of  the  community  has  not  suffered 
by  such  a  system  is  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  the  health  laws  are 
strictly  enforced  by  the  town  and  city  health  officers.  The  customary 
way  for  the  immigrant  to  board  in  this  community  is  to  buy  food  for 
himself  and  have  the  wife  or  boarding-house  mistress  cook  it  for  him. 
In  this  way  he  gets  such  food  as  he  wants  and  can  live  more  cheaply 
than  he  would  in  a  regular  boarding  place.  He  pays,  however,  a  lump 
sum  for  lodging,  cooking,  and  washing.  The  native  boarding  house 
is  of  a  much  higher  type.  In  the  native  boarding  house  more  meat  is 
used,  higher  prices  are  paid  for  articles  for  the  table,  and  the  whole 
standard  is  very  much  higher  than  that  of  the  immigrant. 

In  immigrant  houses  the  food  costs  the  immigrant  from  $1 .50  a  week 
up  to  $3  and  $3.50,  according  to  what  he  buys.  His  diet  is  of  low 
grade.  The  Italian,  it  is  claimed,  spends  for  food  as  little  as  $1.50 
a  week  and  the  Slavic  races  somewhat  more.  In  a  large  measure  the 
amount  spent  on  food  depends  on  whether  the  immigrant  is  going  to 
return  to  the  old  country  or  whether  he  intends  settling  here.  In 
some  instances,  where  close  economy  is  practiced,  the  amount  spent 
for  food  is  less  than  the  amount  previously  shown.  In  native 
boarding  houses,  on  the  other  hand,  the  usual  price  for  board  runs 
from  $4  to  $5  per  week.

The  foregoing  table  shows  91.6  per  cent  of  persons  who  read  as 
compared  with  90.3  per  cent  who  can  both  read  and  write.  In  each 
instance  the  proportion  of  males  who  can  read  and  who  can  both 
read  and  write  is  somewhat  larger  than  that  of  the  females.  The 
group  native-born  of  native  father  show  all  persons  reporting  can. 
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both  read  and  write;  native-born  of  foreign  father  follow  with  a 
slightly  smaller  percentage,  while  foreign-born  show  considerably 
smaller  proportions  than  native-born  of  foreign  father  who  can  read 
and  who  can  both  read  and  write.  Of  the  native-born  of  foreign 
father  each  race  shows  100  per  cent  of  males  who  can  both  read  and 
write.  French  Canadians  and  Poles  show  a  somewhat  smaller  pro- 
portion of  females  who  have  this  ability  than  of  males.  Of  the 
foreign-born  races  Swedish  alone  show  100  per  cent  of  both  males 
and  females  who  can  read  and  write,  while  French  Canadians  show 
a  slightly  higher  percentage  of  females  than  of  males  who  can  read 
and  also  read  and  write.  The  greatest  illiteracy  is  noted  among  the 
Poles,  slightly  over  60  per  cent  of  the  males  and  less  than  40  per  cent 
of  the  females  being  able  to  read  and  to  read  and  write. 

The  degree  of  literacy  which  prevails  among  persons  of  foreign 
birth  after  designated  periods  of  residence  in  this  country  may  be 
seen  from  the  next  table  presented.  This  table  shows,  by  years  in 
the  United  States  and  race  of  individual,  the  percentage  of  foreign- 
born  persons  10  years  of  age  or  over  in  the  households  studied  who 
read  and  the  percentage  who  both  read  and  write.

From  the  data  presented  in  the  above  table  it  appears  that  the 
proportion  of  all  foreign-born  persons  for  whom  information  was 
secured  who  are  able  both  to  read  and  to  read  and  write  increases 
with  length  of  residence  in  the  United  States.  In  the  case  of  the 
Germans,  South  Italians,  and  Poles,  however,  a  larger  proportion  of 
individuals  who  have  been  in  the  United  States  from  five  to  nine 
years  than  of  those  who  have  been  here  ten  years  or  over  are  able 
both  to  read  and  write,  and  in  the  case  of  the  Germans  and  South 
Italians  a  larger  proportion  of  individuals  who  have  been  here  from 
five  to  nine  years  than  of  individuals  who  have  been  here  ten  years 
or  over  are  able  to  read  only.  The  proportion  of  French  Canadians 
who  read  and  read  and  write  is  largest  for  individuals  who  have  been 
in  the  United  States  under  five  years,  second  largest  for  individuals 
who  have  been  here  from  five  to  nine  years,  and  smallest  for  indi- 
viduals who  have  been  here  ten  years  or  over. 
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The  literacy  of  foreign-born  persons,  according  to  their  ages  at  the 
time  of  arrival  in  this  country,  is  set  forth  in  the  table  next  presented.

The  above  table  shows  that  96.9  per  cent  of  the  persons  reporting 
who  were  under  14  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  coming  to  the  United 
States  can  read  as  compared  with  82.3  per  cent  who  have  this  ability 
and  who  were  14  years  of  age  or  over  at  the  time  of  arrival  in  this 
country.  Of  those  who  can  both  read  and  write  96.2  per  cent  were 
under  14  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  coming  to  the  United  States  and 
79.7  per  cent  were  14  years  of  age  or  over.  Germans,  Poles,  and 
Swedes  report  that  all  persons  who  were  under  14  years  of  age  at  the 
time  of  arrival  in  this  country  can  read,  a  slightly  smaller  percentage 
of  French  Canadians  have  this  ability,  while  only  88  per  cent  of  South 
Italians  who  were  under  the  above  specified  age  can  read.  Only  one 
race,  the  Swedish,  reports  that  all  members  who  were  14  years  of  age  or 
over  at  the  time  of  coming  to  the  United  States  can  read,  while  the 
South  Italians  show  only  43.4  'per  cent  of  persons  who  were  of  the 
above  specified  age  at  the  time  of  arrival  can  read.  The  table  further 
shows  about  the  same  proportions  as  those  given  above  of  persons 
who  can  both  read  and  write.  In  each  instance  the  percentage  of  per- 
sons who  were  under  14  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  arrival  in  this  coun- 
try is  considerably  higher  than  the  percentage  of  those  who  were  14 
years  of  age  or  over  and  who  can  both  read  and  write.  The  Swedes 
are  the  only  exception  to  this  rule,  100  per  cent  of  persons  of  each 
specified  age  being  able  both  to  read  and  write.

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The  preceding  table  shows  that  of  1,104  persons  for  whom  infor- 
mation was  secured,  77.4  per  cent  are  married  and  4.4  per  cent  are 
widowed.  Of  the  persons  who  are  from  20  to  29  years  of  age,  53.5 
per  cent  are  married  and  0.3  per  cent  are  widowed;  of  those  from  30 
to  44  years  of  age,  91.9  per  cent  are  married  and  2.1  per  cent  are 
widowed;  and  in  the  group  of  those  45  years  of  age  or  over,  84.1  per 
cent  are  married  and  13.8  per  cent  are  widowed.  In  the  group  of 
persons  from  20  to  29  years  of  age  those  of  foreign  birth  show  by  far 
the  highest  percentage  who  are  married,  followed  by  the  persons  who 
are  native-born  of  foreign  father  in  much  smaller  proportions.  Only 
a  small  proportion  of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father,  and  none  of 
the  foreign-born,  are  widowed.  Individuals  of  foreign  birth,  in  the 
group  from  30  to  44  years  of  age,  show  a  slightly  higher  percentage 
of  persons  married  and  widowed  than  do  the  native-born  of  foreign 
father.  All  persons  native-born  of  foreign  father,  45  years  of  age  or 
over,  are  married,  while  the  foreign-born  only  show  81.6  per  cent  in 
this  state,  and  15.8  per  cent  widowed.  In  the  totals  of  all  who 
are  20  years  of  age  or  over,  the  foreign-born  show  a  considerably 
higher  per  cent,  both  married  and  widowed,  than  the  native-born 
of  foreign  father. 

In  the  group  of  foreign-born  persons  from  20  to  29  years  of  age, 
the  South  Italians  show  the  highest  and  the  French  Canadians  the 
lowest  percentage  married,  while  none  of  any  race  in  this  group  are 
widowed.  Again,  in  the  group  including  those  from  30  to  44  years 
of  age,  the  South  Italians  show  the  highest  and  the  French  Cana- 
dians the  lowest  percentage  married;  but  the  French  Canadians, 
Germans,  and  Poles  show  small  proportions  widowed.  In  the  group 
of  individuals  45  years  of  age  or  over  the  Swedes  show  the  highest 
and  the  Germans  the  lowest  percentage  married,  and  the  Germans 
show  a  considerably  larger  proportion  widowed  than  the  French 
Canadians,  South  Italians,  Poles,  or  Swedes.  Of  all  persons  20  years 
of  age  or  over,  the  South  Italians  show  the  highest  and  the  French 
Canadians  the  lowest  percentage  married;  and  the  Germans  the 
highest  and  the  Poles  the  lowest  percentage  widowed. 

In  the  groups  including  persons  from  20  to  29  and  from  30  to  44 
years  of  age,  the  females  show  larger  proportions  married  and  widowed 
than  do  the  males.  The  males  show  the  highest  percentage  married, 
but  the  females  by  far  the  largest  proportion  widowed,  among  per- 
sons 45  years  of  age  or  over.  Of  all  individuals  20  years  of  age  or 
over,  the  females  show  a  larger  proportion  married  and  widowed  than 
do  the  males.

Of  the  1,051  females  reporting  complete  data  in  the  foregoing  table, 
a  larger  proportion  are  found  in  the  age  period  30  to  44  years  than 
in  any  other  age  group.  The  exact  proportion  is  21.1  per  cent. 
The  proportion  of  second  rank  is  shown  for  those  who  are  between 
the  ages  of  6  and  13.  There  the  proportion  is  20.6  per  cent.  Less 
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than  5  per  cent  of  the  total  number  reporting  are  from  14  to  15  years, 
of  age  and  between  5  and  10  per  cent  are  from  16  to  19  years  of  age. 
Between  the  ages  of  6  and  19  the  foreign-born  show  a  larger  propor- 
tion than  do  the  native-born  of  foreign  father,  but  of  those  under  6 
and  over  20  the  proportion  of  native-born'of  foreign  father  is  larger 
than  the  proportion  of  foreign-born.  Comparing  the  ages  of  the 
male  persons  with  the  ages  of  the  female  persons,  it  is  seen  that  the 
former  show  in  each  specified  age  group  a  proportion  that  is  in  no 
case  as  much  as  2  per  cent  different  from  that  shown  by  the  females. 
Of  the  total  number  of  males  under  29  years  of  age  the  foreign-born 
show  a  larger  proportion  than  do  the  native-born  of  foreign  father, 
but  above  the  age  of  29  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  appear  in 
the  largest  proportion.  The  South  Italians  and  Poles  show  larger 

Eroportions  than  do  the  other  races  of  males  below  the  age  of  6  years. 
ess  than  10  per  cent  of  the  German  males  are  below  that  age.  The 
French  Canadians  and  Germans  each  show  nearly  25  per  cent  of  the 
males  to  be  between  the  age  of  6  and  13,  while  less  than  15  per  cent 
of  the  South  Italians  are  in  that  age  group.  Less  than  10  per  cent 
of  the  males  of  any  race  are  between  the  ages  of  14  and  15.  The 
Swedes  show  the  largest  proportion  of  males  who  are  from  30  to  44 
and  the  Poles  show  the  smallest  proportion  who  are  45  years  of  age 
or  over.  Of  the  foreign-born  females  the  Poles  show  the  largest 
proportion  who  are  under  6  years  of  age  and  the  smallest  proportion 
who  are  45  years  of  age  or  over.  The  Germans  show  a  greater  pro- 
portion of  adults  than  of  children.  The  French  Canadians  show  the 
largest  proportion  between  the  ages  of  6  and  13  years.  No  race  shows 
as  many  as  10  per  cent  wTho  are  from  14  to  15  years  of  age. 

Of  the  total  number  of  individuals  in  this  locality  for  whom  infor- 
mation was  secured,  18.2  per  cent  are  under  6  years  of  age,  20  per 
cent  are  from  6  to  13,  4.2  per  cent  are  from  14  to  15,  7.7  per  cent  are 
from  16  to  19,  16. 2, per  cent  are  from  20  to  29,  21.2  per  cent  are  from 
30  to  44,  and  12.5  per  cent  are  45  or  over.  The  proportion  of  indi- 
viduals under  6,  from  6  to  13,  from  14  to  15,  from  16  to  19,  and  from 
20  to  29  is  larger  for  the  foreign-born  than  for  the  native-born  of 
foreign  father,  while  the  proportion  from  30  to  44  and  45  or  over  is. 
considerably  larger  for  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  than  for  the 
foreign-born.  Of  the  foreign-born,  the  Poles  and  Germans  show  the 
largest  and  the  French  Canadians  the  smallest  proportion  of  indi- 
viduals from  20  to  29  years  of  age,  the  Swedes  and  French  Canadians- 
the  largest  and  the  Germans  the  smallest  proportion  of  individuals 
from  30  to  44  years  of  age,  and  the  Germans  and  French  Canadians 
the  largest  and  the  Poles  the  smallest  proportion  of  individuals  45 
years  of  age  or  over. 

GENERAL    EFFECT    OF   IMMIGRATION    ON   THE    COMMUNITY. 

In  general  the  effect  of  immigration  upon  the  community  has  been 
beneficial.  Industries  such  as  those  which  produce  plated  silver- 
ware and  cutlery  have  been  largely  developed  by  immigrant  labor, 
and  the  immigrants  who  have  entered  the  industries  have  been  of  a 
type  that  is  readily  assimilated,  and  has  added  materially  to  the 
general  development  of  the  population.  With  the  exception  of  the 
Irish,  none  of  the  races  of  older  immigration  have  been  financially 
burdensome  to  the  city;  but  the  Irish  have  receh^d  more  aid  per 
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capita  than  the  immigrants  of  any  other  race.  Immigrants  of  tho 
races  from  southern  and  eastern  Europe  who  have  come  in  since 
1880  have  not  aided  greatly  in  the  development  of  industry.  They 
have  done  the  rough  and  unskilled  work,  and  with  the  exception  of 
the  Poles,  who  stand  next  after  the  Irish  in  the  matter  of  receiving 
financial  aid,  have  not  hindered  the  development  of  the  community. 
The  races  of  recent  immigration  have  been  less  literate  than  those  of 
old  immigration.  As  they  have  had  little  to  build  upon,  their  devel- 
opment has  been  slow.  Among  the  Italians  and  the  Poles,  segregation 
in  housing  hinders  development,  makes  assimilation  slower,  and 
tends  to  have  a  bad  effect  on  the  whole  community.  Still  these 
races  have  made,  and  are  making,  progress,  which  is  apparent  in  the 
second  generation.  Immigration  has  proven  beneficial  to  the  com- 
munity because  the  large  majority  of  immigrants  coming  in  have 
been  productive  workers.  The  influx  of  immigrants  has  never  been 
as  large  or  so  rapid  as  to  make  a  foreign  city  of  the  community,  and 
most  of  the  immigrants  have  been  equipped  with  trades  and  have 
readily  found  employment.  Some  of  the  effects  of  immigration  have 
not  been  beneficial.  The  city  has  been  forced  to  pay  for  the  support 
of  immigrants  who  have  become  unfit  for  work  and  unable  to  support 
themselves.  Drunkenness,  and  crimes  resulting  from  drink,  have 
been  common  among  persons  of  foreign  birth.  The  segregation  of 
races  has  not  aided  in  the  development  of  the  city  nor  added  to  its 
beauty.  In  this  respect  immigration  has,  of  course,  been  an  evil; 
industrially,  however,  it  has  undoubtedly  benefited  the  community. 

CHARITY. 

As  showing  the  extent  to  which  financial  aid  is  rendered  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  various  races  and  their  families,  the  following 
statements  are  presented:

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Aside  from  the  beneficial  societies  maintained  by  the  Polish,  German, 
Italian,  Swedish,  Irish,  and  French  Canadian  races,  no  other  aid  is 

S'ven  by  members  of  a  race  to  those  in  need  of  charity  except  by  the 
ebrews,  and  where  the  person  in  need  is  not  a  member  of  a  benefi- 
cial society  he  becomes  dependent  on  the  city  or  on  private  charity. 
The  Roman  Catholic  Church  as  a  church  offers  no  assistance  to  the 
immigrant  poor  of  this  community.  The  city  mission  is  an  institu- 
tion which  gives  aid  to  all  classes,  and  on  its  board  of  trustees  the 
ministers  of  the  Protestant  denomination  serve  and  in  this  way  all 
the  Protestant  churches  are  represented.  This  society  in  some  cases 
cooperates  with  the  city  in  the  granting  of  relief,  but  in  most  instances 
works  independently,  granting  temporary  assistance  to  those  in  need. 
Among  the  Hebrews  the  Jewish  Charitable  Institution,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  125,  administers  to  the  wants  of  the  Jewish  poor.  Practi- 
cally all  Jews  in  Community  B  contribute  to  this  society,  contribu- 
tions from  5  cents  upward  being  received.  The  Jewish  population 
is  fairly  well  situated  financially  and  but  few  have  become  even  tem- 
porarily dependent. 

DISEASES    PECULIAR    TO    IMMIGRANTS. 

The  diseases  of  immigrants  vary  in  no  way  from  those  of  the  natives. 
The  principal  diseases  of  the  community  are  those  of  the  throat,  such 
as  catarrh,  and  of  the  lungs,  such  as  pneumonia.  The  health  of  all 
races  is  comparatively  good,  and  no  one  race  is  open  to  any  special 
disease. 

VITAL    STATISTICS. 

The  total  number  of  births  in  Community  B  during  the  year  1907 
was  767,  and  the  total  deaths  454.  The  estimated  population  in 
1907  was  30,990;  the  birth  rate  per  thousand,  therefore,  was  24.7 
per  cent,  and  the  death  rate  14.3  per  cent  per  thousand.  The  varia- 
tions in  the  death  or  birth  rates  for  the  different  races  and  nativity 
groups  could  not  be  ascertained. 

The  immigrant  races,  with  the  exception  of  the  Russian  and  Polish 
Jews  and  the  Italians,  are  obedient  to  the  health  regulations  of  the 
city.  With  the  Italians  and  Jews  it  is  hard  to  enforce  any  regulation 
for  the  public  health,  and  only  by  compulsion  and  strict  supervision 
will  these  people  obey  the  health  laws.  They  are  found  to  live  in 
unhealthful  surroundings,  made  so  through  their  own  neglect,  and 
it  is  extremely  difficult  to  get  them  to  follow  the  simplest  rules  of 
hygiene.  They  are  found  to  be  the  most  susceptible  of  all  races  to 
disease,  although  no  special  diseases  are  peculiar  to  them  as  a  people. 

CRIMINALITY. 

The  criminal  tendencies  of  the  various  races  in  Community  B 
are  set  forth  in  the  tables  following,  which  show  the  nature  of  the 
offense  and  the  number  of  each  race  accused  thereof  during  the  year 
1908.

Of  the  crimes  committed  in  this  community  no  one  can  be  said  to 
be  peculiar  to  any  one  race,  as  in  almost  all  cases  the  crimes  com- 
mitted by  those  of  foreign  races  have  also  been  committed  by  natives. 
Two  crimes  were  charged  against  Italians  which  no  other  race  com- 
mitted, namely,  carrying  concealed  weapons  and  assault  with  intent 
to  kill.  No  murders  within  the  year  were  committed  by  a  repre- 
sentative or  representatives  of  any  race.  After  the  native  white, 
the  Polish  race  nad  most  charges  brought  against  it,  while  the  Irish 
and  Italian  follow  with  about  the  same  number,  although  in  propor- 
tion to  population  the  Italian  rate  would  be  about  6  to  1.  The 
Italian  race  shows  a  tendency  to  protect  criminals  of  its  own  race, 
but  this  tendency  is  counteracted  through  the  employment  of  an 
Italian  police  officer,  who  has  proven  very  successful  in  ferreting  out 
such  criminals.  Among  the  Poles,  but  to  a  less  extent,  criminals  are 
protected ;  but  most  of  the  crimes  committed  by  the  Poles  have  come 
about  through  drunkenness  as  the  primary  cause.  No  other  race 
shows  any  marked  tendency  toward  protecting  its  criminals. 

But  2  cases  of  criminality  among  the  children  of  immigrants 
against  55  among  the  children  of  the  natives  were  recorded  during 
1908,  and  of  these  1  was  for  theft  in  the  case  of  a  Polish  child,  and 
1  for  incorrigibility  in  the  case  of  a  child  of  French  Canadian 
parentage. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 
IMMIGKANTS  IN  BUSINESS  AND  THE  PROFESSIONS. 

Immigrants  in  business — Immigrants  in  the  professions — [Text  Tables  145  and  146]. 
IMMIGRANTS    IN    BUSINESS. 

There  are  no  opportunities  for  immigrants  to  go  into  business  in 
Community  B  at  the  present,  and  unless  they  have  mastered  their 
trades  they  will  be  unable  to  find  employment  in  the  different  indus- 
tries located  in  the  city.  The  community  is  an  old  city,  thoroughly 
built  up,  with  a  population  which  is  not  increasing  very  rapidly.  The 
demand  for  unskilled  labor  is  not  large,  and,  aside  from  employment 
on  farms  in  the  vicinity  or  as  general  laborers,  the  immigrants  have 
small  chance  of  employment  in  the  locality.  This  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  within  the  last  ten  years  immigration  to  the  community  has 
practically  ceased.  There  is  no  demand  for  industrial  workers,  as  a 
plentiful  supply  is  already  available,  and  the  tide  of  immigration  has 
consequently  turned  in  other  directions. 

Of  all  immigrant  races  in  the  community,  the  Hebrew,  in  proportion 
to  its  population,  has  the  largest  number  of  persons  engaged  in  trade. 
Over  13  per  cent  of  the  Hebrew  population  is  engaged  in  some  busi- 
ness. About  one-fifth  of  those  in  trade  are  in  the  junk  business,  and 
more  than  one-sixth  of  the  total  number  are  engaged  either  as  tailors 
or  as  cleaners  of  clothes. 

The  Italian  race  stands  next  in  this  regard,  with  about  9  per  cent 
of  its  population  in  business.  More  than  one-fourth  of  this  number 
are  grocers,  less  than  one-sixth  are  cobblers,  one-eighth  barbers,  and 
one-eighth  fruiterers.  The  English  population  is  third  among  the 
foreign  races  in  business,  with  a  little  less  than  4  per  cent  of  the  total 
population  in  business.  They  have  entered  all  classes  of  businesses. 
The  largest  number  in  any  one  business  are  grocers,  of  which  there 
are  eight,  while  the  second  largest  are  carpenters  and  builders,  of  which 
there  are  five.  The  Irish  in  the  community  have  about  3  per  cent  of 
their  population  engaged  in  some  form  of  business.  More  than  one- 
third  of  the  number  are  grocers  or  saloon  keepers.  Of  the  German 
population,  less  than  3  per  cent  are  engaged  in  business.  The  largest 
number  in  any  one  business  are  grocers,  who  constitute  almost  19  per 
cent  of  those  in  trade.  Over  7  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  Ger- 
mans  engaged  in  business  in  the  community  are  saloon  keepers.  Only 
a  very  small  number  of  French  Canadians,  Poles,  and  Swedes  are 
engaged  in  business.  Among  the  Greeks  will  also  be  found  a  small 
number  of  persons  conducting  bootblacking  and  fruit  and  candy 
stands.  With  the  exception  of  the  stores  kept  by  Germans  and 
Hebrews,  the  businesses  conducted  by  the  immigrants  in  the  city  are 
comparatively  small.  People  of  one  race  patronize  their  fellow- 
countrymen.  In  the  Italian  and  Polish  quarters  of  the  city,  and  to 
a  less  extent  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  French  Canadians,  the  stores 
are  patronized  by  the  immigrants  largely  on  account  of  convenience 
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and  because  the  articles  sold  are  moderate  in  price  and  meet  the 
demands  of  the  purchasers.  The  following  table  presents  the  num- 
bers of  native  Americans  and  immigrants  and  their  children  of  all 
races  who  were  engaged  in  some  field  of  business  during  the  year  1908 :

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The  methods  employed  by  the  natives  and  immigrants  in  conduct- 
ing their  businesses  are  practically  the  same.  The  immigrant  estab- 
lishments are  usually  much  smaller  than  those  conducted  by  the 
American  merchants,  and  the  immigrants  consequently  take  little 
interest  in  the  business  men's  association  and  the  board  of  trade. 
There  are,  however,  a  number  of  immigrant  merchants  in  the  com- 
munity who  conduct  important  businesses  and  who  employ  thor- 
oughly up-to-date  and  American  methods.  English-speaking  immi- 
grants and  the  Germans  associate  freely  with  native  Americans  in 
business  matters  from  the  time  of  their  entrance  into  the  community. 
Such  races  as  the  Italian,  Polish,  French  Canadian,  and  Greek,  how- 
ever, hold  themselves  aloof  from  the  Americans  when  they  first  enter 
the  city,  but  after  a  few  years,  when  the  barriers  of  language  and  racial 
prejudice  are  in  a  manner  removed,  business  association  oetween  the 
natives  and  immigrants  becomes  general.  The  only  possible  excep- 
tion to  this  tendency  that  can  be  mentioned  is  the  clannish  attitude 
displayed  by  the  Poles.  The  number  of  Poles  who  are  engaged  in 
business  in  the  community  is  small,  and  they  affect  conditions  in  the 
community  very  slightly. 

The  immigrants  found  in  business  in  the  community  are  generally 
of  the  highest  class  found  among  their  respective  races  and  are  those 
who  have  succeeded  best  under  their  new  environment.  The  immi- 
grants who  are  the  proprietors  of  businesses  hold  a  recognized  place 
in  the  community.  They  are  generally  looked  on  as  among  the 
most  progressive  of  their  people  by  both  natives  and  the  aliens. 
The  immigrants  in  business  are  chiefly  old  residents  of  the  com- 
munity who  first  worked  in  the  industrial  plants ;  when  their  savings 
were  sufficient  they  branched  out  for  themselves  and  started  small 
stores  or  businesses.  In  some  cases  the  stores  were  started  and 
conducted  by  the  wives  while  the  husbands  continued  at  work  in  the 
other  occupations.  Among  their  own  people  the  immigrant  business 
men  stand  higher  than  in  the  community  proper.  They  are  spoken 
of  as  having  accomplished  something,  and  their  success  is  given  a 
magnified  value.  The  community  in  general,  however,  respects  the 
immigrant  business  men,  and,  in  case  of  old  residents,  there  is  no 
difference  in  the  standing  of  the  men  of  foreign  birth  and  the  natives. 
The  immigrant  storekeepers  from  southern  and  eastern  Europe 
have  been  residents  of  the  city  for  a  comparatively  short  period  of 
time  and  transact  business  on  a  much  smaller  scale  than  do  the 
older  races  in  point  of  residence,  yet  they  receive  an  acknowledged 
standing  in  the  community. 

IMMIGRANTS    IN   THE   PROFESSIONS. 

Very  few  immigrants  or  their  children  in  the  community  are 
represented  in  the  professions. 

The  table  next  presented  shows  the  number  of  Americans  and 
immigrants  and  their  children  in  Community  B  who  were  engaged 
in  the  professions  in  the  year  1908.

An  inspection  of  the  above  table  reveals  that  among  the  Irish  in  the 
community  are  found  5  priests,  5  lawyers,  3  physicians,  2  dentists,  and 
1  druggist.  The  English  include  among  their  number  3  dentists,  3 
physicians,  2  veterinary  surgeons,  1  druggist,  and  1  architect.  Among 
the  Germans  are  found  3  ministers,  1  priest,  1  dentist,  1  lawyer,  1 
physician,  and  4  druggists.  Among  the  Polish  population  the  parish 
priest  is  the^only  professional  man.  The  French  Canadians  have  in 
the  professions  3  physicians  and  2  druggists.  The  number  of  pro- 
fessional men  among  all  other  races  in  the  community  are  shown  to 
be  very  small,  while  among  such  races  as  the  Slovak,  Lithuanian, 
Slovenian,  Greek,  Syrian,  and  Chinese  there  are  none.  The  majority 
of  the  professional  men  among  the  immigrants  in  the  community 
received  their  training  in  American  institutions.  The  immigrant 
pharmacists  are  especially  well  equipped  for  the  practice  of  their 
profession;  the  physicians  are  not  so  nighly  regarded  and  practice 
almost  entirely  among  their  respective  races.  The  ministers,  and 
priests  among  the  foreign  races  are  held  in  high  esteem  by  the  natives 
in  their  calling,  and  enjoy  a  recognized  standing  in  the  community.

Of  the  458  families  included  in  the  above  table,  only  22.5  per  cent 
own  homes.  The  most  remarkable  thing  about  the  foregoing  totals 
is  that  the  foreign-born  show  a  much  larger  proportion  of  families 
owning  home  than  do  the  native-born  of  foreign  father.  The  pro- 
portion for  the  foreign-born  is  25.2  per  cent  and  for  the  native-born 
of  foreign  father  only  14  per  cent.  The  native-born  of  German 
fathers  show  a  proportion  or  18.6  per  cent  who  own  homes  as  com- 
pared with  14.3  per  cent  shown  by  the  native-born  of  Irish  fathers. 
Of  the  foreign-born  races,  the  Germans  show  the  largest  proportion 
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of  families  owning  home.  For  that  race  the  percentage  is  43.9  as 
compared  with  14.5  per  cent  of  the  French  Canadians  and  16  per 
cent  of  the  Poles.  Or  the  Swedes  33.3  per  cent  own  homes  as  com- 
pared with  21.2  per  cent  of  the  South  Italians. 

INVESTMENTS. 

The  races  which  are  the  most  temperate  are  those  that  show  the 
greatest  tendency  to  save.  The  German,  French  Canadian,  and 
Swedish  races  are  noted  for  their  saving  ability  in  addition  to  their 
temperate  habits.  The  Jews  and  Italians  are  also  credited  with 
being  great  savers,  as  they,  too,  are  very  temperate.  The  Slavic 
races  and  Greeks  do  not  make  as  much  money  in  proportion  as  do 
these  other  races,  but,  with  a  lower  standard  of  living  than  the  native, 
exercise  stricter  economy,  and  the  members  of  these  races  save 
money,  and  are  willing  to  sacrifice  comfort,  health,  and  even  neces- 
sary means  of  subsistence  in  order  to  lay  aside  a  certain  amount. 

Home  ownership  is  one  of  the  most  hopeful  signs  shown  by  immi- 
grant races  in  this  community.  Those  races  which  have  resided  the 
longest  own  the  greatest  amount  of  property,  but  it  seems  to  be 
an  almost  universal  trait  of  all  the  foreign  races  that  after  the  desire 
for  naturalization  comes  the  desire  to  own  a  home.  It  may  be 
explained  partly  by  the  reason  that  both  of  these  privileges  have 
been  difficult  of  attainment  in  the  old  country,  or  it  may  be  the  desire 
to  pose  as  a  person  of  property;  nevertheless,  the  owning  of  property 
seems  to  be  a  universal  goal.  The  English-speaking  races  stand  first 
in  the  ownership  of  homes.  These  are  followed  closely  by  the  Ger- 
mans, Swedes,  and  French  Canadians  in  the  order  mentioned.  Small 
numbers  of  North  and  South  Italians  own  their  homes,  and  a  still 
smaller  number  of  those  belonging  to  the  Slavic  races  are  property 
owners. 

As  showing  more  clearly  the  extent  to  which  representatives  of 
the  immigrant  races  have  acquired  property,  the  following  statement 
is  submitted:

Diversified  Industries:  Community  B. 
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Those  races  that  intend  to  settle  permanently,  if  they  are  in  busi- 
ness generally  place  their  net  profits  at  interest  in  banks  until  a 
sufficient  amount  has  been  saved  to  purchase  property,  usually  a 
dwelling  house.  Those  persons  who  intend  to  return  to  Europe, 
single  men  or  men  whose  families  reside  abroad,  usually  forward  their 
money  to  their  native  country.  This  is  notable  in  the  case  of  the 
Italians.  In  some  cases  the  immigrant  is  forced  to  send  his  earnings 
abroad  to  pay  his  passage  money,  winch  he  borrowed.  Investments 
in  the  form  of  stocks  and  bonds  are  seldom  made  by  the  immigrant, 
even  after  long  residence  in  the  country.  The  only  people  in  Com- 
munity B  of  Foreign  race  making  such  investments  nave  been  the 
Germans  and  English,  and  these  only  in  rare  instances.  The  savings 
bank,  the  commercial  bank,  real  estate,  land,  and  the  cheaper  forms 
of  insurance,  in  most  cases  child  insurance,  are  the  only  forms  of 
investment  into  which  those  of  foreign  races  put  their  'savings. 

The  extent  to  which  the  foreign-born  persons  make  remittances  to 
their  native  countries  is  set  forth  in  the  statements  next  submitted:

Money  is  sent  abroad  by  these  foreign-born  persons  for  a  number 
of  reasons.  One  of  the  chief  purposes  is  to  support  a  wife  or  parents 
at  home.  Another  reason  for  remittances  is  that  single  men  desiring 
to  return  send  their  money  in  advance,  as  they  have  more  faith  in 
foreign  institutions  than  in  our  own.  Immigrants  who  have  bor- 
rowed money  to  come  to  the  United  States  make  remittances  for  the 
purpose  of  settling  such  obligations.  Money  is  often  sent  in  order 
that  parents,  wife,  or  friends  may  come  to  this  country. 


SCHOOL    ATTENDANCE. 


The  school  facilities  in  Community  B  are  very  good.  There  are  19 
day  schools,  with  116  teachers,  under  the  supervision  of  a  city  super- 
intendent, and  1  night  school  conducted  by  the  city.  In  addition 
to  the  public  schools,  parochial  schools  are  conducted  by  the  German, 
Polish,  French  Canadian,  and  Irish  Catholics;  2  schools  are  con- 
ducted by  the  German  Lutherans  and  by  the  Hebrews.  The  num- 
ber of  students  in  each  of  the  parochial  schools  is  shown  in  the  fol- 
lowing statement:

The  Jewish  school  and  one  of  the  German  Lutheran  schools  were 
not  enumerated  under  the  parochial  schools  because  the  children 
attending  also  attended  the  public  school.  The  Jewish  school  has 
2  teachers  and  60  students,  and  the  children  are  taught  to  speak, 
read,  and  write  Hebrew,  to  study  Hebrew  history,  and  are  instructed 
in  the  Talmud.  The  Lutheran  school  is  conducted  by  the  Lutheran 
minister,  and  the  children  are  taught  to  read,  write,  and  speak  the 
German  language. 

Attendance  up  to  the  age  of  14  is  compulsory  for  all  children  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut  and  this  law  is  faithfully  carried  out  in  Com- 
munity B.  As  showing  the  effect  of  this  law  the  table  following  is 
presented,  which  shows,  by  sex  and  race,  the  number  of  children  in 
the  public  schools  of  Community  B  in  1909.

The  children  of  all  immigrant  races  have  made  uniform  progress 
in  the  schools  of  this  community  with  the  exception  of  the 
French  Canadian  and  Polish.  The  former  are  hard  to  discipline 
and  the  latter,  although  considered  as  plodders,  are  dull.  The 
Swedish  and  German  children  are  remarkably  bright,  but  this  is 
attributed  to  the  training  received  at  home,  which,  in  the  case  of 
every  race,  has  had  a  decided  effect  upon  the  child.  The  extent  to 
which  these  immigrants  or  their  children,  who  are  precluded  from 
attending  school  during  the  day,  attempt  to  secure  an  education  in 
the  evening  is  shown  in  the  following  statement :

For  the  year  1907-8  the  enrollment  in  the  night  school  was  314 — 
261  males  and  53  females.  The  sessions  covered  a  period  of  seventy- 
five  nights  (four  nights  a  week)  and  men  and  women  from  1 1  coun- 
tries were  enrolled  as  students.  The  average  attendance  was  159, 
and  the  number  of  teachers  9.  Of  the  entire  number,  187  could 
not  read  and  write  the  English  language  on  entering  school,  and  the 
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main  aim  of  the  teachers  was  to  teach  these  branches  first.  For  the 
more  advanced  students  a  class  in  bookkeeping  and  composition 
was  given  and  the  results  attained  were  very  satisfactory.  The 
brightest  students  in  the  night  school  and  the  ones  making  most 
advancement  were  found  to  be  persons  of  the  Polish  race,  while  the 
hardest  to  teach  and  the  slowest  to  grasp  ideas  were  the  Italians. 
The  night  school  in  Community  B  has  done  excellent  work.  A  charge 
of  $1  is  made  upon  each  student  entering  and  on  attending  a  certain 
number  of  sessions,  and  if  forced  to  leave  the  school  on  account  of 
moving  to  another  city  the  money  is  returned.  In  this  way  the 
thriftless  are  kept  from  attending,  discipline  is  preserved,  and  those 
who  come  to  learn  are  able  to  gain  their  object. 

The  city  school  is  one  of  the  strongest  forces  in  the  process  of 
assimilation,  und  between  the  children  of  the  various  races  attending 
school  the  relationship  is  most  cordial.  There  are  no  barriers  as  far 
as  race  is  concerned,  and  all  children  meet  on  an  equal  footing, 
pursue  the  same  studies,  and  are  under  the  same  influence.  The 
result  has  been  that  the  children  of  all  foreign  races  through  the 
influence  of  the  public  schools  are  more  rapidly  Americanized  than 
would  be  possible  in  any  other  way.  No  immigrants  are  employed 
as  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  Community  B,  and  but  one  Jewish 
girl,  the  daughter  of  an  immigrant,  is  employed  as  a  teacher  in  the 
kindergarten  and  ajso  in  the  night  school.  With  the  exception  of 
the  Irish  no  other  children  of  immigrants  have  been  employed  in 
the  schools,  mainly  for  the  reason  that  their  education  stops  at  the  age 
of  14,  at  which  age  they  usually  enter  the  factories  and  shops.

The  preceding  table  shows  that  of  535  children  6  and  under  16 
years  of  age,  6.5  per  cent  are  at  home,  86.5  per  cent  are  at  school, 
and  6.9  per  cent  are  at  work.  A  much  larger  proportion  of  foreign- 
born  children  are  reported  as  being  at  home  than  is  the  case  with 
either  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  or  the  native-born  whites 
of  native  father.  The  children  who  are  native-born  whites  of  native 
father  show  the  highest  percentage  who  are  at  school,  followed  by 
those  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  and  those  of  foreign 
birth,  in  the  order  named.  The  children  who  are  native-born  of 
foreign-father  show  the  highest  per  cent  at  work,  followed  by  those 
who  are  of  foreign  birth  and  by  the  native  whites  born  of  native 
father. 

Of  the  children  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  those  whose 
fathers  are  Poles  show  the  largest  proportion,  or  8.2  per  cent,  and 
those  whose  fathers  were  born  in  Germany,  the  smallest  proportion, 
or  1.2  per  cent  at  home.  Native-born  children  whose  fathers  were 
born  in  Germany  show  90.5  per  cent  at  school,  while  those  whose 
fathers  are  Swedes,  French  Canadians,  Poles,  and  South  Italians 
show  from  82.5  to  88.7  per  cent  at  school.  A  considerably  higher  per- 
centage of  children  whose  fathers  are  South  Italians,  than  of  children 
whose  fathers  are  Germans,  Poles,  French  Canadians,  and  Swedes,, 
are  reported  as  being  at  work. 
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CITIZENSHIP. 

As  regards  the  interest  in  and  the  attainment  of  citizenship  by  per- 
sons of  foreign  birth,  the  following  table  shows,  by  race  of  individual, 
the  present  political  condition  of  foreign-born  males  who  had  been  in 
the  United  States  five  years  or  over  and  who  were  21  years  of  age  or 
over  at  time  of  coming  to  this  country:

It  appears  from  the  data  presented  in  the  above  table  that  49.5 
per  cent  of  the  foreign-born  males  in  this  locality  who  have  been  in 
the  United  States  five  years  or  over  and  were  21  years  of  age  or  over 
at  the  time  of  coming  are  fully  naturalized,  and  17.6  per  cent  have 
first  papers  only.  Of  the  races  for  which  the  percentages  have  been 
computed,  the  Swedes  and  Germans,  in  the  order  mentioned,  have 
the  largest  and  the  South  Italians  the  smallest  proportion  of  indi- 
viduals who  are  fully  naturalized,  and  the  Poles,  Swedes,  and  French 
Canadians  have  the  largest  and  the  South  Italians  the  smallest  pro- 
portion of  individuals  who  have  first  papers  only. 

According  to  the  figures  for  the  years  1880,  1890,  and  from  1900- 
1908  the  races  from  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  show  the  greatest 
tendency  toward  naturalization.  Taking  the  above  years  as  a  basis, 
persons  of  the  English  race  and  those  from  Canada  secured  177  final 
papers.  Germany  followed,  with  143;  Russia,  with  49;  Italy,  with 
43;  Austria,  with  33;  Sweden,  with  29;  Turkey,  with  5;  Switzer- 
land and  Denmark,  with  3;  France,  Holland,  and  Norway,  2;  Rou- 
mania  and  Greece,  1.  The  naturalization  is  taken  by  countries,  and 
not  by  races,  so  that  under  such  an  enumeration  more  than  one  race 
may  be  entered  from  a  country,  yet  the  proportions  are  fairly  main- 
tained and  may  be  used  as  an  estimate. 

The  interest  in  American  citizenship  manifested  by  persons  of 
foreign  birth  may  be  more  readily  understood  by  referring  to  the 
tables  following,  which  show,  by  countries,  the  number  and  character 
of  naturalization  papers  issued  in  each  specified  year.

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Some  idea  may  be  had  of  the  interest  manifested  in  civic  affairs  by 
taking  the  enrollment  of  the  court  of  common  council,  which  consists 
of  10  aldermen  and  20  councilmen,  and  noting  the  different  races  rep- 
resented therein.  For  this  purpose  the  following  statement  is  here- 
with submitted :

No  great  interest  in  civic  affairs  is  shown  by  any  of  the  foreign- 
born  races  aside  from  the  desire  to  vote,  and  men  of  all  races  seem 
anxious,  though  not  always  from  altruistic  motives,  to  obtain  this 
privilege.  Of  these,  the  Irish  manifest  the  greatest  interest  in  local 
affairs,  and  as  they  outnumber  all  other  races  but  the  native  Amer- 
ican, they  are  thus  able  to  take  a  prominent  part  in  the  politics  of  the 
city  and  to  formulate  and  carry  through  legislation  which  is  usually 
resultant  of  good. 

On  questions  of  government  no  race,  aside  from  the  native  Amer- 
ican, has  any  initiative,  and  unless  directly  affecting  one  race  measures 
for  good  government  are  furthered  by  voters  of  all  foreign  races. 
The  English-speaking  races,  the  Germans,  and  the  Scandinavians 
among  the  foreign-born  make  the  most  desirable  citizens,  for  the 
reason  that  they  are  more  easily  assimilated.  The  Italians  and 
French  Canadians  who  settle  permanently  in  this  community  likewise 
make  desirable  citizens.  However,  a  number  of  each  of  these  races 
return  to  their  native  land  after  accumulating  a  certain  amount  of 
money.  This  practice,  however,  is  not  now  followed  to  such  an 
extent  as  formerly  by  the  French  Canadians. 

The  Slavic  races  of  all  foreign  peoples  in  this  community  make  the 
least  desirable  citizens  in  the  opinion  of  those  in  authority,  chiefly 
for  the  reason  that  they  are  the  most  likely  to  become  a  burden  on 
the  city.  Their  record  for  drunkenness  is  high,  and  they  are  a  diffi- 
cult people  to  assimilate.  They  are  slow  to  adopt  American  customs 
and  tend  strongly  toward  segregating  themselves  from  other  races. 
On  the  other  hand,  although  dull,  the  Slavic  races  make  fairly  good 
workers.  Organizations  including  foreign  races  in  Community  B  are 

generally  branches  of  large  orders  and  are  of  four  classes — religious, 
eneficial,  social,  and  political.     Most  of  the  societies  combine  two 
or  more  of  these  features  and  almost  all  of  them  offer  some  form  of 
insurance  as  the  chief  inducement  for  membership. 

The  Germans  have  a  branch  of  the  Turners,  a  society  devoted  to 
athletics  with  a  beneficial  association  as  one  of  its  features;  a  singing 
society,  a  beneficial  society,  the  Kranken  Verein,  a  shooting  society, 
and  a  branch  of  the  Harugari,  which  is  partly  political  in  its  aims 
and  partly  an  organization  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  Ger- 
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mans  in  America.  The  Harugari  is  the  strongest  of  all  the  societies 
among  the  Germans  and  is  affiliated  with  the  German  Alliance.  The 
Italian  societies  number  four:  Christopher  Columbus,  Victor  Eman- 
uel,  the  Italian  Protection,  and  the  Young  Italian  American  society. 
All  of  these  societies  have  beneficial  features  and  are  also  used  as 
social  clubs,  but  the  main  purpose  of  their  existence  is  to  furnish 
some  form  of  insurance  to  the  members.  The  Polish  societies  of  this 
community  are  affiliated  with  the  Polish  Alliance  of  America.  The 
principal  Polish  society  is  the  St.  Stanislaus,  which,  like  the  White 
Eagle,  another  Polish  society,  issues  life,  sick,  and  accident  insurance. 
The  Polish  Soldiers  and  the  Turners  are  two  other  societies  which 
exist  more  for  the  social  pleasures  which  membership  brings,  although 
the  society  of  Polish  Soldiers  has  certain  beneficial  features.  French 
Canadian  societies  are  all  of  the  beneficial  order.  The  largest  of 
these  is  St.  Jean  Baptiste,  which  is  purely  an  insurance  society  giving 
sick  and  death  benefits.  This  society  is  a  member  of  St.  Jean  Baptiste 
Union,  the  largest  of  all  French  Canadian  societies,  with  over  20,000 
members.  St.  Joseph's  society  is  a  purely  local  society  organized  for 
the  purpose  of  insurance.  St.  Anne's  society  is  a  local  society  and 
has  to  do  only  with  affairs  of  the  church.  The  Catholic  Woman's 
Benevolent  Legion  and  the  Total  Abstinence  Brotherhood  are  other 
societies  of  the  church  with  local  chapters  made  up  in  part  of  French 
Canadians.  Societies  independent  of  the  church  with  French  Cana- 
dian chapters  are  the  Foresters  of  America  and  the  Independent 
Order  of  Foresters.  Both  of  tnese  societies  have  beneficial  features. 
The  English  society  of  St.  George  has  a  membership  of  212  in  one 
lodge,  the  Charles  Dickens,  and  78  in  the  Perseverance.  The  Daughters 
of  St.  George  have  a  membership  of  70.  This  society  is  beneficial  in 
its  aim.  The  societies  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  such  as  the  Brother- 
hood of  St.  Andrew,  also  include  a  number  of  English  members. 

Among  the  principal  Irish  societies  of  Community  B  are  the  local 
branches  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  the  Ancient  Order  of  Hiber- 
nians, and  the  Total  Abstinence  Brotherhood.  The  Knights  of 
Columbus  is  purely  a  church  society,  the  Ancient  Order  of  Hiber- 
nians is  devoted  to  the  general  advancement  of  the  Irish  race,  while 
the  Young  Men's  Total  Abstinence  Brotherhood  society  is  a  social 
club  and  has  for  its  aim  the  cause  of  temperance.  The  Order  of 
Scottish  Clans  has  a  branch  in  this  community,  Clan  Malcolm,  and 
the  object  of  the  order  is  to  bring  the  Scotch  people  of  the  community 
together  and  to  promote  friendship  among  those  of  the  race.  Among 
the  Swedes  there  are  two  societies,  the  Swedish- American  club,  which 
is  purely  political  in  its  aim  and  is  a  branch  of  the  Order  of  Visa,  and 
the  Engelbrecht  Lodge,  with  social  and  beneficial  features  combined. 
Among  the  German  societies  the  Turners  have  the  largest  member- 
ship, with  175  names  on  the  membership  roll,  the  Kranken  Verein, 
125  members,  and  the  Harugari,  with  a  membership  of  approximately 
100.  Of  the  Italian  societies  the  Christopher  Columbus  is  the  largest 
as  well  as  the  oldest.  Organized  in  1889  with  25  members,  it  now  has 
a  membership  of  79;  Victor  Emanuel,  organized  in  1895,  has  59  mem- 
bers; the  Italian  Protection,  No.  2,  has  25  members,  and  the  Young 
Italian  American  society  the  same  number. 

The  Polish  society  of  St.  Stanislaus,  organized  in  1889  with  45 
members,  now  has  a  membership  of  70;  the  White  Eagle,  organized 
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some  years  later  with  an  enrollment  of  175  names;  the  Polish  Sold- 
iers, 70  members  and  the  Polish  Turners  25  to  30.  Of  the  French 
Canadian  societies  the  local  branch  of  St.  Jean  Baptiste  is  the  largest 
with  140  members,  both  men  and  women;  St.  Joseph's  society,  organ- 
ized in  1899,  120  members,  St.  Anne's  society  dating  from  1881,  120 
members.  The  membership  of  the  English  society  of  St.  George  has 
already  been  given.  This  society  is  not  increasing  its  membership. 
The  Irish  society  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus  has  three  lodges  in 
Community  B,  and  the  Ancient  Order  of  Hibernians  has  two  lodges 
and  a  Ladies'  Auxiliary.  The  interest  shown  in  these  societies  and 
in  the  Young  Men's  Total  Abstinence  Brotherhood  is  large  and  the 
societies  are  all  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The  Scotch  society  of 
Clan  Malcolm  has  a  membership  of  about  50,  but,  like  the  English 
society  of  St.  George,  its  members  manifest  no  great  interest  in  its 
welfare. 

Little  interest  is  shown  by  immigrants  in  American  fraternal  organ- 
izations. As  each  race  in  Community  B  has  its  own  orders,  which 
are  branches  of  larger  organizations,  those  who  desire  to  join  a  fra- 
ternal organization,  enter  one  in  which  people  of  their  race  are  mem- 
bers. Some  of  the  larger  orders,  which  are  American,  have  lodges 
made  up  entirely  of  people  of  one  race,  as  the  French  Canadian  branch 
of  the  Foresters.  The  lodges  which  are  purely  American  have  few 
immigrants  as  members,  but  the  children  of  immigrants,  though- not 
to  any  great  extent,  do  affiliate  with  such  organizations. 

ABILITY   TO    SPEAK    ENGLISH.

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In  this  locality  94  per  cent  of  the  males  and  85.3  per  cent  of  the 
females,  for  whom  information  was  secured,  speak  English.  The 
proportion  of  individuals,  both  male  and  female,  who  speak  English 
is  considerably  larger  for  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  than  for 
the  foreign-born.  Of  the  foreign-born  the  Swedes,  Germans,  and 
French  Canadians,  in  the  order  mentioned,  have  the  largest  and  the 
Poles  the  smallest  proportion  of  males  and  the  Swedes  and  Germans 
the  largest  and  the  South  Italians  the  smallest  proportion  of  females 
who  speak  English.

The  table  following  shows  that  of  the  individuals  who  came  to  the 
United  States  when  under  14  years  oi,  age,  for  whom  information  was 
secured,  all  of  the  Germans,  Poles,  and  Swedes  and  a  much  larger 
proportion  of  the  French  Canadians  than  of  the  South  Italians  can 
speak  English.  The  proportion  of  individuals  who  came  here  when 
1 4  or  over  who  speak  English  is  largest  for  the  Swedes  and  Germans, 
in  the  order  mentioned,  and  smallest  for  the  South  Italians.

In  this  locality  the  Swedes  and  French  Canadians  have  the  largest 
proportion  of  individuals  in  the  United  States  under  5  years  who 
speak  English.  All  of  the  Swedes  who  have  been  in  the  United 
States  from  five  to  nine  years  and  ten  years  or  over  speak  English. 
With  this  exception,  of  the  proportion  of  individuals  in  the  United 
States  from  five  to  nine  years  who  can  speak  English  is  largest  for 
the  French  Canadians  and  the  proportion  who  have  been  here  ten 
years  or  over  who  can  speak  English  is  largest  for  the  Germans  and 
French  Canadians,  in  the  order  mentioned,  and  smallest  for  the 
South  Italians. 

CHURCHES. 

The  large  majority  of  immigrants  who  have  come  to  Community 
B  have  been  members  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  and  when  the 
membership  of  one  race  is  sufficiently  large  a  church  for  that  par- 
ticular race  is  erected.  There  are  two  Irish,  one  German,  one  Italian, 
one  French  Canadian,  and  one  Polish  Catholic  Church  in  this  com- 
munity. Churches  of  most  of  the  protestant  denominations,  as  the 
Protestant  Episcopal,  Methodist,  Baptist,  Congregational,  German 
and  Swedish  Lutheran,  and  Universalist,  are  found  in  Community  B, 
and  they  receive  immigrants  of  their  beliefs  into  membership.  In 
addition  to  these  churches.,  there  is  a  Jewish  synagogue  in  which  Jews 
of  all  races  attend.  The  negroes  attend  the  African  Methodist 
Church.  Members  of  the  Greek  Catholic  Church  of  Russia,  composed 
of  Austrians,  Russians,  and  others  affiliated  with  that  body,  hold  serv- 
ices in  the  parish  house  of  one  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  churches. 

No  special  work  is  done  by  the  Catholic  church  among  the  immi- 
grants. Of  the  Protestant  churches,  the  Baptist  maintains  a  preach- 
ing service,  a  Bible  class,  a  sewing  school  for  girls,  and  a  physical 
training  school  for  boys  at  a  hall  in  the  Italian  quarter.  An  Italian 
missionary  is  engaged  to  work  among  these  people.  The  Univer- 
s-alist  Church  does  social  and  religious  work  through  the  Connecticut 
Bible  Society,  which  reaches  all  aliens  in  the  State.  The  Congrega- 
tional Church  helps  to  support  a  smaller  church  of  that  denomination 
in  Community  B,  and  the  Congregational  Home  Missionary  Society 
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contributes  to  the  support  of  the  minister.  This  society  also  does 
work  among  the  immigrants  of  Connecticut,  especially  among  the 
Italians,  with  whom  they  have  met  with  a  large  measure  of  success. 
The  Catholic  churches  have,  approximately,  the  following  mem- 
bership: Irish  Catholic,  6,000;  German  Catholic,  1,000;  Italian 
Catholic,  1,200;  French  Canadian  Catholic,  1,950;  Polish  Catholic, 
2,000.  In  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Churches  are  found  a  large  num- 
ber of  English,  some  Germans,  while  the  remainder  are  Americans. 
The  Congregational  Church  has  a  large  percentage  of  Germans,  some 
Swedes,  and  a  few  Italians  among  the  foreign  races.  The  Univer- 
salist  has  a  membership  of  300,  of  which  9  are  foreign-born,  26  native- 
born  of  foreign  parents,  and  265  Americans.  Almost  all  of  the 
foreign-born  and  native-born  of  foreign  parentage  are  Germans; 
however,  a  few  are  Russian  Jews  and  Lithuanians.  In  the  Baptist 
Church  are  found  31  English  or  the  children  of  English,  30  Germans 
or  the  children  of  Germans,  some  Swedes,  and  a  few  Italians.  The 
Methodist  Church  has  a  number  of  English,  Irish,  Polish,  and  Scandi- 
navians in  attendance.  The  Swedish  and  German  Lutheran  churches 
have  good  attendance,  one  of  the  German  Lutheran  churches  having 
a  membership  of  over  100.  The  Catholic  churches  are  attended  by 
races  so  that  the  question  of  relationship  does  not  enter,  but  in  the 
Protestant  churches  all  of  the  ministers  state  that  the  relationship  is 
most  pleasant.  One  minister  states,  "The  children,  whether  of  for- 
eign or  American  birth,  assimilate  the  American  spirit  so  quickly 
that  it  is  difficult  to  determine  their  origin."  The  City  Mission,  on 
whose  board  of  trustees  most  of  the  Protestant  ministers  are  mem- 
bers, does  some  religious  work  among  immigrants,  in  connection  with 
its  charitable  undertakings.  The  Salvation  Army  does  religious  and 
charitable  work  among  the  poor,  and  the  members  of  the  Jewish 
synagogue  carry  on  religious  and  charitable  work  among  the  Jews  of 
the  community. 

LIBRAKIES. 

There  are  no  libraries  equipped  for  immigrant  races  in  this  com- 
munity, and  no  special  efforts  are  made  to  provide  the  same.  An 
organization  connected  with  the  French  Canadian  Roman  Catholic 
Church  and  one  of  the  Polish  societies  have  small  libraries  with 
books  in  the  native  languages,  but  small  interest  is  shown  and  they 
are  not  considered  as  being  very  successful.  The  public  library  is 
open  to  immigrants  and  their  children,  but  such  interest  as  is  shown 
is  confined  to  those  children  who  are  attending  schools.  The  immi- 
grants themselves  manifest  no  interest  in  the  public  library  of  this 
community.  Among  the  children  of  immigrants  an  increasing 
interest  is  being  shown  by  the  Polish  children  who  are  attending 
school.  Children  of  English  and  German  speaking  races  also  mani- 
fest a  decided  interest  in  the  library. 

The  children  of  English-speaking  immigrants  generally  call  for 
fiction,  while  the  Polish  children  in  addition  to  the  reading  of  fiction, 
are  also  readers  of  biography.  As  previously  stated,  the  immigrants 
themselves  do  not  patronize  the  library.  The  books  are  almost  all 
in  English  and  the  difficulties  to  be  overcome  are  too  great  or  the 
incentive  too  small  to  induce  them  to  become  readers. 
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AMERICANIZATION. 

The  English,  Irish,  and  Scotch  have  been  the  most  rapidly  Ameri- 
canized races  in  Community  B,  due  in  large  measure  to  the  language 
spoken.  Following  are  the  Germans  and  Swedes,  who,  although 
trie  process  has  been  slower,  have  become  thoroughly  Americanized. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  Italian,  Greek,  and  Slavic  races,  with  entirely 
different  languages,  and  with  different  modes  of  living,  have  been 
much  harder  to  imbue  with  American  ideals,  but  the  process  of 
Americanization,  while  slower,  has  also  been  effective,  especially 
with  the  Italian  race.  The  least  and  slowest  progress  has  been 
among  the  Slavic  races,  and  yet,  even  among  these,  especially  in 
the  case  of  the  children,  Americanization  has  been  carried  on  and 
has  exerted  some  influence. 

The  strongest  cause  affecting  Americanization  is  the  use  of  the 
English  language.  It  is  imperative  that  the  immigrants  have  at 
least  a  smattering  of  English,  otherwise  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
secure  employment  in  this  community.  Men  who  have  come  here 
and  who  are  unable  to  speak  any  English  have  been  obliged  to  seek 
work  on  the  farms  in  the  vicinity,  and  women  and  girls  having  no 
knowledge  of  English,  on  being  refused  work  in  the  factories,  have 
turned  to  domestic  service  in  order  to  gain  a  knowledge  of  the  lan- 
guage before  taking  up  the  employment  they  desire.  The  right  of 
the  ballot  tends  largely  toward  the  Americanization  of  the  immi- 
grants. Although  they  may  not  always  use  the  ballot  to  the  best 
advantage,  yet  the  idea  that  they  have  become  citizens  has  the 
effect  of  making  them  more  thoroughly  American.  The  English- 
speaking  races  nave  been  quick  to  take  advantage  of  the  ease  with 
which  naturalization  papers  have  formerly  been  secured,  and  with 
their  relatively  low  rate  of  illiteracy  have  easily  passed  the  educa- 
tional tests  demanded  by  Connecticut.  The  Germans  are  next  in 
securing  naturalization  papers,  and  the  Scandinavian  races  are  also 
eager  to  gain  citizenship  with  its  attendant  privileges.  Among 
these  races  Americanization  has  been  strongest  and  most  wide- 
spread in  its  influence.  The  Italian  race  has  also  shown  great  desire 
to  gain  the  ballot,  although  with  them  the  ballot  has  been  harder 
to  acquire  on  account  of  their  difficulty  in  mastering  English.  This 
difficulty  is  also  one  which  people  of  Slavic  races  have  to  overcome, 
but  their  desire  for  the  ballot  is  scarcely  as  great  as  in  the  case  of  the 
Italians.  Another  cause  which  tends  to  favor  Americanization  is 
membership  in  the  various  shop  societies,  which  are  beneficial  in. 
character,  and  the  trade  unions.  Here  men  of  all  races  meet,  and, 
having  a  common  purpose,  all  race  antipathies  and  customs  are  laid 
aside  in  behalf  of  the  principles  of  the  society.  The  language  used 
in  the  meetings  is  English,  the  propositions  discussed  are  pertinent 
to  all,  and  those  in  which  all  have  a  voice. 

The  ownership  of  property  is  another  cause  which  aids  in  the 
Americanization  of  the  immigrant.  The  men  of  all  races  in  this 
community  who  own  property  are,  almost  without  exception,  men 
who  are  the  leaders  or  their  race  and  the  ones  who  have  been  the 
most  open  to  the  influence  of  American  methods  and  ideals.  Of  all 
races,  the  German  has  been  the  most  successful  in  this  respect  and 
the  German  race  in  Community  B  owns  over  $1,000,000  worth  of 
property.  The  men  of  any  race  who  own  real  estate  are  the  ones 
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who  intend  to  remain  in  the  United  States.  In  this  community 
they  are  a  permanent  element  of  the  population  and  their  welfare, 
their  aims  and  desires,  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  natives.  For 
these  reasons  the  property-owning  class,  the  great  majority  of  wliich 
are  citizens,  have  been  the  class,  regardless  of  race,  that  have  made 
the  best  citizens. 

The  public  schools,  both  day  and  night,  have  had  a  strong  influence 
in  bringing  about  Americanization.  Through  the  night  schools  the 
immigrant  has  been  reached  directly,  while  through  the  day  schools 
the  children  of  immigrants  have  been  acted  upon.  In  many  cases 
where  the  foreign-born  have  clung  to  customs  un-American  the 
influence  of  the  public  school  upon  the  children  has  been  to  modify 
the  views  of  the  fathers  through  the  children.  In  the  home  the  native 
language  may  be  spoken,  but  in  the  school  the  child  acquires  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  English  tongue,  mingles  with  children  of  all  races,  and 
absorbes  American  ideas,  which  it  brings  to  the  home.  The  night 
school  is  of  value  because  it  teaches  the  immigrant  the  language 
of  our  country,  and  with  this  as  a  basis  advancement  is  always 
rapid.  Marriages  between  races  play  a  very  small  part  in  aiding 
Americanization.  With  the  English^  Irish,  and  French  Canadian, 
races,  who  in  many  cases  have  married  native  women,  it  has  had 
an  effect,  but  with  the  races  whose  native  tongue  is  other  than  Eng- 
lish its  influence  has  been  small.  One  cause  that  tends  to  hinder 
Americanization  is  the  segregation  of  races,  as  in  the  case  of  the 
Slavic  and  Italian  races.  The  quarters  of  the  city  given  up  to  the 
Poles  and  other  Slavic  races  has  had  a  tendency  to  isolate  them. 
This  is  true  also  of  the  Italian,  and  to  a  less  extent  of  the  French 
Canadians.  Isolation  has  been  brought  about  by  willingness  on 
both  sides.  The  immigrant  naturally  goes  to  his  own  people,  and  the 
native  is  perfectly  willing  that  he  should.  The  result  has  been  to 
keep  the  immigrant  to  himself,  and  he  has  not  felt  the  broadening 
influence  of  Americanization  which  those  of  other  races  not  segre- 
gated have  felt. 

The  social-caste  system  which  exists  in  Community  B  has  also 
hindered  Americanization.  Men  of  different  races,  aside  from  the 
English  speaking,  do  not  meet  socially.  Race  traits  enter  into  this 
problem,  and  in  many  cases  the  love  of  the  native  language  and  the 
common  religion  cause  men  of  other  tongues  to  cling  together. 
They  have  little  in  common  with  the  native,  especially  with  those  of 
the  lower  classes,  and  when  work  for  the  day  is  over  each  goes  his 
own  way.  Socially,  excepting  the  English-speaking  races,  the  races 
found  in  this  community  do  not  mix  with  each  other  or  with  the 
natives,  and  the  barriers  of  race,  which  employment,  politics,  and 
other  forces  tend  to  break  down,  are  strongly  upheld  when  the  social 
side  of  life  is  taken  into  consideration.

CHAPTER  I.

DESCRIPTION    OF    THE    COMMUNITY. 

Community  C  is  situated  in  the  central  part  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut and  has  indirect  railroad  connection  with  New  York  City 
and  Boston.  Off  the  main  line  of  traffic  between  New  York  and 
Boston,  inland,  and  without  a  supply  of  water  power,  the  two  problems 
of  transportation  and  power  are  those  which  have  been  most  important 
to  its  industrial  welfare.  The  community  was  an  agricultural  set- 
tlement in  its  very  early  days  and  one  or  the  numerous  rural  com- 
munities that  marked  the  inland  advance  of  the  New  England 
settlers.  It  received  its  present  name  in  the  year  1754,  and  its 
history  reaches  back  more  than  a  century  and  a  half. 

It  was  already  a  thriving  New  England  manufacturing  community 
before  its  population  began  to  be  swelled  by  the  influx  of  persons  of 
foreign  birth.  Many  of  its  earlier  characteristics  are  still  retained, 
lessening  some  of  the  features  apt  to  distinguish  a  community  whose 
greatest  growth  has  come  with  the  immigrant. 

While  the  early  settlers  of  that  part  of  Connecticut  in  which  this 
community  lies  were  farmers,  the  land  is  not  as  well  adapted  to 
cultivation  as  it  is  in  other  parts  of  the  State.  The  soil  is  alluvial 
with  some  sand  and  clay  and  not  a  few  bowlders. 

Not  far  distant  are  tobacco  farms,  and  in  the  nearer  vicinity  are 
market  gardens  and  truck  farms.  But  the  agricultural  interests  of  the 
community  are  of  comparatively  little  importance ;  its  prosperity  has 
come  through  manufacturing,  and  farming  is  not  so  popular  as  it 
was  a  century  and  a  half  ago.  The  community  itself  affords  a  ready 
market  for  agricultural  products,  especially  fruits  and  vegetables. 
Its  extensive  hardware  manufactures  make  it  a  better  market  for  raw 
iron,  sheet  metal,  and  wire.  Its  own  manufactures  are  marketed 
principally  in  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Boston,  and  Chicago,  where 
sales  branches  of  some  of  its  principle  hardware  establishments  are 
located. 

The  city  is  now  connected  with  the  -main  line  of  railroad  between 
New  York  and  Boston  by  two  branch  roads  and  its  products  are 
easily  transported  to  the  New  York  and  Boston  markets.  There  is 
an  extensive  system  of  freight  sidings  and  laterals  connecting  the 
freight  station  with  the  main  tracks  of  the  railroad;  while  a  number 
of  factories  have  sidings  and  laterals  for  their  exclusive  use,  thus 
making  possible  ready  shipments  from  the  factories  themselves. 
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Of  passenger  trains  there  are  between  ninety  and  one  hundred  arriving 
ana  leaving  daily.  In  addition  to  these  transportation  facilities,  the 
electric  railway  lines  connect  the  community  with  neighboring  cities. 
Inducements  to  immigration  are  found  in  the  comparatively  stable 
demand  for  unskilled  factory  labor  at  fair  wages,  the  presence  of  a 
large  foreign  population,  among  which  the  Irish,  German,  Swedish, 
Polish,  Italian,  Lithuanian,  and  Hebrew  races  are  well  represented, 
exceUent  school  and  church  facilities,  and  fair  housing  accommoda- 
tions at  reasonable  rents.  Practically  no  obstacles  to  immigration 
exist.  Transportation  facilities  from  the  ports  of  New  York  and 
Boston  are  good,  the  fare  from  both  of  these  places  is  low,  and  employ- 
ment can  usually  be  found  for  a  limited  number  of  able-bodied  and 
fairly  intelligent  workmen. 

INDUSTRIAL   HISTORY   OF   THE    COMMUNITY. 

As  early  as  1860  Community  C  was  recognized  as  a  thriving  indus- 
trial city.  In  that  year  an  article  appeared  in  a  local  newspaper 
relative  to  the  manufactures  of  the  community.  "This  village/'  the 
article  stated,  "has  acquired  some  reputation  for  its  manufactures. 
Its  fabrics  are  familiar  in  all  the  markets  of  our  own  country,  and 
exported  to  some  extent  to  foreign  markets."  Thus,  half  a  century 
ago,  the  community  was  known  for  its  industrial  activity.  As 
expressed  in  another  publication,  "A  locality  aside  from  any  thor- 
oughfare of  public  travel,  whose  beginning  had  no  advantage  of  capital 
or  water  power,  or  any  material  advantages  for  the  prosecution  of 
business,"  it  had  made  an  entrance  into  the  manufacturing  world. 

Manufacturing  tendencies  began  to  appear  in  this  community  as 
early  as  the  end  of  the  preceding  century.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  its  earliest  manufacturers  turned  toward  hardware,  for  to-day 
Community  C  is  known  as  the  "Hardware  city"  and  stands  ahead  of 
all  the  cities  in  the  United  States  in  hardware  manufacture.  Pre- 
vious to  1800  one  of  its  citizens  had  made  a  few  brass  buckles,  and-  • 
irons,  etc.,  and  sold  them  to  his  neighbors.  He  sent  his  son,  and 
induced  two  of  his  neighbors  to  send  theirs,  to  Stockbridge,  Mass., 
to  learn  the  trade  of  brass  founder,  clock  maker,  and  silver-spoon 
maker.  The  result  was  that  two  of  these  young  men  commenced 
the  manufacture  of  sleigh  bells  in  the  city  in  the  spring  of  1800.  Of 
this  enterprise,  Community  C,°  Patents  and  Patentees  says,  on  page 
7:  "Which  business  was  continued  by  them  and  their  successors 
without  competition  until  1840,  and  was  the  leading  business  of  the 
place  until  1830." 

The  two  small  shops  in  which  were  manufactured  sleigh  bells,  and- 
irons, clocks,  spoons,  and  harness  and  shoe  buckles  were,  ju-rording 
to  the  same  authority,  the  first  shops  for  any  manufacture  designed 
for  a  market  abroad,  and  that  establishment  was  the  first  manufac- 
tory in  the  village  and  commenced  in  1800.  The  market  abroad  was 
found  in  Boston,  Albany,  New  York,  and  Philadelphia,  to  which 
places  the  manufactured  goods  were  transported  in  saddle  bags.  As 
early  as  1812  three  individuals,  one  a  jeweler  from  another  State, 
began  what  was  called  the  "plating  business."  They  made  wires  by 
plating  copper  bars  with  silver  and  then  drawing  them  into  wires, 

a  Community  C  is  substituted  for  the  real  name  of  the  city. 
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which,  like  the  bars,  had  a  coating  of  silver  and  a  core  or  body  of 
copper.  From  this  wire  they  made  rings  for  men's  overcoats,  hooks 
and  eyes  for  women's  wear,  and  curb  chains  for  bridles.  This  busi- 
ness passed  into  other  hands  and  was  greatly  increased  in  variety  and 
amount. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  manufacture  of  saddlery  hardware 
is  now  carried  on  by  a  manufacturing  company  which  is  partly  owned 
by  a  descendant  or  the  same  family  as  the  early  proprietors  of  the 
"plating  business." 

In  the  year  1835  a  partnership  was  formed  by  five  of  the  commu- 
nity's citizens  for  the  manufacture  of  plate  locks.  This  was  the 
beginning  of  one  of  the  largest  of  the  city  s  hardware  establishments, 
although  it  did  not  assume  its  present  name  until  1850,  when  the 
hardware  business  of  several  small  manufacturers  of  the  city  was 
bought,  together  with  a  hardware  factory  in  a  different  State,  and 
comDined  in  one  corporation. 

In  1842  a  partnership  was  formed  by  two  individuals  for  the  manu- 
facture of  furniture  casters,  cupboard  catches,  and  other  small  arti- 
cles. Out  of  this  little  establishment  grew  a  hardware  and  cutlery 
manufacturing  establishment,  which  was  referred  to  by  a  local  his- 
torian as  ua  firm  known  to-day  (1903),  in  addition  to  other  lines  of 
hardware,  as  the  largest  makers  of  table  cutlery  in  the  world." 

In  1842  the  manufacture  of  bolts,  hinges,  drawer  and  chest  handles, 
etc.,  was  begun  in  the  community  as  an  individual  business.  In  1850 
a  joint-stock  company  was  formed  to  carry  on  this  industry.  To-day 
this  company  is  one  of  the  largest  hardware-manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  city. 

An  establishment  which  has  been  one  of  the  most  important  factors 
in  the  industrial  development  of  the  community  had  its  genesis  in 
1849,  when  a  farmer  lad,  who  had  learned  the  trade  of  IOCK  making 
in  the  city,  formed  a  partnership  with  his  brother  and  a  skilled  brass 
founder.  They  began  work  in  a  small  shop  which  cost,  with  the  land 
it  was  on,  about  $600.  The  first  venture  of  the  new  firm  was  the 
manufacture  of  ox  balls,  for  tipping  the  horns  of  cattle.  In  a  few 
years  the  business  was  in  the  hands  of  the  two  brothers  alone,  and  in 
1854  the  firm  was  incorporated  with  a  capital  of  $50,000.  In  T879 
the  manufacture  of  cabinet  locks  was  begun  by  the  same  company. 
Three  years  later  the  cabinet-lock  business  was  sold  to  a  new  corpora- 
tion, organized  to  develop  this  branch  of  the  business.  In  1875  one 
of  the  largest  hardware  establishments  in  the  city  began  the  manu- 
facture of  screws.  Two  years  later  the  company  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture of  ox  balls  added  a  screw  department  to  its  plant.  In  1891 
the  first  company  bought  a  screw  factory  in  another  State,  and  in 
1903  all  the  companies  engaged  in  this  industry  were  merged  into  one 
corporation. 

That  special  line  of  hardware  known  as  carpenters'  tools  is  repre- 
sented by  a  large  factory,  which  has  branch  establishments  in  other 
places,  one  of  these  branch  factories  being  situated  in  the  Dominion 
of  Canada.  The  history  of  this  establishment  can  be  traced  back  to 
1850;  when  a  company  was  formed  for  the  manufacture  of  boxwood 
and  ivory  rules.  In  1853  another  company  was  incorporated  for  the 
purpose  of  manufacturing  try-squares  and  levels.  In  1855  the  box 
wood  company  bought  the  rule  business  of  a  firm  in  another  city  and 
removed  the  works  to  Community  C.  Three  years  later  the  boxwood 
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companv  was  consolidated  with  the  one  engaged  in  tho  manufacture 
of  try-squares  and  levels,  and  in  1862  a  factory  in  a  nearby  State 
became  the  property  of  the  combined  companies. 

Competition  between  the  two  large  hardware  establishments  first 
noted  was  also  lessened  in  1902  by  the  formation  of  a  holding  com- 
pany, whicli  controls  the  management  of  these  two  corporations  and 
exerts  a  strong  influence  in  the  industrial  affairs  of  the  city. 

This  is  the  brief  story  of  the  origin  and  general  development  of  the 
principal  establishments  manufacturing  hardware  and  similar  goods. 
Other  manufacturing  plants  of  less  importance  have  grown  up,  but 
the  history  of  the  founding  of  those  enumerated  above  covers  the 
formative  period  of  the  community  as  a  manufacturing  center  and 
suggests  the  local  initiative  to  which  the  industrial  development  of 
the  locality  has  been  due. 

The  history  of  the  coming  of  the  immigrant  races  to  Community  C 
is  also,  in  general,  the  history  of  their  entrance  into  the  factories.  By 
looking  back  to  the  beginning  of  the  principal  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments, it  can  be  noticed  that  up  to  1835  all  of  the  city's  enter- 
prises had  been  small.  Even  up  to  1850  there  was  no  establishment 
of  importance.  The  Irish  came  to  the  community  about  the  year 
1839;  but  not  to  enter  the  factories;  they  went  to  work  first  upon 
the  neighboring  farms.  And  the  period  of  their  greatest  influx  did 
not  begin  until  about  1850,  when  tne  manufactures  of  the  city  began 
to  show  signs  of  real  growth.  The  same  year  a  few  Germans  came, 
and  at  once  entered  the  factories  as  skilled  workmen.  Immigra- 
tion had  now  definitely  begun,  and  industrial  growth  as  well. 
Between  1835  and  1860  five  of  the  principal  metal  goods  manufac- 


turing establishments  were  founded  and  a  sixth  was  of  remoter 
origin.  These  six  establishments,  together  with  the  lock  company 
and  the  screw  factory,  bear  to-day  the  following  relation  in  number 
of  employees  to  all  the  other  industries  of  the  community  combined:

The  relation,  then,  of  these  eight  establishments  to  the  industrial 
life  of  the  city  is  apparent;  the  years  of  their  early  growth  are  thus 
significant  in  industrial  history,  and  these  years  mark  the  real  begin- 
ning of  immigration  to  the  community. 

The  period  of  greatest  influx  of  wage-earners  of  foreign  birth  into 
Community  C  was  for  the — 

Irish,  from 1850-1870 

Germans  1870-1884 

Swedes  1880-1890 

Hebrew? 1882-1890 

Poles 1895-1905 

Lithuanians 1895-1905 

Italians 1902-1906 

These  seven  races  are  the  principal  races  employed  to-day  in  the 
factories,  and  the  above  table  shows  the  order  in  which  they  entered 
the  city's  industrial  life.  Roughly,  these  successive  stages  in  imnii-

sharply  defined,  but  indicated  by  growth  in  business. 

Merely  as  an  indication  of  the  increase  in  industrial  activity  dur- 
ing the  years  from  1900  to  1908  alone,  the  following  statement  is 
suggestive :

The  figures  of  total  capitalization  for  1908  are  not  available,  and 
the  number  of  establishments  for  that  year  is  probably  too  small, 
being  made  according  to  the  state  factory  inspector's  classification 
and  not  according  to  that  of  the  Census  Bureau,  but  the  number  of 
employees  may  be  safely  compared  for  the  three  years  specified. 
From  1900  to  1905  the  total  number  of  employees  increased  25.6 
per  cent.  From  1905  to  1908  it  increased  43.9  per  cent,  and  for  the 
whole  period  from  1900  to  1908  the  increase  was  80.7  per  cent. 
Noting  that  the  total  number  of  American  whites  (and  this  means 
persons  whose  American  ancestry  goes  back  two  or  more  genera- 
tions) in  the  city  to-day,  as  shown  in  a  preceding  table,  is  only  about 
7,000,  the  significance  of  the  immigrant  in  the  industrial  develop- 
ment appears.  In  1908,  14,497  persons  were  employed  in  the  fac- 
tories, while  only  some  7,000  American  men,  women,  and  children 
were  to  be  found  in  the  whole  city,  or,  in  other  words,  nearly  a  third 
of  the  city's  total  population  is  in  the  factories,  and  five-sixths  of  the 
total  population  is  of  rather  recent  foreign  descent.  Thus  it  plainly 
appears  how  vital  a  factor  is  the  immigrant  in  the  industrial  activity 
of  the  community.  In  this  connection  something  further  may  be 
said  of  the  effect  of  immigrants  upon  local  industries. 

To  the  immigrant,  as  has  been  suggested  above,  is  due  in  large 
measure  the  great  industrial  development  of  the  community.  With- 
out him  the  problem  of  sufficient  factory  labor  would  have  been 
difficult  of  solution.  The  immigrant  has  gone  into  the  factories- 
few  of  the  males  of  working  age  are  found  elsewhere — and  the  growth 
of  the  factories  has  been  made  possible  with  each  increasing  influx. 

The  population  figures  of  different  periods  of  the  last  century  are 
significant  of  the  growing  immigration.

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These 'figures  are  for  the  entire  township,  which  was  consolidated 
with  the  city  in  1905. 

As  the  population  has  increased  most  during  the  past  twenty  years 
so  has  the  greatest  industrial  growth  been  during  this  period. 

Only  one  industry  can  be  said  to  have  been  established  by  immi- 
grants, the  manufacture  of  metal  trimmings  for  suspenders  and 
garters,  snap  fasteners,  sheet  metal  and  wire  goods.  In  1888  one 
German,  two  German- Americans,  and  two  English- Americans  formed 
a  company  for  the  manufacture  of  these  goods.  The  business  pros- 
pered and  increased  in  size,  and  while  not  one  of  the  largest  of  the 
city's  manufacturing  plants,  it  is  of  considerable  importance.  Many 
other  immigrants  and  children  of  immigrants  have  ventured  into 
business,  but  this  is  the  only  immigrant  in  the  field  of  manufactur- 
ing, and  stands  as  the  sole  instance  of  a  new  industry  established  by 
immigrants.  Of  the  many  Community  C  patentees  (and  in  19QO 
there  had  been  issued  to  the  city's  residents  1,447  patents),  one  of 
the  founders  of  this  company,  a  German  by  birth,  had  more  than 
twice  as  many  patents  to  his  credit  as  any  other,  having  taken  out 
113. 

Beyond  the  boundaries  of  the  city,  however,  in  a  neighboring 
town,  is  another  industry  established  by  immigrants.  This  com- 
pany, which  is  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  brick,  was  estab- 
lished in  1905  by  Italians,  and  about  90  per  cent  of  the  stock  is  in 
the  hands  of  persons  of  this  race,  a  number  of  the  stockholders 
being  Community  C  Italians.  The  paid-up  capital  of  this  company 
is  $25,000;  the  annual  capacity  of  the  plant  7,000,000  bricks,  and 
the  average  number  of  men  employed  is  20,  with  a  maximum  of  50. 

So  far  as  has  been  ascertained,  it  can  not  be  said  that  any  industry 
has  been  established  or  promoted  because  of  the  opportunity  to 
employ  immigrants.  The  fact  that  a  large  immigrant  population 
has  or  late  years  afforded  a  comparatively  full  labor  market  may, 
perhaps,  indirectly  account  for  the  establishment  of  some  of  the 
more  recent  industries.  No  large  manufacturing  establishments, 
however,  owe  their  existence  to  this.  Some  of  trie  factories  have 
employed  immigrant  labor  ever  since  their  establishment,  but  it  is 
doubtful  if  any  of  them  were  created  because  of  the  opportunity  to 
employ  immigrants. 

No  industries  have  been  established  or  prompted  because  of  the 
peculiar  training  or  skill  of  immigrants,  nor  has  the  demand  by  immi- 
grant consumers  led  to  the  establishment  of  any  new  industries. 
No  such  demand  exists,  at  least  not  in  a  degree  sufficient  to  warrant 
the  embarking  upon  any  new  industrial  enterprise.  The  number  of 
immigrants  who  have  become  employers,  except  as  proprietors  of 
retail  stores,  is  insignificant.  No  manufacturing  plant  of  appre- 
ciable size,  with  the  exception  of  the  manufacturing  company  already 
referred  to  and  the  brick  company  in  the  nearby  town,  is  in  the 
hands  of  immigrants  or  their  children.  The  Germans  and  English 
who  established  the  former  company,  and  the  Italians  who  created 
the  latter  company,  are  then  the  only  representatives  of  the  immi- 
grant races  who  have  become,  in  any  significant  sense,  employers. 

The  small  employers,  the  retail  merchants,  usually  employ  persons 
of  their  own  races,  as  their  trade  does  not  ordinarily  extend  much 
beyond  their  own  racial  or  linguistic  boundaries. 
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Of  tlu>  two  larger  immigrant  employers  previously  referred  to,  the 
smaller,  the  brirk  company,  employs  Italians  alone.  The  other  fac- 
tory, which  was  established  by  Germans  and  English,  is  not  strictly 
an  immigrant  employer,  as  its  management  is  chiefly  in  the  hands 
of  second-generation  Germans  und  its  business  relationships  and 
methods  are  essentially  American.  The  races  to  be  found  in  its 
employ  are:  Polish,  Irish,  Swedish,  Lithuanian,  Slovak,  German, 
French  Canadian,  Italian,  Armenian,  and  Greek,  this -being  approxi- 
mately the  order  of  their  numerical  strength. 

INDUSTRIAL     SIGNIFICANCE     OF     THE     COMMUNITY     AT     THE     PRESENT 

TIME. 

The  table  below  shows  for  the  year  1905  the  amount  of  capital  and 
labor  in  Community  C  engaged  In  the  manufacture  of  hardware  as 
compared  with  all  other  industries.  As  can  be  readily  seen  from  the 
table,  more  than  one-half  of  the  labor  and  capital  of  Community  C  is 
in  hardware  manufacturing.

In  1908  the  records  of  the  state  factory  inspector  showed  56  indus- 
trial establishments  in  Community  C  employing  five  or  more  persons 
each.  The  total  number  of  employees  hi  these  56  establishments  was 
14,497,  of  whom  11,356  were  men  and  3,141  women.  The  smaUest 
number  employed  in  any  establishment  was  five  and  the  largest  num- 
ber 2,4 15. 

These  figures  indicate  in  a  crude  way  the  importance  of  the  com- 
munity's industries.  Placing  the  total  population  of  the  city  at 
approximately  44,000,  it  is  found  that  nearly  one-third  of  all  the 
persons  in  the  city  were  employed  in  the  56  establishments  recorded 
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by  the  factory  inspector.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  the 
year  1908  was  one  of  comparative  stagnation  in  the  industrial  world 
^and  that  the  above  figures  do  not  represent  fully  the  total  employ- 
ment under  the  most  favorable  conditions. 

The  opportunities  for  employment  in  the  lower  occupations,  such 
as  common  laborer,  machine  operator,  etc.,  are  numerous  in  the 
establishments  manufacturing  hardware,  cutlery,  tools,  and  other 
metal  goods.  The  positions  requiring  skill  and  training  are,  of  course, 
fewer,  and  less  frequently  vacant;  yet  even  of  these  there  are  usually 
a  number  open  to  skilled  workmen.  Labor  qualified  to  fill  these 
latter  positions  is  not  abundant  and  the  field  is  by  no  means  over- 
crowded. Yet  because  of  the  large  amount  of  unskilled  labor  required 
in  the  production  of  hardware  and  kindred  manufactures,  the  bulk 
of  the  employment  available  is  in  the  unskilled  (and  consequently 
less  remunerative)  occupations. 

Outside  of  the  hardware,  cutlery,  and  tool  manufacturing  indus- 
tries the  opportunities  for  employment  are  not  great.  A  hosiery  and 
knit  underwear  factory  affords  employment  to  a  number  of  women 
(and  a  few  men),  and  the  iron  foundries  and  machine  shops,  which 
are  relatively  inconsiderable  in  the  extent  of  their  demand  for  labor, 
offer  employment  for  a  small  number  of  men.  The  manufacture  of 
hardware  and  allied  lines,  however,  is  the  great  source  of  labor 
demand,  and  employment  is  usually  to  be  found  in  these  factories. 

Of  native  labor  there  is  but  a  small  supply;  the  wages  paid,  more- 
over, for  the  lower  grades  of  work  are  not  sufficient  to  tempt  the 
American  workman.  The  factories  must  look  to  the  immigrant  for 
most  of  their  employees.  And  the  right  sort  of  immigrant,  one  who 
•can  adapt  himself  to  the  work,  who  is  steady  and  industrious,  and 
content  with  a  moderate  wage,  will  usually  find  employment  with 
the  larger  of  the  metal  manufacturing  establishments.

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Of  686  households  studied  in  this  locality  85.7  per  cent  have  heads 
who  are  of  foreign  birth,  the  heads  of  9.9  per  cent  of  the  households 
are  native-born  whites  of  native  father  and  the  heads  of  4.4  per  cent 
of  the  households  are  native-born  of  foreign  father.  Of  the  house- 
holds whose  heads  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  those  whose 
heads  are  of  English,  German,  and  Irish  parentage  each  show  1.5 
per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  households  for  whom  information 
was  secured.  Of  the  households  whose  heads  are  foreign-born,  those

Of  the  3,688  persons  in  the  686  households  studied  in  this  locality, 
90.9  per  cent  are  in  households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born, 
3  per  cent  in  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign 
father,  and  the  remaining  proportion,  a  fraction  over  6  per  cent,  in 
households  the  heads  of  which  are  native  whites  born  of  native  father. 
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Concerning  those  in  households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign- 
born,  only  2.2  per  cent  are  in  Russian  households,  and  9.1  per  cent 
each  in  German  and  Ruthenian  households,  as  compared  with  pro- 
portions in  Polish,  Swedish,  Lithuanian,  South  Italian,  and  Slovak 
households,  in  the  order  named,  ranging  from  16.3  to  13  per  cent. 
In  households,  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father, 
the  proportions  in  those  the  heads  of  which  are -the  second  genera- 
tion of  English,  Germans,  and  Irish,  are  practically  the  same.  As 
regards  those  persons  for  whom  detailed  information  was  secured,  it 
will  be  noted  that  the  proportions  in  the  various  households  vary 
only  slightly,  when  at  all,  from  the  proportions  shown  for  all  persons 
in  the  households  studied.

The  preceding  table  shows  that  of  3,675  persons  for  whom  detailed 
information  was  secured,  54.8  per  cent  are  males  and  45.2  per  cent 
are  females.  The  persons  who  are  native-born  whites  of  native 
father,  and  those  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  show  a  higher 
percentage  of  females  than  of  males;  while  the  employees  of  foreign 
birth  show  a  considerably  higher  percentage  of  males  than  of  females.

The  preceding  table  shows  that  of  3,675  persons  for  whom  detailed 
information  was  secured,  2,014  are  males  and  1,661  are  females.  Of 
the  total  number  for  whom  information  was  secured  55.1  per  cent 
are  of  foreign  birth,  37.8  per  cent  are  native-born  of  foreign  father, 
and  7.1  per  cent  are  native-born  whites  of  native  father.  Of  the 
persons  who  are  native-born  whites  of  native  father  and  those  who 
are  native-born  of  foreign  father  the  table  shows  that  information 
was  secured  from  a  higher  percentage  of  females  than  of  males,  while 
of  the  foreign-born  persons  information  was  secured  from  a  higher 
percentage  of  males  than  of  females. 

Of  the  persons  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  those  of 
Swedish  parentage  show  7.5  per  cent,  followed  in  the  order  named  by 
those  of  Slovak,  Lithuanian  and  German  parentage,  while  no  persons 
whose  parents  were  of  any  other  specified  race  show  over  5  per  cent 
of  the  total  number  for  whom  information  was  secured.  All  of  the 
persons  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  except  those  whose 
fathers  were  born  in  Russia,  show  a  higher  percentage  of  females 
than  of  males. 

Of  the  foreign-born  persons  the  Poles  show  12.2  per  cent,  followed 
by  the  South  Italians,  the  Lithuanians,  the  Slovaks,  the  Swedes,  and 
the  Ruthenians,  while  none  of  the  other  specified  races  show  over 
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4.5  per  cent  of  the  total  number  for  whom  information  was  secured. 
In  this  group  the  Bohemians  and  Moravians,  English,  Irish,  and 
Swedes  show  a  higher  percentage  of  females  than  of  males.

CHAPTER  II. 

RACIAL  DISPLACEMENTS. 

History  of  immigration — Estimated  population  at  the  present  time  (1909) — Period  of 
residence  in  the  United  States  of  foreign-born  employees  and  members  of  their 
households — Racial  classification  of  employees  at  the  present  time. — [Text  Tables 
159  to  165  and  General  Table  133]. 

HISTORY    OF    IMMIGRATION. 

For  seventy  years  the  immigrant  has  been  coming  to  Community 
C.  Up  to  the  late  eighteen  hundred  and  thirties  the  town  was  com- 
posed of  a  purely  American  population.  The  first  of  the  immigrants 
were  the  Irish.  The  construction  of  the  steam  railroad,  which  was 
opened  to  traffic  in  1839,  brought  numbers  of  Irish  laborers  into  the 
vicinity.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  railroad,  some  of  them  drifted 
into  an  adjacent  valley  and  found  work  upon  farms  near  the  city. 
From  that  time  onward  the  Irish  population  has  increased,  being 
most  rapid  in  its  augmentation  during  the  twenty  years  from  1850 
to  1870. 

At  about  the  time  that  the  Irish  population  began  to  increase 
most  rapidly  (1850),  the  first  Germans  came.  Unlike  the  Irish, 
they  did  not  come  by  chance,  but  in  answer  to  a  demand  for  skilled 
factory  labor.  New  methods  in  hardware  manufacture  had  pro- 
duced a  demand  for  more  skilled  labor  than  the  local  market  could 
supply;  effort  was  made  to  get  machinists  and  lock  makers;  and  in 
answer  about  30  young  unmarried  Germans  came  in  the  year  1850. 
Their  reports  of  well-paid  work  brought  about  100  more  to  the 
community  in  the  next  three  years,  some  coming  from  Germany, 
some  from  other  parts  of  the  United  States.  From  that  time  on  the 
influx  of  Germans  was  gradual  until  about  1870-1872,  when  many 
German  families  emigrated  from  Germany  to  Community  C,  num- 
bers of  them  to  escape  conscription  and  the  war  in  Europe.  During 
the  next  twelve  years  (1872-1884)  the  arrival  of  Germans  was  con- 
siderable; but  of  late  the  stream  of  German  immigration  has  been 
slight. 

The  number  of  Scotch  in  the  city  is  so  inconsiderable  (only  about 
400)  that  their  part  in  local  history  is  not  important,  It  is  worthy 
of  note,  however,  that  they  were  among  the  early  immigrants. 
They  began  to  arrive  about  1860,  and  during  the  next  twenty  years 
continued  to  come,  a  few  at  a  time.  Since  1880,  however,  Scotch 
immigrants  to  the  community  have  been  rare.' 

Next  to  establish  himself  in  the  community  was  the  Hebrew. 
About  the  year  1868  the  first  Hebrew  arrivals  appeared.  The 
period  of  their  greatest  influx,  however,  did  not  begin  until  some 
rourteen  years  later;  the  period  from  1882  to  1890  saw  the  most 
rapid  increase  in  the  Hebrew  population.  While  the  first  Hebrew 
came  to  open  a  store,  most  of  the  early,  as  wTell  as  the  later,  arrivals 
came  because  of  the  opportunity  to  work  in  the  hardware  and  other 
factories. 
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The  humble  beginning  of  Swedish  immigration  was  not  indicative 
of  the  great  influx  which  was  to  follow  and  of  the  great  material 
prosperity  which  has  attended  the  Swedish  element  of  the  population. 
The  first  immigrant  was  a  servant  girl,  who  was  sent  for  by  a  family 
in  1874  to  replace  an  Irish  servant.  Other  -Swedish  girls  followed 
during  the  next  few  years,  then  men,  and  a  little  later  whole  families. 
Most  of  the  girls  became  domestic  servants,  although  a  few  went 
into  the  factory  of  a  knitting  company.  The  men,  for  the  most 
part,  found  employment  in  the  hardware  factories  and  iron  foun- 
dries. So  well  liked  were  the  Swedes  in  factory  and  home  that  a 
demand  for  Swedish  help  developed,  and  the  stream  of  Swedish 
immigration  continued.  The  decade  from  1880  to  1890  is  said  to 
have  been  the  period  of  greatest  Swedish  influx,  but  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  times  of  business  depression,  in  the  early  nineties  and 
again  in  1907-8,  there  has  been  a  steady  stream  of  Swedish  immi- 
gration during  the  past  thirty  years. 

While  the  first  Polish  immigrants  were  only  a  few  years  behind 
the  Swedes,  coming  in  1878,  the  real  movement  of  Polish  immigration 
can  hardly  be  said  to  have  begun  much  before  1890,  and  it  was 
during  the  decade  from  1895  to  1905  that  the  majority  of  the  Poles 
came.  It  was  the  need  of  the  factories  for  more  unskilled  labor 
which  brought  most  of  the  Poles,  and  to-day  the  Pole  will  probably 
be  found  in  greater  numbers  in  the  factories  than  will  any  other 
race. 

Four  Italians  volunteered  in  the  Union  Army  of  1861  from  Com- 
munity C;  but  the  number  which  had  come  to  the  city  prior  to  the 
civil  war  w^as  so  small  that  their  arrival  has  little  significance  in  the 
history  of  Italian  immigration.  Not  until  the  seventies  was  there 
a  significant  Italian  movement;  even  then  the  stream  of  immigration 
was  inconsiderable.  In  1902,  however,  a  noticeable  increase  in  the 
number  of  Italian  immigrants  occurred,  and  during  the  next  four 
years  Italian  arrivals  were  numerous. 

Many  of  the  Italians  doubtless  came  because  of  the  favorable 
reports  of  their  friends  already  here  regarding  the  opportunities  for 
employment  in  the  factories.  It  is  very  probable  that  the  great 
need  of  the  hardware  factories  for  unskilled  labor  during  the  years 
1902-1906  explains  the  noticeable  influx  of  Italians  at  that  time. 
It  is  said  that  one  large  hardware  corporation  had  an  employee 
whose  business  it  was  to  go  to  New  York  on  the  arrival  of  a  steamer 
conveying  Italian  immigrants  and  select  the  desirable  arrivals  for 
shipment  to  Community  C. 

The  first  group  of  "French  Canadians  arrived  in  1880.  There 
were  but  few  of  them,  however,  and  even  now,  after  nearly  thirty 
years,  there  are  only  about  300  French  Canadians  in  the  community. 
Slovaks  began  to  come  to  the  community  in  1884.  They  have  not 
increased  rapidly,  however,  and  there  are  only  some  400  of  them 
in  the  city  at  the  present  time. 

The  year  1885  saw  the  beginning  of  Lithuanian  immigration  to 
the  community.  But  during  the  ten  years  that  followed,  they  did 
not  arrive  in  very  great  numbers.  The  decade  from  1895*to  1905 
brought  the  majority  of  them. 

The  Ruthenians,  Armenians,  Persians,  and  Russians  entered  the 
community  at  about  the  same  time;  the  Ruthenians  began  to  come 
in  1889,  the  Armenians  in  1890,  and  the  Persians  and  Russians  in 
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1894.  The  latest  arrivals  of  the  16  principal  races  were  the  Greeks, 
who  began  to  come  in  1900.  The  Greek  element  in  the  population 
is  so  small,  numbering  only  some  40  persons,  that  it  is  or  little  im- 
portance in  the  study  of  the  different  races  in  the  community.

An  insight  into  the  racial  movements  to  the  several  industries  in 
Community  C  may  also  be  had  from  a  brief  account  of  the  history  of 
immigration  to  a  number  of  representative  manufacturing  establish- 
ments, each  of  which  is  arbitrarily  designated  by  a  number.  Plant 
No.  1  is  owned  by  a  corporation  which  is  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  hardware.  When  the  plant  was  established  the  working  force  was 
composed  of  Americans,  but  later  on,  as  the  business  expanded  and 
a  demand  was  created  for  a  larger  working  force,  immigrants  were 
employed  from  time  to  tune.  The  order  in  which  the  different  races 
have  entered  the  employ  of  the  company  is  as  follows:  Americans, 
Irish,  Germans,  Swedes,  Poles,  and  Italians.  Immigrants  <of  other 
races  are  employed  in  the  factory,  but  only  in  small  numbers.  No 
employees  of  any  particular  race  have  been  displaced  and  the  intro- 
duction of  the  different  immigrant  races  has  been  due  to  the  growth 
of  the  establishment  and  the  large  supply  of  immigrant  labor 
available. 

The  company  which  operates  plant  No.  2  is  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture of  spring  beds.  The  plant  was  established  in  1898  and 
employees  were  taken  into  the  factory  regardless  of  race.  The  same 
system  of  securing  labor  has  obtained  ever  since  the  business  was 
tarted  and  the  present  working  force  consists  of  the  same  races 
xnployed  when  the  plant  first  went  into  operation.  The  immigrant 
employees  of  this  company  consist  of  Hebrews,  Swedes,  Germans, 
Irish,  Poles,  Russians,  North  Italians,  Slovenians,  French,  and 
Lithuanians.  No  particular  race  predominates  and  no  employees 
of  any  one  race  have  been  displaced  since  the  factory  was  established.

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The  company  operating  plant  No.  3  is  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  machine  tools.  The  factory  went  into  operation  in  1887.  No 
effort  was  made  on  the  part  of  the  company  to  secure  labor  of  any 
particular  race  and  the  present  force  is  of  about  the  same  racial  com- 
position as  that  first  employed.  Owing  to  the  expansion  of  the 
business,  the  force  now  employed  is  much  larger  than  that  of  several 
years  ago.  In  hiring  men  the  skill  of  the  individual  alone  is  con- 
sidered, so  that  various  races  are  represented  in  the  different  depart- 
ments of  the  plant.  The  present  force  consists  of  Hebrews,  Swedes, 
Germans,  Poles,  and  North  Italians. 

Plant  No.  4  was  established  in  1888  by  a  company  composed  of 
immigrants  from  Germany.  This  company  is  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture of  suspender  and  garter  trimmings  and  buckles.  When  the 
factory  went  into  operation  in  1888  Irish  and  Poles  made  up  the 
working  force,  but  since  that  time  other  races  have  been  taken  into 
the  factory.  This  has  been  due  to  the  large  amount  of  immigrant 
labor  in  the  vicinity,  and  as  no  particular  race  is  preferred,  the  work- 
ing force  is  made  up  of  various  nationalities.  The  present  force  con- 
sists of  Irish,  Poles,  Slovaks,  Lithuanians,  Ruthenians,  Hebrews,  and 
Italians.  No  race  has  ever  been  displaced,  and  the  employment  of 
additional  immigrant  labor  has  been  due  to  the  expansion  of  the 
industry. 

The  company  operating  plant  No.  5  is  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  iron  castings.  The  factory  was  established  in  1863  and  the  working 
force  at  that  tune  consisted  of  Americans  and  Irish,  the  Americans 
predominating.  The  Americans  gradually  dropped  out,  going  into 
higher-paid  occupations,  until  in  1870  the  majority  of  employees  were 
Irish.  About  1875-76  the  company  began  to  employ  Swedes,  as  the 
Irish  were  passing  into  more  skilled  occupations  and  fewer  were 
applying  for  work.  Until  1890  the  Swedish  influx  was  noticeable,  and 
for  the  ten  years  previous  to  1890  the  Swedes  formed  the  bulk  of  the 
working  force  of  tne  company.  From  1890  to  1895  the  Swedes  began 
leaving  the  factory,  going  into  plants  where  more  skill  was  required 
and  better  wages  were  paid.  Their  places  were  filled  with  Poles, 
Lithuanians,  and  Italians,  which  races  now  constitute  the  working 
force  of  plant  No.  5.  From  time  to  tune  Germans,  Scotch,  Hebrews, 
and  Russians  have  been  employed  in  the  factory,  but  only  in  small 
numbers,  and  there  has  been  no  decided  tendency  on  the  part  of 
these  races  to  enter  the  industry.  In  every  instance  the  races  leaving 
the  employment  of  this  company  have  entered  more  skilled  and 
higher-paid  occupations. 

Plant  No.  6  went  into  operation  in  1850.  The  company  owning 
this  plant  is  engaged  in  general  hardware  manufacture  and  the  first 
working  force  employed  was  composed  of  Americans  and  Irish. 
Owing  to  the  expansion  of  the  business,  the  force  of  employees  was 
greatly  increased  in  1860,  and  at  that  time  a  number  of  Germans  were 
employed.  The  above  races  formed  the  bulk  of  the  working  force 
until  about  1875,  when  Swedes  began  to  enter  the  industry.  The 
business  continued  to  expand,  and  in  1890,  as  the  force  of  Americans, 
Irish,  Germans,  and  Swedes  was  not  large  enough  to  operate  the  plant, 
a  number  of  Poles  were  employed.  In  the  last  fifteen  years  the  influx 
of  Poles  has  been  so  great  that  they  now  form  the  bulk  of  the  working 
force.  From  1890  to  1909  Slovaks,  Ruthenians,  Italians,  arid  French- 
Canadians  have  been  employed  and  are  taking  the  places  of  Ameri- 
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cans,  Irish,  Germans  and  Swedes,  who  are  gradually  leaving  the  plant 
and  entering  other  occupations. 

The  employment  of  the  more  recent  immigrants  has  been  due  to  the 
increase  in  the  size  of  the  factory  and  the  difficulty  in  securing  em- 
ployees of  the  older  immigrant  races,  or  native  labor. 

There  are  no  statistics  available  to  show  the  racial  movements  to 
Community  C,  but  the  returns  of  the  federal  and  state  censuses,  exhib- 
iting the  changes  in  the  population  of  the  city  according  to  country  of 
birth  and  parentage,  corroborate  the  preceding  history  of  immigra- 
tion to  the  community  and  its  industrial  establishments.  In  1900 
Community  C  had,  according  to  the  Twelfth  Census,  a  population  of 
25,998.  Of  this  population,  16,705  persons,  or  64.26  per  cent,  were 
native-born,  and  of  this  number  barely  two-fifths,  or  6,719,  were  born 
of  native  parents.  Thus  little  more  than  a  quarter  of  the  city's  popu- 
lation (25.84  per  cent)  was  of  native  parentage. 

While  the  foreign-born  persons  numbered  only  9,293  (35.74  per  cent 
of  the  total  population),  there  were  9,986  native-born  persons  whose 
parents  were  from  foreign  countries.  So  that  the  number  of  persons 
of  foreign  parentage  was  19,279,  almost  three-fourths  (74.16  per 
cent)  of  the  total  population  of  the  city.  This  fact  is  shown  by  the 
following  figures  from  the  federal  census  of  1900:

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The  foreign-born  element  was  widely  distributed  as  to  place  of 
birth.  While  the  census  classification  does  not  show  race,  the  coun- 
tries from  which  the  foreign-born  came,  as  shown  in  the  preceding 
table,  suggest  the  large  number  of  different  races  in  the  city.  The 
following  show  the  population  of  Community  C  in  1900,  by  general 
nativity,  color,  and  age  periods,  and  the  number  of  foreign-born  per- 
sons in  1900,  distributed  by  number  of  years  in  the  United  States:

A  rough  analysis  of  the  population  of  the  community  at  the  time 
of  the  Twelfth  Census  brings  out  several  significant  facts: 

1.  Of  persons  under  45  years  of  age,  the  number  of  native-born 
whites  of  foreign  parentage  exceeds,  not  only  in  total  but  also  in  each 
of  the  census  age  periods,  the  number  of  native-born  whites  of  native 
parentage;  of  those  45  or  more  years  of  age,  the  numerical  relation  is 
reversed;  showing  that  the  greatest  increase  in  population  due  to 
births  has  been  among  the  foreign  element,  that  the  immigrant  races 
are  spreading  with  a  rapidity  which  will  make  the  true  native  element 
constantly  a  smaller  and  smaller  factor. 

2.  The  number  of  native-born  (of  both  native  and  foreign  parent- 
age) bears  a  similar  relation  to  the  number  of  foreign-born.     Below 
the  age  of  25  the  native-born  outnumber  the  foreign-born;  from  25 
years  onward  the  foreign-born  are  the  more  numerous.     From  this 
it  would  appear  either  that  the  greatest  increase  in  population  during 
recent  years  had  been  due  to  births  rather  than  to  immigration,  or 
that  the  immigrant  influx  had  been  composed  chiefly  of  persons  of 
mature  years,  although  the  former  deduction  seems  trie  more  proba- 
ble.    It  appears  that  of  the  8,398  foreign-born  persons  whose  length

of  residence  in  the  United  States  was  known  (eliminating  the  895  of 
unknown  length  of  residence) ,  slightly  more  than  25  per  cent  (2,151 
persons)  had  been  resident  in  the  country  for  a  less  period  than  six 
years,  while  only  about  42  per  cent  (3,493  persons)  had  been  in  the 
country  less  than  ten  years.  Indeed,  approximately  as  many  had 
been  in  the  United  States  more  than  fifteen  years  (3,433)  as  had 
been  here  less  than  ten  years  (3,493) ;  and  more  than  one-fourth  of 
the  foreign-born  had  come  to  the  United  States  twenty  or  more  years 
before. 

3.  The  number  of  persons  native-born  of  native  parents  is  greater 
than  the  number  of  foreign-born  below  the  age  of  15,  but  from  15 
onward  the  foreign-born  are  more  numerous.  This  is  indicative  of 
how  largely  foreign  in  character  are  likely  to  be  the  birth  additions 
to  the  population.  Putting  aside  the  question  of  parentage  of  the 
1900  population,  comparison  of  the  native-born  (of  both  native  and 
foreign  parents)  with  the  foreign-born  shown  in  the  following  table 
brings  out  this  significant  fact:  Of  females  between  the  ages  of  19 
and  45  (which  may  be  taken  as  the  average  child-bearing  period) 
the  foreign-born  compose  44  per  cent  of  the  total  number.

5.  The  immigrant  races  are  largely  represented  in  the  period  of 
childhood  and  adolescence  as  shown  in  the  statement  next  submitted. 
Of  the  7,601  persons  between  the  ages  of  4  and  21,  less  than  27  per 
cent  were  whites  of  native  parentage.  Thus  the  coming  generation 
the  most  impressionable  and  educable  portion  of  the  population,  were 
children  of  foreign  parents  to  the  extent  of  nearly  69  per  cent;  and 
the  influences  affecting  this  portion  of  the  population  will  have  much 
to  do  with  the  future  of  the  community.

It  appears,  then,  that  the  immigrant  had  entered  largely  into  the 
life  of  the  community  in  the  year  1900.  Even  without  the  addition 
of  further  arrivals  it  was  inevitable  that  the  presence  of  the  immi- 
grants should  be  felt  and  the  question  of  their  progress  and  assimila- 
tion was  one  of  no  slight  importance.  The  following  table  shows  the 
number  of  persons  of  foreign  parentage  in  the  community  in  1900, 
by  birthplace  of  parents :

ESTIMATED    POPULATION    AT    THE    PRESENT    TIME     (1909). 

In -1907  the  population  of  Community  C  was  estimated  to  be 
about  44,000.a  The  increase,  however,  over  the  population  of  1900 
was  not  due  entirely  to  births  or  immigration,  but  in  part  to  an 
extension  of  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  so  as  to  embrace  the 
entire  township.  Assuming  the  slight  decrease  in  population  caused 
by  the  business  depression  of  1907-8  to  have  been  hardly  more  than 
equalized  by  births  and  by  new  immigrant  arrivals  during  the  past 
half  year  of  renewed  industrial  activity,  a  conservative  estimate 
places  the  present  population  of  the  city  at  a  little  over  44,000.  To 
determine  what  part  of  this  population  is  of  native  birth  would  be 
difficult.  Probably,  however,  the  number  of  native-born  persons  is

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slightly  over  half  of  the  total  population,  or  from  23,000  to  25,000. 
Whatever  relation  persons  of  native  birth  may  bear  to  the  total 
population,  it  is  evident  from  the  census  figures  for  1900  that  those 
of  foreign  parentage  compose  the  bulk  of  it.  The  foreign-born  por- 
tion of  the  population  probably  comprises  a  little  less  than  one-half 
of  the  total  population,  but  no  very  accurate  estimate  can  be  made. 
Putting  aside  the  question  of  place  of  birth,  it  is  possible  to  approxi- 
mate the  number  of  persons  of  each  of  the  principal  races  in  the 
community.

The  above  shows  such  an  approximation.  In  general,  these  figures 
may  be  taken  as  fair  estimates,  having  been  obtained  after  con- 
sulting a  considerable  number  of  persons,  representing  all  of  the  races 
in  question.  Twenty  races  have  been  indicated ;  a  few  others  are  pres- 
ent in  the  city,  but  in  such  insignificant  numbers  that  it  has  not 
been  thought  worth  while  to  endeavor  to  trace  them. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  Irish  constitute  over  one-fourth  of  the 
total  population.  The  Germans  and  Swedes  each  form  approxi- 
mately one-sixth  of  the  population,  while  fourth  in  numerical  strength 
stand  the  Americans  (white),  having  less  than  one-sixth  of  the 
whole  number  of  persons  in  the  city.  It  appears  that  the  Irish,  Ger- 
mans, and  Swedes  together  constitute  61  per  cent  of  the  population. 
While  the  total  of  all  the  immigrant  races  (including  both  native  and 
foreign-born  persons)  is  over  84  per  cent  of  the  total  population,  yet 
the  English-speaking  races  (American,  Irish,  English,  and  Scotch) 
compose  not  far  from  half  (43  per  cent)  of  the  population.

Information  was  obtained  for  3,204  foreign-born  employees  of 
this  industry  in  this  locality.  Of  this  number,  46.8  per  cent  have 
been  in  the  United  States  less  than  five  years,  21.8  per  cent  from 
five  to  nine,  8.6  per  cent  from  ten  to  fourteen,  and  9.6  per  cent  from 
fifteen  to  nineteen  years,  while  13  per  cent  have  been  in  this  country 
twenty  years  or  over.  The  proportion  of  males  in  each  period  of 
residence  group  varies  only  slightly  from  the  proportions  shown  in 
the  total  for  all  employees.  On  the  other  hand,  by  far  the  largest 
proportion  of  females,  77.1  per  cent,  have  been  in  the  United  States 
less  than  five  years,  while  the  proportion  of  females  in  each  of  the 
other  periods  of  residence  is  somewhat  below  that  shown  for  all 
employees.  It  will  be  noted  that,  of  those  males  with  a  residence 
less  than  five  years,  the  South  Italians,  with  65.8  per  cent,  show  a 
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considerably  larger  proportion  than  the  Poles  or  Russians  and  a 
much  larger  proportion  than  the  North  Italians,  who,  in  turn,  show 
a  considerably  larger  proportion  than  the  Lithuanians  or  Germans 
and  a  very  much  larger  proportion  than  the  Swedes  or  Irish.  The 
Irish  again  show  the  smallest  proportion,  or  6.7  per  cent,  with  a 
residence  of  from  five  to  nine  years,  while  the  proportion  of  the  other 
races  range  from  31.2  per  cent  of  the  Russians  to  18.4  per  cent  of 
the  South  Italians.  Among  those  who  have  been  in  the  United 
States  from  ten  to  fourteen  and  from  fifteen  to  nineteen  years,  the 
difference  in  the  proportions  are  not  so  marked  as  in  the  preceding 
periods  of  residence;  while,  of  those  with  a  residence  of  twenty 
years  or  over,  the  Irish,  Swedes,  and  Germans  show  69.3,  36.5,  and 
36.1  per  cent,  respectively,  as  compared  with  proportions  of  the 
more  recent  immigrant  races  ranging  from  7  per  cent  of  the  Lithu- 
anians to  1.8  per  cent  of  the  Russians. 

Among  the  females,  the  Germans  with  51  per  cent,  while  showing 
a  very  much  larger  proportion  than  the  Swedes  or  Irish,  show  a 
considerably  smaller  proportion  than  the  North  Italians  and  a  very 
much  smaller  proportion  than  is  shown  by  any  other  more  recent 
immigrant  race  with  a  residence  less  than  five  years  in  the  United 
States,  the  Poles  showing  the  largest  proportion,  or  83.9  per  cent. 
The  differences  in  the  proportions  among  those  with  a  residence  of 
from  five  to  nine,  ten  to  fourteen,  and  from  fifteen  to  nineteen  years 
are  very  much  less  marked  than  among  those  with  a  residence  of 
less  than  five  years,  or  twenty  years  or  over.  In  this  latter  period 
the  Irish  show  71.4  and  the  Swedes  50  per  cent,  while  the  Germans 
show  4.1,  and  the  Lithuanians  and  Russians  each  2  per  cent,  the 
other  races  reporting  no  proportion  with  a  residence  of  twenty  years 
or  over  in  the  United  States.  The  totals  shown  in  the  above  table 
are  but  a  combination  of  the  males  and  females,  and  are  presented 
so  that  the  proportions  of  all  employees  in  each  period  of  residence 
group  may  be  noted,  irrespective  of  sex.

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Of  2,025  foreign-born  persons  shown  in  the  preceding  table  38.3  per 
cent  have  been  in  the  United  States  under  five  years,  64.3  per  cent 
have  been  in  this  country  under  ten  years,  and  88.3  per  cent  have  a 
residence  of  under  twenty  years.  Of  those  who  have  been  in  the 
United  States  under  five  years  the  South  Italians  show  the  largest 
proportion,  60.8  per  cent.  The  Russians,  Poles,  and  Ruthenians 
show  over  50  per  cent,  the  Slovaks,  Lithuanians,  and  Germans  over 
20  per  cent,  while  only  1.7  per  cent  of  the  Swedes  have  been  in  the 
United  States  under  five  years.  The  Russians  show  87.5  per 'cent 
and  the  South  Italians  and  Ruthenians  over  80  per  cent  who  have 
been  in  the  United  States  under  ten  years.  The  Poles  show  over 
75  per  cent,  the  Lithuanians  over  60  per  cent,  the  Slovaks  over  55 
per  cent,  the  Germans  over  30  per  cent,  while  only  15.7  per  cent  of 
the  Swedes  have  been  in  this  country  under  ten  years.  The  Russians 
and  Ruthenians  report  100  per  cent,  the  Poles,  South  Italians,  and 
Lithuanians  over  95  per  cent,  the  Slovaks  over  90  per  cent,  the  Swedes 
60  per  cent,  and  the  Germans  44.5  per  cent  who  have  been  in  the 
United  States  under  twenty  years.

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  noted  that  of  the  3,924  employees 
of  this  industry,  concerning  whom  information  was  obtained,  81.7 
per  cent  are  foreign-born,  11.1  per  cent  native-born  of  foreign  father, 
and  7.2  per  cent  native  whites  born  of  native  father.  It  will  also 
be  noted  that  the  foreign-born  constitute  a  considerably  larger  pro- 
portion of  the  total  number  of  males  than  of  the  total  number  of 
females,  while  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  and  the  native 
whites  born  of  native  father  constitute  a  considerably  smaller  and  a 
slightly  smaller  proportion,  respectively,  of  ah1  males  than  of  all 
females  for  whom  information  was  obtained.  .While  a  very  large 
number  of  races  are  represented  among  the  employees  of  this  indus- 
try, only  those  the  representatives  of  which  constitute  as  much  as 
1  per  cent  of  either  the  total  number  of  males  or  females  are  con- 
sidered. Considering  the  males,  it  will  be  seen  that  among  the 
foreign-born  the  Poles,  with  28.4  per  cent,  constitute  a  much  larger 
proportion  than  the  Swedes,  who,  with  11.3  per  cent,  constitute  a 
slightly  larger  proportion  than  the  Germans,  Lithuanians,  or  South 
Italians.  Of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father,  those  whose  fathers 
were  born  in  Ireland  constitute  3.8  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of 
males,  a  proportion  slightly  in  excess  of  that  constituted  by  those 
whose  fathers  were  born  in  Germany.  The  females  grouped  as 
foreign-born  Poles  constitute  41.4  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of 
females  for  whom  information  was  secured.  The  German,  Lithu- 
anian, and  Russian  females  each  constitute  5.8  per  cent.  Among 
the  native-born  of  foreign  father  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in 
Ireland,  Germany,  and  Sweden  constitute  5.6,  5.4,  and  3  per  cent  of 
the  total  number  of  females,  respectively.

Of  1,014  foreign-born  males  who  were  16  years  of  age  or  over  at 
time  of  arrival  in  the  United  States,  2  per  cent  were  without  occupa- 
tion, 32.5  per  cent  were  working  for  wages,  54.2  per  cent  were  working 
without  wages,  and  11.2  per  cent  were  working  for  profit  before 
coming  to  this  country.  The  Germans  report  the  highest  percentage 
who  were  without  occupation,  while  no  Russians,  Ruthenians,  or 
Slovaks  were  in  that  condition  before  coming  to  the  United  States.

The  preceding  table  shows  that,  of  974  females  16  years  of  age  or 
over,  26  per  cent  are  employed,  73.1  per  cent  are  at  home,  and  less 
than  1  per  cent  are  at  school.  Of  those  who  are  employed  20.4 
per  cent  are  in  the  manufacture  of  hardware  and  cutlery;  less  than 
1  per  cent  in  the  manufacture  of  other  metal  products  or  domestic 
service  and  5.2  per  cent  otherwise  employed.

The  extent  to  which  the  second  generation  of  both  Germans  and 
Swedes  follow  the  occupations  of  the  first  generation  is  shown  in 
the  above  table.  As  regards  the  Germans,  it  will  be  noted  that 
of  those  born  in  the  United  States  of  fathers  born  abroad,  78  per 
cent  are  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  hardware  and  cutlery,  and 
22  per  cent  are  otherwise  employed,  as  compared  with  81.4  and 
18.6  per  cent,  respectively,  of  the  foreign-born  Germans.  The 
Swedes,  on  the  other  hand,  who  were  born  in  the  United  States  of 
foreign-born  fathers,  show  only  52.9  per  cent  employed  in  the  manu- 
facture of  hardware  and  cutlery,  as  compared  w^ith  68.1  per  cent 
of  the  foreign-born  Swedes;  consequently  the  proportion  of  Swedes 
of  the  second  generation  otherwise  employed  is  considerably  in  excess 
of  the  first  generation.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  while  both  the 
Germans  and  Swedes  of  the  second  generation  exhibit  a  tendency 
toward  following  the  occupations  of  the  first  generation,  this  tend- 
ency is  considerably  stronger  among  the  Germans  than  among  the 
Swedes.

Of  683  husbands  in  705  families  selected  for  study  99.4  per  cent 
are  at  work,  whose  average  yearly  earnings  are  $534.  The  husbands 
who  are  native  whites  born  of  native  father  and  those  who  are 
native-born  of  foreign  father  each  show  100  per  cent,  while  the 
foreign-born  husbands  show  99.3  per  cent  at  work.  The  husbands 
who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  show  average  yearly  earnings 
of  $766,  as  contrasted  with  $713  for  the  husbands  who  are  native- 
born  whites  of  native  father,  and  $501  which  is  the  average  yearly 
earnings  of  the  foreign-born  husbands.  Of  the  foreign-born  hus- 
bands 100  per  cent  of  the  German,  Polish,  and  Ruthenian  husbands 
are  at  work,  while  the  South  Italians  show  the  smallest  per  cent  of 
husbands  at  work.  The  Swedish  husbands  show  the  highest  average 
yearly  earnings,  or  $682,  and  the  Ruthenian  husbands  the  lowest, 
or  $350. 

The  range  in  the  earnings  per  year  of  male  heads  of  families  is 
shown  in  the  table  following,  by  general  nativity  and  race  of  indi- 
vidual.

The  average  yearly  earnings  of  679  male  heads  of  selected  families 
are  shown  by  the  above  table  to  be  $534 — less  than  1  per  cent  earning 
under  $100;  2.5  per  cent  under  $200;  29.9  per  cent  under  $400; 
69.7  per  cent  under  $600;  90.4  per  cent  under  $800,  and  96.3  per 
cent  under  $1,000.  The  foreign-born  show  a  larger  proportion  than 
either  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  or  the  native-born  of  native 
father  earning  under  each  specified  amount,  consequently  the  lowest 
average  earning.  Although  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  show 
a  larger  proportion  than  the  native-born  of  native  father  earning 
under  $600  or  under  $1,000  per  annum  they  show  a  smaller  propor- 
tion earning  under  $800  and  none  under  $400 — the  native-born  of 
native  father  showing  1.5  per  cent  earning  under  the  latter  amount. 
The  average  earnings  of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  are  $766 
and  of  the  native-born  of  native  father  $713. 

Of  the  foreign-born  races  the  lowest  average  earnings  are  shown 
for  the  South  Italian,  Ruthenian,  and  Slovak — none  of  these  races 
earning  as  high  as  $800  per  annum.

5.4  per  cent  earn  under  $200,  43.3  per  cent  earn  under  $400,  79.1  per 
cent  earn  under  $600,  and  97.6  per  cent  earn  under  $1,000  per  year.. 
The  foreign-born  males  show  the  highest  percentage  earning  under 
each  specified  amount  per  year,  the  males  who  are  native-born  of 
foreign  father  follow  with  somewhat  smaller  proportions,  while  the 
males  who  are  native  whites  born  of  native  father  show  the  lowest 
percentage  earning  under  each  specified  amount.  Of  the  native- 
born  of  foreign  father  the  males  of  German  parentage  show  7  per  cent 
earning  under  $200  as  contrasted  with  no  males  of  Swedish  parentage. 
The  males  of  Swedish  parentage  show  a  higher  percentage  earning 
under  $400,  under  $600,  and  under  $1,000  than  do  the  males  of 
German  parentage.  Of  the  foreign-born  males  the  Russians  show 
the  largest  proportion  which  is  26.7  per  cent  earning  under  $200; 
none  of  the  Swedes  earn  under  this  amount.  The  Ruthenians  show 
the  highest  percentage  and  the  Swedes  the  lowest  percentage  earning 
under  $400  and  the  same  order  is  followed  in  the  column  showing 
those  earning  under  $600.  The  South  Italians,  Poles,  Russians, 
Ruthenians,  and  Slovaks  show  100  per  cent;  the  Lithuanians,  99.4 
per  cent;  the  Swedes,  95.5  per  cent,  and  the  Germans,  91.5  per  cent 
earning  under  $1,000. 

The  males  who  are  native  whites  born  of  native  father  show 
average  yearly  earnings  of  $701  as  contrasted  with  $563,  which  is 
the  average  yearly  earnings  of  the  males  who  are  native-born  of 
foreign  father,  and  $442  which  is  the  average  yearly  earnings  of  the 
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foreign-born  males.  Of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  the  males 
of  English  parentage  show  the  highest  and  those  of  Swedish  parentage 
the  lowest  average  Dearly  earnings.  Of  the  foreign-born  males,  the 
Swedes  show  the  highest  and  the  Kuthenians  the  lowest  average 
yearly  earnings.

Of  209  females  18  years  of  age  or  over,  shown  in  the  above  table, 
32.1  per  cent  earn  under  $200,  75.1  per  cent  earn  under  $300,  94.7 
per  cent  earn  under  $400,  and  96.2  per  cent  earn  under  $500.  The 
average  earnings  per  year  for  all  females  for  whom  information  was 
secured  is  $248.  The  foreign-born  females  show  a  considerably 
higher  percentage  earning  each  specified  amount  than  the  females 
who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  the  average  yearly  earnings 
of  the  latter  being  $305  as  contrasted  with  $224  for  the  former.  Of 
the  females  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  those  of  Swedish 
parentage  show  average  yearly  earnings  of  $370,  and  the  females  of 
German  parentage  show  average  yearly  earnings  of  $305.  Of  the 
foreign-born  females,  the  Ruthenians  show  a  higher  per  cent  earning 
under  $200  and  under  $300  than  the  Poles;  but  females  of  each  of 
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these  races  show  100  per  cent  earning  under  $400.  The  Polish 
females  show  average  yearly  earnings  of  $238  as  contrasted  with 
$158  which  is  the  average  yearly  earnings  of  the  Slovak  females.

Of  705  families  selected  for  study  and  shown  in  the  above  table, 
4.4  per  cent  have  a  total  yearly  income  under  $300,  30.4  per  cent  a 
total  yearly  income  under  $500,  65.1  per  cent  under  $750,  83  per  cent 
under  $1,000  and  96.5  per  cent  a  total  yearly  income  of  under  $1,500. 
Families  the  heads  of  which  are  of  foreign  birth  show  the  highest  per- 
centage having  an  income  of  under  $300,  under  $500,  under  $750  and 
under  $1,000.  Families  the  heads  of  which  are  native  whites  born  of 
native  father  show  the  next  highest  percentage  having  an  income  of 
under  $300  and  under  $500,  and  families  the  heads  of  which  are  na- 
tive-born of  foreign  father  show  the  second  largest  proportions  having 
a  total  income  of  under  $750  and  under  $1,000.  The  families  whose 
heads  are  native  whites  born  of  native  father  show  the  highest  per- 
centage having  a  total  yearly  income  of  under  $1,500  followed  in  the 
order  mentioned  by  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  of  foreign 
birth  and  those  whose  heads  are  native-born  of  foreign  father. 

Families  whose  heads  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  show  an 
average  family  income  of  $885  as  contrasted  with  $841  for  families 
the  heads  of  which  are  native  whites  born  of  native  father  and  $686 
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for  families  the  heads  of  which  are  of  foreign  birth.  Of  the  families 
whose  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born,  those  whose  heads  are  Slovaks 
show  the  highest  percentage,  having  an  income  of  under  $300,  while 
no  families  the  heads  of  which  are  Germans  and  Swedes  have  an  aver- 
age income  of  under  this  amount.  The  families  whose  heads  are 
Ruthenians  show  the  highest  percentage,  having  an  income  of  under 
$500,  under  $750,  and  under  $1,000.  Families  the  heads  of  which 
are  South  Italians,  Ruthenians,  and  Slovaks  show  100  per  cent  having 
an  average  yearly  income  of  under  $1,500,  while  families  whose  heads 
are  Germans  show  only  83.3  per  cent.  The  families  the  heads  of 
which  are  Germans  show  an  average  family  income  of  $1,078  as  con- 
trasted with  $482  which  is  the  average  income  in  families  the  heads 
of  which  are  Ruthenians.

The  preceding  table  shows  that  in  705  selected  families  there  are 
697  wives,  4.6  per  cent  of  whom  are  at  work,  their  average  yearly 
earnings  being  $220.  Of  the  wives  in  families  the  heads  of  which 
are  of  foreign  birth,  5.2  per  cent,  as  contrasted  with  only  1.4  per  cent 
of  the  wives  in  families  the  heads  of  which  are  native  whites  born  of 
native  father  are  employed.  Of  wives  in  families  the  heads  of  which 
are  of  foreign  birth,  the  Ruthenians  show  11.5  per  cent,  closely  fol- 
lowed by  the  Polish  wives  with  10.6  per  cent  who  are  at  work.  The 
wives  in  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  Slovaks  show  6.6  per 
cent  and  the  German  wives  only  4.4  per  cent  as  contrasted  with  no 
South  Italians,  Lithuanian  or  Swedish  wives  who  are  working.  The 
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Polish  wives  show  average  yearly  earnings  of  $282  as  contrasted  with 
$225,  which  is  the  average  yearly  earnings  of  wives  in  the  families 
the  heads  of  which  are  of  foreign  birth. 

RELATION  BETWEEN  THE  EARNINGS  OF  HUSBANDS  AND  THE  PRACTICE 
OF  WIVES  OF  KEEPING  BOARDERS  OR  LODGERS. 

It  has  been  seen  that  only  a  small  proportion  of  the  wives  in  the 
families  studied  were  regularly  employed  for  wages  outside  the 
home.  On  the  other  hand,  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  wives 
supplements  the  earnings  of  the  heads  by  keeping  boarders  or 
lodgers.  The  extent  to  which  this  is  done  is  indicated  by  the  follow- 
ing table,  which  shows,  by  yearly  earnings  of  husbands  and  by 
general  nativity  and  race  or  head  of  family,  the  per  cent  of  families 
in  which  wife  has  employment  or  keeps  boarders  or  lodgers.

The  preceding  table  shows  that  in  families  where  the  earnings  of 
husband  are  under  $400  per  year,  63.9  per  cent  of  the  wives  have 
employment  or  keep  boarders  or  lodgers.  In  the  families  where 
the  husbands  earn  $400  and  under  $600,  37.8  per  cent  of  the  wives 
have  employment  or  keep  boarders  or  lodgers.  In  families  where 
the  earnings  of  husband  are  $600  or  over,  16.7  per  cent  of  the  wives 
have  employment  or  keep  boarders  or  lodgers.  Of  the  total  number 
of  families  studied,  irrespective  of  the  earnings  of  husband,  39.4  per 
cent  of  the  wives  have  employment  or  keep  boarders  or  lodgers.

Of  705  families  selected  for  study,  96.3  per  cent  have  an  income 
from  earnings  of  husband,  4.5  per  cent  have  an  income  from  earnings 
of  wife,  20.9  per  cent  from  contributions  of  children,  35.3  per  cent 
from  payments  of  boarders  and  lodgers  and  21.1  per  cent  from  other 
sources.  The  families  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign 
father  show  100  per  cent,  those-  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born 
whites  of  native  father,  97.1  per  cent,  and  those  the  heads  of  which 
are  of  foreign  birth  96  per  cent  having  an  income  from  the  earnings 
of  husband.

Of  705  families  studied  in  the  above  table,  the  highest  percentage 
have  their  entire  income  from  the  husband,  the  next  highest  per- 
centage have  their  entire  income  from  husband  and  boarders  or 
lodgers  and  24.5  per  cent  have  their  entire  income  from  sources  or 
combination  of  sources  not  before  specified.  Over  9  per  cent  have 
the  entire  income  from  husband  and  children  and  3  per  cent  have  the 
entire  income  from  husband  and  wife;  but  only  small  proportions 
have  the  entire  income  from  the  other  sources  specified  in  the  table. 

The  families  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father 
show  64.5  per  cent,  those  whose  heads  are  native-born  whites  of  na- 
tive father  show  58.6  per  cent,  while  those  whose  heads  are  of  for- 
eign birth  show  only  30  per  cent  having  the  entire  income  from  the 
husband.  The  families  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  show 
proportions  having  the  entire  income  from  each  source  specified  in 
the  table,  except  that  of  husband,  wife,  and  children,  but  the  largest 
percentage  have  their  entire  income  from  the  husband,  husband  and 
boarders  and  lodgers  and  sources  or  combination  of  sources  not 
before  specified.  The  families  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born 
of  foreign  father  receive  their  entire  income  from  husband,  husband 
and  children,  and  sources  or  combination  of  sources  not  before  speci- 
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fied.  The  greatest  proportion  of  the  families  whose  heads  are 
native-born  whites  of  native  father  receive  their  entire  income  from 
husband,  sources  or  combination  of  sources  not  before  specified,  and 
from  husband  and  children.  Of  the  families  whose  heads  are  for- 
eign-born, those  whose  heads  are  Swedes  and  Slovaks  show  the  high- 
est percentage  having  entire  income  from  husband.  Those  whose 
heads  are  Poles  show  the  highest  percentage  having  their  entire 
income  from  husband  and  wife.  Those  whose  heads  are  Germans 
show  the  highest  percentage  having  their  entire  income  from  hus- 
band and  children,  and  the  families  whose  heads  are  Ruthenians 
show  the  highest  percentage  having  their  entire  income  from  hus- 
bands and  boarders  or  lodgers.

The  foregoing  table  shows  that  of  705  selected  families  72.4  per 
cent  of  the  total  income  is  derived  from  earnings  of  husband,  1.4  per 
cent  is  derived  from  the  earnings  of  wife,  12.8  per  cent  from  contribu- 
tions of  children,  6.9  per  cent  from  payments  of  boarders  or  lodgers, 
and  6.5  per  cent  from  other  sources. 

The  largest  proportion  of  the  income  in  families  whose  heads  are 
of  each  nativity  group  is  derived  from  the  husband;  families  the  heads 
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of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  showing  the  highest  per- 
centage, and  the  families  whose  heads  are  native  whites  born  of  native 
father,  and  those  whose  heads  are  of  foreign  birth  following  in  the 
order  named  with  smaller  percentages.  In  the  families  the  heads  of 
which  are  foreign-born  a  higher  percentage  of  total  income  is  derived 
from  earnings  of  wife,  contributions  of  children,  and  payments  of 
boarders  or  lodgers  than  in  families  the  heads  of  which  are  native 
whites  born  of  native  father  and  native-born  of  foreign  father  which 
follow  in  the  order  named.  The  families  the  heads  of  which  are  native 
whites  born  of  native  father  show  a  higher  percentage  of  the  total 
income  from  other  sources  than  do  the  families  of  foreign  birth  and 
those  whose  heads  are  native-born  of  foreign  father. 

The  families  the  heads  of  which  are  Slovaks  show  the  highest  per- 
centage of  the  total  income  from  earnings  of  husband;  the  families 
the  heads  of  which  are  Ruthenians  show  a  higher  percentage  receiving 
total  income  from  earnings  of  wife  than  do  the  families  whose  heads 
are  of  other  specified  races.  The  families  the  heads  of  which  are 
Swedes  show  the  highest  percentage  and  those  whose  heads  are 
Ruthenians  the  lowest  percentage  of  total  earnings  from  contribu- 
tions of  children.  Families  the  heads  of  which  are  Ruthenians  show 
the  highest  percentage  and  those  whose  heads  are  Swedes  the  lowest 
percentage  of  total  income  from  payments  of  boarders  or  lodgers.

CHAPTER  IV. 
WORKING  CONDITIONS. 

Reasons  for  the  employment  of  immigrants — Regularity  of  employment — The  immi- 
grant and  organized  labor — Shifting  tendencies  of  the  labor  supply — Local  preju- 
dice—[Text  Tables  184  to  186  and  General  Tables  144]. 

REASONS    FOR    THE    EMPLOYMENT    OF    IMMIGRANTS. 

The  history  of  immigration  to  the  city,  as  already  seen,  has  been 
in  the  main  a  history  of  industrial  development. 

The  demand  for  laftor,  which  the  local  supply  was  unable  to  meet, 
has  been  the  great  cause  of  immigration.  The  introduction  of  ma- 
chinery, with  its  attendant  opportunity  to  make  use  of  low-priced 
labor,  has  made  the  employment  of  the  immigrant  not  only  possible, 
but  highly  profitable.  All  the  16  principal  immigrant  races  (Irish, 
German,  Swedish,  Polish,  Italian,  Lithuanian,  Hebrew,  English, 
Scotch,  Slovak,  Armenian,  French  Canadian,  Persian,  Ruthenian, 
Russian,  and  Greek)  without  exception  have  contributed  workmen 
to  the  factories.  The  Irish,  English,  Hebrews,  and  Greeks  might 
have  settled  in  the  community  had  there  existed  no  opportunities  for 
industrial  employment,  but  the  number  would  be  much  smaller  than  it 
is;  the  other  races  would  probably  never  have  come.  In  the  case  of 
all  the  races  the  opportunity  for  steady  employment  offered  by  the 
factories  was  the  principal  cause  for  their  coming.  The  factories 
have  desired  immigrant  labor  and  have  gone  in  search  of  it.  One 
establishment,  as  already  stated,  for  a  time  sought  Italians  and  went 
to  New  York  for  newly  arrived  immigrants.  Another  made  a  similar 
attempt  to  obtain  Swedes  (through  an  employment  agency  in  New 
York) ;  and  it  is  not  improbable  that  others  have  encouraged  immi- 
gration to  the  community  to  a  greater  extent  than  can  be  traced. 
Most  of  the  immigrants  have  entered  the  lower,  more  unskilled  occu- 
pations where  the  lowest  wages  were  paid.  This  is  especially  true  of 
all  the  races  except  the  German,  English,  and  Scotch,  wrho  have 
usually  found  more  remunerative  employment.  The  early  Germans 
were  machinists,  lock  makers,  etc.;  some  of  the  English  were  cutlers 
and  mechanics,  and  many  of  the  Scotch  were  machinists.  The  Irish 
and  the  Swede  were  desirable  on  account  of  their  ^strength ;  they  could 
perform  the  heavy  unskilled  labor.  The  Pole  and  the  Italian  were, 
usually,  untrained,  and  consequently  adapted  for  little  else  than  the 
lowest  forms  of  employment;  thus  they  replaced,  in  large  measure,  the 
Irish  and  Swedes  in  these  occupations,  and  many  of  the  latter  races 
advanced  in  the  scale  of  occupations  as  they  became  familiar  with  the 
work.  To-day  the  Poles  and  the  Italians  are  probably  the  most 
numerous  of  all  the  races  in  the  lower  occupations  in  the  factories. 
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REGULARITY    OF    EMPLOYMENT. 

The  opportunities  for  regular  work  in  the  community,  as  well  as 
the  relative  industriousness  of  the  members  of  the  several  races  em- 
ployed, are  set  forth  in  the  following  table,  which  shows,  by  general 
nativity  and  race  of  individual,  the  months  worked  during  the  past 
year  by  males  in  the  households  studied  who  were  16  years  of  age  or 
over  and  who  were  employed  away  from  home:

Of  1,305  males  16  years  of  age  or  over  who  reported  22.8  per  cent 
worked  twelve  months,  71  per  cent  worked  nine  months  or  over, 
95.1  per  cent  worked  six  months  or  over,  and  98.6  per  cent  worked 
three  months  or  over.  The  males  who  are  native-born  of  foreign 
father  show  the  highest  percentage,  followed  by  the  foreign-born 
males  and  the  native  whites  born  of  native  father,  who  worked 
twelve  months  during  the  past  year.  The  males  who  are  native 
whites  born  of  native  father  show  the  highest  percentage,  followed 
by  males  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  and  the  foreign-born 
males,  in  the  order  mentioned,  who  worked  nine  months  or  over. 
Males  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  show  the  highest  per- 
centage who  worked  six  months  or  over  during  the  past  ^ear,  fol- 
lowed, in  the  order  named,  by  the  native-born  whites  of  native  father 
and  the  foreign-born.  Employees  who  are  native  whites  born  of 
native  father  show  that  100  per  cent  worked  three  months  or  over, 
while  the  foreign-born  males  and  those  who  are  native-born  of  foreign 
father  show  somewhat  over  98  per  cent  who  worked  during  a  similar 
period  during  the  past  year. 

Of  the  males  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  those  whose 
fathers  were  Swedes  show  a  considerably  higher  percentage  who 
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worked  during  each  specified  period  of  time  than  do  the  males  whose 
fathers  were  born  in  Germany. 

Of  the  males  of  foreign  birth  the  Poles  report  the  highest  percent- 
age and  the  Ruthenians  the  lowest  percentage  who  worked  the  full 
year.  The  Swedes  show  the  highest  and  the  Russians  the  lowest 
percentage  who  worked  nine  months  or  over;  the  Swedes  show  the 
highest  percentage  and  the  Russians  the  lowest  percentage  who 
worked  six  months  or  over.  The  South  Italians,  the  Slovaks,  and 
the  Swedes  each  show  100  per  cent,  as  compared  with  only  93.8  per 
cent  of  the  Russians,  who  worked  three  months  or  over  during  the 
past  year.

Of  the  foreign-born  female  employees  the  Poles  show  64.9  p 
cent  as  compared  with  no  Ruthenians  who  worked  during  the  full 
year.  The  Polish  female  employees  show  a  higher  percentage  who 
worked  nine  months  or  over,  six  months  or  over,  and  three  months 
or  over  than  do  the  Ruthenians. 


THE  IMMIGRANT  AND  ORGANIZED  LABOR. 

In  the  Labor  Bulletin  of  March,  1908,  issued  by  the  state  bureau 
of  labor  statistics,  is  found  a  list  of  18  labor  unions  in  Community  C, 
a  number  sufficient  to  justify  the  assumption  that  the  unions  are 
factors  of  considerable  importance  in  the  community.  Yet  the  trade 
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unions  have  little  hold  there;  those  listed  are  chiefly  concerned  with 
men  who  work  outside  of  the  factories,  and  it  is  within  the  factories 
that  the  majority  of  the  city's  working  population  is  found.  The 
factories  do  not  welcome  the  labor  union;  all  of  the  more  important 
industrial  plants  are  "open  shops/'  in  which  unions  exert  little 
influence.  The  attitude  of  the  races  employed  in  the  factories 
appears  to  be  largely  one  of  indifference  toward  the  labor  unions. 
The  wage-earner  appears  to  get  along  without  union  help  and 
manifests  little  interest  in  the  unions.  Immigrants  do  belong  to 
unions — it  is  said  that  the  number  was  larger  some  years  ago — and 
probably  most  of  the  unions  in  the  city  would  welcome  immigrant 
members.  But  the  field  is  not  premising  for  union  proselyting  and 
the  unions  continue  to  be  relatively  unimportant  in  the  factories. 
The  smallness  of  the  extent  to  which  the  wage-earners  are  members 
of  labor  organizations  is  exhibited  by  the  following  table,  which 
shows,  by  general  nativity  and  race  of  individual,  affiliation  with 
trade  unions  of  males  in  the  households  studied  who  were  21  years 
of  age  or  over  and  who  were  working  for  wages.

Of  1,115  males  21  years  of  age  or  over  shown  in  the  above  table, 
2.9  per  cent  are  affiliated  with  trade  unions.  The  male  employees 
who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  show  5.9  per  cent,  the  foreign- 
born  show  2.8  per  cent,  and  the  employees  who  are  native-born 
whites  of  native  father  show  only  1 .3  per  cent  who  are  affiliated  with 
trade  unions.  Of  the  employees  who  are  native-born  of  foreign 
father,  those  of  German  parentage  show  12  per  cent  who  are  affiliated 
with  trade  unions.  The  employees  whose  fathers  were  born  in  other 
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specified  countries  are  not  computed  owing  to  the  small  number  in- 
volved. Of  the  foreign-born  employees,  the  Swedes  show  11.7  per 
cent,  the  South  Italians  4  per  cent,  the  Germans  3.2  per  cent,  and 
the  Lithuanians  1.9  per  cent,  who  are  affiliated  with,  trade  unions. 
The  Slovaks  and  Poles  show  less  than  1  per  cent,  while  none  of  the 
Russian  and  Ruthenian  employees  are  affiliated  with  trade  unions. 

SHIFTING   TENDENCIES    OF   THE    LABOR    SUPPLY. 

One  of  the  objectionable  features  of  the  present  labor  market  is 
its  shifting  character;  the  tendency  to  change  from  one  factory  to 
another  is  much  in  evidence,  and  some  of  the  large  factories  have  had 
difficulty  in  obtaining  satisfactory  labor  which  would  become  com- 
petent and  remain  at  work.  This  is  illustrated  by  the  following 
statement,  showing  the  changes  in  the  operating  force  of  one  repre- 
sentative factory  during  a  single  month  of  the  year  1908:

LOCAL   PREJUDICE. 


There  is  almost  no  local  prejudice  against  the  immigrant  who  has 
become  so  familiar  an  element  in  the  life  of  the  community  that  he 
is  accepted  as  permanent.  In  the  factories  there  is  no  apparent 
discrimination  against  him,  although  in  social  life  he  is  usually 
restricted  to  his  own  or  kindred  races.

RENT    IN    ITS    RELATION    TO    STANDARD    OF    LIVING. 

The  monthly  rent  payments  of  the  households  the  heads  of  which 
are  employed  in  Community  C  are  chiefly  significant  in  their  bearing 
upon  the  standard  of  living,  because  of  congestion  within  the  house- 
holds arising  from  the  practice  of  crowding  the  apartments  in  order 
to  reduce  the  per  capita  rent  outlay.  The  first  table  presented  in 
this  connection,  which  immediately  follows,  shows,  by  general 
nativity  and  race  of  head  of  household,  the  average  rent  per  month 
paid  per  apartment,  per  room,  and  per  person.

87,  the  average  rent  per  month 
per  room  is  $2.41,  and  the  average  rent  per  month  per  person  is  $1.81. 
The  households  whose  heads  are  native  whites  born  of  native  father 
report  the  highest  average  rent  per  month  per  apartment,  per  room 
and  per  person;  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of 
foreign  father  report  the  next  highest  rent  in  each  instance;  and 
the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  of  foreign  birth  the  lowest 
monthly  rent  per  apartment,  per  room,  and  per  person.

The  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native  whites  born  of  native 
father  report  an  average  rent  per  apartment  of  $13.42  as  contrasted 
with  $12.28,  which  is  the  average  monthly  rental  in  households  whose 
heads  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  and  $9.33,  which  is  the  average 
monthly  rental  per  apartment  paid  by  households  the  heads  of  which 
are  of  foreign  birth.  The  households  the  heads  of  which  are  Slovaks, 
Ruthenians,  and  Lithuanians,  show  small  proportions  paying  under 
$5  rent  per  month  per  apartment,  as  contrasted  with  no  households 
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the  heads  of  which  are  Germans,  South  Italians,  Poles,  and  Swedes. 
The  households  the  heads  of  which  are  Slovaks  show  the  highest  per- 
centage, and  those  whose  heads  are  Swedes  the  lowest  percentage 
paying  under  ,$7.50  and  under  $10  rent  per  month  per  apartment. 
The  households  the  heads  of  which  are  Poles  and  Slovaks  show  100 
per  cent  as  contrasted  with  55.3  per  cent  of  the  households  whose 
heads  are  Germans  paying  under  $12.50  rent  per  month  per  apart- 
ment. 

The  households  the  heads  of  which  are  Swedes  and  Germans  show 
an  average  rent  per  apartment  of  $12.30  and  $12.29,  respectively,  as 
contrasted  with  $7.91,  which  is  the  average  rental  paid  by  households 
the  heads  of  which  are  Ruthenians  and  $7.29,  which  is  the  average 
monthly  rental  paid  by  households  the  heads  of  which  are  Slovaks.

The 
average  rent  per  room  paid  by  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are 
native  whites  born  of  native  father  is  $2.77,  as  contrasted  with  $2.64, 
which  is  the  average  rent  per  room  paid  by  the  households  the  heads 
of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  and  $2.34,  which  is  the 
average  rent  paid  by  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  of  foreign 
birth.  The  households  the  heads  of  which  are  Ruthenians  report 
the  highest  percentage,  and  those  whose  heads  are  Swedes  the  lowest 
percentage  paying  under  $2.  The  households  the  heads  of  which  are 
roles  show  100  per  cent,  while  those  whose  heads  are  Swedes  show 
only  69.2  per  cent  paying  under  $3.  No  households  whose  heads  are 
of  foreign  birth  pay  over  $4  rent  per  room  per  month.  The  house- 
holds the  heads  of  which  are  Swedes  show  the  highest  average  rent 
per  room,  which  is  $2.64,  and  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are 
Ruthenians  the  lowest  average  rent  per  room,  which  is  $2.11.

BOARDERS   AND   LODGERS. 

The  practice  of  the  wives  of  employees  in  Community  C  in  supple- 
menting the  earnings  of  their  husbands  by  taking  boarders  or  lodgers 
into  the  home  has  already  been  discussed.  The  extent  of  this  prac- 
tice and  its  bearing  upon  living  conditions  are  considered  in  the  two 
following  tables,  the  first  of  which  exhibits  the  number  and  j>er  cent 
of  households  keeping  boarders  or  lodgers,  by  general  nativity  and 
race  of  head  of  household.

The  households  the  heads  of  which  are  of  foreign  birth  show 
43.2  per  cent  as  contrasted  with  3.3  per  cent  of  the  households  the 
heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  and  2.9  per  cent  of 
the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  whites  of  native 
father  keeping  boarders  or  lodgers.  Of  the  households  whose  heads 
are  of  foreign  birth,  those  whose  heads  are  Poles  show  88  per  cent, 
those  the  heads  of  which  are  Ruthenians  78.7  per  cent,  and  those 
whose  heads  are  South  Italians  58.2  per  cent  keeping  boarders  or 
lodgers.

The  preceding  table  shows  that  of  686  households  studied  257  keep 
boarders  and  lodgers,  the  number  of  boarders  and  lodgers  kept  being 
709.  The  average  number  of  boarders  and  lodgers  per  household  is 
1.03  as  based  on  the  total  number  of  households.  The  average  num- 
ber of  boarders  or  lodgers  per  household  as  based  on  the  number  of 
households  keeping  boarders  or  lodgers  is  2.76. 
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As  based  on  the  total  number  of  households,  those  households 
whose  heads  are  foreign-born  show  an  average  number  of  boarders 
and  lodgers  of  1.20  as  compared  with  0.07  in  the  households  the  heads 
of  which  are  native  whites  born  of  native  father  and  0.03  boarders 
or  lodgers  in  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of 
foreign  father.  The  households  whose  heads  are  of  foreign  birth 
report  an  average  of  2.77  boarders  or  lodgers  per  household  as  based 
on  the  number  of  households  keeping  boarders  or  lodgers.  In  this 
group  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  whites  of 
native  father  and  those  whose  heads  are  of  foreign  birth  are  not 
computed  owing  to  the  small  number  involved. 

The  households  whose  heads  are  Russians  report  an  average  of 
considerably  over  3  boarders  or  lodgers  per  household.  The  house- 
holds the  heads  of  which  are  Ruthenians  and  Lithuanians  show  an 
average  of  considerably  over  2  boarders  or  lodgers  as  compared  with 
0.02  boarders  or  lodgers  per  household  in  households  the  heads  of 
which  are  Swedes  as  based  on  the  total  number  of  households.  As 
based  on  the  number  of  households  keeping  boarders  or  lodgers,  the 
households  the  heads  of  which  are  Russians,  Ruthenians,  South 
Italians,  and  Poles  show  an  average  number  of  boarders  or  lodgers 
of  over  3  persons  per  household  as  contrasted  with  1.66  boarders  or 
lodgers  in  households  the  heads  of  which  are  Slovaks.

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From  the  preceding  table  it  will  be  noted  that  in  the  686  house- 
holds studied  in  this  locality  the  average  number  of  rooms  per  apart- 
ment is  4.29.  In  those  households  the  heads  of  which  were  foreign- 
born  the  average  is  4.16,  as  compared  with  4.97  and  5.12  for  those 
households  the  heads  of  which  were  native-born  of  foreign  father  and 

those 
range 
from  5.21  for  the  German  to  3.38  for  the  Slovak  households. 

Considering  the  size  of  apartments  in  greater  detail,  it  will  be  seen 
that  of  the  households  studied  20.6  per  cent  occupy  apartments  of 
3  rooms,  42.9  per  cent  apartments  of  4,  23.2  per  cent  apartments 
of  5,  and  9.2  per  cent  apartments  of  6  rooms,  while  the  combined 
proportions  occupying  apartments  of  1,  2,  and  7  or  more  rooms 
amounts  to  but  a  fraction  over  4  per  cent.  Those  households  the 
heads  of  which  were  foreign-born  show  proportions  occupying  apart- 
ments of  each  specified  number  of  rooms  that  vary  only  slightly 
from  the  proportions  shown  in  the  total  for  all  households.  Only 
very  small  differences  are  noted  in  the  proportions  of  those  house- 
holds the  heads  of  which  were  native-born  of  foreign  father  and 
native-born  of  native  father  white  occupying  apartments  of  each 
specified  number  of  rooms.  With  the  exception  of  1.5  per  cent  of 
the  latter  occupying  apartments  of  3  rooms,  neither  shows  a  propor- 
tion occupying  apartments  of  less  than  4  rooms.  The  proportions 
of  each  occupying  apartments  of  4  rooms  are  somewhat  below,  while 
the  proportions  of  each  occupying  apartments  of  5,  6,  and  7  or  more 
rooms  are  considerably  above  the  proportions  shown  for  all  house- 
holds studied. 

Among  those  households  the  heads  of  which  were  foreign-born  it 
will  be  noted  that  the  Ruthenian  households  alone  show  a  proportion 
occupying  apartments  of  1  room;  that  no  German,  Lithuanian, 
Ruthenian,  or  Swedish,  and  only  very  small  proportions  of  the  South 
Italian,  Polish,  and  Slovak  households  occupy  apartments  of  2 
rooms;  and  that  no  Polish,  Ruthenian,  or  Slovak,  and  less  than  2  per 
cent  of  either  the  Lithuanian  or  Swedish,  as  compared  with  3.8  per 
cent  of  the  South  Italian  and  9.9  per  cent  of  the  German  households, 
occupy  apartments  of  7  or  more  rooms.  Of  those  occupying  apart- 
ments of  3  rooms,  the  South  Italian,  Swedish,  and  German  house- 
holds show  13.9,  3.6,  and  2.8  per  cent,  respectively,  as  compared  with 
proportions  of  the  other  households  ranging  from  54.9  per  cent  of  the 
Slovak  to  26.3  per  cent  of  the  Lithuanian  households.  A  slightly 
larger  proportion  of  the  Polish  than  Lithuanian  or  Ruthenian,  a  con- 
siderably larger  proportion  of  Polish  than  South  Italian,  and  a  much 
larger  proportion  of  Polish  than  Slovak  or  Swedish  households,  occupy 
apartments  of  4  rooms,  the  proportion  of  German  households  occu- 
pying apartments  of  this  size  amounting  to  19.7  per  cent,  a  proportion 
considerably  below  that  of  the  Swedish  households.  Both  the 
Swedish  and  German  households  occupying  apartments  of  5  rooms 
show  much  larger  proportions  than  the  South  Italian,  which  in  turn 
show  a  considerably  larger  proportion  than  the  Ruthenian  or  Lith- 
uanian households,  the  Slovak  and  Polish  households  showing  the 
smallest  proportions  occupying  5  room  apartments,  or  2.2  and  1.2 
per  cent,  respectively.  No  Polish  or  Slovak,  and  only  small  pro- 
portions of  the  Lithuanian  and  Ruthenian,  as  compared  with  7.6 
per  cent  of  the  South  Italian,  14.4  per  cent  of  the  Swedish,  and  22.5 
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per  cent  of  the  German  households  occupy  apartments  of  6  rooms. 
Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  those  households  the  heads  of  which  were  of 
the  old  immigrant  races  occupy  considerably  larger  apartments  than, 
those  the  heads  of  which  were  of  the  more  recent  immigrant  races.

In  the  above  table  there  is  an  average  of  5.38  persons  to  each  1  of 
the  686  households.  The  average  number  of  persons  per  foreign- 
born  household  is  slightly  higher,  but  in  the  case  of  the  native  whites 
of  native  father  it  drops  to  3.35  persons  per  household,  and  in  the  case 
of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  stifl  remains  less  than  4  persons 
to  a  household. 

No  household,  whether  native  or  foreign,  consists  of  but  1  person, 
and  no  households  of  more  than  6  persons  are  found  among  the  native- 
born  of  foreign  father.  But  4.4  per  cent  of  the  native  whites  of  native 
father  live  in  households  of  7  persons,  and  none  of  them  have  house- 
holds of  8  or  more  persons.  On  the  other  hand,  70.1  per  cent  of  the 
Ruthenian  and  62.7  per  cent  of  the  Polish  households,  and  from  15.3 
to  48.1  per  cent  of  the  Swedish,  German,  Lithuanian,  Slovak,  and 
South  Italian  households  are  composed  of  7  or  more  persons. 

Over  50  per  cent  of  the  native-born  households,  whether  of  native 
or  foreign  father,  are  composed  of  less  than  4  persons,  and  the  greater 
proportion  of  the  German,  Lithuanian,  Slovak,  and  Swedish  house- 
holds are  composed  of  less  than  6  persons,  the  South  Italian,  Polish,, 
and  Ruthenian  households  living  as  already  described. 
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CONGESTION.

The  preceding  table  shows  that  of  686  households,  69.5  per  cent 
have  1  or  more  persons  per  room,  21.1  per  cent  have  2  or  more 
persons  per  room,  and  1.2  per  cent  have  3  or  more  persons  per  room.

Of  686  households  studied,  72.9  per  cent  have  2  or  more  persons 
per  sleeping  room,  27.1  per  cent  have  3  or  more  persons,  4.8  per  cent 
have  4  or  more  persons,  0.7  per  cent  have  5  or  more  persons,  and  0.1 
per  cent  have  6  or  more  persons  per  sleeping  room.  The  average  for 
all  households  studied  is  2.26  persons  per  sleeping  room.  The  house- 
holds whose  heads  are  foreign-born  show  a  considerably  higher  per- 
centage, having  2  or  more,  3  or  more,  and  4  or  more  persons  per  sleep- 
ing room  than  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native  whites 
born  of  native  father  and  those  whose  heads  are  native-born  of 
foreign  father  which  follow  in  the  order  named;  the  last  mentioned 
showing  no  households  having  4  or  more  persons  per  sleeping  room. 
The  households  the  heads  of  which  are  of  foreign  birth  show  less  than 
1  per  cent  having  5  or  more  and  6  or  more  persons  per  sleeping  room, 
as  contrasted  with  no  households  whose  heads  are  of  the  other  nativity 
groups  having  this  number  of  persons  per  sleeping  room. 

Of  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born,  those  whose 
heads  are  Poles  show  the  highest  percentage  and  those  whose  heads 
are  German  the  lowest  per  cent,  having  2  or  more  and  3  or  more  per- 
sons per  sleeping  room.  The  households  the  heads  of  which  are 
Slovaks  show  the  highest,  and  those  whose  heads  are  Swedes  the 
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lowest,  percentage,  having  4  or  more  persons  per  sleeping  room.  The 
households  the  heads  of  which  are  Slovaks  show  the  highest  per- 
centage, having  5  or  more  persons  per  sleeping  room,  while  no  house- 
holds the  heads  of  which  are  Lithuanians,  Poles,  or  Swedes  have  this 
number  of  persons  per  sleeping  room.  The  households  the  heads. of 
which  are  South  Italians  alone  show  a  small  proportion  having  6  or 
more  persons  per  sleeping  room.  Households  whose  heads  are  foreign- 
born  show  a  considerably  higher  average  number  of  persons  per  sleep- 
ing room  than  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of 
foreign  father,  or  those  whose  heads  are  native  whites  born  of  native 
father.  Of  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of 
foreign  father,  those  whose  heads  are  of  English  parentage  show  the 
highest  average  and  those  whose  heads  are  of  German  parentage  the 
lowest  average  number  of  persons  per  sleeping  room.  Of  the  house- 
holds the  heads  of  which  are  of  foreign  birth,  those  whose  heads  are 
Poles  show  the  highest  average  and  those  whose  heads  are  of  German 
parentage  the  lowest  average  number  of  persons  per  sleeping  room. 

The  final  table  of  the  series,  which  is  next  presented,  indicates  the 
effect  upon  living  arrangements  of  congestion  within  the  households 
studied  by  showing,  according  to  general  nativity  and  race  of  head  of 
household,  the  number  and  per  cent  of  households  regularly  sleeping 
in  all  except  each  specified  number  of  rooms. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  and  percentage  of  house- 
holds regularly  sleeping  in  all  exfcept  each  specified  number  of  rooms, 
by  general  nativity  and  race  of  head  of  household.

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The  average  number  of  rooms  and  the  average  number  of  sleeping 
rooms  per  household  in  the  686  households  studied  in  this  community 
is  4.29  and  2.38,  respectively.  Those  households  the  heads  of  which 
were  foreign-born  show  an  average  number  of  rooms  per  household 
of  4.16  and  an  average  number  of  sleeping  rooms  of  2  A3,  as  compared 
with  4.97  and  2.07,  respectively,  for  those  households  the  heads  of 
which  were  native-born  of  foreign  father,  and  5.12  and  2.04,  respec- 
tively, for  those  households  the  heads  of  which  were  native-born  of 
native  father  white.  Among  those  households  the  heads  of  which 
were  foreign-born,  the  average  number  of  rooms  per  household  range 
from  5.21  for  the  German  to  3.38  for  the  Slovak  households,  and  the 
average  number  of  sleeping  rooms  from  2.91  for  the  Russian  to  2.02 
for  the  Slovak  households;  while  among  the  households  the  heads  of 
which  were  native-born  of  foreign  father  the  average  number  of 
rooms  per  household  ranges  from  5.20  for  the  German  to  4.60  for  the 
Irish,  and  the  average  number  of  sleeping  rooms  from  2.20  for  the 
Irish  to  1.90  for  the  English  households. 

As  regards  sleeping  arrangements,  it  will  be  noted  that  of  the  686 
households  studied  2.3  per  cent  sleep  in  all  rooms,  39.7  per  cent  in 
all  except  one  room,  and  29.9  per  cent  in  all  except  two  rooms. 
Those  households  the  heads  of  which  were  foreign-born  show  a  pro- 
portion sleeping  in  each  specified  number  of  rooms  that  varies  only 
slightly  from  the  proportion  shown  in  the  total  for  all  households. 
On  the  other  hand,  no  households  the  heads  of  which  were  native- 
born  of  foreign  father  or  native-born  of  native  father  white  sleep  in 
all  rooms  or  in  all  except  one  room,  while  the  proportions  of  these 
households  sleeping  in  all  except  two  rooms  amount  to  33.3  and  25 
per  cent,  respectively. 

Among  the  households  the  heads  of  which  were  foreign-born,  no 
South  Italian,  Lithuanian,  or  Swedish,  and  only  1.1  per  cent  of  the 
Slovak  and  1.4  per  cent  of  the  German,  as  compared  with  6.4  per  cent 
of  the  Ruthenian  and  10.8  per  cent  of  the  Polish  households,  sleep  in 
all  rooms.  Of  those  households  sleeping  in  all  except  one  room,  the 
Ruthenians  with  87.2  per  cent  show  a  slightly  larger  proportion  than 
the  Polish,  a  much  larger  proportion  than  the  Slovak,  and  a  very 
much  larger  proportion  than  the  South  Italian  or  Lithuanian  house- 
holds, the  last  named  showing  48.4  per  cent,  while  the  proportions  of 
the  Swedish  and  German  households  sleeping  in  this  specified  num- 
ber of  rooms  amount  to  7.2  and  7  per  cent,  respectively.  As  regards 
those  households  sleeping  in  all  except  two  rooms,  the  proportion  of 
Swedish  households,  47.7  per  cent,  is  slightly  in  excess  of  that  of  the 
Lithuanian,  considerably  in  excess  of  the  Slovak,  and  largely  in 
excess  of  German  or  South  Italian  households,  the  Polish  and  Ruthe- 
nian households  showing  the  smallest  proportions  sleeping  in  this 
specified  number  of  rooms,  or  9.6  and  6.4  per  cent,  respectively. 

HOUSING    AND    SEGREGATION. 

The  tendency  to  congregate  in  certain  localities  is  most  noticeable 
among  the  Poles  and  Lithuanians.  Polish  segregation  is  very 
marked,  and  the  Polish  section  of  the  city  is  a  well-defined  unit. 
The  Lithuanian  colony  is  not  so  distinct  as  that  of  the  Poles,  for 
numbers  of  the  people  live  in  other  sections  of  the  city;  but  the 
Lithuanians  have  to  a  large  extent  segregated  themselves.  The  Ger- 
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man  and  Swedish  races  originally  formed  rather  clearly  marked  for- 
eign colonies,  but  they  are  now  scattered  over  the  city,  so  that  it  can 
not  be  said  that  there  is  at  present  any  real  German  or  Swedish 
colony.  In  certain  parts  of  the  city  .clusters  of  German  families  are 
found,  and  the  same  is  true  of  the  Swedes;  thus  there  are  several 
German  and  Swedish  colonies,  but  no  one  colony  in  which  all  the 
Germans  or  all  the  Swedes  live.  Many  of  the  Italians  tend  to  con- 
gregate in  certain  localities,  but  numbers  of  them  live  elsewhere,  and 
a  distinct  Italian  community  does  not  exist.  The  other  immigrant 
races  exhibit  no  marked  tendency  to  gather  in  segregated  communi- 
ties, but  are  to  be  found  rather  widely  scattered  throughout  the  city. 
There  are  localities  in  which  the  population  is  almost  wholly  foreign, 
but  in  these  the  different  races  mingle  and  do  not  tend  to  form  dis- 
tinct racial  groups. 

With  the  Poles  the  church  is  the  centralizing  agency,  and  about  it 
the  Polish  colony  has  grown  up.  The  fact,  too,  that  the  majority  of 
the  Poles  come  from  the  same  region  (Russian  Poland)  has  doubtless 
had  much  to  do  with  their  congregating  in  the  same  locality.  The 
Lithuanians,  like  the  Poles,  have  made  the  church  the  center  about 
which  many  of  them  have  congregated.  Segregation  among  the 
other  races  is  not  marked  enough  to  permit  of  their  treatment  as 
foreign  colonies. 

To  compare  the  houses  occupied  by  the  immigrants  of  the  foreign 
colonies  with  those  of  natives  in  the  same  grade  of  employment  is 
manifestly  impossible,  as  the  only  two  real  foreign  colonies  are  the 
Polish  and  Lithuanian,  and  these  races  are  in  general  found  in  the 
lower  unskilled  factory  occupations  in  which  the  Americans  are 
exceedingly  rare.  With  the  exception  of  the  Germans  and  Swedes, 
none  of  the  immigrant  races  which  exhibit  any  tendency  at  all  toward 
segregation  are  to  be  found  in  large  numbers  in  the  same  grades  of 
employment  as  the  Americans. 

Of  all  the  immigrant  races  it  may  be  said  that  length  of  residence 
works  improvement  in  housing  conditions.  The  higher  standard  of 
most  of  the  American  population  causes  the  immigrant  to  improve 
his  manner  of  living  as  he  becomes  more  and  more  Americanized. 
This  change  is  probably  slowest  among  the  Italians  and  Poles  and 
most  rapid  among  the  Germans  and  Swedes.  Such  a  change,  how- 
ever, does  undoubtedly  take  place  among  all  of  the  immigrant  races, 
and  results  in  an  improvement  of  the  condition  of  the  immigrant. 
If  the  population  were  not  constantly  augmented  by  new  immigrant 
arrivals,  it  would  no  doubt  raise  the  standard  of  living  of  the  com- 
munity as  a  whole. 

Children  of  immigrants  exhibit  a  tendency  to  remain  in  the  same 
localities  as  their  parents.  This  of  course  applies  most  to  the  Polish 
and  Lithuanian  races,  which  have  distinct  colonies;  and  of  these  races 
the  second  generation  of  mature  years  is  still  inconsiderable  in  num- 
bers. The  children  of  German  and  Swedish  immigrants  are  not  held 
by  such  close  racial  ties  as  the  Poles  and  Lithuanians,  and  while  many 
of  them  do  continue  in  the  same  localities  as  their  parents  others  go 
elsewhere,  and  the  partial  disintegration  of  what  were  once  foreign 
colonies  has  resulted. 

Natives  in  grades  of  employment  with  the  majority  of  the  immi- 
grants are  so  rare  that  an  authoritative  comparison  of  the  boarding 
houses  occupied  by  the  two  classes  is  hardly  possible.  The  Poles, 
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Lithuanians,  Italians,  Slovaks,  Armenians,  Ruthenians,  Russians,  and 
Greeks  may  be  eliminated  from  such  comparison  as  being  for  the  most 
part  engaged  in  the  lower  forms  of  employment  rarely  entered  by 
Americans.  Numbers  of  the  Germans  and  Swedes,  however,  are 
found  in  the  more  skilled  occupations,  and  of  them  some  crude  gen- 
eralizations can  be  made.  The  German  and  Swedish  boarding  house 
compares  favorably  with  the  American  in  point  of  cleanliness,  char- 
acter of  accommodations,  and  absence  of  overcrowding.  More  than 
any  other  immigrant  races  (excepting  the  Irish,  English,  and  Scotch, 
whose  Americanization  is  so  rapid  that  their  treatment  as  immigrant 
races  is  hardly  possible)  the  Germans  and  Swedes  exhibit  high  stand- 
ards of  living  and  rapid  adjustment  to  American  modes  of  life. 

The  boarding  houses' of  the  Poles,  Lithuanians,  Italians,  and  other 
races  of  southern  Europe  are  of  a  class  inferior  to  those  of  the  Germans 
and  Swedes;  but  the  wage-earners  of  these  races  are  engaged,  in  the 
main,  in  far  less  skilled  and  lower-paid  occupations,  so  that  economic 
necessity  works  to  keep  their  standard  of  living  lower. 

Among  the  Poles,  the  boarding  houses  in  which  full  board  (lodging 
and  food)  is  furnished  are  rare.  Most  of  the  Polish  " boarders"  are 
hardly  more  than  lodgers ;  yet  this  difference  from  the  usual  conception 
of  "lodger"  exists:  The  lodging  house  is  also  an  eating  house,  in  that 
all  food  is  cooked  and  eaten  there.  Each  lodger,  however,  pays  for 
his  own  provisions,  which  are  cooked  by  the  housewife;  she  does  the 
buying  also,  carrying  each  lodger's  "store  books"  with  her  on  her 
marketing  tours.  For  his  lodging  and  for  the  services  of  the  house- 
wife (buying  and  cooking  his  food  and  washing  his  clothes)  the  lodger 
(or  "boarder")  usually  pays  a  monthly  sum  of  from  $3.50  to  $4.  In 
practically  all  of  the  Polish  boarding  or  lodging  houses  this  monthly 

Eayment  covers  not  only  lodging,  buying,  and  cooking  food,  and 
mndry,  but  also  a  daily  breakfast  of  soup,  bread,  and  coffee,  furnished 
by  the  house.  In  many  of  the  boarding  houses  of  the  Lithuanians, 
Ruthenians,  Slovaks,  and  Russians  the  same  manner  of  living  prevails. 
To  the  man  thus  living,  the  total  cost  of  lodging,  food,  cooking,  and 
laundry  is  from  $10  to  $12  per  month. 

In  the  German  and  Swedish  boarding  houses  the  cost  of  living  is 
somewhat  greater,  averaging  from  $3.50  to  $5  per  week,  but  the 
standard  of  living  is  likewise  higher.  Among  the  Germans  and 
Swedes  the  American  boarding-house  system  prevails,  and  the  individ- 
ual buying  of  provisions  is  unknown.  In  native  boarding  houses  the 
cost  of  board  and  lodging  ranges  from  $16  to  $25  or  more  per  month, 
the  average  being  about  $20.  But  to  compare  the  American  boarding 
houses  with  the  majority  of  the  immigrant  nouses  is  hardly  significant, 
because  the  boarders  in  the  American  houses  are  for  the  most  part 
higher-paid  workmen  than  most  of  those  who  live  in  immigrant 
houses.

LITERACY. 

The  general  literacy  of  persons  in  the  households  studied  is  set  forth 
in  the  following  table,  which  shows,  by  sex,  general  nativity,  and  race 
of  individual,  the  percentage  of  persons  10  years  of  age  or  over  who 
read  and  the  percentage  who  both  read  and  write.

Of  2,632  persons  included  in  the  foregoing  table  85  per  cent  read  and 
80.8  per  cent  read  and  write.  The  proportion  of  males  who  read,  as 
well  as  of  those  who  both  read  aned  write,  is  larger  than  the  proportion 
of  females.  All  of  the  persons  native-born  of  native  father  and  the 
native-born  of  foreign  rather,  both  male  and  femael,  as  comparep 
with  83.8  per  cent  of  the  foreign-born  males  and  74.1  per  cent  of  the 
foreign-born  females,  read,  while  all  of  the  native-born  of  native 
father  and  native-born  of  foreign  father  and  81. 2  per  cent  of  the  for- 
eign-born males,  all  of  the  native-born  of  native  father,  99.6  per 
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cent  of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father,  and  64.2  per  cent  of  the 
foreign-born  females  both  read  and  write. 

Of  the  several  foreign  races  it  is  seen  that  the  proportions  of  males 
of  each  race  who  read  is  larger  than  the  proportion  of  females  with  the 
exception  of  the  German.  This  is  true  in  each  race  group  of  those 
who  both  read  and  write.  The  Germans  and  Swedes,  both  males  and 
females,  show  the  highest  degree  of  literacy,  the  Ruthenians  showing 
the  lowest  as  regards  the  males,  and  the  Russian  the  lowest  as  regards 
the  females. 

The  degree  of  literacy  which  prevails  among  persons  of  foreign  birth 
after  designated  periods  of  residence  in  this  country  may  be  seen  from 
the  table  next  presented.  This  table  shows,  by  years  in  the  United 
States  and  race  of  individual,  the  percentage  of  foreign-born  persons 
10  years  of  age  or  over,  in  the  households  studied,  who  read  and  the 
percentage  who  both  read  and  write.

For  1,963  foreign-born  persons  10  years  of  age  or  over  the  preceding 
table  shows  that  73.2  per  cent  of  those  with  a  period  of  residence  in  the 
United  States  under  five  years,  76.2  per  cent  of  those  with  a  period  of 
residence  of  from  five  to  nine  years,  and  89.2  per  cent  of  those  with  a 
period  of  residence  of  ten  years  or  over,  read.  The  proportion  who 
both  read  and  write  is  smaller  in  each  instance.  Of  the  several  races 
the  Swedish  and  German  show  the  highest  degree  of  literacy,  less  than 
1  per  cent  not  having  ability  to  both  read  and  write,  regardless  of 
length  of  residence  in  the  United  States.  The  Ruthenian  shows  the 
lowest  degree  of  literacy,  only  slightly  over  50  per  cent  of  their  num- 
ber with  a  period  of  residence  of  less  than  ten  years  and  33.3  per  cent 
of  those  with  a  period  of  residence  of  ten  years  or  over  having  ability 
to  both  read  and  write. 

The  literacy  of  foreign-born  persons,  according  to  their  ages  at  the 
time  of  arrival  in  this  country,  is  set  forth  in  the  following  table. 
The  table  shows,  by  age  at  time  of  coming  to  the  United  States  and 
race  of  individual,  the  percentage  of  foreign-born  persons  10  years  of 
age  or  over,  in  the  households  studied,  who  read  and  the  percentage 
who  both  read  and  write.

Of  a  total  of  1,963  foreign-born  persons  10  years  of  age  or  over, 
shown  in  the  above  table,  95.2  per  cent  of  those  who  were  under  14 
years  of  age  at  time  of  coming  to  the  United  States  can  read  and 
93.6  per  cent  can  read  and  write.  Of  those  who  were  14  years  of 
age  or  over  at  the  time  of  coming  to  this  country,  78.3  per  cent  can 
read  and  72.3  per  cent  can  read  and  write.  Of  the  Germans  who 
were  under  14  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  coming,  100  per  cent  can 
read  and  read  and  write;  of  those  who  were  14  years  or  age  or  over 
at  time  of  coming,  100  per  cent  can  read  and  99.3  per  cent  can 
both- read  and  write.

The  South  Italians,  Lithuanians,  Poles,  Germans, 
Russians,  and  Slovaks  show  a  higher  percentage  of  those  who  were 
14  years  of  age  or  over  at  the  time  of  landing  who  can  read  than  the 
percentage  of  those  who  can  both  read  and  write.

The  Slovaks  show  the  highest  and  the  Germans  the  lowest  per- 
centage of  members  who  are  under  6  years  of  age,  the  Swedes  the 
highest  and  the  Russians  the  lowest  percentage  who  are  from  6  to  13 
years  of  age,  the  Germans  show  the  highest  percentage  who  are  from 
14  to  15,  while  no  Russians  or  Ruthenians  are  included  in  this  group. 
The  Germans  also  show  the  highest  percentage  who  are  from  16  to  19 
and  the  Russians  the  lowest  percentage  in  this  group.  The  Russians 
show  the  highest  percentage,  and  the  Swedes  the  lowest  percentage 
who  are  from  20  to  29,  and  the  Russians  the  highest,  and  the  Slovaks 
the  lowest  percentage  who  are  from  30  to  44.  The  Germans  show  the 
highest  percentage  who  are  45  years  of  age  or  over,  while  no  Russians 
are  included  in  this  group. 

A  higher  percentage  or  the  females  than  of  the  males  are  under  6, 
from  6  to  13,  from  14  to  15,  and  from  16  to  19  years  of  age.  The  per- 
centage of  males  who  are  from  20  to  29,  from  30  to  44,  and  45  years  of 
age  or  over  is  higher  than  that  of  the  females. 

GENERAL    EFFECT   OF   IMMIGRATION    UPON   THE    COMMUNITY. 

It  can  not  be  said  that  immigration  has  pushed  the  native  work- 
man out.  If  it  has  had  any  effect  on  native  labor,  it  has  been  to 
advance  the  native  into  the  higher  paid  occupations.  The  places  the 
immigrant  has  filled  in  the  factories  were  places  for  which  there  were 
no  American  workmen.  Immigration  may  have  lowered  wages,  but 
they  were  chiefly  the  wages  of  immigrants  themselves,  for  only  with 
the  coming  of  the  immigrant  have  the  factories  been  able  to  employ 
large  numbers  of  workmen,  and  for  years  the  mass  of  factory  workers 
have  been  immigrants. 

That  immigration  has  lowered  standards  of  living  in  the  com- 
munity, is  doubtless  true;  but  it  is  also  true  that  the  immigrant's 
standards  of  living  have  been  raised  by  his  continuance  in  this  com- 
munity. 

Community  C  is  now  a  city  of  many  races,  where  the  American 
forms  but  a  small  part  of  the  population.  The  immigrant  and  his 
children  are  here  in  numbers  five  times  those  of  the  American ;  many 
languages  are  heard  on  the  streets;  in  some  of  the  schools  there  are 
classes  in  which  over  90  per  cent  of  the  pupils  hear  only  a  foreign 
language  spoken  in  their  homes ;  there  are  churches  in  which  English 
is  never  heard;  and  sections  of  the  city  in  which  no  American  family 
can  be  found;  yet  the  community  has  the  atmosphere  of  a  New 
England  city. 
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DISEASES    PECULIAR   TO   IMMIGRANTS. 

Diseases  peculiar  to  immigrants  are  exceedingly  rare.  There  have 
been,  it  is  said,  one  or  two  cases  of  trachoma  in  the  community,  but  of 
date  so  remote  that  the  exact  number  of  cases  and  the  race  or  races 
among  which  they  occurred  are  unknown.  In  recent  years  no 
trachoma  has  been  found,  and  probably  none  exists  in  the  city. 
Tuberculosis  exists,  although  the  number  of  cases  has  not  been  exces- 
sive, more  among  immigrants  than  among  Americans.  The  American 
portion  of  the  population  is  only  about  16  per  cent  of  the  whole, 
however,  which  would  naturally  account  for  a  larger  variety  of  dis- 
eases among  the  immigrants  than  among  the  Americans.  Tubercu- 
losis is  said  to  occur  more  frequently  among  the  Poles  than  with  any 
other  race,  but  no  statistics  have  been  obtained  in  verification  of  this 
statement. 

It  is  probably  true  that  more  disease  exists  in  the  community  than 
if  the  population  were  wholly  American;  habits  of  life  among  some 
of  the  immigrant  races  tend  to  make  them  more  subject  to  disease. 
Congested  housing  conditions  among  the  Poles,  Lithuanians,  Italians, 
and  Ruthenians  probably  make  those  races  more  liable  to  sickness 
than  others,  and  certainly  contagious  diseases  would  spread  more 
rapidly  among  them.  The  effect  of  the  housing  conditions  of  some 
of  the' immigrant  races,  especially  those  just  mentioned,  is  doubtless 
to  make  disease  more  prevalent.  But  this  effect  upon  the  public 
health  is  due  not  to  diseases  peculiar  to  immigrants,  but  to  their 
manner  of  living.  So  the  relatively  high  death  rate  of  infant  chil- 
dren probably  results  from  lack  of  proper  care  and  in  some  degree 
from  the  fact  that  many  of  the  women  work  in  the  factories.  It  does 
not  necessarily  follow  that  there  are  diseases  peculiar  to  immigrants 
or  that  the  diseases  existing  among  immigrants  have  any  specific 
effect  upon  the  public  health.  The  death  rate  (as  a  whole)  is  not 
abnormally  high  in  the  community,  for  the  death  rate  of  the  entire 
State  for  1907  was  17.1  per  thousand,  compared  with  a  death  rate  of 

17  per  thousand  for  Community  C. 

Some  difficulty  is  had  in  enforcing  health  regulations  among  certain 
of  the  races,  especially  the  Polish,  Lithuanian,  Slovak,  and  Ruthe- 
nian,  the  Poles  being  worst  in  their  failure  to  obey  the  regulations, 
particularly  quarantine  regulations  in  cases  of  contagious  diseases. 

CRIMINALITY. 

Community  C  is  remarkably  well  ordered,  considering  its  size  and 
racial  complexity.  The  chief  of  police  accounts  for  the  comparative 
freedom  or  the  city  from  crime  by  the  fact  that  many  of  the  races 
keep  much  to  themselves,  and  are  thus  more  easily  watched  and 
controlled.  The  offenses  committed,  for  the  greater  part,  are  of  a 
minor  sort,  such  as  drunkenness  and  its  attendant  evils.  The  great- 
est criminality  appears  to  exist  among  the  Poles,  who  are  considered 
by  the  police  the  most  difficult  of  the  races  to  control.  According 
to  the  police  records,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1908,  about 

18  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  persons  arrested  were  from  Poland. 
The  number  of  Polish  offenders  is  greater  than  of  any  other  race, 
except  possibly  the  American.     The  records  of  arrest  do  not  always 
show  race;  usually  merely  country  of   birth  or  nationality.     Thus 
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the  tabulation  of  police  records  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1908,  as  submitted  below,  does  not  accurately  show  the  frequency 
with  which  each  race  appears  in  the  police  court.  Many  of  the  per- 
sons recorded  as  Americans  are  the  immediate  descendants  of  other 
races,  although  probably  born  in  the  United  States.

OWNERSHIP   OF   HOMES. 

The  accumulation  of  property  is  not  only  an  indication  of  thrift 
on  the  part  of  the  owner,  but,  where  the  owner  is  a  person  of  foreign 
birth,  it  also  exhibits  a  tendency  toward  permanent  settlement. 
In  this  connection  the  following  table  is  submitted,  showing  the 
number  and  percentage  of  families  owning  home,  by  general  nativity 
and  race  of  head  of  family.

Of  735  families  shown  in  the  above  table,  21.2  per  cent  own  homes. 
The  families  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father 
show  22.6  per  cent  owning  homes,  closely  followed  by  the  families 
the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  and  those  whose  heads  are 
native  whites  born  of  native  father  which  follow  in  the  order  named. 
Of  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  of  foreign-birth  those  whose 
heads  are  Germans  show  45.2  per  cent  owning  homes.  The  families 
the  heads  of  which  are  Lithuanians  and  [Swedes  show  33.7  per  cent 
and  29.7  per  cent  respectively,  while  the  families  whose  heads  are  of 
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other  specified  races  show  considerably  smaller  proportions  owning 
homes. 

INVESTMENTS. 

No  definite  information  regarding  the  amount  of  money  sent 
abroad  by  the  various  races  could  be  obtained.  The  records  of  the 
international  money  orders  sent  through  the  post-office  of  the  city 
for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1908,  have  been  examined  and  the 
amount  thus  sent  to  each  foreign  country  is  shown  in  the  following 
statement.  But  these  records  do  not  show  the  race  of  the  sender, 
and  the  post-office  is  but  one  of  the  agencies  employed  for  sending 
money  abroad;  how  much  was  sent  through  banks,  foreign  exchange 
agencies,  and  steamship  agencies,  could  not  be  ascertained.

Of  612  children  6  and  under  16  years  of  age  shown  in  the  preceding 
table,  5.2  per  cent  are  at  home,  89.2  per  cent  are  at  school,  and  5.6 
per  cent  are  at  work.  The  children  of  foreign  birth  show  the  highest 
percentage  at  home,  followed  by  those  who  are  native-born  of  foreign 
father  and  those  who  are  native  whites  born  of  native  father  in  the 
order  named.  The  children  who  are  native  whites  born  of  native 
father  show  the  highest  percentage  at  school,  followed  by  the  chil- 
dren native-born  of  foreign  father  and  those  who  are  foreign-born  in 
smaller  proportions.  The  foreign-born  children  exhibit  a  very  much 
higher  percentage  who  are  at  work  than  do  the  children  who  are 
native-born  of  foreign  father,  and  the  children  who  are  native  whites 
born  of  native  father  which  follow  in  the  order  named. 

Of  the  children  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  those  of 
Polish  parentage  show  the  highest  percentage  and  those  whose  par- 
ents are  Slovaks  the  lowest  percentage  at  home.  The  children  whose 
fathers  are  Slovaks  show  the  highest  percentage  and  those  whose 
fathers  are  Poles  the  lowest  percentage  who  are  at  school.  The 
children  whose  fathers  were  born  in  Germany  show  the  highest  per- 
centage and  those  whose  fathers  are  Poles  the  lowest  percentage 
who  are  at  work. 

The  female  children  show  a  somewhat  higher  percentage  at  home 
and  at  school  than  do  the  male  children,  while  the  proportion  of 
male  children  who  are  at  work  is  somewhat  larger  than  that  of  the 
female  children  who  are  at  work. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  number  and  percentage  of  children 
6  and  under  16  years  of  age,  at  home,  at  school,  and  at  work,  by 
general  nativity  and  race  of  father  and  by  birthplace  of  child.

The  preceding  table  shows  that  of  the  children  who  are  native- 
born  whites,  4.2  per  cent  are  at  home,  93.8  per  cent  are  at  school, 
and  2.1  per  cent  are  at  work.  Of  the  South  Italian  children  who 
were  born  in  the  United  States,  none  are  at  home;  while  94. 4  per  cent 
are  at  school,  and  5.6  per  cent  are  at  work.  Of  the  South  Italian 
children  who  were  born  abroad,  10  per  cent  are  at  home,  while  only 
77.5  per  cent  are  at  school  and  12.5  per  cent  are  at  work. 

CITIZENSHIP. 

The  extent  to  which  the  foreign-born  males  in  the  households 
studied  have  acquired  or  manifested  an  interest  in  attaining  citizen- 
ship is  exhibited  by  the  table  next  presented.  The  table  shows,  by 
race,  the  present  political  condition  of  foreign-born  males  who  have 
been  in  the  United  States  five  years  or  over  and  who  were  21  years 
of  age  or  over  at  time  of  arrival  in  this  country.

The  following  table  shows  that  of  1,992  foreign-born  persons  6  years 
of  age  or  over,  91.8  per  cent  of  those  who  were  under  14  years  of  age 
at  time  of  coming  to  the  United  States  and  63.4  per  cent  of  those  who 
were  14  years  of  age  or  over  at  the  time  of  coming  to  this  country 
can  speak  English. 

The  Germans  and  the  Swedes  who  were  under  14  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  coming  to  this  country  show  100  per  cent,  the  Slovaks, 
the  Ruthenians,  the  Lithuanians,  and  South  Italians  show  over  90 
per  cent,  and  the  Poles  75  per  cent  who  were  under  14  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  coming,  who  can  speak  English.  Of  the  foreign-born 
persons  who  were  14  years  of  age  or  over,  at  the  time  of  coming  to

The  preceding  table  shows  that  of  1,992  foreign-born  persons  6 
years  of  age  or  over,  36  per  cent  of  those  who  have  been  in  the  United 
States  under  five  years,  74.4  per  cent  of  those  who  have  been  in 
this  country  from  five  to  nine  years,  and  92.6  per  cent  of  those  with 
a  residence  of  ten  years  or  over  can  speak  English.  Of  the  foreign- 
born  persons  who  have  been  in  the  United  States  under  five  years, 
the  Slovaks  show  the  highest  and  the  Germans  the  lowest  percentage 
who  can  speak  English.  Of  the  persons  who  have  been  in  this 
country  from  five  to  nine  years,  the  Swedes  show  100  per  cent  as 
contrasted  with  only  50  per  cent  of  the  Russians  who  can  speak 
English.

The  figures  of  the  above  table  are  the  result  of  a  conservative  esti- 
mate of  the  principal  industries  of  Community  D  in  1909.^  There  were, 
in  the  38  establishments  for  which  data  are  reported,  16,144  employees. 
These  employees  are  classified  in  the  table  according  to  the  industry 
of  the  establishment.  It  appears  that  7,268  wage-earners,  in  8  estab- 
lishments, were  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  woolen  and  worsted, 
that  3,025  wage-earners  were  employed  in  11  handkerchief  manufac- 
turing establishments;  that  2,100  wage-earners,  in  5  establishments, 
were  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  cotton  and  dress  goods,  and  that 
1 ,102  wage-earners,  in  2  establishments,  were  employed  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  rubber  hose,  belting,  etc.  There  were  606  wage-earners  in  a 
single  establishment  for  the  dyeing  of  cotton  and  woolen  goods  and  523 
wage-earners  in  a  single  establishment  for  the  manufacture  of  calico 
prints.  The  industries  of  cigar  making,  the  manufacture  of  tin  cans 
and  boxes,  matches,  wire  and  cables,  leather  goods,  silk  machinery, 
waxed  paper  and  parchment,  and  compressed  foods,  occupied  one  or 
two  establishments  and  employed  from  100  to  400  wage-earners  each. 
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It  will  be  noted  from  the  data  presented  that  the  manufacture  of 
woolens  and  worsted  was  by  far  the  most  important  industry  of  the 
community,  and  that  by  far  the  greater  proportion  of  all  the  wage- 
earners  for  whom  information  is  given  were  employed  in  textile  indus- 
tries of  one  class  or  another.

Of  the  total  number  of  persons  for  whom  detailed  information  was 
secured  63.2  per  cent  are  foreign-born,  33.9  per  cent  are  native-born 
of  foreign  father,  and  2.9  per  cent  native-born  whites  of  native 
father.  Of  the  foreign-born  and  native-born  of  native  father  infor- 
mation was  secured  for  a  slightly  greater  proportion  of  females  than 
of  males.  Of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  information  was 
secured  for  a  slightly  greater  proportion  of  males.  Information  was 
secured  for  a  considerably  larger  proportion  of  Ruthenians  and  Ma- 
gyars than  of  any  other  race. 


CHAPTER  II. 
RACIAL  DISPLACEMENTS. 

History  of  immigration — Period  of  residence  in  the  United  States  of  members  of  immi- 
grant households  studied — Estimated  population  of  Community  D,  in  1909,  by  race-^ 
[Text  Table  219  and  General  Table  170]. 

HISTORY   OF   IMMIGRATION. 


Immigration  to  this  community,  on  a  large  scale,  began  with  the 
opening  of  the  mills,  in  the  period  beginning  with  1889  and  still 
continuing.  As  early  as  1847-1850,  when  a  railroad  was  built,  and 
in  1856,  when  a  canal  was  constructed,  Irish  immigrants  came  to 
the  community,  but  this  immigration  was  never  heavy.  During  the 
years  which  followed,  Dutch,  English,  Irish,  and  Scotch  immigrants 
arrived  from  other  parts  of  the  country,  and  from  abroad,  to  work 
in  the  few  woolen  and  worsted  mills  which  were  established  from 
1869  to  1889.  This  immigration  was  from  the  north  of  Europe  and 
was  a  gradual  immigration  in  no  way  to  be  compared  with  the  sud- 
den influx  of  races  from  southern  and  eastern  Europe  which  came 
with  the  establishment  of  various  industries. 

Beginning,  then,  with  the  year  1889  as  the  initial  year  of  immigra- 
tion, the  history  of  the  immigration  of  each  race  is  treated  below 
according  to  the  numerical  position  of  that  race  in  the  population  of 
the  city  at  the  present  time.  In  each  case  only  an  approximation  of 
numbers  can  be  given,  drawn  from  estimates  made  by  priests,  steam- 
ship agents,  business  men,  and  old  residents.  The  roles  are  the 
most  numerous  of  the  immigrant  races  in  the  community.  While 
Poles  have  been  in  the  city  for  a  least  twenty  years,  their  number 
in  1896  amounted  to  but  500.  That  immigration  from  this  source 
has  been  steady  may  be  seen  from  the  following  figures  of  Polish 
population:  1897,  900;  1898,  700;  1899,  1,000;  1900,  1,400.  The 
year  of  largest  immigration,  1901,  swelled  the  total  to  2,000.  The 
three  years  following  averaged  about  500  persons  each,  making 
the  total  population  of  this  race  in  1904  approximately  3,500.  The 
years  following  saw  a  diminution  in  immigration,  and  up  to  the 
beginning  of  the  panic  in  1907  only  500  more  were  added  to  the 
population.  During  the  panic  (1907-8),  as  is  the  custom  with  all 
races  in  times  of  industrial  depression,  many  returned  to  their 
homes,  and  but  few  ventured  to  come  to  this  country.  At  present 
the  Polish  population'  is  about  4,500.  The  work  which  these  people 
do  is  almost  entirely  unskilled.  Both  men  and  women  secure 
employment  in  the  many  textile  and  other  manufacturing  establish- 
ments of  the  community,  the  men  as  laborers  or  operators  of  machines 
and  the  women  in  the  handkerchief  factories  and  also  in  the  woolen, 
worsted,  and  cotton  mills.  The  race  which  stands  second  on  the 
list  of  the  foreign-born  population  is  the  Irish.  As  with  the  other 
English-speaking  races,  Irish  immigration  to  the  community  has  been 
relatively  light  since  1889.  This  immigration  began  as  early  as  1850, 
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and  continued  at  an  increasing  rate  during  the  two  following  decades, 
reaching  its  highest  numbers  in  the  period  from  1870-1880,  and  from 
that  time  falling  off  until  by  1889  there  was  scarcely  any  Irish  immi- 
gration. Up  to  the  present  time  this  condition  has  remained 
unchanged,  and  the  Irish  population,  which  now  numbers  4,200, 
shows  a  tendency  to  decrease  more  rapidly  than  that  of  any  other 
race.  The  Irish  were  the  first  unskilled  immigrant  laborers  to  come 
to  the  community  in  numbers.  They  were  the  people  who  laid 
down  the  railroads,  built  the  canal,  and  furnished  unskilled  labor 
on  the  farms  and  wherever  else  it  was  needed.  A  large  number  of 
them  found  employment  in  the  textile  industries  and  later  went 
into  business  as  grocers,  saloon  keepers,  or  butchers  and  into  other 
occupations.  Their  places  as  laborers  have  been  taken  by  the 
Italians,  and  to-day  the  section  of  the  city  formerly  inhabited  by  the 
Irish  and  Scotch  is  now  occupied  by  the  races  of  southern  and 
eastern  Europe.  The  Polish  immigration  to  the  community  was 
followed  by  that  of  another  race  of  central  and  eastern  Europe — 
the  Slovaks.  During  the  period  from  1885  to  1889,  Slovaks  began 
to  come  to  the  city  in  small  numbers,  and  in  the  decade  from  1889 
to  1899  the  stream  was  constant  and  increasing  until  in  the  year  last 
mentioned  they  numbered  about  2,000.  Since  that  time  the  immi- 
gration of  Slovaks,  while  not  as  heavy  as  that  of  the  Poles,  has  not 
been  far  behind,  having  averaged  about  one  hundred  a  year.  It 
was  especially  heavy  in  1906,  but  in  the  following  years  of  the  panic, 
1907-8,  it  became  a  negligible  factor.  The  present  population  is 
estimated  to  be  4,000.  The  work  performed  by  Slovaks  in  this  com- 
munity is  that  of  unskilled  and  unorganized  laborers.  Like  the 
Poles,  the  Slovak  men  and  women  find  employment  in  the  textile 
establishments,  the  handkerchief  and  rubber- mills,  and  in  other  indus- 
tries where  work  of  an  unskilled  nature  is  required.  The  Hebrew 
immigration  resembles  that  of  the  other  races  from  eastern  and 
central  Europe,  and  extends  over  the  same  period  of  time  1889- 
1909.  With  persons  of  this  race  the  motive  for  coming  to  the 
United  States  have  been  religious  and  social,  rather  than  economic. 
The  Russian  Jews  form  three-fourths  of  the  total  Jewish  population, 
although  Polish,  Austrian,  and  German  Jews  are  present  in  con- 
siderable numbers. 

These  people  are  the  shopkeepers  and  property  owners  of  the  immi- 
grant district.  Many  of  them  have  come  equipped  with  trades, 
which  they  have  been  unable  to  practice  abroad.  Among  their  num- 
ber are  carpenters,  masons,  bricklayers,  machinists,  and  other 
mechanics.  Fewer  of  the  Hebrews  than  of  the  members  of  other 
races  go  into  the  mills  of  the  community.  Their  desire  seems  to  be 
to  enter  trade,  and  from  small  beginnings  many  of  these  people  have 
built  up  well  established  businesses.  This  immigration  has  been  an 
almost  constant  factor  in  the  history  of  the  city.  Since  1889  it  has 
been,  after  the  Polish  and  Slovak  immigration,  the  largest  single  ele- 
ment in  the  immigration  to  this  community,  and  one  which  seems  to 
increase  rather  than  to  diminish.  The  present  Hebrew  population 
numbers  about  3,500.  The  Ruthenians,  or,  as  they  call  themselves, 
"Little  Russians,"  immigrated  to  community  D  during  years  of  the 
Polish  and  Slovak  immigration.  They  come  largely  from  one 
province  of  Austria-Hungary,  Galicia,  and,  like  the  Jews,  they  have 
formed  a  constant  factor  of  immigration.  Before  1889  the  Ruthen- 
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ian  immigration  was  very  small,  but  since  that  time  has  been  large 
in  every  year  except  that  following  the  panic  of  1907-8,  when  it 
ceased  temporarily.  The  present  Ruthenian  population  is  3,200. 
These  immigrants,  like  those  of  the  other  races  of  central  Europe 
now  coming  to  this  country,  are  unskilled  workers,  and  find  a  place 
in  the  manufacturing  establishments  of  the  community,  where  a 
large  amount  of  unskilled  labor  is  necessary.  Like  the  Poles  and 
Slovaks,  the  men  and  women  of  Ruthenian  race  work  in  the  textile 
establishments  of  the  city.  The  Ruthenian  women,  together  with 
the  Polish,  Slovak,  and  Magyar  women,  are  largely  employed  in  the 
handkerchief  factories.  The  Magyars  or  Hungarians  constitute 
another  large  element  in  the  population  of  the  city.  These  people 
were  the  first  of  the  races  of  central  Europe  to  settle  in  the  city,  one 
member  of  the  race  having  come  in  1879.  Magyar  immigration,  on 
a  large  scale,  began  in  1889,  and  followed  the  same  general  course  as 
the  Polish,  Slovak,  and  Ruthenian  immigration,  from  which  it  is  not 
easily  differentiated.  The  Magyars,  like  the  Poles,  Slovaks,  and 
Ruthenians,  are  also  unskilled  laborers  and  perform  the  same  kind 
of  work.  Their  women  find  employment  in  the  handkerchief  factories 
of  the  city,  while  the  men  perform  unskilled  tasks  in  the  cotton, 
woolen  and  worsted,  rubber,  and  dye  works  of  the  city.  This  immi- 
gration has  been  constant,  except  during  the  panic  years,  and  has 
been  in  no  way  different  from  other  immigration  from  central  Europe. 
Of  the  present  population  of  about  3,000,  approximately  2,000  are 
Roman  Catholics.  German  immigration  to  the  community  began 
with  the  opening  of  a  large  woolen  and  worsted  mill  in  1889.  The 
Germans  who  found  employment  in  this  mill  came  very  largely  from 
a  single  city  in  the  State  of  Saxony.  The  capital  and  management 
of  this  mill,  which  caused  this  immigration,  also  came  from  Germany. 
In  the  five  years,  1890-1895,  the  German  immigration  to  the  com- 
munity was  very  heavy,  for  all  who  left  Germany  were  assured  of 
positions  in  the  mill  referred  to.  The  immigrants  came  with  trades, 
not  as  unskilled  laborers,  and  took  up  their  employment  immediately 
upon  arrival.  In  1899,  officials  of  the  mill  opened  a  second  estab- 
lishment, in  which  large  numbers  of  Germans  found  employment. 

Since  1900  German  immigration  has  been  light.  In  1904  a  third 
mill  was  established  and  this  gave  employment  to  large  numbers  of 
Germans  already  here.  The  two  mills  most  recently  opened,  were, 
while  independent  of  the  earlier  plant,  established  by  men  who  had 
been  connected  with  the  original  company.  With  the  exception  of 
the  few  German  mechanics  almost  the  entire  German  population  may 
be  found  working  in  these  three  mills.  At  present  the  German  popu- 
lation of  the  community  is  about  2,500.  The  earliest  immigrants  to 
the  community  were  the  Dutch.  Farmers  of  this  race  were  known 
to  reside  in  this  vicinity  as  early  as  1678.  These  people  emi- 
grated from  New  York  and  Connecticut,  on  account  of  more  liberal 
land  laws  in  effect  in  New  Jersey.  The  more  recent  immigration  of 
the  Dutch  to  Community  D  began  as  early  as  1860,  and  during  the 
decade  from  1870  and  1880  many  persons  came  to  obtain  employment 
in  a  textile  mill  in  an  adjoining  village.  The  Dutch  immigration, 
like  the  immigration  of  other  races  of  northern  and  western  Europe, 
had  greatly  diminished  by  1889,  and,  since  that  time,  has  not  in  point 
of  numbers  been  comparable  with  the  immigration  of  the  races  of 
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central  Europe.  There  has  been  a  change  also  in  the  character  of 
the  immigration,  for  while  the  immigrants  of  the  period  before  1889 
were  entirely  unskilled,  nearly  all  of  the  few  persons  now  coming  have 
trades.  These  recent  arrivals  secure  positions  as  artisans  and  are 
not  forced  to  take  employment  in  the  mills.  In  the  census  of  1900 
the  Dutch  population  is  given  as  1,315,  and  in  the  nine  years  follow- 
ing a  gain  of  about  700  has  been  made,  making  a  total,  at  the  present 
time,  of  about  2,000.  The  South  Italians  followed  the  Germans, 
Poles,  Slavs,  and  other  races  to  the  city,  but  came  in  gradually.  In 
1893  there  were  few  Italian  families  in  the  community,  and  the 
majority  of  these  had  come  from  a  larger  neighboring  city,  where 
they  had  formerly  worked  in  the  silk  mills.  Italian  immigration  was 
heavy  during  the  years  of  1899,  1900,  and  1901,  and  has  continued 
to  increase  since  that  time,  except  in  the  years  1907-8,  when  it 
was  very  light.  The  Italian  immigrants  in  this  community  are  a 
very  uncertain  quantity,  as  they  exhibit  a  stronger  tendency  than 
do  the  immigrants  of  any  other  race  to  visit  the  mother  country 
whenever  they  have  sufficient  money  to  make  the  journey.  In  the 
summer  and  fall  they  leave  America  and  journey  to  Italy,  returning 
the  next  spring.  The  members  of  the  South  Italian  colony,  unlike 
the  aliens  from  central  Europe,  do  not  live  in  the  immigrant  settle- 
ment described,  but  make  their  homes  in  a  different  part  of  the  city. 
The  Italians  in  Community  D  secure  employment  in  the  textile  mills 
as  laborers  for  contractors,  and  a  number  of  them,  on  account  of  their 
proficiency  in  penmanship,  have  secured  clerkships.  Some  are 
engaged  in  the  fruit  business  and  as  street  venders.  Italian  women 
are  employed  in  the  mills  to  a  less  extent  than  the  women  of  any 
other  race.  In  1900  the  population  of  both  North  and  South  Italians 
was  783.  Since  that  time  Italian  immigration  has  kept  pace  with 
that  of  all  other  races,  and  the  state  census  of  1905  shows  a  total 
North  and  South  Italian  population  of  1,723,  an  increase  of  about 
120  per  cent  in  the  five-year  period. 

The  South  Italian  population  was  estimated,  in  1909,  at  1,800. 
While  there  were,  in  1909,  fewer  Italians  than  English  in  the  com- 
munity, the  North  Italian  immigration  mav  be  most  conveniently 
discussed  at  this  point.  Like  the  South  Italians,  the  North  Italians 
occupy  a  separate  quarter  of  the  city.  Their  labor  is  of  a  distinc- 
tively higher  type  than  that  of  the  South  Italians.  The  North  Italian 
immigration  to  the  community  had  its  inception  in  1888,  when  a 
few  individuals  came  to  live  in  the  city.  Most  of  the  immigration 
which  followed  was  not  direct,  although  some  of  the  North  Italians 
came  directly  from  the  old  countrv  to  friends  already  here.  To  a 
greater  extent  than  the  South  Italians  members  of  this  race  came 
to  the  community  on  account  of  the  industries  located  there.  Large 
numbers  first  secured  work  in  the  silk  mills  of  a  neighboring  city, 
and  then  found  employment  in  the  textile  establishments  in  towns 
lying  close  to  the  community  studied.  From  the  statements  made 
by  priests,  postmasters,  and  steamship  agents  it  appears  that  the 
North  Italian  immigration  has  been  large  since  about  1900.  A 
conservative  estimate  places  the  North  Italian  population  of  the 
community  in  1909  at  700. 

The  North  Italians  in  the  community  are  occupied  in  the  indus- 
trial establishments,  and  to  a  less  extent,  in  small  trading  and  shop- 
keeping.  In  the  cotton,  woolen,  and  worsted  mills,  they  are  as 
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well  represented,  in  proportion  to  population,  as  persons  of  any 
other  race,  and  among  their  number  also  is  found  a  large  percentage 
of  skilled  workmen.  They  form  a  law-abiding,  industrious,  and 
successful  part  of  the  foreign  population,  and  stand  high  among 
the  races  of  recent  immigration  to  the  city.  The  English,  like 
the  Irish  and  Scotch,  were  among  the  first  immigrants  to  come  to 
the  community,  but  they  have  supplied  only  a  very  small  propor- 
tion of  the  immigration  which  has  come  in  since  1889.  When  the 
worsted,  woolen,  and  cotton  mills  were  being  started  on  a  small 
scale,  during  the  period  from  1869  to  1889,  the  labor  of  the  English 
weavers,  dyers,  and  finishers  was  in  great  demand,  and  many  were 
induced  to  come  directly  from  Europe  to  take  up  their  occupations 
in  the  community.  At  no  time  has  English  immigration  been 
heavy,  and  at  no  time  have  the  English  .constituted  a  very  strong 
element  hi  the  population  numerically.  In  1900  there  were  accord- 
ing to  the  census  returns  600  English  in  the  city.  It  seems  prob- 
able that  this  figure  represents  an  underestimate.  The  English 
population  in  1909  was  estimated  at  1,150.  In  almost  all  instances 
the  English  immigrants  have  been  textile  workers,  and  have  come 
to  the  community  largely  for  the  reason  that  they  could  secure 
employment  in  an  occupation  for  which  they  were  fitted.  Among 
the  immigrants  of  this  race  unskilled  laborers  have  been  very  rare. 
The  English  have  been  fairly  successful  in  their  occupations,  and 
have  contributed  materially  to  the  development  of  the  industries 
of  the  city.  Like  the  Germans  and  Scotch,  the  English  have  pros- 
pered greatly  in  the  new  environment. 

The  Scotch  constituted  an  important  element  in  the  early  immi- 
gration to  the  city.  Like  the  English,  they  came  to  the  community 
at  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  textile  mills,  and  were  among  the 
pioneers  in  the  introduction  and  development  of  the  textile  indus- 
tries. In  the  later  immigration  the  Scotch  played  little  part,  and 
by  1889  the  Scotch  immigration  had  practically  ceased.  The  Scotch 
immigrants  entered  the  same  industries  as  did  the  English  and  Irish 
immigrants  who  came  to  the  city  during  the  period  from  1869-1889. 
They  were  for  the  most  part  skilled  workers  who  had  done  similar 
work  in  Scotland.  That  they  have  been  successful  is  evidenced 
by  the  fact  that  many  of  the  same  woolen,  worsted,  cotton,  and 
dyeing  mills  in  which  they  went  to  work  as  weavers,  spinners,  and 
dyers  are  now  owned  by  themselves  or  their  descendants.  The 
Scotch  immigration  reached  its  highest  point  in  1880.  In  1909  the 
total  Scotch  population  was  estimated  at  600. 

Among  the  more  recent  immigrants  to  the  community  are  the 
Swedes.  Swedish  immigration  began  in  1895,  when  a  Swedish 
coachman  came  to  Community  D.  Since  that  date  immigration 
has  continued  upon  a  moderate  scale.  A  considerable  number  of 
Swedish  women  have  been  induced,  through  the  aid  of  a  resident 
Swedish  family,  to  come  to  the  city  as  domestic  servants.  Of  the 
men  of  this  race  who  have  come  to  the  community,  some  have 
entered  domestic  employments  and  others  have  secured  positions 
as  masons,  or  tinsmiths,  or  in  other  building  trades.  The  Swedish 
population  was  183  in  1900,  and  had  increased  to  300  in  1909.  The 
above  is  a  discussion  of  the  immigration  of  the  principal  races  making 
up  the  foreign-born  population  of  Community  D.  In  1909  there 
were  in  the  community  4,200  foreign-born  persons  of  races  not 
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dealt  with  in  the  text.  The  races  which  compose  this  group  are 
so  many,  and  so  varied,  and  their  numerical  representation  is,  in 
most  instances,  so  small,  that  no  definite  account  can  be  given  of 
their  immigration.  In  1909  Community  D  had,  according  to  a 
conservative  estimate,  about  45,000  inhabitants,  of  whom  over 
35,000,  or  about  78  per  cent,  were  of  foreign  birth.  A  large  majority 
of  all  the  inhabitants  had  immigrated  from  Europe  within  the  pre- 
ceding twenty  years.  At  the  present  time  the  influx  of  immigrants 
continues  undiminished.  It  is  stated  that  in  January,  1909,  the 
arrivals  averaged  14  a  day,  and  that  the  total  was  500  for  the  month 
of  February  and  300  for  the  month  of  March.  The  diverse  indus- 
tries, constantly  growing,  have  called  for  an  increasing  amount  of 
unskilled  labor,  and  the  demand  has  been  met  through  immigration.

Of  the  total  number  of  persons  42.6  per  cent  have  been  in  the 
United  States  under  five  years,  70.5  per  cent  under  ten,  and  90  per 
cent  under  twenty  years.  The  South  Italians,  Magyars,  and  Poles 
are  the  most  recent  arrivals,  the  greater  proportion  of  each  having 
been  in  this  country  less  than  five  years.  The  Irish  have  the  longest 
residence,  only  1.4  per  cent  having  been  here  under  five  years,  2.7 
per  cent  under  ten  years,  and  16.2  per  cent  under  twenty  years.  In 
addition  to  the  Irish  the  Dutch  is  the  only  other  race  which  shows  the 
smaller  proportion  to  have  been  in  the  United  States  under  twenty 
years.

The  figures  of  the  above  table  are  the  result  of  a  careful  estimate 
made  in  May,  1909.  The  Thirteenth  Federal  Census  placed  the 
population  of  the  city  at  34,773,  an  increase  of  97.2  per  cent  as  com- 
pared with  the  year  1890.  It  seems  remarkable  that  the  population 
should  increase  20  per  cent  within  the  past  year,  but  as  the  estimates 
in  1909  were  made  with  great  care  they  have  retained.  The  Federal 
census  perhaps  applied  to  a  wider  range  of  territory.  It  appears  that 
of  the  total  population  of  45,850  persons  in  1909  35,650,  or  78^  per 
cent,  were  or  foreign  birth.  Among  the  foreign-born,  of  the  races 
for  which  the  figures  are  given,  the  Poles,  Irish,  Slovaks,  Hebrews, 
Ruthenians,  and  Magyars,  in  the  order  mentioned,  have  the  largest 
and  the  Swedes,  Scotch,  and  North  Italians  the  smallest  representa- 
tion. The  figure  given  for  the  Poles  is  4,500  and  that  given  for  the 
Swedes  is  300.  It  will  be  noted  that  4,200  persons  were  of  races  not 
specified  in  the  table.  In  this  group  were  included  persons  born  in 
the  following  countries :

The  above  table  shows  that  64.6  per  cent  of  the  males  reporting 
worked  for  wages  in  Europe  before  coming  to  the  United  States, 
20.8  per  cent  worked  without  wages,  9.9  per  cent  worked  for  profit, 
while  only  4.6  per  cent  were  without  occupation.  Irish  when  com- 
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pared  with  the  other  races  given  show  very  high  proportions  who  were 
without  occupations,  while  North  Italians,  Poles,  and  Slovaks  show 
no  males  without  occupation  before  coming  to  this  country.  Ger- 
mans and  English  show  over  80  per  cent  who  were  working  for  wages 
and  Hebrews  and  Slovaks  over  70  per  cent,  the  other  races  follow 
with  smaller  proportions,  the  Irish  showing  the  smallest  per  cent 
working  for  wages.  Poles  show  a  very  much  higher  'percentage 
working  without  wages  than  the  other  races,  while  English  show  no 
individuals  who  worked  without  wages  before  coming  to  the  United 
States.  South  Italians,  Irish,  and  North  Italians  show  a  compara- 
tively high  per  cent  working  for  profit  and  Polish  the  smallest  pro- 
portion thus  engaged.

The  above  table  shows  that  of  the  males  who  were  working  for  wages 
before  coming  to  the  United  States  the  greatest  proportion  were  farm 
laborers.  Those  who  were  engaged  in  hand  trades  follow  with  the  next 
highest  percentage.  Factory  operators  and  those  engaged  in  other 
occupations  show  almost  the  same  percentage,  while  very  small  pro- 
portions were  general  laborers  and  miners.  Of  those  working  without 
wages  the  greatest  proportion  were  farm  laborers,  while  of  those  work- 
ing for  profit  the  highest  percentage  were  farmers  or  were  engaged  in 
other  occupations.  Ruthenians  show  a  much  higher  percentage  who 
were  farmers  or  farm  laborers  than  any  of  the  other  races,  Hebrews 
showing  only  1.5  per  cent  who  were  engaged  in  this  occupation  before 
coming  to  the  United  States.  English  and  Germans  show  the  highest 
percentage  who  were  factory  operatives,  while  no  South  Italians  or 
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Poles  were  so  engaged.  Hebrews  show  the  highest  percentage  in  hand 
trades,  while  very  few  Ruthenians  and  no  Irish  were  in  this  occupa- 
tion. Irish  show  40.9  per  cent  of  males  who  had  no  occupation  before 
coming  to  the  United  States,  while  all  of  the  North  Italians,  Poles,  and 
Slovaks  were  engaged  in  some  form  of  labor.

The  preceding  table  shows  that  45.5  per  cent  of  the  females  report- 
ing complete  data  were  without  occupation  before  coming  to  the 
United  States,  31.2  per  cent  worked  for  wages,  21.2  per  cent  worked 
without  wages,  while  only  2.1  per  cent  worked  for  profit.  South 
Italians  and  Hebrews  show  over  80  per  cent  of  females  who  were 
without  occupation  abroad,  and  Irish,  English,  and  Germans  show 
over  70  per  cent.

Of  the  total  number  of  persons  in  the  above  table,  31.2  per  cent 
were  working  for  wages  abroad  before  coming  to  this  country;  21.2 
per  cent  were  working  without  wages,  while  2.1  per  cent  were  work- 
ing for  profit.  Most  of  those  who  were  working  for  wages  were  em- 
ployed as  farm  laborers.  Those  who  were  in  domestic  and  personal 
service  show  the  next  largest  proportion,  and  less  than  2  p>er  cent 
each  were  employed  as  factory  operators,  in  hand  trades,  and  in  other 
occupations.  Of  those  who  were  working  without  wages  practically 
all  were  farm  laborers,  while  of  those  who  were  working  for  profit  the 
proportion  who  were  farmers  is  almost  the  same  as  the  proportion 
who  were  in  other  occupations.  Over  50  per  cent  of  the  Kuthenians 
were  working  for  wages  and  the  Slovaks  show  a  proportion  almost  as 
large.  The  South  Italians  show  the  smallest  proportion  who  were 
working  for  wages.  None  of  the  English  or  Hebrews  were  working 
without  wages.  Over  55  per  cent  of  the  Poles  were  working  without 
wages  as  compared  with  less  than  5  per  cent  each  of  the  Germans  and 
South  Italians.  The  South  Italians  show  the  largest  proportion  who 
were  working  for  profit,  yet  for  that  race  the  proportion  is  only  7.4 
per  cent.  None  of  the  English,  Hebrews,  or  Poles  were  working  for 
profit.

Of  1,029  males  included  in  the  foregoing  table  32.5  per  cent  are 
employed  in  the  manufacture  of  woolen  and  worsted  goods,  13.2  per 
cent  are  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  cotton  goods,  and  50.3  per 
cent  are  otherwise  employed;  3.4  per  cent  are  at  home  and  less  than 
1  per  cent  at  school.  Practically  the  same  proportion  of  each  nativity 
group  are  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  cotton  goods,  while  the 
foreign-born  show  a  larger  proportion  than  the  native-born  of  foreign 
father  who  are  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  woolen  and  worsted 
goods  and  a  smaller  proportion  who  are  otherwise  employed.  None 
of  the  foreign-born  are  at  school,  and  3.5  per  cent  are  at  home,  as  com- 
pared with  4.8  per  cent  of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  who  are 
at  school  and  2.9  per  cent  who  are  at  home.  Of  the  several  foreign 
races  the  English,  Irish,  Ruthenian,  and  Slovak  are  the  only  ones 
showing  as  high  as  10  per  cent  who  are  employed  in  the  manufacture 
of  cotton  goods.  Over  80  per  cent  of  the  Germans  and  over  60  per 
cent  of  the  North  Italians  and  Magyars  who  are  employed  in  the  manu- 
facture of  woolen  and  worsted  goods  and  practically  the  same  pro- 
portion of  the  Slovaks  and  a  smaller  proportion  of  the  Ruthenians  are 
employed  in  the  manufacture  of  woolen  and  worsted  goods.  The 
Hebrews  show  the  largest  and  the  Germans  the  smallest  proportion 
who  are  otherwise  employed.  The  proportion  who  are  at  home  ranges 
from  6.9  per  cent  of  the  Slovaks  to  0.8  per  cent  of  the  South  Italian.

The  preceding  table  shows  that  the  greatest  proportion  of  females 
are  at  home,  the  next  highest  proportion  &re  engaged  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  woolen  and  worsted  goods,  while  a  considerably  smaller  pro- 
portion are  otherwise  employed.  Between  1  and  2  per  cent  are 
employed  in  the  manufacture  of  cotton  goods,  1  per  cent  are  at  school 
and  0.9  per  cent  are  in  domestic  service.  Foreign-born  show  a  higher 
percentage  of  females  at  home  than  either  native-born  of  foreign 
lather  or  native-born  of  native  father  which  follow  in  the  order  men- 
tioned. Foreign-born  show  30.9  per  cent  engaged  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  woolen  and  worsted  goods  as  contrasted  with  11.5  per  cent  of 
native-born  of  foreign  father  and  4.3  per  cent  of  native-born  of  native 
father  who  are  employed  in  this  industry.  Foreign-born  show  a 
small  proportion  in  domestic  service  while  native-born  of  foreign 
father  and  native-born  of  native  father  show  no  females  thus  em- 
ployed. In  the  manufacture  of  cotton  goods  native-born  whites 
of  native  father  show  the  highest  percentage  employed  followed  by 
foreign-born  and  native-born  of  foreign  father  in  much  smaller 
proportions. 

Native-born  of  native  father  also  show  the  highest  percentage  of 
females  who  are  otherwise  employed,  closely  followed  by  native-born 
of  foreign  father,  foreign-born  showing  only  a  comparatively  small 
percentage.  Persons  native-born  of  native  father  show  the  highest 
percentage  at  school,  closely  followed  by  native-born  of  foreign 
father,  while  foreign-born  only  show  0.2  per  cent  thus  occupied.  Of 
the  foreign-born  races  English  and  Hebrews  alone  show  small  propor- 
tions in  school,  while  Irish  and  Germans  show  over  80  per  cent  at 
home.  South  Italians  show  a  considerably  higher  p>er  cent  than  the 
other  races  of  females  otherwise  employed,  while  Poles,  Ruthenians, 
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Magyars,  and  North  Italians,  in  the  order  mentioned,  show  large  pro- 
portions employed  in  the  woolen  and  worsted  goods  industry.  Eng- 
lish show  considerably  larger  proportions  employed  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  cotton  goods  than  the  other  races  and  Germans  the  highest 
percentage  in  domestic  service.  Only  one  race,  the  Irish,  shows  no 
females  in  the  woolen  and  worsted  industry,  and  no  Hebrews,  North 
Italians,  Magyars,  or  Poles  are  employed  in  manufacturing  cotton 
goods.  No  Irish,  North  Italians,  Poles,  or  Slovaks  are  in  domestic 
service. 

ANNUAL    EARNINGS    OF   MALE    HEADS    OF   FAMILIES    STUDIED. 

The  extent  to  which  the  male  heads  of  families  studied  were  regu- 
larly employed,  together  with  their  average  annual  earnings,  are  set 
forth  in  the  following  table.  This  table  shows,  by  general  nativity 
and  race,  the  proportion  of  husbands  in  the  households  studied  who 
are  at  work. 

The  preceding  table  shows  that  97.3  per  cent  of  the  559  husbands 
studiea  are  working,  averaging  $565  apiece  yearly.  It  will  be  noted 
that  all  the  native-born  of  foreign  father,  English,  Hebrews,  and 
Slovaks,  and  over  91  per  cent  of  each  other  race  report  the  husbands 
at  work.  The  highest  average  earnings,  $1,143,  are  reported  by  the 
native-born  of  German  father  and  the  lowest,  $309,  by  the  Poles.  It 
will  also  be  noted  that  the  highest  average  earnings,  ranging  from 
$664,  reported  by  the  foreign-born  Irish,  to  the  $1,1 43  of  the  native-born 
of  German  father,  are  reported  by  the  past  immigrant  and  native- 
born  races,  the  earnings  of  the  recent  immigrant  races  ranging  from 
the  $309  reported  by  the  Poles  to  the  $625  averaged  by  the  Hebrews.

In  the  above  table  65.1  per  cent  get  under  $600,  84.4  per  cent  under 
$800,  and  small  proportions  less  than  $200  or  $1,000  or  over.  These 
figures  are  approximately  the  same  as  the  proportions  of  the  foreign- 
born,  but  or  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  54.5  per  cent  get  less 
than  $800,  none  less  than  $200  and  36.4  per  cent  $1,000  or  over. 
Very  great  variation  is  noted  in  the  average  earnings  of  the  various 
races,  the  Polish  and  South  Italians  reporting  less  than  $325,  Rutheni- 
ans  and  Slovaks  less  than  $470,  the  Magyars  and  North  Italians  less 
than  $600,  and  each  of  the  remaining  races  $625  or  over.  The  max- 
imum average  of  $1,143  is  reported  by  the  native-born  of  German 
father  and  the  next  highest  average  being  reported  by  the  English, 
native-born  of  Irish  father,  German,  and  Irish  in  order. 

Of  the  races  of  past  immigration  of  the  Hebrews  and  of  the  native- 
born  of  foreign  father,  the  majority  get  $600  or  over,  as  contrasted 
with  57.7  per  cent  to  94  per  cent  of  the  other  races  getting  less  than 
$600.  None  of  the  North  Italians,  South  Italians,  or  Slovaks  get 
$1,000  or  over  and  less  than  9  per  cent  of  any  of  the  other  races  of 
recent  immigration,  as  compared  with  from  13.6  per  cent  to  30  per 
cent  of  the  other  races. 

This  table  shows  that  all  the  high-paid  labor  is  controlled  by  the 
native-born  and  by  the  races  of  past  immigration;  the  South  Italians, 
Magyars,  Ruthenians,  and  Slovaks  providing  the  cheapest  class  of 
laborers.

The  above  table  shows  the  greatest  proportion  of  males  earning 
under  $600  per  year,  a  very  small  percentage  earn  under  $200  and 
over  $1,000,  while  30  per  cent  earn  under  $400  per  year.  Native-born 
of  foreign  father  show  a  higher  earning  capacity  than  foreign-born, 
a  much  higher  percentage  earning  over  $1,000  per  year  than  foreign- 
born.  The  average  yearly  earnings  for  all  males  shown  in  the  table 
is  $535,  native-born  of  foreign  father  showing  an  average  of  $723  per 
year  as  contrasted  with  $516,  which  is  the  average  yearly  earnings  of 
foreign-born.  Germans  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  show 
by  far  the  highest  average  yearly  earnings  of  any  of  the  races.  Of 
the  foreign-born  English  show  the  highest  average  yearly  earnings, 
which  is  $836,  and  Poles  the  lowest,  which  is  $294.  The  percentages 
show  that  no  North  Italians,  South  Italians,  and  Slovaks  earn  over 
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$1,000  a  year  and  very  few  Ruthenians  and  Magyars  earn  above  this 
amount.

Of  the  618  families  studied,  64.7  per  cent  get  under  $750,  19.1  per 
cent  $1,000  or  over,  a  considerably  lower  proportion  less  than  $300, 
and  a  still  smaller  proportion  $1,500  or  over.  These  figures  reflect 
closely  the  proportions  of  the  foreign-born,  but  of  the  native-born 
of  foreign  father  60  per  cent  get  $1,000  or  over  and  31.4  per  cent 
get  $1,500  or  over.  None  of  the  persons  native-born  of  Irish  father, 
foreign-born  English,  Irish,  Germans,  or  North  Italians  have  less  than 
$300,  the  majority  of  each  of  the  first  three  named  races  having  $1,000 
or  over.  The  majority  of  the  North  Italians  get  $750  or  over,  but  over 
50  per  cent  of  each  other  recent  immigrant  races  get  less  than  $750. 
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None  of  the  Hebrews,  South  Italians,  or  Ruthenians  and  less  than  7 
per  cent  of  the  North  Italians,  Slovaks,  or  Magyars  get  $1,500  or 
over,  as  compared  with  from  15.6  per  cent  to  30  per  cent  of  each  of 
the  other  races,  the  native-born  of  Irish  father  reporting  the  highest 
proportion.  The  average  incomes  of  the  old  immigrant  races  range 
from  $985  to  $1,302,  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  reporting 
$1,252,  as  compared  with  from  $421  to  $862  of  the  other  races. 

Summarizing,  small  proportions  of  the  old  immigrant  races  and 
native-born  of  foreign  father  and  large  proportions  of  other  races 
report  in  the  under  $300,  $500,  and  $750  groups,  the  reverse  being 
true  from  this  point  on. 

WIVES    AT    WORK. 

The  tendency  on  the  part  of  wives  to  engage  in  occupations  outside 
the  home  in  order  to  supplement  the  earnings  of  their  husbands  is 
indicated  by  the  following  table.  This  table  shows,  by  general 
nativity  and  race  of  head  of  family,  the  proportion  of  wives  at  work.

In  the  above  table  14.2  per  cent  of  the  614  wives  studied  are 
employed  at  an  average  wage  of  $250  yearly.  A  slightly  higher  pro- 
portion of  the  foreign-born  wives  are  working,  the  average  earnings 
being  exactly  the  same,  but  of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  only 
2.9  per  cent  of  the  wives  are  working.  Much  variation  from  these 
figures  is  noted  in  the  case  of  the  several  races.  Thus  none  of  the 
Irish,  less  than  3  per  cent  of  the  Germans  and  Hebrews,  7.7  per  cent 
of  the  English,  and  a  slightly  lower  proportion  of  the  native-born  of 
Irish  father  report  wives  working,  while  the  proportions  of  the  more 
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recent  immigrant  races  range  from  the  13.8  per  cent  reported  by  the 
North  Italians  to  the  25.5  per  cent  of  the  Slovaks.  The  earnings,  also, 
range  from  the  $158  of  the  South  Italians  to  the  $275  of  the  Magyars. 

RELATION  BETWEEN  THE  EARNINGS  OF  HUSBANDS  AND  THE  PRACTICE 
OF  WIVES  OF  KEEPING  BOARDERS  OR  LODGERS. 

It  has  been  seen  that  only  a  small  proportion  of  the  wives  in  the 
families  studied  were  regularly  employed  for  wages  outside  the  home. 
On  the  other  hand,  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  wives  supple- 
ments the  earnings  of  the  heads  by  keeping  boarders  or  lodgers.  The 
extent  to  which  this  is  done  is  indicated  by  the  following  table,  which 
shows,  by  yearly  earnings  of  husbands  and  by  general  nativity  and 
race  of  head  of  family,  the  per  cent  of  families  in  which  wife  has 
employment  or  keeps  boarders  or  lodgers.

In  the  above  table  58  per  cent  of  the  wives  whose  husbands  earn 
less  than  $400,  57.4  per  cent  of  those  whose  husbands  earn  $40~0  to 
$600,  and  22.8  per  cent  of  the  remaining  wives  are  at  work.  It  will 
be  noted  that  as  a  rule  the  proportion  of  income-bearing  wives  de- 
creases as  the  pay  of  the  husoand  increases.  Thus,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  Germans,  each  race  reports  the  smallest  proportion  of 
wives  working  in  the  $600  or  over  group.  Over  50  per  cent  of  the 
North  Italian,  Magyar,  and  Ruthenian  wives,  25  per  cent  or  over  of 
the  second  generation  Irish,  English,  Hebrew,  South  Italian,  and 
Slovak,  a  somewhat  lower  proportion  of  the  German,  and  but  8.3  per 
cent  of  the  Irish  wives  have  employment  or  keep  boarders  or  lodgers.

In  the  above  table  88.2  per  cent  of  the  617  families  have  income 
from  the  husbands;  37.3  per  cent  from  boarders  and  lodgers,  a  con- 
siderably lower  proportion  from  children,  but  10.2  from  unspecified 
sources,  and  a  slightly  greater  proportion  from  the  wives.  These 
figures  closely  reflect  the  proportions  of  the  foreign-born,  but  the  pro- 

Eortions  of  families  of  native  head  of  foreign  father  getting  income 
:om  husband  and  children  are  slightly  larger,  from  unspecified 
sources  much  larger,  while  but  2.9  per  cent  get  income  from  wives 
and  17.1  per  cent  from  boarders  or  lodgers.  It  will  be  noted  that 
in  every  case,  except  the  Irish,  the  husband  is  the  main  support  of  the 
family,  the  proportion  of  71  per  cent  being  much  lower  than  the 
report  of  any  other  race.  From  25  per  cent  to  56.2  per  cent  of  the 
recent  immigration  races  report  income  from  the  boarders  or  lodgers, 
as  compared  with  20  per  cent  or  less  of  the  races  of  past  immigration, 
but  stifl  greater  proportions  of  the  latter  receive  income  from  children, 
less  than  27  per  cent  of  the  former  reporting  this  source. 

From  the  table  it  may  be  inferred  that  the  native-born  families 
of  foreign  father  and  those  of  the  past  immigrant  races  depend 
mostly  upon  the  husband,  children,  and  unspecified  sources  of 
income,  while  the  more  recent  immigrant  races  depend  principally 
upon  the  husbands  and  boarders  or  lodgers  and  to  a  lesser  degree 
upon  the  wives. 

In  the  table  next  presented,  in  which  the  sources  of  family  income 
are  again  shown  in  detail,  each  source  specified  is  exclusive  of  all  other 
sources.  In  other  words,  the  proportion  of  families  appearing  under 
each  designated  source  have  their  entire  income  from  that  source.

In  the  above  table,  33.7  per  cent  of  the  617  families  studied  get 
their  entire  income  from  the  husband,  25.6  per  cent  from  husband 
and  boarders  or  lodgers,  and  16.4  per  cent  from  unspecified  sources 
or  combination  of  sources.  These  figures  closely  reflect  the  propor- 
tions of  the  foreign-born,  but  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  report 
51.4  per  cent  supported  entirely  by  the  husband,  28.6  per  cent  by  un- 
specified sources  and  11.4  per  cent  by  husband  and  children.  It  will 
be  noted  that  the  husband,  either  alone  or  in  conjunction  with  the 
children  or  boarders  or  lodgers,  is  the  principal  income  source  of  each 
race.  Thus,  the  English  and  the  Irish,  both  first  and  second  genera- 
tion, depend  principally  upon  the  husband  and  husband  and  children, 
while  the  other  races  depend  principally  upon  the  husband  and  hus- 
band and  boarders  or  lodgers.  A  very  small  proportion  of  the 
Hebrews  and  from  11.8  per  cent  to  30  per  cent  or  each  of  the  other 
races  get  their  entire  family  income  from  unspecified  sources  or  com- 
bination of  sources.

In  this  table  68.3  per  cent  of  the  income  of  the  617  families  studied 
comes  from  the  husband,  18  per  cent  from  the  children,  and  less  than 
6  per  cent  from  any  other  specified  source.  These  figures  closely  ap- 
proximate the  proportions  of  the  foreign-born,  but  the  native-born  of 
foreign  father  report  slightly  higher  proportions  from  the  husband's 
earnings  and  unspecified  sources,  but  less  than  1  per  cent  from  wife's 
earnings,  as  compared  with  5.3  per  cent  of  the  foreign-born,  and  14.2 
per  cent  from  the  children  as  compared  with  18.4  per  cent  of  the 
foreign-born.  Excepting  the  Irish,  over  60  per  cent  of  the  family  in- 
come of  each  specified  race  comes  from  the  husband.  Relatively 
large  proportions  of  the  remaining  sources  of  income  from  each  of  the 
recent  immigrant  races,  excepting  the  Hebrew,  come  from  the  wives, 
the  Irish  and  English  reporting  by  far  the  greatest  proportionate  con- 
tributions from  the  children,  large  proportions  of  the  native-born  of 
foreign  father  and  foreign-born  Germans  also  reporting.  Of  the  Irish 
and  North  Italian  incomes,  over  10  per  cent  comes  from  boarders  and 
lodgers,  but  with  these  exceptions  comparatively  small  proportions 
of  the  income  of  each  race  come  from  this  or  other  unspecified  sources, 
the  Slovaks,  however,  reporting  99  per  cent  of  their  income  from  un- 
specified sources. 

Summarizing,  more  than  half  of  the  Irish  income  comes  from  the 
children,  boarders  or  lodgers.  The  major  part  of  the  income  of  each 
other  race  is  from  the  husband,  the  children  being  secondary  sources 
of  income,  and  in  the  case  of  the  recent  immigrant  races,  the  wives 
earnings  form  a  somewhat  less  important  source,  the  North  Italian 
families  augumenting  their  income  largely  by  boarders'  or  lodgers' 
payments.

The  above  table  shows  that  72  per  cent  of  the  males  reporting 
complete  data  worked  twelve  months  during  the  past  year,  82.6 
per  cent  worked  nine  months  or  over,  93.3  per  cent  worked  six  months 
or  over,  while  98.7  per  cent  worked  three  months  or  over.  Native- 
born  report  the  highest  percentage  working  twelve  months,  followed 
by  native-born  of  foreign  father  and  foreign-born  in  smaller  propor- 
tions. The  same  order  is  preserved  for  each  of  the  following  periods. 
Germans  report  a  higher  percentage  of  males  who  worked  twelve 
months  than  any  of  the  other  races.  Magyars  and  North  Italians 
follow  closely,  the  other  races  showing  decreasing  proportions,  South 
Italians  showing  the  smallest  percentage  who  worked  for  the  whole 
year.  Only  one  race,  the  South  Italian,  shows  less  than  80  per  cent 
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working  nine  months  or  over.  English,  Hebrews,  Irish,  and  North 
Italians  show  all  males  working  six  months  or  over,  the  South  Italians 
again  showing  very  small  proportions.  None  of  the  races  show  less 
than  97  per  cent  of  males  who  worked  three  months  or  over. 

The  table  below  shows,  by  general  nativity  and  race  of  individual, 
the  months  worked  during  the  past  year  by  females,  in  the  house- 
holds studied,  who  were  16  years  of  age  or  over,  and  who  were  em- 
ployed away  from  home.

The  foreign-born  show  a  somewhat  higher  percentage  of  females 
who  worked  twelve  months  and  nine  months  or  over  than  native- 
born  and  native-born  of  foreign  father  which  follow  in  the  order 
named.  Native-born  show  the  highest  percentage  who  worked  six 
months  or  over,  followed  by  native-born  of  foreign  father  and  foreign- 
born.  Native-born  of  foreign  father,  and  native-born  show  all 
females  working  three  months  or  over  and  foreign-born  only  a  frac- 
tion less.  All  of  the  foreign-born  races,  except  Magyars,  show  all 
females  working  three  months  or  over  during  the  past  year.  The 
percentage  of  females  who  worked  six  months  or  over  is  also  high 
for  all  races,  while  Slovaks  and  South  Italians  alone  show  less  than 
90  per  cent  who  worked  nine  months  or  over.  Magyars  and  Kuthen- 
ians  show  90  per  cent  or  over  of  females  working  twelve  months 
during  the  past  year  and  Poles  and  Slovaks  over  80  per  cent,  South 
Italians  showing  only  56  per  cent  of  females  who  worked  twelve 
months. 

THE  IMMIGRANT  AND  ORGANIZED  LABOR.

The  foregoing  table  shows  that  of  795  persons  from  whom  infor- 
mation was  secured  7.5  per  cent  were  affiliated  with  trade  unions. 
Native-born  of  foreign  father  show  a  considerably  higher  percentage 
who  are  affiliated  with  unions  than  foreign-born.  Of  the  foreign- 
born  races,  Hebrews  show  the  highest  per  cent  affiliated  with  trade 
unions,  English  follow  in  considerably  smaller  proportions,  while 
Irish  and  North  Italians  show  a  much  smaller  percentage  than  the 
English. 


CHAPTER  V. 
INDUSTRIAL  EFFECTS  OF  IMMIGRATION  IN  COMMUNITY  D. 

Effect  of  recent  immigration  upon  old  employees — The  employment  of  women — 
The  relation  between  the  growth  of  the  community  and  the  immigrant  labor 
supply. 

EFFECT    OF   RECENT    IMMIGRATION    UPON    OLD    EMPLOYEES, 

The  most  marked  economic  effect  of  immigration  in  Community  D 
has  been  that  of  racial  displacement.  Immigration  from  southern 
and  eastern  Europe  took  its  rise  at  the  time  of  the  introduction  of  the 
large  textile  factories,  which  occurred  about  1889  or  1890.  Within 
the  past  twenty  years  the  Poles,  Slovaks,  Hebrews,  Ruthenians, 
Magyars,  and  the  North  and  South  Italians  have,  to  a  very  large  ex- 
tent, displaced  the  English,  Scotch,  and  Irish  immigrants  who  came 
to  the  community  before  them.  Racial  displacement  has  occurred 
both  in  housing  and  in  industry.  Most  of  the  southern  and  eastern 
Europeans  who  have  come  to  the  community  have  settled  in  the 
part  of  the  city  originally  occupied  and  built  up  by  the  Scotch  and 
Irish.  The  newly  arrived  immigrants  secured  employment  in  the 
mills  of  this  section,  and  found  it  most  convenient  and  cheapest  to 
live  near  their  work.  In  recent  years  many  immigrants  of  the  differ- 
ent races  have  settled  in  the  locality  referred  to  in  order  to  be  with 
their  own  people.  As  immigration  increased,  the  original  settlers,  the 
Irish  and  Scotch,  moved  out,  in  many  cases  disposing  of  their  prop- 
erties at  handsome  figures.  By  1892  or  1893  almost  all  of  the  Irish 
and  Scotch  had  been  displaced  and  the  land  values  of  the  locality 
were  still  rising.  Immigrants  were  crowded  into  all  the  available 
houses  of  the  quarter  and  the  building  of  cheap  tenements  became 
profitable.  The  larger  part  of  property  in  the  district  was  soon  ac- 
quired by  the  Jews.  Besides  the  displacement  of  the  Scotch  and 
Irish  there  was  also  a  displacement  of  the  few  negro  residents  of  the 
city.  This  displacement  was  effected  by  the  North  Italians  in  one 
section  of  the  city  and  by  the  South  Italians  in  another.  In  1899, 
1900,  and  1901,  when  Italian  immigration  was  at  its  heaviest,  immi- 
grants of  this  race  began  to  settle  in  different  sections  of  the  city,  and 
the  negroes,  following  the  example  of  the  Scotch  and  Irish,  removed 
to  other  quarters. 

In  the  industries  themselves  racial  displacement  has  not  been  so 
apparent.  By  the  time  of  the  beginning  of  the  later  immigration,  the 
Irish  and  Scotch  immigration  had  become  very  light,  and,  while  the 
new  labor  supply  may  have  kept  away  some  of  the  Scotch  and  Irish 
workers  who  might  otherwise  have  come  to  the  community,  it  dis- 
placed few  who  were  already  there.  The  Irish  and  Scotch  who  were 
still  in  the  mills  were  holding  positions  which  could  not  be  filled  by 
the  inexperienced  immigrants,  and  the  few  who  were  displaced  by  the 
immigrants  at  one  factory  had  no  difficulty  in  securing  employment 
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at  some  other  where  skilled  labor  was  required.  While  the  negro 
suffered  a  displacement  in  housing,  yet  the  coming  of  the  immigrant 
did  not  compete  with  negro  labor  in  the  mills,  as  labor  of  this  class 
has  not  at  aay  time  been  employed  extensively  in  the  industries. 

THE    EMPLOYMENT    OF    WOMEN. 

The  industrial  employment  of  women  is  another  marked  effect  of 
the  more  recent  immigration.  The  handkerchief  manufacturing 
industry,  which  is  one  of  the  leading  industries  of  the  community, 
depends,  almost  entirely,  upon  the  labor  of  immigrant  women.  In 
this  industry  most  of  the  work  is  done  by  machinery  and  the  division 
of  labor  is  such  that  each  operative  has  but  a  single  simple  task  to 
perform.  Knowledge  of  English  on  the  part  of  the  workers  is  not 
necessary.  Foreign  labor  is  preferred  because  it  is  docile,  cheap,  and 
tractable.  No  organization  exists  and  hence  no  strikes  occur.  Any 
number  of  hours  of  labor  may  be  exacted,  and  as  the  labor  is  paid  on 
the  piecework  system,  no  complaint  is  made  when  in  the  holiday  sea- 
sons overtime  work  is  required.  No  skill,  aside  from  the  knowledge 
of  one  or  two  simple  operations,  is  required  of  the  operative,  and  it  is 
not  necessary  for  her  to  exercise  any  thought.  For  these  reasons 
the  labor  of  immigrant  women  is  constantly  in  demand  and  readily 
finds  a  market. 

The  employment  of  women,  however,  has  certain  attendant  results. 
One  of  these  is  a  reduced  birth  rate.  The  infant  mortality  is  also  high. 
From  the  returns  of  the  United  States  Census  Office  it  appears  that  of 
661  a  deaths  reported  for  the  community  in  1904,  261, a  or  39.5  per 
cent,  were  of  infants  under  1  year,  and  355,  °  or  53.7  per  cent,  were  of 
children  under  5  years.  In  1904  the  death  rate  for  the  city  was  19.5  a 
for  each  thousand  of  the  population  One  of  the  reasons  for  the  high 
death  rate  among  infants  is  that  the  women,  against*  the  advice  of 
employers,  continue  to  work  in  the  mills  until  pregnancy  has  been  far 
advanced.  After  the  birth  of  a  child,  also,  its  nurture  is  often  not 
properly  looked  to,  malnutrition  develops  and  death  results.  A  sec- 
ond result  of  the  employment  of  women  in  the  textile  establishments 
of  the  city  has  been  a  dearth  of  domestic  labor.  Owing  to  the  more 
obviously  desirable  features  which  mill  work  offers  to  women,  as  for 
example,  Saturday  afternoon  holidays,  Sundays,  and  evenings  free, 
few  domestics  can  be  found  who  will  continue  long  in  service,  although 
the  wages  offered  are  ample  and  board  and  room  are  included  with  the 
wage.  With  the  labor  of  women  so  constantly  in  demand  another 
peculiar  condition  has  arisen.  In  a  number  of  cases  the  men,  unable 
to  obtain  steady  employment,  remain  at  home  and  fill  the  role  of 
housekeeper  while  the  wives  labor  at  mills.  While  this  condition  is 
not  a  permanent  one,  still  it  exists,  and  may  be  noted  as  a  result 
of  the  labor  of  women.  The  large  number  of  unmarried  girls  who 
work  in  the  mills  has  also  made  of  the  community  a  sort  of  mar- 
riage mart  for  the  immigrant  male  from  central  Europe.  From  the 
anthracite  mines  of  Pennsylvania  and  from  the  foundries,  rolling 
mills  and  factories  of  the  western  part  of  the  State  come  Slavs,  Poles,

CII. 
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Magyars  and  Ruthenians  in  search  of  wives.  After  informal  intro- 
ductions a  man  who  wishes  to  marry  selects  a  girl,  marries  her,  and 
returns  with  her  to  his  occupation,  or,  as  has  sometimes  happened, 
stays  in  the  community  until  he  has  spent  his  savings,  and  then  per- 
mits her  to  support  him. 

THE   RELATION   BETWEEN  THE   GROWTH   OF  THE   COMMUNITY  AND  THE 
IMMIGRANT   LABOR    SUPPLY. 

As  immigrants  have  been  coming  steadily  into  the  community 
since  1889,  the  city  has  grown  rapidly  in  population  and  also  in 
industrial  wealth.  Immigration  and  the  expansion  of  industry  have 
gone  hand  in  hand.  The  industries  of  the  community  are  varied. 
While  worsteds,  woolens  and  cotton  goods  predominate,  other  manu- 
factures are  also  carried  on.  The  manufacture  of  dress  goods,  rubber 
hose,  belting,  dyes,  prints,  cigars,  tin  cans,  matches,  wire  cables, 
leather  goods,  silk  machinery,  waxed  paper,  compressed  foods,  and 
silk  goods  are  some  of  the  minor  industries  to  which  the  unskilled 
workers  may  turn  if  a  depression  occurs  in  a  major  industry.  This 
labor  is  cheaper  than  any  to  be  found  in  the  vicinity;  it  is  not  organ- 
ized into  unions;  it  is  tractable.  In  all  the  industries  in  which  the 
immigrant  is  employed  the  product  turned  out  is  a  machine-made 
product  and  therefore  little  skill  is  required  on  the  part  of  the  workers. 
For  their  work  the  women  receive  from  $4  to  $8  a  week,  according  to 
the  piece,  while  the  wages  of  the  men  are  slightly  higher,  ranging 
from  $9  to  $12.  Except  in  the  very  lowest  grades  of  labor  the  worker 
is  fairly  well  paid  for  the  work  he  or  she  completes. 

The  industrial  growth  of  this  community  has  been  directly  due  to 
the  creation  of  industries  representing  vast  amounts  of  foreign  and 
domestic  capital,  which  in  turn  have  been  dependent  on  immigrant 
labor  from  Europe.  In  other  words,  capital  and  immigrant  labor 
have,  together,  made  industrial  progress  possible. 


CHAPTER  VI. 


HOUSING  AND  LIVING  CONDITIONS. 

Rent  in  its  relation  to  standard  of  living — Boarders  and  lodgers — Size  of  apartments 
occupied — Size  of  households — Congestion — [Text  Tables  241  to  252  and  General 
Tables  182  to  193]. 

RENT    IN    ITS    RELATION    TO    STANDARD   OF   LIVING. 

The  rent  payments  of  the  households  studied  in  Community  D  are 
chiefly  significant  in  their  bearing  upon  standard  of  living  because 
of  congestion  within  the  households  arising  from  the  practice  of  crowd- 
ing their  apartments  in  order  to  reduce  the* per  capita  rent  outlay. 
The  first  table  presented  in  this  connection,  which  immediately 
follows,  shows,  by  general  nativity  and  race  of  head  of  household, 
the  average  monthly  rent  paid  per  apartment,  per  room,  and  per 
person.

Of  575  households  paying  rent  and  reporting  its  amount,  the  pre- 
ceding table  shows  that  the  average  rent  per  apartment  is  $9.18; 
the  average  rent  per  room  $2.39,  and  the  average  rent  per  person 
$1.67,  per  month.  The  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native- 
born  of  foreign  father  pay  a  higher  average  rent  per  apartment  than 
do  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born;  this  is  true 
also  as  regards  the  average  rent  per  room  and  per  person,  but  the 
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difference  is  not  so  great.  This  indicates  that  the  households  the 
heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  occupy  apartments 
of  a  larger  number  of  rooms,  and  also  contain  fewer  persons  than  the 
households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born.  The  average  rent 
per  apartment  paid  by  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  of 
each  foreign  race  ranges  from  $13.56  for  those  the  heads  of  which  are 
English  to  $6.42  for  those  the  heads  of  which  are  Polish;  also  the 
households  the  heads  of  which  are  of  the  same  races  show  the  highest 
and  lowest  average  rent  per  room  and  per  person.

The  greater  portion  of  the  total  number  of  households  pay  under 
$10  per  month  per  apartment;  25.2  per  cent  pay  under  $7.50.  The 
native-born  of  foreign  father  more  commonly  pay  a  higher  rent  per 
apartment  than  the  foreign-born.  Of  the  latter  71.7  per  cent  pay 
under  $10.  The  greater  proportion  of  the  native-born  of  foreign 
father  pay  under  $12.50.  Low  rents  per  apartment  are  most  com- 
monly paid  by  South  Italians,  of  whom  69.1  per  cent  pay  under  $7.50 
and  32.4  per  cent  under  $5;  comparatively  high  rent  per  apartment 
is  most  commonly  paid  by  the  English,  of  whom  a  smaller  part  pay 
under  $12.50  than  any  other  race.  The  Germans  and  Irish  also  show 
relatively  small  proportions  paying  under  $12.50  as  compared  with 
the  other  races.  The  greater  number  of  the  specified  races  most 
commonly  pay  under  $10  per  month  per  apartment.

Of  the  total  number  of  households  89.7  per  cent  pay  less  than  $3 
per  month  per  room;  10.1  per  cent  pay  under  $2.  These  figures  closely 
reflect  the  rent  per  room  commonly  paid  by  foreign-born  households, 
all  but  24  of  the  total  575  being  of  that  type.  The  greater  part  of 
each  specified  race  pay  under  $3  per  room,  ranging  from  66.7  per  cent 
of  the  English  to  99.2  per  cent  of  the  Ruthenians.  The  English 
show  the  smallest  proportion,  paying  less  than  $3  and  less  than  $4 
monthly  rent  per  room.  In  every  instance  except  one  the  Ruthenians 
show  a  proportion  paying  less  than  each  specified  amount  equal  to 
or  greater  than  that  of  any  other  race. 

The  real  situation  relative  to  congestion  is  set  forth  in  the  following 
table,  which  indicates  the  extent  of  crowding  within  the  households 
studied  by  showing,  according  to  general  nativity  and  race  of  head 
of  household,  the  percentage  of  households  paying  each  specified 
rent  per  month  per  person:

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The  greater  proportion  of  the  total  number  of  households  pay  under 
$2  per  month  per  person;  14.1  per  cent  pay  under  $1.  The  foreign- 
born  commonly  pay  a  lower  rent  per  person  than  the  native-born 
of  foreign  father.  The  latter  in  the  greater  number  of  cases  pay  under 
$3  per  month  per  person.  The  foreign-born  in  the  greater  proportion 
of  cases  pay  under  $2.  There  is  considerable  variation  in  the  rent 
per  person  paid  by  the  specified  races.  The  Germans  commonly 
pay  under  $4  per  person.  The  English  and  Irish  also  frequently 
pay  a  comparatively  high  rent  per  person.  The  lowest  rent  per 
person  is  paid  by  the  Ruthenians,  of  whom  96.7  per  cent  pay  under 
$2  and  35.8  per  cent  under  $1. 

BOARDERS    AND   LODGERS. 

The  practice  of  the  wives  of  the  employees  in  the  community  in 
supplementing  the  earnings  of  their  husbands  by  taking  boarders  or 
lodgers  into  the  home  has  already  been  discussed.  The  extent  of 
this  practice  and  its  bearing  upon  living  conditions  are  considered 
in  the  two  following  tables,  the  first  of  which  shows,  by  general  nativ- 
ity and  race  of  head  of  household,  the  number  and  percentage  of 
households  keeping  boarders  or  lodgers:

Of  the  630  households  studied,  37.5  per  cent  keep  boarders  or  lodg- 
ers, a  slightly  higher  proportion  of  the  foreign-born  so  reporting,  as 
compared  with  19  4  per  cent  of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father. 
While  but  two  races,  the  Ruthenian  and  Polish,  report  a  majority  of 
households  keeping  boarders  or  lodgers,  a  report  of  over  48  per  cent 
is  made  both  by  the  Magyars  and  North  Italians.  The  smallest  pro- 
portion, 11.4  per  cent,  is  reported  by  the  Irish,  less  than  22  per  cent 
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of  any  of  the  past  immigrant  races  or  of  the  native-born  so  reporting, 
as  compared  with  a  proportion  of  29.2  per  cent,  the  lowest  of  any  of 
the  recent  immigrant  races. 

Summarizing,  boarders  or  lodgers  are  more  commonly  found  in  the 
households  of  the  recent  than  of  the  past  immigrant  races.  The 
proportion  of  the  Irish  is  somewhat  lower  than  that  reported  by  the 
second  generation,  but  the  Germans,  both  first  and  second  genera- 
tion, report  practically  equivalent  proportions. 

In  the  following  table  the  average  number  of  boarders  or  lodgers 
per  household  is  shown,  according  to  general  nativity  and  race  of 
head  of  household.  The  averages  are  based  (1)  on  the  total  number 
of  households,  and  (2)  on  the  number  of  households  taking  boarders 
or  lodgers :

In  the  above  table,  the  236  households  keeping  boarders  or  lodgers 
average  2.5  persons  apiece,  giving  an  average  of  less  than  1  boarder 
or  lodger  to  each  of  the  630  households  studied.  These  figures  are 
almost  exactly  the  averages  of  the  foreign-born,  but  the  native-born 
of  foreign  father  report  only  0.36  per  household.  Although  6  foreign 
races  average  less  than  1  boarder  or  lodger  per  household,  there  is 
much  variation  from  the  0.97  averaged  by  the  total  foreign-born. 
Thus,  each  of  the  old  immigrant  races  averages  less  than  0.30  boarder 
or  lodger  to  a  household,  the  other  races  ranging  from  0.38  per  He- 
brew household  to  2.42  per  Polish.  The  native-born  of  German 
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father  average  0.38  and  of  Irish  father  0.35.  Again  in  the  case  of 
the  average  number  of  boarders  or  lodgers  per  household  keeping 
them,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  average  number  reported  by  each  of 
the  old  immigrant  races  is  much  lower  than  the  lowest  average  re- 
ported by  any  other  race  excepting  the  Hebrew,  ranging  as  they  do 
from  the  1.67  averaged  by  the  North  Italians  to  the  3.83  by  the  Poles. 
Summarizing,  the  races  of  old  immigration,  Hebrews  and  native- 
born  of  foreign  father  average  a  slightly  lower  number  of  boarders 
and  lodgers  per  household  and  per  household  keeping  them,  than  the 
North  and  South  Italians,  and  a  much  lower  number  than  any  one 
of  the  remaining  races.

Of  the  total  number  of  households  81  per  cent  have  two  or  more 
persons  per  sleeping  room;  34.1  per  cent  have  three  or  more.  These 
figures  are  representative  of  the  persons  per  sleeping  room  in  foreign- 
born  households,  all  but  36  of  the  total  630  being  of  that  class.  Of 
the  households  of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  only  a  slight  ma- 
jority have  two  or  more  persons  per  sleeping  room  and  only  16.7  per 
cent  have  three  or  more.  The  greatest  degree  of  congestion  in  sleep- 
ing rooms  is  in  the  households  of  the  Hebrews,  South  Italians,  Mag- 
yars, Ruthenians  and  Slovaks.  The  smallest  degree  of  crowding  in 
sleeping  rooms  is  in  Irish  households;  onlv  54.3  per  cent  having  two 
or  more  persons  per  sleeping  room  and  only  2.9  per  cent  having  three 
or  more. 
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The  final  table  of  the  series,  which  is  next  presented,  indicates  the 
effect  upon  living  arrangements  of  congestion  within  the  households 
studied  by  showing,  according  to  general  nativity  and  race  of  head 
of  household,  the  number  and  percentage  of  households  regularly 
sleeping  in  all  except  each  specified  number  of  rooms :

Of  the  total  number  of  households  7.9  per  cent  regularly  sleep  in 
all  rooms,  43  per  cent  in  all  rooms  except  one  and  26.2  per  cent  in  all 
rooms  except  two.  Households  of  the  foreign-born  and  of  the  native- 
born  of  foreign  father  exhibit  strikingly  different  practices  in  respect 
to  the  proportions  regularly  sleeping  in  all  rooms  or  in  all  except  one 
or  two.  Of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  0.0  per  cent  sleep  in  all 
rooms,  only  8.3  per  cent  in  all  rooms,  except  one  and  only  11.1  per 
cent  in  all  rooms  except  two.  Slightly  less  than  half  of  the  foreign- 
born  households  sleep  in  all  rooms  except  one  and  in  addition  27.1 
per  cent  sleep  in  all  rooms  except  two.  The  English,  German  and 
Irish  households  least  frequently  sleep  in  all  rooms,  or  in  all  rooms 
except  one.  The  Ruthenians,  on  the  contrary,  sleep  in  all  rooms  or  in 
all  rooms  except  one  more  commonly  than  any  other  race.

Of  the  total  number  of  persons  10  years  of  age  or  over  84.9  per 
cent  read  and  a  slightly  smaller  proportion  read  and  write.  Of  the 
native-born  of  native  father  100  per  cent  read  and  write;  of  the  na- 
tive-born of  foreign  father  99.2  per  cent  read  and  write.  Of  the 
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foreign-born,  however,  only  80.1  per  cent  read  and  write.  There  is 
a  marked  variation  in  the  extent  to  Which  literacy  is  prevalent 
among  the  specified  races  of  foreign-born.  Ability  to  read  and  to 
read  and  write  is  most  general  among  the  English,  Germans,  Irish, 
North  Italians,  and  Magyars.  Moreover,  the  greater  part  of  every 
other  specified  race,  except  the  South  Italian,  is  literate.  Of  the 
South  Italians,  however,  only  35.1  per  cent  can  read  and  write. 
Both  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  and  the  foreign-born  show  a 
greater  proportion  of  males  literate  than  of  females.  This  is  like- 
wise characteristic  with  one  exception  of  every  specified  race.  The 
Hebrews,  South  Italians,  Polish,  and  Iluthenians  show  the  greatest 
variation  in  the  literacy  of  the  sexes. 

The  degree  of  literacy  prevailing  among  persons  of  foreign  birth, 
in  the  households  studied,  after  designated  periods  of  residence  in  this 
country  may  be  understood  from  the  table  next  presented.  This 
table  shows,  by  race  of  individual  and  by  years  in  the  United  States, 
the  percentage  of  foreign-born  persons  10  years  of  age  or  over  who 
were  able  to  re#d  and  the  percentage  who  were  able  to  both  read  and 
write.

Of  the  2,019  individuals  included  in  the  preceding  table,  it  is  seen 
that  the  proportion  with  ability  to  read  increases  gradually  with  the 
period  or  residence.  The  proportion  who  have  been  in  the  United 
States  each  specified  number  of  years  and  who  have  ability  both  to 
read  and  to  write  is  slightly  lower  than  the  proportion  who  read  only. 
Of  those  of  each  race  with  a  period  of  residence  under  five  years 
the  English  and  German  show  100  per  cent  each  and  the  South  Italians 
34  per  cent  who  read,  while  the  same  proportion  of  English  and 
German  both  read  and  write,  as  compared  with  32.7  per  cent  of  the 
South  Italians.  In  addition  to  the  South  Italians  the  Polish  and 
Ruthenians  each  show  a  small  proportion  in  this  group  who  read  but 
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do  not  write.  As  regards  those  with  a  period  of  residence  of  from 
to  five  nine  years  as  well  as  ten  years  or  over,  approximately  the  same 
relative  positions  are  maintained  by  the  several  races.

Of  the  groups  of  foreign-born  persons  10  years  of  age  or  over  who 
were  under  14  at  time  of  coming  to  the  United  States,  93.7  per  cent 
read;  of  the  group  who  were  14  or  over  at  time  of  coming,  79.3  per 
cent  read.

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Of  the  total  number  of  persons  20  years  of  age  or  over,  75.6  per  cent 
are  married,  19.1  per  cent  single,  and  5.3  per  cent  widowed.  In  every 
age  group  the  greater  proportion  of  persons  are  married,  but  the  pro- 
portion of  persons  of  from  20  to  29  years  of  age  who  are  married  is 
considerably  smaller  than  the  proportion  in  any  other  group.  More- 
over, the  native-born  of  foreign  father  in  every  age  group  show  a 
larger  proportion  single  than  the  foreign-born,  the  difference  being 
most  marked  in  the  group  20  to  29  years  of  age. 

In  the  latter  age  group  a  considerably  larger  proportion  of  females 
are  married  than  of  males.  In  the  age  groups  30  to  44  and  45  or  over, 
a  predominating  proportion  of  males  are  married.  The  females,  how- 
ever, in  every  group  show  a  larger  proportion  widowed  than  the  males, 
the  difference  being  most  marked  in  the  group  of  persons  45  years  of 
age  or  over.

n1  cent  being  45  years  of  age  or  over.  Of  the  persons  in  the  house- 
ds  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  who  are  under  6,  from  16 
to  19,  or  20  to  29  years  of  age,  the  proportion  is  larger  than  in  the 
households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  and 
the  reverse  is  true  as  regards  the  proportion  who  are  of  each  other 
specified  age.  Over  50  per  cent  of  the  persons  in  the  households  the 
heads  of  which  are  of  each  foreign-born  race,  except  Hebrew,  Polish,  or 
Ruthenian,  are  20  years  of  age  or  over.  Of  the  total  number  of  males 
and  females  the  proportion  within  each  specified  age  group,  except 
from  16  to  19  or  30  to  44  years,  is  approximately  the  same.  The 
females  show  the  larger  proportion  in  the  former  of  the  two  groups 
«xcepted,  and  the  males  the  larger  proportion  in  the  latter. 
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CRIMINALITY. 

The  only  available  information  as  to  criminality  in  Community  D 
was  supplied  by  the  police  docket  for  the  official  year  from  July  1, 
1907,  to  June  30,  1908.  In  this  docket  persons  arrested  are  classified 
according  to  offenses  charged  and  country  of  birth.  As  the  docket 
records  arrests,  and  not  convictions,  and  as  the  lack  of  exact  data 
as  to  population  would  in  any  case  make  it  impossible  to  compute 
a  rate  of  criminality  for  the  several  races,  the  docket  does  not  sup- 
ply a  reliable  indication  of  racial  or  national  characteristics.  Tne 
data  are,  however,  presented,  without  comment,  for  what  they  are 
worth.

OWNERSHIP   OF   HOMES. 

The  accumulation  of  property  is  not  only  an  indication  of  thrift 
on  the  part  of  the  owner,  but,  where  the  owner  is  a  person  of  foreign 
birth,  it  also  exhibits  a  tendency  toward  permanent  settlement  in 
the  United  States.  In  this  connection,  the  following  table  is  sub- 
mitted, showing  the  number  and  percentage  of  families  owning  home, 
by  general  nativity  and  race  of  head  of  family.

Of  the  total  733  households  7.1  per  cent  own  their  homes.  The 
native-born  of  foreign  father  own  their  homes  to  a  much  greater 
extent  than  the  foreign-born.  There  is,  however,  much  variation  in 
the  extent  to  which  ownership  of  homes  prevails  among  the  speci- 
fied races.  Of  the  Irish  households,  20.6  per  cent  own  their  homes. 
None  of  the  South  Italians  or  Poles  have  acquired  their  own  homes. 
A  greater  proportion  of  Irish  of  the  second  generation  own  their 
homes  than  of  those  born  abroad.

The  above  table  shows  that  6.9  per  cent  of  children  who  are  6  and 
Tinder  16  years  of  age  are  at  home,  82.5  per  cent  are  at  school,  and 
10.5  per  cent  are  at  work.  Foreign-born  show  a  slightly  higher  per- 
centage than  native-born  of  foreign  father,  while  native-born  of 
native  father  show  few  children  at  home.  Native-born  of  native 
father  show  a  considerably  higher  percentage  of  children  at  school 
than  native-born  of  foreign  father  or  foreign-born,  which  follow  in 
the  order  named.  The  proportion  of  foreign-born  at  work  is  large 
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when  contrasted  with  the  proportion  of  native-born  of  native  father 
and  native-born  of  foreign  father.  Of  the  native-born  of  foreign 
father,  Ruthenians  show  a  considerably  higher  percentage  of  children 
at  home  than  Slovaks,  this  order  being  reversed  in  the  column  show- 
ing children  at  work.  The  proportions  of  children  of  these  races  at 
school  are  almost  the  same.  The  proportion  of  female  children  at 
home  and  at  work  is  slightly  larger  than  that  of  male's,  the  latter 
showing  the  highest  percentage  at  school.

The  above  table  shows  that  all  races  except  the  German  show  a 
higher  percentage  of  children  who  were  born  in  the  United  States, 
at  school,  than  is  the  case  with  those  born  abroad.  Germans  alone 
show  a  considerably  higher  percentage  of  children  born  abroad, 
who  are  at  school,  than  is  true  of  those  born  in  the  United  States; 
also  the  percentage  of  children  born  abroad  who  are  at  work  is 
considerably  higher  than  the  percentage  of  those  born  in  the  United 
States  who  are  working,  the  Germans  being  the  only  exception  to 
this  rule.  This  race  shows  5.6  per  cent  of  children  who  were  born 
in  the  United  States,  at  work,  as  contrasted  with  no  children  at 
work  who  were  born  abroad.  All  of  the  races,  except  the  German, 
also  show  the  highest  percentage  of  children  at  home  who  were 
born  abroad  than  the  percentage  of  those  who  were  born  in  the  United 
States.  Two  races,  the  foreign-born  German  and  the  Hebrews 
born  in  the  United  States,  show  a  higher  percentage  of  children  at 
school  than  native-born  of  native  father. 

CITIZENSHIP. 

The  extent  to  which  the  foreign-born  males  in  the  households 
studied  have  acquired  or  manifested  an  interest  in  attaining  citizen- 
ship is  exhibited  by  the  table  next  presented.  It  shows,  by  race, 
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the  present  political  condition  of  foreign-born  males  who  have  been 
in  the  United  States  five  years  or  over  and  who  were  21  years  of  age 
or  over  at  time  of  arrival  in  this  country.

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Of  the  total  number  of  persons  who  are  at  least  6  years  of  age,  56.3 
per  cent  speak  English.  Of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father,  how- 
ever, 96.5  per  cent  speak  EngHsJi,  while  of  the  foreign-born  the  pro- 
portion is  only  47.2  per  cent.  There  is,  however,  considerable  dif- 
ference in  the  proportion  of  the  specified  races  who  speak  English. 
The  greater  proportion  of  the  Germans,  Hebrews,  North  Italians  and 
Slovaks  have  that  ability.  Of  the  Polish,  on  the  other  hand,  only 
18.3  per  cent  speak  English,  the  smallest  proportion  shown  by  any 
race.  Uniformly  a  greater  proportion  of  males  speak  English  than 
of  the  females  of  the  corresponding  race  or  class.  The  most  marked 
difference  in  the  ability  of  the  two  sexes  to  speak  English  is  among  the 
North  Italians  and  Polish.  The  South  Italians  show  somewhat  similar 
proportions  of  males  and  females  who  speak  English. 

The  following  table  makes  possible  a  comparison  of  the  relative 
proportion  of  the  younger  and  older  immigrants  able  to  speak 
English.  The  table  shows,  by  age  at  tune  of  coming  to  the  United 
States  and  race  of  individual,  the  per  cent  of  foreign-born  persons 
6  years  of  age  or  over,  in  the  households  studied,  who  speak  English.

Of  the  group  of  foreign-born  persons  6  years  of  age  or  over  who  were 
under  14  years  of  age  at  time  of  coming  to  the  United  States,  84.6  per 
cent  speak  English;  of  the  group  who  were  14  or  over,  38.4  speak 
English.  Similarly,  every  race  shows  a  greater  proportion  speaking 
English  of  those  who  were  under  14  at  time  of  coming  than  of  those 
who  were  14  or  over.

CHAPTER  I. 
INTRODUCTION. 

Industrial  significance  of  the  community — Households  studied — Members  of  house- 
holds for  whom  detailed  information  was  secured — Employees  for  whom  information 
was  secured— [Text  Tables  267  to  271  and  General  Tables  13,  205,  and  206]. 

'INDUSTRIAL  SIGNIFICANCE  OF  THE  COMMUNITY. 

Community  E  is  composed  of  two  adjoining  cities  situated  in  the 
anthracite  coal  region  of  Pennsylvania.  The  industrial  and  com- 
mercial character  of  the  cities,  the  composition  of  their  population, 
and  other  facts  essential  to  an  understanding  of  Community  E  are  set- 
forth  in  the  following  paragraphs: 

The  first  city  is  a  large  manufacturing  town  the  growth  of  which  is 
best  shown  by  its  increase  in  population,  which  was  116,111  in  1905, 
as  compared  with  45,850  in  1880,  75,215  in  1890,  and  102,026  in  1900. 
Its  population  in  1910  was  129,867.  It  has  a  population  formed  largely 
of  foreigners  and  second-generation  foreigners,  the  native  whites  of 
native  father  in  1905  comprising  26.8  per  cent  of  the  total,  the  foreign- 
born  28.4  per  cent,  and  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  44.3  per  cent. 
The  foreign  element  is  very  prominent  among  the  wage-earners,  39 
per  cent  of  the  total  of  41,329  being  foreign-born  and  38.6  per  cent 
being  native-born  of  foreign  father.  Of  the  foreign-born  population 
by  far  the  greatest  proportion  were  born  in  Ireland,  large  proportions 
reporting  birthplace  in  Great  Britain  and  Germany.  Of  the  total 
number  of  wage-earners  in  the  city,  49.9  per  cent  are  employed  in 
manufacturing  pursuits,  and  of  this  proportion  36.2  per  cent,  or  8,485 
men,  are  employed  in  the  coal  mines  and  quarries  in  and  about  the 
city.  These  mines  and  quarries  are  worked  almost  entirely  by 
foreign-born  labor,  62.1  per  cent  of  the  workers  being  foreign-born 
whites  and  32.2  per  cent  native-born  of  foreign  father. 

The  silk  manufactories  of  the  city  have  also  developed  tremen- 
dously, and  from  forming  but  2.4  per  cent  of  the  total  value  of  the  city's 
industries  in  1890,  with  a  total  valuation  of  their  products  at  $2,055,- 
200,  have  risen  in  1905  to  a  total  valuation  of  $4,426,635,  forming  21.6 
per  cent  of  the  city's  products,  employing  3,061  workers,  and  inci- 
dentally making  this  city  the  fourth  in  the  United  States  in  the 
manufacture  of  silk.  There  are  also  13  machine  shops  and  foundries 
in  the  city,  with  a  total  capitalization  of  $5,759,421,  which  employ 
1,040  men.  The  combined,  value  of  their  products  for  1900  was 
$1,902,132.  This  city  is  notable  for  the  fact  that  of  the  102,026  people 
reported  in  the  census  of  1900,  40.5  per  cent  of  the  total  were  working. 
This  state  of  affairs  may  well  be  explained  by  the  fact  that  of  the  three 
leading  industries  in  the  city,  two,  the  mines  and  quarries  and  the 
foundries  and  machine  shops,  employ  men  exclusively,  while  about 
80  per  cent  of  the  silk-mill  employees  are  women. 
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The  second  city  entering  into  the  study  designated  as  Community 
E  from  1900  to  1905  showed  a  more  rapid  numerical  increase  in  its 
population  than  at  any  other  period  since  its  founding.  From  a  city 
of  23,339  persons  in  1880  it  increased  its  population  to  37,718  in  1890, 
to  51,721  in  1900,  and  to  60,121  in  1905.  In  1900  its  population  was 
largely  native-born,  35.1  per  cent  being  native-born  of  both  native- 
born  parents,  40.1  per  cent  native-born  of  foreign  parents,  and  but 
23.5  per  cent  foreign-born.  Of  the  foreign-born  by  far  the  greatest 
proportions  are  of  British,  Irish,  and  German  birth. 

The  mines  and  quarries,  employing  2,870  miners  and  quarry  men, 
give  work  to  a  larger  number  or  persons  than  any  other  industry,  the 
laborers  used  bringing  the  number  up  to  a  much  larger  figure.  Of  these 
miners  and  quarrymen,  28.8  per  cent  are  of  British  parerrtage,  20.9 
per  cent  each  of  Polish  and  Irish  parentage,  and  9.2  per  cent  of  Ger- 
man parentage.  Three  silk  mills,  with  a  total  capital  valuation  of 
$1,424,751,  produce  goods  to  the  value  of  $1,273,  491,  and  give  employ- 
ment to  873  persons,  of  whom  72.9  per  cent  are  women. 

With  labor  and  industrial  conditions  almost  coincident  with  those 
existing  in  the  first  city,  it  is  not  surprising  that  a  very  large  propor- 
tion of  the  total  population  are  wage-earners;  thus  20,410  persons,  or 
39.4  per  cent  of  the  total  population,  are  employed  in  some  capacity 
or  other.  Of  this  total  4,817  are  women. 

HOUSEHOLDS    STUDIED.

Of  the  524  foreign-born  male  employees  of  this  industry  for  whom 
information  was  obtained,  45.8  per  cent  have  been  in  the  United 
States  less  than  ten  years,  14.7  per  cent  have  been  in  the  United  States 
from  ten  to  nineteen  years,  and  39.5  per  cent  have  been  in  the  United 
States  twenty  years  or  over. 

As  between  the  several  races,  the  small  proportions  of  the  English, 
Germans,  and  Irish  with  a  residence  of  less  than  five  years  are  in 
striking  contrast  with  the  proportion  shown  by  the  Poles,  which  pro- 
portion, in  turn,  is  in  striking  contrast  with  the  very  large  proportion 
of  Slovenians  with  this  period  of  residence — the  Slovenians,  it  will  be 
noted,  reporting  82.9  per  cent  as  compared  with  47.6  per  cent  of  the 
Poles.  Of  those  who  have  been  in  the  United  States  from  five  to 
nine  years,  the  Poles  with  38.1  per  cent  show  a  much  larger  proportion 
than  do  the  Slovenians  and  a  very  much  larger  proportion  than  do 
the  Germans,  Irish,  or  English,  while  of  those  who  have  been  in  the 
United  States  twenty  years  or  over,  the  Poles  and  Slovenians  each 
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show  2.4  per  cent  as  compared  with  proportions  of  the  English,  Irish, 
and  Germans  ranging  from  75.6  to  68.6  per  cent. 

An  insight  into  the  racial  movements  to  Community  E  during 
recent  and  past  years  may  also  be  had  from  the  table  below,  which 
shows,  by  race  of  individual,  the  percentage  of  foreign-born  persons, 
in  the  households  studied,  who  had  been  in  the  United  States  each 
specified  number  of  years.

It  appears  from  the  above  table  that  42  per  cent  of  the  foreign- 
born  persons  for  whom  information  was  secured  have  been  in  the 
United  States  under  five  years,  that  67.1  per  cent  have  been  here 
under  ten  years,  and  that  83.9  per  cent  have  been  here  under  twenty 
years.  The  proportion  of  persons  who  have  been  here  under  five  years 
is  largest  for  the  South  Italians,  Poles,  and  Magyars,  in  the  order 
mentioned,  and  smallest  for  the  Welsh  and  Lithuanians.  The  South 
Italians,  Magyars,  and  Poles,  in  the  order  mentioned,  have  the  largest 
and  the  Welsh  the  smallest  proportion  of  persons  who  have  been  in 
the  United  States  under  ten  years,  and  the  South  Italians,  Magyars, 
and  Slovaks,  in  the  order  mentioned,  have  the  largest  and  the  Welsh 
and  Swedes  the  smallest  proportion  of  persons  who  have  been  here 
under  twenty  years.

Of  the  1,507  male  employees  of  this  industry,  for  whom  information 
was  obtained,  34.8  per  cent  are  foreign-born,  35.2  per  cent  native- 
born  of  foreign  father,  and  29.8  per  cent  are  native-born  of  native 
father,  white,  while  the  native-born  of  native  father,  negro,  constitute 
the  remaining  proportion  of  less  than  1  per  cent. 

Of  the  26  foreign-born  races  shown  in  the  above  table  only  11 
constitute  more  than  1  per  cent  each  of  all  employees  for  whom 
information  was  obtained.  Of  these,  the  Germans  constitute  the 
largest  proportion,  or  6.8  per  cent,  while  the  Welsh  constitute  the 
smallest  proportion,  or  1.3  per  cent. 

Among  the  native-born  of  foreign  father,  those  whose  fathers  were 
born  in  Germany  constitute  the  largest  proportion,  or  15  per  cent  of 
all  employees.  Those  whos'e  fathers  were  born  in  Ireland  constitute 
the  next  largest  proportion,  or  8.6  per  cent,  a  proportion  slightly  in 
excess  of  the  proportion  shown  by  those  whose  fathers  were  born  in 
England,  Wales  or  Scotland — those  whose  fathers  were  born  in  other 
countries  constituting  each  less  than  0.5  per  cent  of  all  employees 
concerning  whom  information  was  obtained.

Before  entering  into  a  discussion  of  the  economic  status  in  this 
country  of  employees  and  members  of  their  households  in  Commu- 
nity E,  the  industrial  condition  and  principal  occupation  of  the  for- 
eign-born workers  and  members  of  their  households  while  abroad  are 
set  forth.  The  first  table  submitted  in  this  connection,  which  imme- 
diately follows,  shows,  by  race  of  individual,  the  industrial  condi- 
tion before  coming  to  the  United  States  of  foreign-born  males  in  the 
households  studied  who  were  16  years  of  age  or  over  at  time  of  ar- 
rival in  this  country.

Of  562  males  in  this  locality,  concerning  whom  information  was 
obtained,  the  largest  proportion,  or  55.7  per  cent,  worked  for  wages 
before  coming  to  the  United  States,  29.2  per  cent  for  profit,  and  14.4 
per  cent  worked  without  wages,  while  less  than  1  per  cent  were  with- 
out occupation.  Among  those  working  for  wages,  the  Welsh,  with 
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96  per  cent,  show  the  largest  proportion  and  the  Poles,  with  45  per 
cent,  show  the  smallest  proportion.  Following  the  Welsh  are  the 
Swedes  who  show  a  considerably  larger  proportion  than  the  Slovaks 
and  a  much  larger  proportion  than  the  Magyars  or  the  South  Italians. 
The  Welsh,  on  the  other  hand,  report  the  smallest  proportion,  or  4 
per  cent,  who  worked  without  wages  abroad,  while  the  Poles,  with  25 
per  cent,  show  a  slightly  larger  proportion  than  do  the  Slovaks  or 
Magyars  and  a  considerably  larger  proportion  than  do  the  South 
Italians  or  the  Swedes.  No  Welsh  worked  for  profit,  while  the 
South  Italians,  with  41.9  per  cent,  show  a  considerably  larger  propor- 
tion than  the  Poles  or  the  Magyars  and  a  much  larger  proportion 
than  the  Slovaks  or  Swedes — the  last  named  reporting  but  6.5  per 
cent.  No  Magyars,  Slovaks,  or  Welsh  and  only  very  small  propor- 
tions of  the  other  races  were  without  occupation  abroad. 

The  table  next  presented  shows,  by  race  of  individual,  the  occu- 
pation before  coming  to  the  United  States  of  foreign-born  males 
who  were  16  years  of  age  or  over  at  time  of  coming.

Of  562  foreign-born  males  employed  in  anthracite  coal  mining  a 
larger  proportion  were  employed  as  farm  laborers  for  wages  than 
any  other  occupation,  and  considerably  more  than  50  per  cent,  or 
65.8  per  cent,  were  on  farms  either  as  farm  laborers  for  wages,  or 
without,  or  as  farmers  for  themselves;  8.4  per  cent  were  employed  in 
mining;  8.9  per  cent  were  employed  in  hand  trades,  while  11.4  per 
cent  were  working  for  wages  in  other  occupations.  Among  the  dif- 
ferent races  reporting  more  than  50  per  cent  of  the  Slovaks  and 
Swedes  were  employed  as  farm  laborers  for  wages,  while  a  very  low 
proportion,  or  4  per  cent,  of  the  Welsh,  were  engaged  in  that  occupa- 
tion. Of  the  Welsh,  however,  64  per  cent  were  employed  in  mining 
and  less  than  10  per  cent  of  all  other  races  except  the  South  Italian 
were  engaged  in  that  occupation.  The  proportions  who  were  engaged 
in  general  labor  are  small,  while  the  roles  and  Swedes  show  con- 
siderably higher  proportions  than  the  other  races  who  were  employed 
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as  factory  operatives.  The  Welsh  show  the  largest  proportion  in 
hand  trades,  and  the  Slovaks  the  smallest.  Considerably  more  than 
50  per  cent  of  all  races  except  the  Welsh  were  engaged  in  some  form  of 
agriculture,  while  only  8  per  cent  of  the  members  of  this  race  were  so 
employed.

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  noted  that  of  the  287  females  for 
whom  information  was  obtained,  only  13.6  per  cent  worked  for 
wages  before  coming  to  the  United  States  and  17.1  per  cent  worked 
without  wages,  the  remaining  69.3  per  cent  having  been  without 
occupation  abroad.  With  the  exception  of  4.2  per  cent  working  for 
wages,  the  Welsh  were  without  occupation  before  coming  to  the 
United  States.  The  next  largest  proportion,  or  81.1  percent,  without 
occupation  is  shown  by  the  South  Italians.  This,  it  will  be  noted, 
slightly  exceeds  the  proportion  of  Magyars  and  very  largely  exceeds 
that  of  the  Swedes,  who  show  but  44.4  per  cent.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  very  large  proportion  of  Swedes,  or  33.3  per  cent,  is  in  striking 
contrast  to  the  proportions  of  the  other  races  who  worked  for  wages 
abroad.  The  Swedes  also  show  the  largest  proportion  working 
without  wages,  a  proportion  slightly  in  excess  of  that  shown  by  the 
Magyars  and  considerably  in  excess  of  that  shown  by  the  South 
Italians. 

The  table  next  submitted  shows,  by  race  of  individual,  the  occupa- 
tion before  coming  to  the  United  States  of  foreign-born  females  in 
the  households  studied  who  were  16  years  of  age  or  over  at  time  of 
arrival.

It  appears  from  the  above  table  that  13.6  per  cent  of  the  foreign- 
born  females  for  whom  information  was  secured  worked  abroad  for 
wages  and  that  17.1  per  cent  worked  without  wages  as  farm  laborers. 
The  proportion  of  females  who  were  in  domestic  service  is  7.7  per 
cent,  while  3.8  per  cent  were  farm  laborers  working  for  wages.  Only 
a  very  small  proportion  of  all  females  were  factory  operatives  or  in 
the  hand  trades.  The  proportion  of  females  who  were  in  domestic 
service  or  who  worked  as  farm  laborers,  either  with  or  without  wages, 
is  much  larger  for  the  Swedes  than  for  the  females  for  any  other  race.

From  the  above  table  it  appears  that  61.9  per  cent  of  the  males 
16  years  of  age  or  over  from  whom  information  was  secured  are 
employed  in  coal  mining,  that  22.3  per  cent  are  employed  in  manu- 
facturing pursuits,  that  10.2  per  cent  are  employed  in  transportation, 
and  that  only  a  very  small  proportion  are  otherwise  employed  or 
are  at  home  or  at  school.  The  proportion  of  males  employed  in 
coal  mining  is  largest  for  the  foreign-born  and  slightly  larger  for  the 
native-born  of  native  father  than  for  the  native-born  of  foreign 
father;  the  proportion  of  males  employed  in  manufacturing  and  me- 
chanical pursuits  is  slightly  larger  for  the  native-born  of  native 
father  than  for  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  and  is  smallest  for 
the  foreign-born;  and  the  proportion  of  males  employed  in  trans- 
portation is  larger  for  the  foreign-born  than  for  the  native-born  of 
native  father  and  larger  for  the  latter  than  for  the  native-born  of 
foreign  father.

Of  the  females  16  years  of  age  or  over  for  whom  information  was 
secured,  85.2  per  cent  are  at  hxome,  6.6  per  cent  are  in  manufacturing 
and  mechanical  pursuits,  4.1  per  cent  are  in  employments  not  speci- 
fied, 3.8  per  cent  are  at  school,  and  only  0.4  per  cent  are  in  domestic 
service.  The  proportion  of  females  at  home  is  largest  for  the  foreign- 
born,  second  largest  for  the  native-born  of  foreign  father,  and  smallest 
for  native-born  of  native  father.

It  appears  from  the  above  table  that  a  considerably  larger  propor- 
tion of  the  males  of  Swedish  and  Welsh  parentage  -for  whom  informa- 
tion was  secured,  who  were  born  abroad,  than  of  those  who  were 
born  in  the  United  States,  are  employed  in  coal  mining.  The  pro- 
portion of  native  whites  born  of  native  father  (37.5)  who  are  employed 
in  coal  mining  is  much  larger  than  the  proportion  of  native  males 
born  of  Swedish  father  and  nearly  as  large  as  the  proportion  of  for- 
eign males  born  of  Welsh  (52.4)  father  who  are  so  employed.

Information  secured  from  348  individuals  employed  in  anthracite 
coal  mining  shows  that  26.7  per  cent  earn  under  $400  per  year,  and 
60.6  per  cent  earn  under  $600,  while  slightly  less  than  20  per  cent 
earn  $800  or  more,  and  8  per  cent  earn  $1,000  or  over  yearly.  Com- 
paring the  different  nativity  groups  it  is  seen  that  none  of  the  native- 
born  of  native  father  earn  under  $400  per  year  while  a  considerable 
proportion  of  the  foreignTborn,  or  31.7  per  cent,  and  14  per  cent  of 
the  native-born  of  foreign  father  earn  under  this  amount.  The 
foreign-born  show  larger  proportions  earning  under  each  specified 
amount  than  the  native-born  of  native  father  who  in  turn  show 
larger  proportions  earning  under  $800  and  $1,000  than  the  native- 
born  of  foreign  father.  The  Welsh  and  South  Italians  each  report 
slightly  more  than  3  per  cent  earning  under  $200  per  year,  and 
slightly  more  than  50  per  cent  of  the  last-named  race  earn  under 
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$400  yearly.  The  Swedes  show  a  considerably  higher  earning  power 
than  any  other  race,  while  the  Welsh  follow,  but  not  closely  and  in 
turn  show  considerably  higher  than  the  South  Italians  and  Magyars.

Of  751  males  18  years  of  age  or  over  3.5  per  cent  earn  under  $200 
per  year,  39.9  per  cent  under  $400,  74.6  per  cent  under  $600,  and  95.7 
per  cent  under  $1,000.  The  average  yearly  earnings  being  $498. 
The  male  employees  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  exhibit 
average  yearly  earnings  of  $678.  The  native-born  whites  of  native 
father  have  average  yearly  earnings  of  $586,  and  the  average  yearly 
earnings  of  the  foreign-born  is  $459.  The  foreign-born  show  a 
higher  percentage  earning  under  $200,  under  $400,  under  $600,  and 
under  $1,000,  than  either  the  native  whites  born  of  native  father  or 
the  native-born  of  foreign  father  which  follow  in  the  order  named.

Of  369  selected  families,  the  greater  proportion,  or  55.6  per  cent, 
have  a  total  income  of  less  than  $750  per  year,  29  per  cent  have 
$1,000  or  over  per  year,  and  slightly  more  than  10  per  cent  have 
$1,500  or  over.  The  proportions  earning  under  $300  and  under  $500 
yearly  are  small,  being  only  3.5  and  26.8  per  cent,  respectively. 
Smaller  proportions  of  the  native-born  of  native  father  than  of  the 
other  nativity  groups  have  a  yearly  income  of  less  than  $500,  while 
the  native-born  of  foreign  father  show  smaller  proportions  haying 
incomes  under  this  amount  tjian  do  the  foreign-born.  The  native- 
born  of  foreign  father  show  smaller  proportions  with  yearly  incomes 
under  each  specified  amount  above  $500  than  the  native-born  of 
native  father,  which  group  in  turn  shows  smaller  proportions  under 
each  amount  than  the  foreign-born. 

No  families  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  Swedes  have 
incomes  under  $500  per  year,  and  the  larger  proportion  of  them 
have  incomes  of  $1,000  or  over  per  year,  while  more  than  90  per  cent 
of  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  South  Italian,  75.3  per  cent  of 
those  whose  heads  are  Magyars,  and  more  than  50  per  cent  of  those 
the  heads  of  which  are  Welsh  have  incomes  less  than  this  amount. 
The  families  the  heads  of  which  are  South  Italian  and  Swedish  show 
the  largest  and  the  smallest  proportions,  respectively,  earning  under 
each  specified  amount. 
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WIVES    AT    WORK. 

The  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  wives  of  employees  to  engage  in 
occupations  outside  the  home  in  order  to  supplement  the  earnings 
of  their  husbands  is  indicated  by  the  following  table.  This  table 
shows,  by  general  nativity  and  race  of  head  of  family,  the  proportion 
of  wives  at  work:

Of  364  wives  reporting  in  the  above  table  only  a  small  proportion, 
or  1.1  per  cent,  are  at  work.  Only  wives  in  households  the  heads  of 
which  are  foreign-born  are  reported  as  being  at  work,  the  proportion 
being  only  1.4  per  cent.  As  regards  the  wives  of  husbands  of  differ- 
ent foreign-born  races  who  are  at  work  only  two  races  report  in 
sufficient  numbers  to  be  computed,  and  in  each  instance  the  propor- 
tion is  but  slightly  more  than  3  per  cent. 

RELATION  BETWEEN  THE  EARNINGS  OF  HUSBANDS  AND  THE  PRACTICE 
OF    WAIVES    OF    KEEPING    BOARDERS    OR    LODGERS. 

It  has  been  seen  that  only  a  very  small  proportion  of  the  wives  in 
the  families  studied  were  regularly  employed  for  wages  outside  the 
home.  On  the  other  hand,  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  wives 
supplements  the  earnings  of  the  heads  by  keeping  boarders  or 
lodgers.  The  extent  to  which  this  is  done  is  indicated  by  the  follow- 
ing tables,  which  show,  by  yearly  earnings  of  husband  and  by  gen- 
eral nativity  and  race  of  head  of  family,  the  number  and  percentage 
of  families  in  which  wife  has  employment  or  keeps  boarders  or 
lodgers.

The  foregoing  table  contains  information  from  368  families.  It  is 
seen  that  a  very  large  proportion,  or  94.6  per  cent,  have  incomes  from 
husband,  31.5  per  cent  from  contributions  of  children,  28.5  per  cent 
from  boarders  or  lodgers,  12.2  per  cent  from  other  sources,  while  only 
1.1  per  cent  have  incomes  from  earnings  of  the  wife.  Comparing  the 
families  of  the  different  nativity  groups  it  is  seen  that  all  the  families 
whose  heads  are  native-born  of  native  father  have  incomes  from 
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husbands,  and  a  somewhat  less  proportion^of  those  whose  heads  are 
foreign-born  or  native-born  of  foreign  father  have  incomes  from  the 
husband;  but  a  much  larger  proportion  of  the  families  of  the  last- 
named  nativity  group  have  incomes  from  contributions  of  children 
and  from  other  sources  than  either  of  the  other  groups.  A  consid- 
erable proportion  of  the  families  whose  heads  are  foreign-born  have 
incomes  from  boarders  or  lodgers,  while  none  the  heads  of  which  are 
native-born  of  native  father  and  only  a  small  proportion  families 
whose  heads  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  do  have  such  incomes. 

Of  the  families  whose  heads  are  foreign-born,  all  except  the  Swe- 
dish show  more  than  90  per  cent  having  incomes  from  husband,  and 
only  the  Swedish,  and  South  Italian  have  families  with  income  from 
the  wife,  and  the  proportions  are  small.  More  than  50  per  cent  of 
the  families  whose  heads  are  Swedish  and  Welsh  have  incomes  from 
the  contributions  of  children,  while  the  other  races  show  a  very  much 
smaller  proportion.  A  very  much  larger  proportion  of  families  with 
South  Italian  heads,  and  less  than  10  per  cent  of  those  whose  heads 
are  Swedish  have  incomes  from  boarders  or  lodgers.  The  last-men- 
tioned families  show  the  largest  and  the  South  Italian  families  the 
smallest  proportions  having  incomes  from  other  sources.

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Information  is  presented  in  the  preceding  table  for  368  families,  the 
heads  of  which  are  employed  in  anthracite  coal  mining.  The  earn- 
ings of  the  husband  constitute  the  sole  source  of  income  of  42.1 
per  cent,  while  the  incomes  of  17.1  per  cent  receive  their  income  from 
the  husband  and  children;  20.4  per  cent  from  husbands  and  boarders 
and  lodgers;  16.8  per  cent  from  sources  or  combinations  of  sources 
not  specified,  and  less  than  2  per  cent  receive  incomes  from  any  of 
the  other  specified  sources.  Of  the  different  nativity  groups  the 
native-born  of  native  father  show  a  considerably  higher  proportion 
of  families  than  the  native-born  of  foreign  father,  and  the  latter  in 
turn  show  a  considerably  higher  proportion  than  the  foreign-born 
receiving  entire  income  from  the  husband.  The  native-born  of 
foreign  father  show  a  slightly  higher  proportion  than  the  native- 
born  of  native  father,  and  the  last-named  group  shows  a  higher  pro- 
portion than  the  foreign-born  where  the  children  supplement  the 
income  of  husband.  The  foreign-born  is  the  only  group  showing 
families  receiving  incomes  from  husband  and  boarders  and  lodgers. 
The  native-born  of  foreign  father  show  the  highest  proportion 
having  incomes  from  sources  or  combination  of  sources  not  before 
specified,  followed  by  the  foreign-born  and  native-born  of  native 
father  in  the  order  named. 

Of  the  foreign-born  races  the  Magyars  show  the  largest  proportion 
with  the  husband  only  contributing  to  the  family  income  and  the 
South  Italians  the  smallest.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Swedish,  closely 
followed  by  the  Welsh,  show  the  highest  and  the  South  Italians  the 
lowest  proportion  where  the  husband  and  children  constitute  the 
sole  source  of  income.  The  last-named  race,  with  51.8  per  cent,  shows 
by  far  the  largest  proportion  of  families  whose  income  is  derived  from 
husband  and  boarders  or  lodgers,  while  no  Swedish  families  report 
incomes  from  this  source.  A  larger  proportion  of  Swedish  families 
than  those  of  any  other  race  have  incomes  from  sources  or  combina- 
tion of  sources  not  before  specified,  but  all  other  races  show  more 
than  10  per  cent  of  the  families  having  incomes  from  this  source.

Of  368  families  reporting  65.5  per  cent  of  the  yearly  family  incomes 
were  from  earnings  of  husbands,  23.1  per  cent  from  contributions 
of  children,  7.9  per  cent  from  boarders  or  lodgers,  and  small  pro- 
portions from  wives  and  from  sources  not  specified.  Among  the 
different  nativity  groups  the  native-born  of  native  father  show  a 
considerably  larger  proportion  of  the  yearly  income  as  coming 
from  the  earnings  of  the  husband  than  the  foreign-born,  who  in 
turn  show  a  higher  proportion  than  the  native-born  of  foreign  father, 
while  on  the  other  hand  the  native-born  of  foreign  .father  show  a 
higher  proportion  of  the  yearly  income  of  families  coming  from 
contributions  of  children  than  either  of  the  other  groups.  The 
foreign-born  show  slightly  more  than  10  per  cent  of  the  family 
income  as  coming  from  boarders  or  lodgers,  while  the  native-born  of 
foreign  father  show  slightly  more  than  1  per  cent  and  the  native- 
born  of  native  father  show  none  as  coming  from  this  source. 

Of  the  foreign-born  races,  the  South  Italians,  with  practically  75 
per  cent  of  the  income  from  the  earnings  of  the  husbands,  show  the 
highest  from  this  source  and  the  Swedes  show  the  lowest.  The 
contributions  from  children  are  considerably  higher  in  the  case  of 
the  Swedes  than  any  other  race  and  lower  in  the  case  of  the  South 
Italians,  while  a  very  much  larger  proportion  of  the  total  income  of 
the  Magyars  is  received  from  boarders  and  lodgers  than  any  other 
race,  no  other  race  receiving  as  much  as  10  per  cent  from  this  source. 
The  proportion  received  from  other  sources  is  small  in  the  case  of 
each  race

Of  792  male  employees  who  are  16  years  of  age  or  over  and  are 
employed  away  from  home,  29.7  per  cent  worked  the  full  year,  76.1 
per  cent  worked  nine  months  or  over  out  of  the  past  year,  96.7  per 
cent  worked  six  months  or  over,  and  99.9  per  cent  worked  three 
months  or  over.  The  employees  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father 
show  59.8  per  cent  who  worked  the  full  year.  The  employees  who 
are  native-born  whites  of  native  father  show  53.9  per  cent  and  the  em- 
ployees of  foreign  birth  only  21.3  per  cent  who  worked  for  this  length 
of  time.  The  native-born  of  foreign  father  show  the  highest  percent- 
age who  worked  nine  months  or  over,  the  native-born  whites  of  native 
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father  and  the  foreign-born  following  in  the  order  named.  The  native- 
born  of  foreign  father  show  99.1  per  cent  who  worked  six  months  or 
over,  the  native  whites  born  of  native  father  and  the  foreign-born 
following  in  somewhat  similar  proportions.  Both  the  foreign-born 
and  the  native-born  whites  of  native  father  show  100  per  cent  working 
three  months  or  over,  while  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  show 
99.1  per  cent  who  worked  for  this  period  of  time.  Of  the  native-born 
of  foreign  father,  employees  whose  fathers  were  born  in  Sweden  show 
the  highest  percentage  who  worked  twelve  months  and  nine  months 
or  over  out  of  the  past  year.  Of  employees  of  foreign  birth  the  Swe- 
dish show  the  highest  per  cent  who  worked  for  twelve  months  and 
nine  months  or  over,  while  only  8.5  per  cent  of  the  South  Italians 
worked  the  full  twelve  months  and  62.2  per  cent  of  the  Magyars  worked 
nine  months  or  over.  The  Swedish  and  Polish  employees  show  100 
per  cent  who  worked  six  months  or  over  as  contrasted  with  only  93 
per  cent  of  the  South  Italians  who  were  employed  for  the  above- 
mentioned  time  during  the  past  year.

The  following  table  shows  that  of  the  females  16  years  of  age  or 
over  who  are  employed  away  from  home  72.7  per  cent  worked  twelve 
months,  92.7  per  cent  worked  nine  months  or  over,  98.2  per  cent 
worked  six  months  or  over  and  three  months  or  over.  A  consider- 
ably higher  percentage  of  the  native  whites  born  of  native  father 
worked  twelve  months  than  did  the  native-born  of  foreign  father, 
while  the  latter  show  a  higher  per  cent  who  worked  nine  months  or 
over  than  the  former.  Both  the  native  whites  bom  of  native  father 
and  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  show  100  per  cent  who  worked 
six  months  or  over.

Of  669  males,  included  in  the  foregoing  table,  167,  or  25  per  cent, 
are  affiliated  with  trade  unions.  -  Of  the  foreign-born  27.1  per  cent 
belong  to  trade  unions,  as  compared  with  19.2  per  cent  of  the  native- 
born  of  foreign  father  and  10.2  per  cent  of  the  native-born  of  native 
father.  Of  the  foreign-born  races  showing  a  number  large  enough 
for  computation,  the  proportion  ranges  from  35.6  per  cent  of  the 
South  Italians  to  9.1  per  cent  of  the  Slovaks.  Of  those  of  native 
birth  whose  fathers  are  German  24  per  cent  are  affiliated  with  trade 
unions.

Rent  in  its  relation  to  standard  of  living — Boarders  and  lodgers — Size  of  apartments 
occupied — Size  of  households — Congestion — [Text  Tables  296  to  307  and  General 
Tables  218  to  229]. 

RENT   IN    ITS   RELATION   TO    STANDARD   OF   LIVING. 

The  monthly  rent  payments  of  the  households  the  heads  of  which 
are  employed  in  Community  E  are  chiefly  significant  in  their  bearing 
upon  the  standard  of  living,  because  of  congestion  within  the  house- 
holds arising  from  the  practice  of  crowding  the  apartments  in  order 
to  reduce  the  per  capita  rent  outlay.  The  first  table  presented  in 
this  connection,  which  immediately  follows,  shows,  by  general 
nativity  and  race  of  head  of  household,  the  average  rent  paid  per 
month  per  apartment,  per  room,  and  per  person.

The  average  rent  per  apartment  of  the  215  households  studied  in 
this  locality  is  $10.13,  while  the  average  rent  per  room  and  per  per- 
son is  $2.07  and  $1.76,  respectively — those  households  the  heads  of 
which  are  foreign-born  showing  a  slightly  lower  average  rent  per 
apartment,  room,  and  person,  while  those  households,  the  heads  of 
which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father,  although  showing  a  slightly 
lower  average  rent  per  room,  report  a  much  higher  average  rent  per 
apartment  and  per  person  than  the  total  of  all  households.  Those 
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households  the  heads  of  which  are  native  whites,  born  of  native 
father,  while  showing  an  average  rent  per  room  only  a  few  cents  in 
excess  of,  show  an  average  rent  per  apartment  and  per  person  largely 
in  excess  of,  the  averages  shown  in  the  total  for  all  households. 
Among  those  households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born,  the 
South  Italian  show  a  slightly  higher  average  rent  per  apartment 
than  do  the  Welsh,  a  considerably  higher  average  than  do  the  Slovaks, 
and  a  much  higher  average  rent  per  apartment  than  do  the  Magyar 
households.  The  Slovak  households,  on  the  other  hand,  report  the 
highest  average  rent  per  room  and  per  person,  while  the  Welsh  show 
the  lowest  average  per  room  and  the  Magyar  the  lowest  average  rent 
per  person.  Among  those  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native- 
born  of  foreign  father,  it  will  be  noted  that,  the  Irish  households 
show  a  considerably  lower  average  rent  per  apartment  and  per  room 
and  a  very  much  lower  average  rent  per  person  than  is  shown  for 
those  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native  whites  born  of  native 
father. 

The  range  in  monthly  rents  for  apartments  is  exhibited  in  the  fol- 
lowing table,  which  shows,  by  general  nativity  and  race  of  head  of 
household,  the  percentage  of  households  paying  each  specified  rent 
per  month  per  apartment.

The  above  table  shows  that  the  average  rent  per  apartment  in  the 
215  households  studied  is  $10.13 — those  households  the  heads  of  which 
are  foreign-born  reporting  an  average  of  $9.51,  as  compared  with 
$12.47  for  those  households,  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of 
foreign  father.  As  between  the  South  Italian  and  Magyar  house- 
holds, among  those  households,  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born, 
it  will  be  noted  that  the  former  pay  a  considerably  higher  average 
rent  per  month  per  apartment,  than  do  the  latter.  Considering  the 
specified  rent  paid  by  these  households  per  month  per  apartment,  it 
will  be  noted  that  only  2.3  per  cent  pay  under  $5,  while  23.7,  43.3, 
and  79.5  per  cent  pay  under  $7.50,  $10,  and  $12.50  per  month  per 
apartment,  respectively.  Identically  the  same  proportion  of  those 
households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  pay  under  $5,  while 
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a  slightly  larger  proportion  pay  under  each  of  the  other  specified 
amounts  than  is  shown  in  the  total  for  all  households,  while  those 
households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  the 
proportion  paying  under  $5  rent  per  month  per  apartment,  is  slightly 
above,  the  proportion  paying  under  $7.50  considerably  below,  and 
the  proportion  paying  under  $10  and  under  $12.50  much  below  the 
proportions  shown  in  the  total  for  all  households.  Among  those 
households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  it  will  be  noted  that 
as  between  the  South  Italian  and  Magyar  households  none  of  the 
former  as  compared  with  8  per  cent  of  the  latter  pay  under  $5  rent 
per  apartment;  also  a  much  smaller  proportion  of  the  former  rjay 
under  $7.50  and  under  $12.50,  and  a  very  much  smaller  proportion 
pay  under  $10  per  month  per  apartment,  than  do  the  latter.

The  average  rent  per  room  per  month  of  the  215  households  studied 
in  this  locality  is  $2.07,  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign- 
born  and  those  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father 
each  showing  an  average  rent  per  room  per  month  of  $2.06.  The 
South  Italian  and  Magyar,  among  those  households  the  heads  of  which 
are  foreign-born,  show  each  an  average  rent  per  room  only  a  few 
cents  below  that  shown  for  all  households  the  heads  of  which  are 
foreign-born.  As  regards  the  specified  amount  paid  by  the  215  house- 
holds studied,  it  will  be  noted  that  no  households  pay  under  $1,  while 
38.1  and  88.8  per  cent  pay  under  $2  and  under  $3,  respectively,  the 
proportion  paying  $4  or  over  amounting  to  but  2.8  per  cent.  House- 
holds the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  show  a  proportion  paying 
under  $2,  $3,  and  $4  rent  per  room  per  month,  slightly  below,  while 
those  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father, 
show  proportions  paying  these  specified  amounts  slightly  above  the 
proportion  shown  in  the  total  for  all  households.  In  other  words,  it 
will  be  noted  that  those  households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign- 
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born  pay  a  higher  average  rent  per  room  per  month  than  do  those 
households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father. 

Among  those  households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  it 
will  be  noted  that  as  between  the  South  Italian  and  the  Magyar 
households  the  former  show  a  slightly  larger  proportion  paying  under 
$2  and  a  slightly  smaller  proportion  paying  .under  $3  and  under  $4 
rent  per  room  per  month  than  do  the  latter. 

The  real  situation  relative  to  congestion  is  set  forth  in  the  following 
table,  which  indicates  the  extent  of  crowding  within  the  households 
studied  by  showing,  according  to  general  nativity  and  race  of  head  of 
household,  the  percentage  of  households  paying  each  specified  rent 
per  month  per  person.

In  the  215  households  studied  the  average  rent  per  person  is  $1.76. 
In  those  households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  the  average 
rent  is  $1.61,  as  compared  with  $2.30  in  those  households  the  heads 
of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father.  In  those  households  the 
heads  of  which  are  foreign-born,  the  South  Italian  and  Magyar 
households  each  show  an  average  rent  per  month  per  person  below 
that  shown  for  all  households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born. 
Of  those  households  paying  a  specified  rent  per  month  per  person 
only  7  per  cent  pay  under  $1,  while  59.5,  80.9,  and  91.2  per  cent  pay 
under  $2,  $3,  and  $4,  respectively.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  a  much 
larger  proportion?  pay  between  $1  and  $2  than  any  other  specified 
amount.  Those  households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  show 
a  slightly  larger  proportion  paying  each  specified  rent  per  month  per 
person,  while  those  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of 
foreign  father  show  a  slightly  smaller  proportion  paying  under  $1  and 
a  considerably  smaller  proportion  paying  under  each  of  the  other 
specified  amounts  than  is  shown  in  the  total  for  all  households.

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BOARDERS    AND    LODGERS. 

The  practice  of  the  wives  of  employees  in  Community  E  in  sup- 
plementing the  earnings  of  their  husbands  by  taking  boarders  or 
lodgers  into  the  home  has  already  been  discussed.  The  extent  of 
this  practice  and  its  bearing  upon  living  conditions  are  considered  in 
the  two  following  tables,  the  first  of  which  exhibits  the  number  and 
per  cent  of  households  keeping  boarders  or  lodgers,  by  general  nativity 
and  race  of  head  of  household.

It  appears  from  the  data  presented  in  the  above  table  that  27.3 
per  cent  of  the  households  for  which  information  was  secured  keep 
boarders  or  lodgers.  The  proportion  of  households  keeping  boarders 
or  lodgers  is  much  larger  among  the  foreign-born  than  among  the 
native-born  of  foreign  father,  while  none  of  the  households  of  persons 
native-born  of  native  father  keep  boarders  or  lodgers.  Among  the 
foreign-born,  of  the  races  for  which  the  percentages  have  been  com- 
puted, the  South  Italians,  Magyars,  and  Welsh,  in  the  order  men- 
tioned, have  the  largest  proportion  of  households  keeping  boarders 
or  lodgers.

Of  the  total  number  of  households  studied  in  the  above  table,  the 
largest  proportion,  or  19.3  per  cent,  are  households  of  five  persons, 
the  proportion  of  households  of  4,  6,  7,  and  3  persons  following  in  the 
order  named,  and  less  than  10  per  cent  being  households  of  each 
other  specified  number  of  persons.  Of  the  households  the  heads  of 
which  are  native-born  of  native  father  a  larger  proportion  are  of  2 
or  4  persons  than  either  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native- 
born  of  foreign  father  or  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  for- 
eign-born, the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  show- 
ing the  smallest  proportion  in  the  first  instance  and  the  households 
the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  the  smallest 
proportion  in  the  second  instance.  Of  the  households  of  3  and '5 
persons,  those  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father 
show  a  larger  proportion  than  those  the  heads  of  which  are  native- 
born  of  native  father  and  those  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born 
show  the  smallest  proportion.  A  larger  proportion  of  the  house- 
holds the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  than  of  either  the  house- 
holds the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  or  the 
households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  native  father  are 
households  of  each  specified  number  of  persons  above  5,  the  house- 
holds the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  native  father  showing  the 
smallest  proportions  in  each  instance.  A  greater  degree  of  conges- 
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tion  exists  in  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  South  Italian, 
Magyar,  or  Slovak  than  in  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are 
Swedish  or  Welsh,  over  10  per  cent  of  the  households  the  heads  of 
which  are  of  each  of  the  three  races  first  mentioned  being  households 
of  10  persons  or  more,  as  compared  with  none  of  the  households  the 
heads  of  which  are  Swedish  and  6.1  per  cent  of  the  households  the 
heads  of  which  are  Welsh,  which  are  households  of  the  same  number 
of  persons.

In  the  384  households  studied  in  this  locality  the  average  number  of 
persons  per  room  is  1.06.  The  average  number  in  the  households,  the 
heads  of  which  are  foreign-born,  is  slightly  above,  while  the  average  in 
the  households,  the  heads  of  which  are  both  native-born  of  foreign 
father  and  native  whites  born  of  native  father,  is  considerably  below 
the  average  shown  in  the  total  for  all  households.  Among  those 
households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born,  the  South  Italian, 
Magyar,  and  Slovak  households  each  show  an  average  number  of  per- 
sons per  room  considerably  in  excess  of  that  shown  for  all  households 
the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born,  while  of  those  households  show- 
ing an  average  below  that  shown  in  the  total,  the  proportions  range 
from  0.95  for  the  Welsh  to  0.70  for  the  Lithuanian  households.  None 
of  the  384  households  have  four  or  more  persons  and  only  1  per  cent 
have  three  or  more  persons,  while  60.7  and  10.7  per  cent  have  one  or 
more  and  two  or  more  persons  per  room,  respectively.  The  propor- 
tion of  those  households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  having 
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each  specified  number  of  persons  per  room  is  only  slightly  in  excess  of 
the  proportions  shown  in  the  totals  for  all  households  studied — those 
households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  show- 
ing a  smaller  proportion  with  two  or  more  and  a  smaller  proportion 
having  one  or  more,  and  those  households  the  heads  of  which  are 
native  whites  born  of  native  father  a  proportion  having  one  or  more 
persons  per  room  very  much  below  that  shown  in  the  total  for  all 
households. 

Among  those  households  whose  heads  are  foreign-born  it  will  be 
noted  that  no  Swedish  or  Welsh  and  only  small  proportions  of  Magyar, 
South  Italian,  and  Slovak  households  have  three  or  more  persons  per 
room,  and  that  no  Swedish  or  Welsh  have  two  or  more  persons — the 
proportions  of  Slovak,  South  Italian,  and  Magyar  households  having 
this  specified  number  of  perons  ranging  from  30  to  17.3  per  cent.  Of 
those  households  having  one  or  more  persons  per  room,  the  South 
Italian  with  89.2  per  cent  show  a  slightly  larger  proportion  than  the 
Slovak  or  Magyar  and  a  very  much  larger  proportion  than  the  Welsh 
or  Swedish  households,  in  the  order  named,  the  last  named  reporting 
but  33.3  per  cent.  Among  those  households  the  heads  of  which  are 
native-born  of  foreign  father  it  will  be  noted  that  no  Irish  households 
have  three  or  more  and  that  no  German,  as  compared  with  3.7  per 
cent  of  the  Irish,  have  two  or  more,  while  the  proportion  of  Irish  house-% 
holds  having  one  or  more  persons  per  room  is  greater  than  the  propor- 
tion of  German  households.

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The  preceding  table  shows  that  70.1  per  cent  erf  the  total  number  of 
households  concerning  which  information  was  secured  have  2  or  more 
persons  per  sleeping  room,  26.3  per  cent  have  3  or  more,  7.8  per  cent  4  or 
more,  1.6  per  cent  5  or  more,  and  0.5  per  cent  6  or  more  persons  per 
sleeping  room.  The  average  number  of  persons  per  sleeping  room  for 
all  households  studied  is  2.21.  Households  the  heads  of  which  are  of 
foreign  birth  show  2.28  persons  per  sleeping  room  as  contrasted  with 
1.97  persons  per  sleeping  room  in  households  the  heads  of  which  are 
native-born  of  foreign  father  and  1.86  persons  per  sleeping  room 
in  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  whites  of 
native  father.  The  households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born 
show  a  higher  per  cent  having  2  or  more,  3  or  more,  and  4  or  more 
persons  per  sleeping  room,  than  either  the  households  the  heads  of 
which  are  native-born  whites  of  native  father  or  native-born  of 
foreign  father,  the  former  showing  a  higher  per  cent  of  households 
having  2  or  more  persons  and  4  or  more  persons  per  sleeping  room 
than  the  latter,  while  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native- 
born  of  foreign  father  show  a  higher  per  cent  having  3  or  more  per- 
sons per  sleeping  room  than  do  households  the  heads  of  which  are 
native-born  whites  of  native  father.  The  households  the  heads  of 
which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  show  a  higher  percentage 
than  do  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  having 
5  or  more  or  6  or  more  persons  per  sleeping  room,  while*  the  house- 
holds the  heads  of  which  are  native  wnites  born  of  native  father 
show  no  per  cent  having  this  number  of  persons  per  sleeping  room. 
Households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  German  father 
show  a  higher  per  cent  having  2  or  more  or  3  or  more  persons  per 
sleeping  room  than  do  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native- 
born  of  Irish  father,  the  latter,  however,  show  a  small  percentage 
having  4  or  more,  5  or  more,  or  6  or  more  persons  per  sleeping  room. 
Those  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  German 
father  report  none  of  their  number  with  so  many  persons  per  sleeping 
room.  Households  the  heads  of  which  are  Slovaks,  Magyars,  and 
South  Italians,  show  the  highest  per  cent  having  5  or  more  persons 
per  sleeping  room  and  households  the  heads  of  which  are  Slovaks 
and  Magyars  the  highest  percentage  having  4  or  more  persons  per 
sleeping  room 

The  final  table  of  the  series,  which  is  next  presented,  indicates  the 
effect  upon  living  arrangements  of  congestion  within  the  households 
studied  by  showing,  according  to  general  nativity  and  race  of  head  of 
household,  the  number  and  percentage  of  households  regularly  occu- 
pying all  except  each  specified  number  of  rooms  to  sleep  in.

From  a  study  made  of  384  households  it  is  seen  that  the  average 
number  of  rooms  per  household  is  5.49,  the  average  number  of 
sleeping  rooms  per  household  being  2.64.  Households  the  heads 
of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  show  a  somewhat  higher 
average  number  of  rooms  per  household  and  of  sleeping  rooms  per 
household  than  either  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native 
whites  born  of  native  father  or  foreign-born.  The  latter,  however, 
shows  a  higher  average  number  of  sleeping  rooms  per  household 
than  do  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  whites  of 
native  father.  Households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of 
Irish  father  report  a  higher  average  number  of  rooms  per  household 
and  of  sleeping  rooms  per  household  than  do  households  the  heads 
of  which  are  native-born  of  German  father.  Of  households  the 
heads  of  which  are  foreign-born,  the  households  the  heads  of  which 
are  Swedes  and  Welsh  show  the  highest  average  number  of  rooms 
per  household  and  also  the  highest  average  number  of  sleeping 
rooms  per  household,  while  households  the  heads  of  which  are 
Slovaks  show  the  lowest  average  number  of  rooms  and  of  sleeping 
rooms  per  household.  The  totals  further  show  that  only  0.8  per 
cent  of  the  total  number  of  households  studied  sleep  in  all  rooms, 
13  per  cent  use  all  except  1  room  to  sleep  in,  and  21.9  per  cent 
use  all  except  2  rooms.  Households  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign- 
born  show  a  higher  percentage  thus  using  all -rooms,  all  except  1 
room,  and  all  except  2  rooms,  than  either  households  the  heads  of 
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which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  or  households  the  heads  of 
which  are  native-born  whites  of  native  father.  None  of  the  two 
last  mentioned  use  all  rooms,  or  all  except  1  room  for  sleeping 

Eurposes.  Households  the  heads  of  which  are  Slovaks  show  the 
ighest  percentage  using  all  rooms,  and  all  except  1  room,  for  sleep- 
ing purposes,  and  households  the  heads  of  which  are  Magyars  the 
highest  per  cent  using  all  except  2  rooms.  Households  the  heads 
of  which  are  Swedes  report  no  per  cent  sleeping  in  all  roons,  all 
except  1  room, .and  all  except  2  rooms.

It  appears  from  the  above  table  that,  of  the  persons  for  whom 
information  was  secured,  80.8  per  cent  of  the  males  and  78.3  per  cent 
of  the  females  can  read  only,  and  79.4  per  cent  of  the  males  and  77.4 
per  cent  of  the  females  can  both  read  and  write.  The  proportion  of 
males  and  females  who  can  read  and  read  and  write  is  much  larger 
for  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  than  for  the  foreign-born.  It 
will  be  noted  that  all  who  were  native-born  of  native  father  can  read 
and  write.  Of  the  foreign-born,  all  of  the  Swedes  and  Welsh,  both 
males  and  females,  can  read  and  read  and  write.  With  these  excep- 
tions, the  proportions  of  persons,  both  males  and  females,  who  read 
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and  read  and  write  is  largest  for  the  Magyars  and  smallest  for  the 
South  Italians. 

The  degree  of  literacy  prevailing  among  persons  of  foreign  birth,  in 
the  households  studied,  after  designated  periods  of  residence  in  this 
country  is  considered  in  the  table  next  presented.  The  table  shows, 
by  race  of  individual  and  by  years  in  the  United  States,  the  percent- 
age of  foreign-born  persons  10  years  of  age  or  over  who  were  able  to 
read  and  the  percentage  who  were  able  to  read  and  write.

Among  the  persons  for  whom  information  was  secured,  58.8  per 
cent  of  those  who  have  been  in  the  United  States  under  five  years, 

62.1  per  cent  of  those  who  have  been  here  from  five  to  nine  years,  and 
85.5  per  cent  of  those  who  have  been  here  ten  years  or  over,  can  read 
only,  and  57.2  per  cent  of  those  who  have  been  here  under  five  years, 
59  per  cent  of  those  who  have  been  here  from  five  to  nine  years,  and 

84.2  per  cent  of  those  who  have  been  here  ten  years  or  over,  can  both 
read  and  write.

It  appears  from  the  above  table  that  of  the  foreign-born  persons 
for  whom  information  was  secured  87.4  per  cent  of  those  who  came 
to  the  United  States  when  under  14  years  of  age  and  65.4  per  cent 
of  those  who  came  here  when  14  or  over  can  read  only,  and  that  85 
per  cent  of  those  who  came  here  when  under  14  and  63.6  per  cent  of 
those  who  came  here  when  14  or  over  can  both  read  and  write.  All 
of  the  Swedes  and  Welsh,  irrespective  of  age  at  time  of  arrival,  are 
able  both  to  read  and  to  read  and  write.  In  the  case  of  the  South 
Italians,  Magyars,  and  Slovaks  a  considerably  larger  proportion  of 
persons  who  came  here  when  under  14  than  of  persons  who  came 
here  when  14  or  over  are  able  to  read  and  to  read  and  write.

The  preceding  table  shows  that  of  1,177  persons  for  whom  infor- 
mation was  secured,  and  who  are  20  years  of  age  or  over,  73.3  per 
cent  are  married  and  3.3  per  cent  are  widowed.  Of  those  from  20 
to  29  years  of  age  50.4  per  cent  are  married  and  0.6  per  cent  are 
widowed.  In  the  group  of  persons  from  30  to  44  years  of  age  89.4 
per  cent  are  married  and  2  per  cent  are  widowed,  while  of  those 
45  years  of  age  or  over  87.1  per  cent  are  married  and  10.5  per  cent 
are  widowed.  In  the  group  of  persons  from  20  to  29  years  of  age 
the  foreign-born  show  a  very  much  higher  percentage  married  than 
either  the  native-born  whites  of  native  father  or  the  native-born  of 
of  foreign  father,  which  follow  in  the  order  named.  Of  persons 
from  30  to  44  years  of  age  the  native-born  whites  of  native  father 
show  a  higher  percentage  who  are  married,  followed  by  the  native-born 
of  foreign  father  and  the  foreign-born.  The  native  whites  born  of 
native  father  report  no  persons  widowed  in  either  group  and  the 
native-born  of  foreign  father  no  persons  widowed  in  the  group  from 
30  to  44  years  of  age.  Of  persons  45  years  of  age  or  over  and  20 
years  of  age  or  over  the  foreign-born  show  the  highest  percentage 
married,  followed  by  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  and  the  native- 
born  whites  of  native  father  in  the  order  mentioned.  In  each  of 
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these  groups  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  show  the  highest 
per  cent  widowed.  In  the  total  number  of  the  South  Italians  and 
Magyars  reporting  the  latter  shows  a  slightly  higher  percentage 
than  the  former  of  married  persons,  while  the  South  Italians  show 
a  higher  percentage  who  are  widowed  than  the  Magyars.  In  the 
groups  including  persons  from  20  to  29  years  of  age,  from  30  to  44 
years  of  age,  and  20  years  of  age  or  over,  females  show  a  higher 
percentage  married  than  males,  while  of  persons  45  years  of  age  or 
over  males  exhibit  a  higher  percentage  married  than  females.  In  the 
group  of  persons  from  20  to  29  years  of  age  males  show  the  highest 
percentage  widowed,  while  females  exhibit  greater  proportions  widowed 
in  each  succeeding  group  than  males.

Of  the  2,238  persons  included  in  the  preceding  table  the  largest 
proportion,  or  21  per  cent,  are  from  20  to  29  years  of  age,  the  pro- 
portion who  are  from  30  to  44,  under  6,  and  from  6  to  13  years  of 
age  following  in  the  order  named,  and  approximately  the  same  pro- 
portion being  from  14  to  19  years  of  age  as  45  years  of  age  or  over. 
The  difference  between  the  proportions  of  persons,  in  the  house- 
holds the  heads  of  which  are  of  each  nativity  group,  who  are  within 
each  specified  age  group  is  comparatively  small.  Over  50  per  cent 
of  the  persons  in  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  South  Italians, 
Magyars,  Swedes,  and  Welsh  are  20  years  of  age  or  over,  and  over  50 
per  cent  of  the  persons  in  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are 
Slovaks  are  under  14  years  of  age.  A  difference  of  less  than  10 
per  cent  is  shown  between  the  proportions  of  the  total  number  of 
males  and  females  within  each  specified  age  group.  The  proportion 
of  persons  in  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  of  each  nativity 
group,  as  well  as  the  proportion  of  persons  in  the  households  the 
heads  of  which  are  of  each  race  is,  generally  speaking,  very  well 
divided  between  the  sexes.

OWNERSHIP   OF   HOMES. 

The  accumulation  of  property  is  not  only  an  indication  of  thrift 
on  the  part  of  the  owner,  but,  where  the  owner  is  a  person  of  foreign 
birth,  it  also  exhibits  a  tendency  toward  permanent  settlement  in 
the  United  States.  In  this  connection  the  following  table  is  sub- 
mitted which  shows,  by  general  nativity  and  race  of  head  of  family, 
the  number  and  percentage  of  families  owning  home.

Information  concerning  416  families  was  obtained  in  this  locality, 
of  which  number  only  40.6  per  cent  own  homes,  the  foreign-born 
reporting  39.9  per  cent  as  compared  with  53.6  per  cent  of  the  native- 
born  of  foreign  father  and  22.2  per  cent  of  the  native  whites  born  of 
native  father. 

Among  the  foreign-born  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Swedes,  with  87.9 
per  cent  owning  homes,  report  a  much  larger  proportion  than  do  the 
Welsh,  who  in  turn  show  a  considerably  larger  proportion  than  do 
the  Magyars,  a  much  larger  proportion  than  do  the  South  Italians, 
and  a  very  much  larger  proportion  than  do  the  Slovaks,  who  report 
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only  9.5  per  cent  of  their  number  as  owning  homes.  Among  the 
native-born  of  foreign  father  the  proportion  of  Germans  owning 
homes,  66.7  per  cent,  is  considerably  in  excess  of  that  shown  by  the 
Irish,  who  report  but  42.9  per  cent. 

STATUS    OF    CHILDREN    IN    THE   HOUSEHOLDS    STUDIED. 

The  table  next  presented  is  instructive  as  indicating  the  tendency 
on  the  part  of  children  in  the  families  studied  to  attend  school  or  go 
to  work  when  working  age  is  reached.  The  table  shows,  by  general 
nativity  and  race  of  individual,  the  percentage  of  children  6  and 
under  16  years  of  age  at  home,  at  school,  and  at  work.

Of  native  white  children  born  of  native  father  who  are  6  and 
under  16  years  of  age  concerning  whom  information  was  secured,  9 
per  cent  are  at  home,  88.8  per  cent  are  at  school,  and  2.2  per  cent 
are  at  work.  Among  children  whose  fathers  were  South  Italians  a 
slightly  larger  percentage  of  those  who  were  born  in  the  United 
States  are  at  school  than  of  those  who  were  born  abroad,  while  the 
proportion  of  children  who  were  born  abroad  who  are  at  home  and 
are  at  work  is  slightly  larger  than  the  proportion  of  those  who  were 
born  in  the  United  States  who  are  thus  occupied.  Magyar  children 
who  were  born  abroad  show  a  considerably  higher  percentage  at 
home  than  those  who  were  born  in  the  United  States.  The  propor- 
tion of  those  who  were  born  in  the  United  States  and  are  at  school 
is  larger  than  the  proportion  of  those  who  were  born  abroad  and 
are  thus  occupied,  while  about  the  same  proportion  of  both  classes 
are  at  work.  The  per  cent  of  children  who  are  native-born  whites 
of  native  father  who  are  at  school  is  considerably  larger  than  the 
per  cent  of  foreign-born  children  at  school,  \vhile  the  per  cent  of 
foreign-born  children  at  work  is  very  much  higher  than  that  of 
native-born  white  children  of  native  father  who  are  thus  engaged.

In  this  locality  information  was  secured  as  to  general  nativity 
and  race  of  father  of  16,157  pupils  in  public  and  3,382  pupils  in 
parochial  schools.  The  proportion  of  pupils  of  foreign  parentage 
is  52.5  per  cent  in  public  and  39  per  cent  in  parochial  schools,  and 
the  proportion  of  children  of  native  whites  is  47.1  per  cent  in  public 
and  60.9  per  cent  in  parochial  schools.  In  the  public  schools  the 
foreign  races  having  the  largest  representation  are  the  Irish,  German, 
Welsh,  English,  and  Lithuanian,  while  in  the  parochial  schools  the 
Polish,  German,  and  Irish,  in  the  order  mentioned,  are  the  principal 
races. 
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CITIZENSHIP. 

The  extent  to  which  foreign-born  males,  in  the  households  studied 
in  the  community,  have  acquired  or  manifested  an  interest  in  attain- 
ing citizenship  is  exhibited  by  the  table  next  presented.  It  shows, 
by  race,  the  present  political  condition  of  foreign-born  males  who 
have  been  in  the  United  States  five  years  or  over  and  who  were  21 
years  of  age  or  over  at  time  of  arrival  in  this  country.

Of  the  foreign-born  males  for  whom  information  was  secured, 
43.9  per  cent  are  fully  naturalized  and  8.9  per  cent  have  first  papers 
only.  All  of  the  Welsh  and  95.5  per  cent  of  the  Swedes  are  fully 
naturalized,  as  compared  with  28.8  per  cent  of  the  South  Italians 
and  26.6  per  cent  of  the  Magyars.

It  appears  from  the  above  table  that  of  the  persons  for  whom 
information  was  secured,  66.7  per  cent  of  the  males  and  64  per  cent 
of  the  females  can  speak  English.  The  proportion  of  males  and 
females  who  speak  English  is  much  larger  for  native-born  of  foreign 
father  than  for  the  foreign-born.  Of  the  foreign-born  males,  all  of 
the  Swedes,  67.9  per  cent  of  the  Slovaks,  and  between  50  and  60  per 
cent  of  the  Magyars  and  South  Italians  can  speak  English.  The  pro- 
portion of  foreign-born  females  who  can  speak  English  is  largest  for 
the  Swedes  and  smallest  for  the  South  Italians.

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From  the  preceding  table  it  appears  that  a  considerably  larger  pro- 
portion of  foreign-born  persons  who  came  to  the  United  States  when 
under  14  years  of  age  than  of  those  who  came  here  when  14  or  over  are 
able  to  speak  English.  Of  the  persons  who  came  here  when  under  14, 
all  of  the  Swedes  and  a  larger  proportion  of  the  South  Italians  than  of 
the  Magyars  and  Slovaks  can  speak  English.

It  appears  from  the  above  table  that  26.4  per  cent  of  the  foreign- 
born  persons  who  have  been  in  the  United  States  under  five  years  can 
speak  English  as  compared  with  65.7  per  cent  of  those  who  have  been 
here  from  five  to  nine  years  and  86.3  per  cent  of  those  who  have  been 
here  ten  years  or  over.  In  other  words,  there  is  an  increase  in  the 
proportion  of  persons  who  speak  English  with  years  of  residence  in 
the  United  States.  This  increase  appears  in  the  case  of  the  different 
races  for  which  the  percentages  are  given,  as  well  as  in  the  case  of  all 
employees.  All  of  the  Swedes  who  have  been  in  this  country  ten 
years  or  over,  as  compared  with  87.5  per  cent  of  those  who  have  been 
here  under  five  years,  can  speak  English.

INTRODUCTION. 

Industrial  significance  of  the  community — Households  studied — Members  of  house- 
holds for  whom  detailed  information  was  secured— [Text  Tables  320  to  323  and 
General  Tables  241  and  242]. 

INDUSTRIAL    SIGNIFICANCE    OF   COMMUNITY. 

Community  F,  New  York,  is  a  manufacturing  town,  north  of  New 
York  City,  situated  on  the  Hudson  River.  In  1880  it  was  a  town  of 
18,892  persons,  but  since  then  its  growth  has  been  remarkable.  In 
1890  the  census  returns  gave  it  a  population  of  32,033,  and  in  1900  it 
had  become  a  city  of  47,931  persons.  From  1900  to  1905  it  showed 
the  most  extraordinary  growth,  setting  the  figure  of  61,414  in  popu- 
lation. In  racial  composition  the  population  is  largely  foreign,  30.4 
per  cent  being  foreign-born,  38.5  per  cent  native-born  of  foreign  father, 
and  but  28.7  per  cent  native-born  of  native  father. 

Through  the  industrial  activities  of  two  manufactures — molasses 
refining  and  caroet  making — the  manufactured  products  of  the  city 
showed  tremendous  growth  between  1900  and  1905,  the  number  of 
employees  rising  from  7,555  to  9,779,  and  the  value  of  products  from 
$1.7,303,690  to  $33,548,688,  an  increase  of  29.4  per  cent  in  the  first 
and  93.9  per  cent  in  the  second  instance.  The  disproportionate 
increase  in  the  number  of  employees  and  the  value  of  the  products 
are  due  to  the  installation  of  labor-saving  machinery  in,  the  carpet 
mills  and  molasses  refineries. 

New  York  State  ranks  second  in  the  manufacture  of  carpets, 
products  to  the  value  of  $19,404,133  being  produced  in  1905  by 
10,225  employees.  The  value  of  the  industry  to  Community  F  may 
best  be  realized  when  it  is  noted  that  6,061  out  of  the  total  number  of 
9,779  employees  are  employed  in  the  four  carpet  factories.  The 
labor  and  wage  conditions  are  good  in  the  city,  and  employees  in  the 
carpet  factories  all  work  from  fifty-two  to  fifty-seven  hours  per  week. 

HOUSEHOLDS    STUDIED. 

A  total  of  610  households,  the  heads  of  which  were  employed  in  the 
various  industries  of  Community  F,  were  studied  in  detail.  The 
table  next  submitted  shows,  by  general  nativity  and  race  of  head  of 
household,  the  number  and  percentage  of  the  households  of  each  race 
studied.

The 
proportion  of  males  is  largest  in  the  foreign-born  households,  slightly 
smaller  in  the  households  of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father,  and 
smallest  in  the  households  of  native-born  of  native  father.  Of  the 
foreign-born  households,  those  of  which  the  heads  are  Syrians,  Arme- 
nians, Lithuanians,  and  Magyars,  in  the  order  mentioned,  have  the 
largest,  and  those  of  which  the  heads  are  North  Italians  the  smallest 
proportion  of  males.

Information  was  secured  from  3,358  persons  in  this  locality,  1,470 
of  whom  were  females  and  1,888  were  males.  Of  the  total  number, 
58.1  per  cent  were  of  foreign  birth,  37.4  per  cent  were  native-born  of 
foreign  father,  and  4.5  per  cent  were  native-born  whites  of  native 
father.

It  appears  from  the  above  table  that  of  the  foreign-born  persons 
for  whom  information  was  secured,  39.9  per  cent  have  been  in  the 
United  States  under  five  years,  65  per  cent  under  ten  years,  and  86.6 
per  cent  under  twenty  years.  The  proportion  of  persons  who  have 
been  in  the  United  States  under  five  years  is  largest  for  the  Arme- 
nians, Syrians,  and  Magyars,  in  the  order  mentioned,  and  smallest  for 
the  Irish  and  Slovaks,  and  the  proportion  of  persons  in  the  United 
States  under  ten  years  is  largest  for  the  Syrians,  Magyars,  Lithua- 
nians and  Armenians,  in  the  order  mentioned,  and  smallest  for  the 
Irish  and  Welsh.  All  of  the  Syrians  and  over  95  per  cent  of  the 
Armenians,  South  Italians,  Lithuanians,  and  Magyars,  as  compared 
with  47.7  per  cent  of  the  Irish,  58.3  per  cent  of  the  Welsh,  and  64.5 
per  cent  of  the  Slovaks,  have  been  in  this  country  under  twenty  years.

Of  the  males  in  this  locality  for  whom  information  was  secured,  4.1 
per  cent  were  without  occupation  abroad,  49.4  per  cent  worked  for 
wages,  36.6  per  cent  worked  without  wages,  and  10  per  cent  worked

Of  the  males  in  this  locality  for  whom  information  was  secured, 
36.1  per  cent  were  farm  laborers,  working  without  wages,  before 
coming  to  the  United  States,  19.6  per  cent  worked  for  wages  as  farm 
laborers,  5.1  per  cent  worked  for  wages  as  factory  operatives,  16.4 
per  cent  worked  for  wages  in  hand  trades,  6  per  cent  worked  for 
wages  in  occupations  not  specified,  and  8.5  per  cent  worked  for  profit 
as  farmers.

It  appears  from  the  above  table  that  of  the  foreign-born  females 
for  whom  information  was  secured,  39.6  per  cent  were  without  occu- 
pation abroad,  while  15.7  per  cent  worked  for  wages,  43.9  per  cent 
worked  without  wages,  and  only  0.7  per  cent  worked  for  profit.  All 
of  the  Hebrews  were  without  occupation  before  coming  to  the 
United  States.  With  this  exception,  the  proportion  of  females  who 
were  without  occupation  is  largest  for  the  Irish  and  Scotch,  in  the 
order  mentioned,  and  smallest  for  the  Lithuanians  and  Ruthenians.

The  foreigA-born  males 
show  a  considerably  higher  per  cent  than  those  who  are  native-born  of 
foreign  father  who  are  engaged  in  sugar  refining,  while  none  of  the  native- 
born  whites  of  native  father  are  thus  employed.  The  native  males 
born  of  foreign  father  show  the  highest  percentage  who  are  engaged 
in  the  manufacture  of  carpets  followed  by  the  foreign-born  males, 
while  none  of  the  native  whites  born  of  native  father  are  reported  in 
this  industry.  The  latter,  however,  show  a  very  high  percentage  who 
were  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  hats  and  caps,  the  foreign-born 
and  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  following  in  the  order  mentioned 
in  much  smaller  proportions.  The  males  who  are  native-born  of  for- 
eign father  show  a  considerably  higher  percentage  than  either  the 
foreign-born  or  the  native  whites  born  of  native  father,  who  are  other- 
wise employed.  The  native  whites  born  of  native  father  show  the 
highest  percentage  of  males  at  home  and  at  school,  followed  by  the 
native  males  born  of  foreign  father  in  considerably  smaller  propor- 
tions.

The  above  table  shows  of  843  females  16  years  of  age  or  over,  3.1 
per  cent  are  domestic  servants,  20.3  per  cent  are  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture of  carpets,  4.7  per  cent  are  otherwise  employed,  68.1  per  cent 
are  at  home,  and  3.8  per  cent  are  at  school.  The  foreign-born  females 
shdw  3.3  per  cent  in  domestic  service  as  contrasted  with  2.4  per  cent 
of  the  females  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  and  none  of  the 
native  whites  born  of  native  father  who  are  thus  employed.

The  preceding  table  shows  that  out  of  592  families  which  were 
studied,  there  are  574  husbands,  99  per  cent  of  whom  are  at  work, 
the  average  yearly  earnings  per  husband  being  $568.  Of  the  husbands 
who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  100  per  cent  are  at  work,  whose 
average  yearly  earnings  amount  to  $816;  98.9  per  cent  of  the  foreign- 
born  husbands  are  at  work  whose  average  yearly  earnings  are  $552, 
while  the  average  yearly  earnings  of  husbands  who  are  native-born 
whites  of  native  father  is  $673.  The  Hebrew,  Lithuanian,  Magyar, 
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Pole,  Scotch,  and  Slovak  husbands  show  100  per  cent  at  work,  the 
Slovenian  and  Ruthenian  husbands  showing  over  98  per  cent  of  hus- 
bands at  work.  The  Scotch  husbands  show  the  highest  average 
yearly  earnings,  which  is  $981,  the  Irish  husbands  follow  with  $777, 
and  the  Polish  with  $618.  The  Hebrew,  Bohemian,  and  Moravian, 
and  Ruthenian  husbands  show  average  yearly  earnings  of  between 
$513  and  $557,  husbands  of  the  other  specified  races  falling  below 
$500,  the  Syrian  husbands  showing  average  yearly  earnings  of  only 
$403. 

The  range  in  the  annual  earnings  of  male  heads  of  families  studied 
is  shown  in  the  following  table  by  general  nativity  and  race  of 
individual.

Of  the  male  heads  of  families  in  this  locality  for  whom  information 
was  secured  94.2  per  cent  earn  under  $1,000  per  year,  86.4  per  cent 
under  $800  per  year,  64.4  per  cent  under  $600  per  year,  21  per  cent 
under  $400  per  year,  and  only  a  very  small  proportion  under  $200 
per  year.  The  proportion  of  heads  of  families  earning  under  $400, 
under  $600,  under  $800,  and  under  $1,000  per  year,  respectively,  is 
considerably  larger  for  the  foreign-born  than  for  the  native-born  of 
foreign  father.  Of  the  foreign-born  of  the  races  for  which  the  per-

under  $800  per  year,  and  all  of  the  Lithuanians,  Poles,  Slovaks,  and 
Slovenians,  and  over  97  per  cent  of  the  Ruthenians,  Magyars,  and 
Hebrews,  as  compared  with  60  per  cent  of  the  Scotch,  earn  under 
$1,000  per  year.

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It  appears  from  the  preceding  table  that  only  3  per  cent  of  the  male 
employees  for  whom  information  was  secured  earn  under  $200  per 
year,  that  29.1  per  cent  earn  under  $400,  that  74  per  cent  earn  under 
$600,  and  that  96.8  per  cent  earn  under  $1,000.  The  proportion  of 
males  earning  under  $200  and  under  $400  per  year,  respectively,  is 
larger  for  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  than  for  the  foreign-born, 
while  the  proportion  of  males  earning  under  $600  and  under  $1,000, 
respectively,  is  considerably  larger  for  the  foreign-born  than  for  the 
native-born  of  foreign  father.  Of  the  foreign-born,  the  Poles,  South 
Italians,  and  Slovenians,  in  the  order  mentioned,  have  the  largest 
proportion  of  males  earning  under  $400  per  year  and  the  Lithuanians, 
Magyars  and  South  Italians,  in  the  order  mentioned,  have  the  largest 
proportion  of  males  earning  under  $600  per  year.  All  of  the  Bo- 
hemians and  Moravians,  South  Italians,  Lithuanians,  Poles,  Slovaks, 
Slovenians  and  Syrians,  and  over  98  per  cent  of  the  Ruthenians, 
Magyars  and  Hebrews  earn  under  $1,000  per  year. 

The  yearly  earnings  of  all  the  males  for  whom  information  was 
secured  average  $524.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  average  yearly 
earnings  of  the  native-born  of  native  father  are  higher  than  the  aver- 
age yearly  earnings  of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father,  and  that 
the  average  yearly  earnings  of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  are 
considerably  higher  than  the  average  yearly  earnings  of  the  foreign- 
born.  Of  the  foreign-born,  the  Scotch,  Welsh,  and  Irish,  in  the 
order  mentioned,  have  the  largest,  and  the  Poles,  Magyars,  South 
Italians,  Lithuanians,  Slovaks,  Slovenians  and  Syrians  the  smallest 
average  yearly  earnings.

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The  average  yearly  income  of  the  592  families  selected  for  study  in 
the  preceding  table  is-  $763 — the  families  the  heads  of  which  are 
native-born  of  foreign  father  having  an  income  of  $856  and  the 
families  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  having  an  income  of 
$757  per  annum.  The  average  yearly  income  of  the  families  the 
heads  of  which  are  of  each  specified  race  ranges  from  $1,366  for  the 
Scotch  to  $601  for  the  Slovenians,  the  Irish  being  the  only  race  be- 
sides the  Scotch  showing  an  average  yearly  income  as  high  as  $1,000. 

Of  the  total  number  of  families  93.8.  per  cent  have  a  total  yearly 
income  under  $1,500;  82.6  per  cent  under  $1,000;  61.5  per  cent  under 
$750;  23.3  per  cent  under  $500;  and  3.7  per  cent  under  $300.  The 
families  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  show  a  larger  propor- 
tion than  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign 
father,  having  a  total  income  under  each  specified  amount  except 
$1,500 — all  of  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of 
foreign  father  having  a  total  income  under  $1,500,  as  compared  with 
93.3  per  cent  of  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born. 
None  of.  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  Irish  or  Scotch  have  a 
total  yearly  income  of  less  than  $500,  as  compared  with  a  range  of 
from  50  per  cent  of  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  Slovak  to 
12.8  per  cent  of  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  Hebrew.  Over 
50  per  cent  of  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  of  each  specified 
race,  except  Irish,  Polish,  and  Scotch,  have  a  total  yearly  income 
under  $750  per  annum — the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  of  the 
same  races  being  the  only  ones  showing  less  than  75  per  cent  having 
a  total  yearly  income  under  $1,000.  A  certain  proportion  of  the 
families  the  heads  of  which  are  of  each  race  have  a  total  income  of 
$1,500  or  over — the  Scotch  showing  the  largest  and  the  Slovenian 
the  smallest. 

WIVES   AT   WORK.

From  information  secured  from  584  wives  it  was  found  that  8 
per  cent  are  at  work.  Of  the  foreign-born  wives  8.3  per  cent  are  at 
work,  as  contrasted  with  4.8  per  cent  of  the  native-born  wives  who 
are  at  work.  Of  the  foreign-born  wives  the  Euthenians  show  17.5 
per  cent  at  work,  families  whose  heads  are  Magyars  show  13.2  per 
cent  of  wives  at  work,  families  whose  heads  are  Slovenians  show  11.3 
per  cent  of  wives  are  at  work,  while  families  whose  heads  are  Scotch, 
Slovaks,  Irish,  and  Lithuanians  exhibit  less  than  6  per  cent  of 
wives  who  are  working. 

RELATION  BETWEEN  THE  EARNINGS  OF  HUSBANDS  AND  THE  PRACTICE 
OF  WIVES  OF  KEEPING  BOARDERS  OR  LODGERS. 

It  has  been  seen  that  only  a  small  proportion  of  the  wives  in  the 
families  studied  were  regularly  employed  for  wages  outside  the 
home.  On  the  other  hand,  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  wives 
supplements  the  earnings  of  the  husbands  by  keeping  boarders  or 
lodgers.  The  extent  to  which  this  is  done  is  exhibited  in  the  following 
table,  which  shows,  by  yearly  earnings  of  husband  and  by  general 
nativity  and  race  of  head  or  family,  the  percentage  of  families  in 
which  wife  has  employment  or  keeps  boarders  or  lodgers.

employment  or  keep  boarders  or  lodgers.  In  other  wrords,  the 
proportion  of  wives  having  employment  or  keeping  boarders  or 
lodgers  is  largest  where  the  earnings  of  husbands  are  smallest. 
While  this  is  true  of  all  wives,  it  will  be  noted  that  in  the  case  of  the 
Slovenians  and  Poles  a  larger  proportion  of  wives  whose  husbands 
earn  $600  or  over  than  of  wives  whose  husbands  earn  $400  and  under 
$600  have  employment  or  keep  boarders  or  lodgers,  and  that  in  the 
case  of  the  Ruthenians,  Magyars,  and  Lithuanians  a  larger  proportion 
of  wives  whose  husbands  earn  $400  and  under  $600  than  of  wives 
whose  husbands  earn  under  $400  have  employment  or  keep  boarders 
or  lodgers.

Of  the  592  families  selected  for  study  in  the  foregoing  table,  95.9 
per  cent  have  an  income  from  earnings"  of  husband  and  only  7  9  per 
cent  have  an  income  from  earnings  of  wife.  The  children  of  17.9 
per  cent  of  the  families  make  contributions,  and  36.8  per  cent  of  the 
families  augment  their  income  by  keeping  boarders  or  lodgers,  while 
12.3  per  cent  of  the  families  have  an  income  from  other  sources.  All 
of  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father 
have  an  income  from  earnings  of  husbands  and  none  have  an  income 
from  earnings  of  wife,  while  95.6  per  cent  of  the  families  the  heads  of 
which  are  foreign-born  have  an  income  from  the  earnings  of  husband 
and  8.2  per  cent  have  an  income  from  the  earnings  of  wife.  A  larger 
proportion  of  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  than 
of  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father 
have  an  income  from  contributions  of  children,  payments  of  boarders 
or  lodgers,  and  other  sources.  All  of  the  families  the  heads  of  which 
are  Lithuanian,  Polish,  Scotch,  and  Slovak;  over  90  per  cent  of  the 
families  the  heads  of  which  are  Hebrew,  Magyar,  Ruthenian,  and 
Slovenian;  and  78.3  per  cent  of  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are 
Irish  have  an  income  from  the  earnings  of  husband.  The  proportion 
of  families  the  heads  of  which  are  of  each  race,  except  Hebrew  and 
Polish,  having  an  income  from  earnings  of  wife,  ranges  from  17.2  per 
cent  of  the  Ruthenian  to  2  per  cent  of  the  Lithuanian.  The  propor- 
tion of  families  the  heads  of  which  of  each  race  receiving  contribu- 
tions from  children  ranges  from  43.5  per  cent  of  the  Irish  to  6  per 
cent  of  the  Ruthenians,  and  the  proportion  having  an  income  from 
payments  of  boarders  or  lodgers  ranges  from  74  per  cent  of  the 
Lithuanians  to  4.2  per  cent  of  the  Slovaks.  The  families  the  heads 
of  which  are  of  each  race,  except  the  Hebrews,  show  a  certain  propor- 
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tion  as  having  an  income  from  other  sources,  the  Ruthenians  showing 
the  largest  and  the  Lithuanians  the  smallest.

Of  the  592  families  selected  for  study  in  the  foregoing  table,  the 
largest  proportion,  or  36.8  per  cent,  have  their  entire  income  from 
husband — 28.5  per  cent  having  entire  income  from  husband  and  board- 
ers and  lodgers;  11.1  per  cent  having  entire  income  from  husband 
and  children;  and  5.1  per  cent  having  entire  income  from  husband 
and  wife.  Less  than  2  per  cent  have  their  entire  income  from  any 
other  specified  source,  while  15  per  cent  have  their  entire  income 
from  sources  or  combination  of  sources  not  specified.  All  of  the 
families  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  have

Of  the  total  yearly  income  of  592  families  selected  for  study  in  the 
foregoing  table,  71.4  per  cent  is  from  earnings  of  husband,  14.4  per 
cent  from  contributions  of  children,  7.3  per  cent  from  payments  of 
boarders  or  lodgers,  3  per  cent  from  earnings  of  wife,  and  3.8  per  cent 
from  other  sources.  A  higher  proportion  of  the  yearly  income  of 
the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father 
than  of  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  foreign-born  is  from 
earnings  of  husband,  while  the  proportion  of  the  yearly  income  from 
each  other  source  is  larger  for  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are 
foreign-born  than  for  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born 
of  foreign  father.  Considering  the  foreign-born,  by  race,  it  is  seen 
that  the  proportion  of  total  income  from  earnings  of  husband  ranges 
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from  77.7  per  cent  for  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  Slovenians, 
to  55.7  per  cent  for  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  Irish,  while 
the  proportion  from  the  earnings  of  wife  range  from  8.7  per  cent  for* 
the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  Kuthenians  to  none  for  the  fam- 
ilies the  heads  of  which  are  Hebrew  or  Polish.  The  children  of  the 
families  the  heads  of  which  are  Irish  contribute  31.6  per  cent,  while 
the  children  of  the  families  the  heads  of  which  are  Ruthenians  con- 
tribute 5.4  per  cent  of  the  total  income,  the  proportion  of  the  total 
income  contributed  by  the  children  of  the  families  the  heads  of  which 
are  of  each  other  given  race  ranging  from  25.7  per  cent  for  the  Slovaks 
to  7:8  per  cent  for  the  Lithuanians  and  Magyars,  each.  The  families 
the  heads  of  which  are  Lithuanians  show  the  largest  and  the  families 
the  heads  of  which  are  Scotch  the  smallest  proportion  of  their  total 
yearly  income  from  the  payments  of  boarders  or  lodgers.  The 
families  the  heads  of  which  are  of  each  specified  race,  except  Hebrew, 
have  a  certain  proportion  of  their  yearly  income  from  sources  not 
specified  in  this  table,  the  proportions  ranging  from  15.1  per  cent 
for  the  Pole  to  less  than  1  per  cent  for  the  Lithuanian  or  Slovenian.

The  preceding  table  shows  that  of  188  females  16  years  of  age  or 
over  who  reported  complete  data,  79.8  per  cent  worked  twelve 
months,  90.4  per  cent  worked  nine  months  or  over,  96.3  per  cent 
worked  six  months  or  over,  and  98.4  per  cent  worked  three  months 
or  over  during  the  past  year.  The  foreign-born  females  show  a 
considerably  higher  percentage  than  the  females  who  are  native- 
born  of  foreign  father  who  worked  the  full  year;  the  females  who 
are  native-born  of  foreign  father  show  a  considerably  higher  per- 
centage than  those  of  foreign  birth  who  worked  nine  months  or 
over.  The  females  who  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  also  show 
100  per  cent  who  worked  six  months  or  over  and  three  months  or 
over  as  contrasted  with  somewhat  smaller  proportions  of  the  foreign- 
born  females  who  worked  for  this  length  of  time. 

THE  IMMIGRANT  AND  ORGANIZED  LABOR. 

The  smallness  of  the  extent  to  which  the  immigrant  wage-earners 
are  members  of  labor  organizations  is  set  forth  in  the  table  following, 
which  shows,  by  general  nativity  and  race  of  individual,  the  affiliation 
with  trade  unions  of  males  in  the  households  studied  who  were  21 
years  of  age  or  over  and  who  were  working  for  wages.

In  this  locality  only  4.3  per  cent  of  the  males  for  whom  information 
was  secured  are  affiliated  with  trade  unions.  The  proportion  of 
males  affiliated  with  trade  unions  is  much  larger  for  the  native-born 
of  foreign  father  than  for  the  foreign-born.

Rent  in  its  relation  to  standard  of  living. — Boarders  and  lodgerfc — Size  of  apartments 
occupied — Size  of  households — Congestion — [Text  Tables  343  to  354  and  General 
Tables  255  to  266]. 

RENT   IN   ITS    RELATION    TO    STANDARD   OF    LIVING. 

The  monthly  rent  payments  of  the  households,  the  heads  of  which 
are  employed  in  Community  F,  are  chiefly  significant  in  their  bearing 
upon  the  standard  of  living,  because  of  congestion  within  the  house- 
holds, arising  from  the  practice  of  crowding  the  apartments  in  order 
to  reduce  the  per  capita  rent  outlay.  The  first  table  presented  in 
this  connection,  which  immediately  follows,  shows,  by  general  nativ- 
ity and  race  of  head  of  household,  the  average  rent  per  month  paid 
per  apartment,  per  room,  and  per  person.

The  above  table  shows  that  the  average  rent  per  month  of  567 
households  studied  is  $10.57  per  apartment,  $2.73  per  room,  and 
$1.90  per  person.  The  households  whose  heads  are  native  whites 
born  of  native  father  pay  a  considerably  higher  average  rent  per 
apartment  per  month  than  do  households  the  heads  of  which  are 
native-born  of  foreign  father  and  foreign-born.  The  average  monthly 
rent  per  room  paid  by  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born 
whites  of  native  father  is  slightly  higher  than  that  paid  by  house- 
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holds  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign  father  and  foreign- 
born.  The  households  whose  heads  are  native-born  of  native  father 
also  show  a  considerably  higher  average  rent  per  month,  per  person, 
than  do  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  native-born  of  foreign 
father;  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  of  foreign  birth  show  a 
considerably  lower  average  monthly  rental  per  person  than  do  the 
households  whose  heads  are  native-born  of  foreign  father.  Of  the 
households  the  heads  of  which  are  of  foreign  birth,  those  whose  heads 
are  Scotch  show  an  average  monthly  rental  per  apartment  of  $15.59, 
the  households  whose  heads  are  Syrians  pay  $14.89,  and  those  whose 
heads  are  Irish  $13.75,  as  contrasted  with  the  households  whose  heads 
are  Ruthenians,  paying  $8.68,  those  whose  heads  are  Magyars  $8.39, 
and  those  whose  heads  are  Slovenians  $8.28.  The  households  whose 
heads  are  Syrians  and  Scotch  show  an  average  rent  per  room  per 
month  of  over  $3  as  contrasted  with  the  households  whose  heads 
are  Ruthenians  and  Lithuanians  paying  $2.50  and  $2.49  rent  per 
room,  respectively.  The  households  whose  heads  are  Scotch  pay  a 
monthly  rent  per  person  of  $3.49,  which  is  far  in  excess  of  the  rent 
paid  by  households  whose  heads  are  of  other  specified  races,  house- 
holds whose  heads  are  Ruthenians  paying  the  lowest  average  rent 
per  person  per  month,  which  is  $1.26.

In  this  locality  38.7  per  cent  of  the  households  for  which  information 
was  secured  keep  boarders  or  lodgers.  The  proportion  of  households 
keeping  boarders  or  lodgers  is  much  larger  in  the  case  of  the  foreign- 
born  households  than  in  the  case  of  households  of  which  the  heads 
are  native-born  of  foreign  father.  Of  the  foreign-born,  of  the  races 
for  which  the  percentages  have  been  computed,  the  Lithuanians, 
Syrians,  and  Ruthenians,  in  the  order  mentioned,  have  the  largest 
and  the  Slovaks  and  Scotch  the  smallest  proportion  of  households 
keeping  boarders  or  lodgers.

The  households  the  heads  of  which  are  Magyars  show  the 
highest  percentage  occupying  apartments  of  2  and  3  rooms,  while 
no  households  the  heads  of  which  are  Scotch  occupy  apartments  of 
that  number  of  rooms.  The  households  the  heads  of  which  are 
Irish  show  the  highest  percentage  occupying  apartments  of  4  rooms 
and  households  the  heads  of  which  are  Scotch  the  highest  percentage 
occupying  apartments  of  5  and  6  rooms.  The  households  the  heads 
of  which  are  Scotch  show  the, lowest  percentage-occupying  apart- 
ments of  4  rooms,  and  households  the  heads  of  which  are  Kuthenians 
the  lowest  percentage  occupying  apartments  of  5  rooms.  No  house- 
holds the  heads  of  which  are  Magyars  and  Slovaks  occupy  apart- 
ments of  6  rooms  and  no  households  the  heads  of  which  are  Hebrews, 
Lithuanians,  Scotch,  Slovenians,  and  Slovaks,  occupy  apartments  of 
7  or  more  rooms.  The  households  the  heads  of  which  are  Poles 
show  the  highest  percentage  occupying  apartments  of  7  or  more  rooms, 
closely  followed  by  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  Syrians.

From  the  above  table  it  appears  that  6.2  per  cent  of  the  households 
in  this  locality  for  which  information  was  secured  are  of  two  persons, 
12.6  per  cent  of  three  persons,  16.7  per  cent  of  four  persons,  18.4  per 
cent  of  five  persons,  14.9  per  cent  of  six  persons,  10.2  per  cent  of 
seven  persons,  9.2  per  cent  of  eight  persons,  6.4  per  cent  of  nine  per- 
sons, and  5.4  per  cent  of  ten  persons  or  more.  The  proportion  of 
households  of  two,  four,  five,  and  seven  persons,  respectively,  is  larger 
for  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  than  for  the  foreign-born,  and  the 
proportion  of  households  of  three,  six,  and  ten  or  more  persons, 
respectively,  is  larger  for  the  foreign-born  than  for  the  native-born  of 
foreign  father.  None  of  the  households  of  the  native-born,  of  foreign 
father,  as  compared  with  9.7  per  cent  of  the  households  of  the  foreign- 
born,  are  of  eight  persons,  and  none  of  the  households  of  the  native- 
born  of  foreign  father,  as  compared  with  6.9  per  cent  of  the  households 
of  the  foreign-born,  are  of  nine  persons.  The  average  number  of 
persons  per  household  in  all  households  is  5.61.  It  will  be  noted  that 
the  average  number  of  persons  per  household  is  considerably  larger 
in  the  households  of  the  foreign-born  than  in  the  households  of  the 
native-born  of  foreign  father.  Of  the  foreign-born,  the  Ruthenians, 
Syrians,  and  Lithuanians  have  the  largest  and  the  Scotch,  Irish,  and 
Slovenians  the  smallest  average  number  of  persons  per  household.

The  households  whose  heads  are  Hebrews,  Slovaks,  Magyars,  Poles, 
South  Italians,  Slovenians,  and  Irish  show  an  average  of  from  5.08  to 
5.81  persons  per  apartment.  The  households  whose  heads  are  Bohe- 
mians and  Moravians,  Scotch,  and  Welsh  show  an  average  of  between 
4.50  and  4.53  persons  per  apartment.  The  households  the  heads  of 
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which  are  Ruthenians  show  1.93  persons  per  room,  the  households 
the  heads  of  which  are  Lithuanians  and  Magyars  show  an  average  of 
1.61  and  1.64  persons  per  room,  respectively,  while  the  households 
the  heads  of  which  are  Slovaks  show  1.56  and  Slovenians  show  1.55 
persons  per  room.  The  households  the  heads  of  which  are  Scotch 
and  Welsh  show  the  lowest  average  number  of  persons  per  room, 
which  is  0.87  and  0.82,  respectively.  The  households  the  heads  of 
which  are  Ruthenians  show  an  average  of  2.79  persons  per  sleeping 
room,  the  households  the  heads  of  which  are  North  Italians,  Magyars, 
Slovenians,  and  Poles  showing  an  average  of  between  2.43  and  2.48 
persons  per  sleeping  room.

In  the  households  for  this  locality  for  w^hich  information  was 
secured  the  average  number  of  persons  per  sleeping  room  is  2.34. 
The  average  number  of  persons  per  sleeping  room  is  larger  in  the 
households  of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  than  in  the  households 
of  the  foreign-born,  and  is  smallest  in  the  households  of  the  native- 
born  of  native  father.  Of  the  households  of  the  foreign-born,  those 
of  which  the  heads  are  Ruthenians,  North  Italians,  Slovenians,  Mag- 
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yars,  and  Scotch  have  the  largest  and  those  of  which  the  heads  are 
Syrians,  Welsh,  South  Italians,  and  Armenians  the  smallest  average 
number  of  persons  per  sleeping  room.  It  will  be  noted  that  78.2  per 
cent  of  all  households  have  two  or  more  persons,  28.7  per  cent  three 
or  more  persons,  7  per  cent  four  or  more  persons,  and  only  a  very 
small  proportion  five  or  more  persons  per  sleeping  room.  The  pro- 
portion of  households  having  two  or  more  persons  and  three  or  more 
persons  per  sleeping  room,  respectively,  is  larger  for  the  native-born 
of  foreign  father  than  for  the  foreign-born,  while  a  somewhat  larger 
proportion  of  the  households  of  the  foreign-born  than  of  the  house- 
holds of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  have  four  or  more  persons 
per  sleeping  room.

It  appears  from  the  preceding  table  that  9.7  per  cent  of  the  house- 
holds in  this  locality  for  which  information  was  secured  use  all  rooms  to 
sleep  in;  that  44.1  per  cent  use  all  rooms  except  one,  and  that  32.1 
per  cent  use  all  rooms  except  two.  A  considerably  larger  proportion 
of  the  households  of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  than  of  the 
households  of  the  foreign-born  sleep  in  all  rooms  except  two,  and  a 
much  larger  proportion  of  the  households  of  the  foreign-born  than  of 
the  households  of  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  sleep  in  all  rooms 
except  one.  None  of  the  households  of  the  native-born  of  foreign 
father,  as  compared  with  10.4  per  cent  of  the  households  of  the 
foreign-born,  use  all  rooms  to  sleep  in.  Of  the  foreign-born,  of  the 
races  for  which  the  percentages  have  been  computed,  the  Syrians 
and  Slovenians  have  the  largest  proportion  of  households  sleeping  in 
all  rooms;  the  Ruthenians,  Syrians,  Magyars,  and  Lithuanians,  in  the 
order  mentioned,  have  the  largest  proportion  of  households  sleeping 
in  all  rooms  except  one,  and  the  Irish  have  by  far  the  largest  propor- 
tion of  households  using  all  rooms  except  two.

It  appears,  from  the  data  presented  in  the  above  table,  that  of 
the  persons  in  this  locality  for  whom  information  was  secured,  85.2 
per  cent  of  the  males  and  80.2  per  cent  of  the  females  can  read; 
and  84  per  cent  of  the  males  and  78.1  per  cent  of  the  females  can 
both  read  and  write.  The  proportion  of  males  who  read  and  read  and 
write  is  largest  for  the  native-born  of  foreign  father,  second  largest  for 
the  native-born  of  native  father,  and  smallest  for  the  foreign-born, 
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while  the  proportion  of  females  who  read  and  read  and  write  is 
largest  for  the  native-born  of  native  father,  second  largest  for  the 
native-born  of  foreign  father,  and  smallest  for  the  foreign-born. 
All  of  the  native-born  females  of  native  father  are  able  to  read  and 
to  read  and  to  write.  Of  the  foreign-born,  all  of  the  Bohemians  and 
Moravians,  Irish,  Scotch,  and  Slovenians,  both  males  and  females, 
can  read  and  read  and  write.  With  these  exceptions,  the  proportion 
of  males  who  read  and  read  and  write  is  largest  for  the  Hebrews, 
Syrians,  and  Poles,  in  the  order  mentioned,  and  smallest  for  the 
South  Italians  and  Lithuanians,  and  the  proportion  of  females  who 
read  and  read  and  write  is  largest  for  the  Syrians,  Magyars,  and 
Poles,  in  the  order  mentioned,  and  smallest  for  the  Lithuanians  and 
the  Ruthenians.

The  above  table  shows  that  of  1,869  foreign-born  persons  10  years 
of  age  or  over  who  reported  complete  data,  76.1  per  cent  of  those 
who  have  been  in  the  United  States  under  five  years,  75.7  per  cent  of 
those  with  a  residence  of  from  five  to  nine  years,  and  84.6  per  cent 
of  those  who  have  been  in  this  country  ten  years  or  over  can  read. 
Of  persons  who  have  been  in  the  United  States  under  five  years  74.9 
per  cent  can  both  read  and  write,  of  those  with  a  residence  of  from 
five  to  nine  years  72.5  per  cent  can  read  and  write,  and  of  those  who 
have  been  in  this  country  ten  years  or  over  82.7  per  cent  can  both 
read  and  write.  The  Bohemians  and  Moravians,  the  Scotch,  and

It  appears  from  the  data  presented  in  the  above  table  that,  of  the 
persons  from  20  to  29  years  of  age  for  whom  data  were  secured,  45.3 
per  cent  of  the  males  and  82  per  cent  of  the  females  are  married  and 
only  0.4  per  cent  of  the  males  and  0.5  per  cent  of  the  females  are 
widowed.  The  proportion  of  married  persons,  both  males  and  females, 
is  considerably  larger  for  the  foreign-born  than  for  the  native-born  of 
foreign  father.  Of  the  foreign-born  females,  all  of  the  Slovenians 
and  over  90  per  cent  of  the  Poles  and  Hebrews  are  married.  The 
Slovenians,  Magyars,  and  Ruthenians,  in  the  order  mentioned,  have 
the  largest  and  the  Syrians  and  Lithuanians  the  smallest  proportion 
of  married  males.

Of  586  children  who  are  6  and  under  16  years  of  age,  5.5  per  cent 
are  at  home,  91.6  per  cent  are  at  school,  and  2,9  per  cent  are  at  work. 
The  foreign-born  children  show  the  highest  per  cent  at  home,  followed 
by  those  native-born  of  foreign  father  and  those  who  are  native-born 
whites  of  native  father.

It  appears  from  the  above  table  that  a  considerably  larger  propor- 
tion or  the  children  of  native  fathers  and  of  the  native-born  children 
of  Magyar  fathers  than  of  the  foreign-born  children  of  Magyar  fathers 
are  at  school.  The  proportion  of  children  at  work  is  largest  in  the 
case  of  the  foreign-born  children  of  Magyar  fathers,  slightly  smaller 
in  the  case  of  the  native-born  children  of  Magyar  fathers,  and  much 
smaller  in  the  case  of  the  native-born  of  native  fathers.  None  of  the 
native-born  children  of  Magyar  fathers,  as  compared  with  4.9  per 
cent  of  the  native-born  of  native  fathers  and  13  per  cent  of  the 
foreign-born  children  of  Magyar  fathers,  are  at  home. 

CITIZENSHIP. 

As  regards  the  interest  in  and  the  attainment  of  citizenship  by 
persons  of  foreign  birth,  the  table  following  shows,  by  race  of  indi- 
vidual, the  present  political  condition  of  foreign-born  males  in  the 
households  studied  who  have  been  in  the  United  States  five  years  or 
over  and  who  were  21  years  of  age  or  over  at  the  time  of  coming  to 
this  country.

From  the  data  presented  in  the  above  table,  it  appears  that  of 
the  persons  for  whom  information  was  secured,  69.6  per  cent  of  the 
males  and  69.8  per  cent  of  the  females  are  able  to  speak  English. 
The  proportion  of  persons,  both  males  and  females,  who  speak 
English  is  much  larger  for  the  native-born  of  foreign  father  than  for 
the  foreign-born.  Of  the  foreign-born,  the  Hebrews  and  Slovaks,  in 
the  order  mentioned,  have  the  largest  and  the  Lithuanians  and 
Magyars  the  smallest  proportion  of  males,  and  the  Hebrews  and  Poles, 
in  the  order  mentioned,  have  the  largest  and  the  Lithuanians  and 
Slovenians  the  smallest  proportion  of  females,  who  can  speak  English. 
The  native-born  of  foreign  father,  the  foreign-born,  and  each  of  the 
foreign  races  specified,  with  the  exception  of  the  Magyars,  Poles, 
and  Syrians,  have  a  larger  proportion  of  males  who  speak  English 
than  of  females.

In  this  locality  94.7  per  cent  of  the  persons  for  whom  information 
was  secured  who  came  to  the  United  States  when  under  14  years  of 
age,  as  compared  with  55.6  per  cent  of  those  who  came  here  when 
14  or  over,  can  speak  English.  The  proportion  of  persons  who  came 
here  when  14  or  over  who  speak  English  is  largest  for  the  Hebrews, 
Slovaks,  and  Syrians,  in  the  order  mentioned,  and  smallest  for  the 
Lithuanians  and  Magyars.

In  this  locality  33.1  per  cent  of  the  foreign-born  persons  for  whom 
information  was  secured,  who  have  been  in  the  United  States  under 
five  years,  as  compared  with  69.7  per  cent  of  those  who  have  been 
here  from  five  to  nine  years,  and  86.5  per  cent  of  those  who  have 
been  here  ten  years  or  over,  can  speak  English.  In  other  words, 
there  is  an  increase  in  the  proportion  of  persons  who  speak  English 
with  years  of  residence  in  the  United  States.  This  is  true,  not  only 
of  all  the  foreign-born,  but  of  all  the  races  for  which  the  percentages 
are  given  with  the  exception  of  the  Bohemians  and  Moravians.  A 
slightly  larger  proportion  of  Bohemians  and  Moravians  who  have 
been  in  this  country  from  five  to  nine  years  than  of  those  who  have 
been  here  ten  years  or  over  can  speak  English. 
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
